Toys thing 
the wyſe Ozatour and moſte cloquinte wiſe man Par⸗ 
cus Tullius Cicero, ſeemed well to pertepue, whoe in 
fewe wo2des compzehended fo greate pꝛapſe hcrecf, as 
it is not poſſible to be greater. Þyſtozye (ſapeth be) is the 
TWitneſſe of Tyme, the light of Truthe, the ivie of me⸗ 
mozte, mailtreſſe of life, and meſſanger of Antiquitte.' 
Foz by reading of hiltoztes,firſt we know how long time 
mightie Empires, great Kingdomes, famous Common 
weales and cities haue flouriched: how many yeares nos 
ble punces, valiant capitains, and wyſe gouerners haue 
reigncd: in what age they were which was befo2c other, 
and howe farre diſtante in tyme one from an other. By 
thys alſo we mape learne, that nothpng in thys mutable 
woꝛlde, can be epther ſo ſtrong and myghite, oz ſo riche 
and wealtbie, oz elſc ſo politike end wple, but that in fc 
pearts, it muſt of neceſſitie haue an ende. The myghtie 
Empire of Perſia, after. 231. peres was vanquiſhed, The 
baliant conqueroz Alcrander after. 32. yerzs ot age, die d. 
The famous citie of Rome, atter ceriapne ptarts of pꝛol⸗ 
peritie decayed. Mozeouer by the benefite of biſtoꝛtes, as 
we vudcritande the courie of tyme, and continuaancc of 
a, it, things 
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things) ſo do ye knowe the truthe of all affay2es, that 
aue bene donc in euery age, yea und that moze certainly 
than yk we had lynedin thoſc daycs when thep were at- 
chieued. Foz then perhappes either power of pzinces, pf 
truth were vnpleaſant, rep2s ed it: 02 pll repozie of en⸗ 
uious men it u were good, de pꝛaurd it: oz the gloſpng 
tongue of flattercrs, if it were pl, comme nded it. But the 
faithful Hiſtoꝛiographer (whoſe fyꝛʒſt bonde is neyt her to 
diminiſh foz feare, ne to add; to fe2 flattetie) doth plains 
ly ri poꝛt vnto poſteritie the fruth of ſuch things as he vn⸗ 
dertaketh to declare. The ambitton of Ceſar, the dꝛen⸗ 
kenneſſe ok Zpberius, the p2ide of Caligula, the crucls 
tie of Nero, the vicious lyte of Heliogabalus, was not 
ſo truly repozted among their ſubiectes when they liued, 
as it is nowe to be red in the wozkes of the learned men, 
that haue witten they2 doyngs. Furthermoze, bp rea⸗ 
ding ot Þpſtozies we kepe in liuely me moꝛp thoſe things 
that many a hundꝛed yearcs paſt otherwyſe woulde haue 
bene burped in obliutouſneſſe. We remembꝛe our creas 
tion, and knowe from whence we kyꝛſte tame: we fozget 
not the Exaumples of thoſe that epther foz obedience to 
Gods holy will haue bene duelp rewarded, oz foz mur⸗ 
muryng agaynlt the ſame haue bene tuſtly puniſhed:we 
haue in mynde the famous vertues of manynoble men, 
and the bozrible vices of manye naughtie perſons: And 
therby alwap doth remaine among vs as well the glozie 
and pꝛapſe of the good, as thc ignominie and repꝛoche of 
the pll. Wherfo2ze with examples of both truely (ct fozth 
in hiſtozies, wee learne by followyng the ene, and eſchu⸗ 
ing the other to frame oure ltues to vertue and honeſtie, 
muche better than by the inſtruction of any Philoſopher, 
What counſell dt Philoſophie dothe ſo well incourage 
a noble man valiantlp to aduenturc bys lpfe in defence of 
his countrep as the examples of Codzus, Curtius, and 
Sceuola 2 What Philoſopher teacheth ſo pithyly to eſs 
chue gredie deſire of monep, and content our ſelues wpth 
little as the eramples of Cincinnatus, Curtius, and Fas

Mherefoze moſte truly 
Thutpdides (who was a man excellent in knowledge of 
Warrefare, and alſo wzote the greate and long warre, 
and other ſundzy things, (which chanced among the Gre⸗ 
kes ſayth : Þiſtoztes bea treaſure which oughte neuer to 
be ont of our handes,that therby being aided, we may the 
moze commodiouſip handle ſuch buſineſſe and like chauns 
ces in the common weale, fozaſmuch as the cauſes often- 
times chaunce almoſt like, 

Furthermoze there be examples found in hiffozies cons 
nenient foz euery man pꝛiuatelp in his degree, as magt- 


ſtrates ought to be obeyd,and that they neuer eſcaped vn- 


puniſhed, which haue rebelled againſt them, euen as Da⸗ 
than, Abſalom, Catiline,Bzutus,Cafſius,and ſuch like, 
fo2 their ſedition haue bene wozthily puniſhed. Df the ſi⸗ 
delitie of friends, as Jonathas ſaued the life of king Da⸗ 
utd, Df the puniſhment fo2 homicide, adulterie, and ſuch 
like offences, as it appeareth by the example of Dauid. 

But what ſhal nede many woꝛds:? Even as in euerp arte 
paternes be gyuen tofolow : likewiſe in hiſtoʒies be pain- 
ted befoze our eyes examples of all kindes of vertnes But 
pet in example and deedes it is moze euidently perteiued, 
what the dignitie of vertue is:and agayn, what the baſe- 
neſſe of diſhoneſtie and vices be, than in bare p:cceptes, 


bicauſe the examples ſet as images befoze vs, do not only | 


openly teache, but alſo bothe openly warne and ſtirre our 
myndes, lo that thereby wpthacertaine delite and deſirc 
they be kindeled towardes vertne and honeffte. Foz who 
in heart can be ſo ſtubboꝛne and hard, that wil not be mo⸗ 


ned, if he reade any thyng notable, that is epther wozthp | 


p:aiſe,o2 elſe examples vtterly to be abhoꝛred. 
3 haue ſhewed bziefty howe in readyng of byſtozſes er- 
amples of polittcall vertues and ctuite affaires onghte to 


be obſerued.

All be it that the hiſtoztes of the Gentils do not teach, that 
God careth oꝛ hath ought to do with vs, yet a godly minde 
neuertheleſſe ſhal conſider,that the publike weales in the 
woꝛlde be conſerued by the power of God, and that it is 


the woꝛke ot God to puniſhe and reuenge all oppzeſſions 
aͤnd violence, yea and that vnto the Heathen, God gineth 


? 


, 


ertellẽt qualities. Foz pꝛintes cannot pzeſerue their em⸗ 
plres againſt the aſſaults of Sathan, without the ſingular 
benefite of God, and the apde of their owne vertue and 
wiſedome. And ſo by this maner a good man may wel ſup 
poſe that theſe actes and puniſhementes be the wozkes of 
God, and therby may learne the feare of God. As that ty⸗ 
rannes haue ben greuouſly puniſhed, accozding to this ſen 
tence : He that taketh the ſwozde, that is, which without 
authozitie vſurpeth the right of reuenging, be ſhal periſh 
by the ſ\wozde. Conttarpwiſe it is enident,that good pʒin⸗ 
ces be pꝛeſerued and defended by God. And that alſo the 
Ethnikes did wel perceine,in that their pzinces had great 
affiaunce in the healpe of their goodes. Fo2 Homere the 
Poet ſaypth : God caſteth his ſhtelde in the battatlc, to de⸗ 


tende the Pzinces, He fapneth alſoeuery pʒince to be vn⸗ 


der the pzotection of his God, as it apereth by the goddeſſe 
Pallas, which always was pꝛeſente with Achilles. But 
this thing is moze plainly expꝛeſled in the hiſtozies of the 
holy ſcriptures, as in Noe, Abzaham, Poſes, Dauid, Eze⸗ 
chias, 4 the other pʒinces and kings, whom God alwayes 
pꝛeſerued. And their examples be ſet befoze the eyes of all 


; other pzinces, that thep may certainly knowe, that in like 


maner God will defende all good kyngs. Foz this diffe- 


| rence ts betwene the holy and pꝛophane biſfozies, that in 


tzem be ſhewed che teftimontes of the wozkes of God,and 


de which do not onely intreat of ctuile matters, but chiet- 
lp do repꝛeſent vnto vs the kyngdome of God, that Gov 


guet his woz de, that ot his mercy he will ſaue vs, wher- 
in tha 
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in QehHiſtozies of the Gentils bc ignozant. Therkoze pʒin⸗ 
eipally the hiſtozies of the holy ſcripture ought to be kno- 
wentoallchaftca men, that thereby they may leat ne the 
docrineand ſtablichement of faith. 

'Firfthow all things were created of god, what was the 
oꝛiginall ot ſinne, that againſt ſpnne Chaiſt inſtituted his 
kingdome, gaue bys woꝛde, and that he ſhoulde come to 
take away ſinne, and ſane vs. Alſo bow god, when be bad 
giuen dus woꝛde, pꝛeſerued alwapes the reigne of Thaiſt, 
and thatthe reigne of Chʒiſt, that is the true beleueis fro 
the beginning of the woꝛlde walked vnder the croſſe, and 
neuerthelelle were pzeſerncd, That Sathan with all the 
power of the woꝛld aſſaulte d the woꝛde ct god. Fozcouer, 
that god marucllouſly perfozmed his pꝛomiſt aboue the o⸗ 
pinton and capacitie ot᷑ mans witte. Alſo that traumples 
both of hoꝛrible vengeance, and alſo of grace and fozgiue- 
neſle be ſhe wed to vs of god. So vnto king Dauid and o⸗ 
ther chaunced remiſſion ot ſinnes, that by their examples 
we might be comfozted and belcue, that god wil foꝛgpue. 
Reither this is to be neglected; that foz the confirmation 
[of gur mindes, god hath geuen vs ail-ſoztesof pzopbecies 
at externall kyngdomes, that by tbe fulſplling of them, 

Se map haue a tcſtinrame,that our woꝛde is of god, ney- | 
[ther that any other faith than oures, is true. And thotwe - 
may be admoniſhed by them, when Chꝛiſt ought to come, 
Wwhentheconſfummatian of the woꝛlde ſhall be. Fynally, 
fo the tight vnderſtanding the pꝛopbecies, it ſhal be very 
:£xpediet to know the (ucceſfe and alteratiõ of the monat 
chles and klugdomcs, with the computation and number 
of the peaxes, Which be in the biſtoꝛies of the Gentiles er⸗ 
actly ſet foʒth: the knowledge wherof, euen foz this tauſt 
ts neteſſary fo2 chꝛiſtians, that they may the better vnder )- 
land the pzopbectes,and of them the moꝛe certenly tudge, 
Certes cuęry man may by theſe things eſtcme, what plc- | 
ſure and pʒelſite is gathered in reading of hiſtoʒies, and the 
frutefull commoditie therof ought wozthilp to flicre and 
OI encry man toknow tbem. ö 
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= nitures therof wer created, on the ſirt day 
adam, the moſt excellent of all creatures, 
was by 6 OD Almighty made of the lime 


of the carth, who bꝛeathed into him the bꝛeth of life, and

God. Unto this moſt perfect man, God gaue ſuch grace

Moꝛeouer, vnto hym God 
gaue power ouer al thinges that were on the earth, and 
in the ſea,ſo that vnto all beaſtes, foules, fiſhes, + wo2z 
mes, Adam did geue a pꝛopꝛe t a conuenift name, actoꝛ⸗ 
ding to þ natures of them, euen as they be called at this 
day. Than was he bꝛought by the almighty Loꝛd into þ 
pleaſant place of Paradiſe, repleniſhed with alpleaſure. 
The felicitie of which place S. Auguſtine dothe in this 
wiſe deſcribe: Man liued in Paradiſe as he would, how 
long he willed that which God cõmanded. he lyued ha⸗ 
uyng the fruition of God, by whiche goodneſſe he was 
good: he liued without any neceſſity, being in his power 


* foalwais to haue liued. Beate was ready, that he ſhuld 


not hunger: dunke, that he ſhold not thirſt: the wood of 
life, that age ſhould not diſſolue him. In his ſleche was 
perfec health, in his mynde no leſſe tranquillitie. 9s in

THE HOLY ſcriptures doo ſhewe, that 2 
when the heauen, the earth, and al the fur- 1 


vvorlde. 
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him ſelfe, not foz any neceſſitte,but only foꝛ recreatiom. 
Where he receiued a cũmandement, that of al the trees 
in Paradiſe he might laufully cate, ſo that he abſteined 
fro the tree of the knowlege of good r euill. Thã God 
perteiuing that as pet there was no creature made like 
vnto man, which might be an helper and companion vn 
to him, he foꝛthwith caſt Adam into a lumber, and toke 
à ryb out of his ſide, filling the place with fleſhe, wherof 
he made. the woman, and bꝛought her vnto him, whome 


when Adam ſawe, he ſaid: This is novve bone cf my bones. 
and fleſ he of my fleſ he, ſhe halbe called ryoman, be cauſe ſ he is 
taken out of the man, vyherfore mau (hall ſorſake his father and 
mother, and ſhall cleaue vnto his vvife, and they (hall be tvyo in 
one,fleſhe;The LOR O bleſſed them ard ſaid: Encreaſe and mul- 
tiplie, and fyll the earthe, and ſubdue it, aud bre ye lordes oner the 
fil hes in the ſea, the foules of the ayte, and al beaſtes that moue oa 


che earth. But man, when he was in this highe felicitie, 
coulde not perteiue it, foꝛ thꝛough the craft of the enui⸗ 
ous ſerpent ( which a litle befo2e fo2 his outragions pꝛide 
was d2tue out of heaut ) the pzouocatiou of. the momã, 
he tranſgreſſed the tõmandement gruen ta him by God 
whertoꝛe they were dꝛiuẽ out of Paradiſe, 4 made:ſub- 
leit to death, ſinne, r all kinds of miſcric.fo2 yearth was 
reſtreined, that it ſhold no moꝛe bꝛyng fo2th fruttes ot it 
felf, but by ſweat t peintull laboꝛs they ſhold leade their 
liues. Then came. ſickneſte vpon them, and heate e colde 
began to aſſail their tender bodies. Fo2 whi they began 
to ſinne: God did opt the power of Sathan: and againſt 
him, ok the ſeed of the woman, he pꝛomiſed that Chaſte 
ſhuld come and deſtroie the power of Sathan , & deliuer 
| vs free from death x ſinne. This was the firſt declaratis 
of the goſpell, which began the kyngdom of Chzlts the 
Church. And ſo Adam and Eua toke eomfo2t of the pꝛo⸗ 
miſe of Chuſt, t of theſe two perſons the church began, 
C After that theywere thus eriled out of Paradiſe, the 
holy ſcriptures do teſtifp, that thei bzought fo2th childze, 
t that Cain was their firſtbegotten,+ after many other, 
Abell, Theſe two bꝛethꝛen were the foundozs of two cb 


| ary cities, Babel and Hieruſalem: by the one — 
444 : x ande, 
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ſtande confuſyon, and by the other the vyſion of peace, 
Their father taught theym to feare god, and wozſhyp 
him with ſacrifices. Cain was of an vnhappie diſpoſiciõ 


geuen vnto all vyces, and was the fy2ſt that tylled the 


earthe. he offered alwaycs the moſte vyle thynges vnto 
god. Abell the yonger, was of contrary-condicyons: he 
gaue him ſelfe to vertue, and in all thinges that he went 
about, he thought god to be pꝛeſent: his occupacton was 
in keping of beaſtes, gaue vnto God the beſt of al thin- 
ges. Foꝛ in their ſacrifices his offring, with fire deſcen⸗ 
dyng from heawcn, was foo2thwith conſumed , but his 
bꝛothers remained vntouched. Wherfoze Capn(percer- 
ning that his bꝛother was of God pꝛeferred befoꝛechym) 
with malice and diſdeigne therat ſtirred, lewe him. 

¶ In this hiſtoꝛie is declared the anger and furye of the 
deuill, and alſo the infirmitie and weakenes of man, be⸗ 
ſides the greuous and carneſt ſentences of the twdgemet 
of God, x of the terrible vengeance of God fo2 the effuſi- 
on of blood, which were to long to recite in this place. 


* C After that Capn the firſt murtherer, fled fro his father 


he builded the firſt citie in the oziet, + named it Enouch, 
after p name of his firſt ſon: His childze inuẽted al kinds 
of crafts + ſcieces. Finalli he was puniſhed fo2 þ murder 
that he comitted x periſhed by ſuche a kynde of death. 
CJyuball the ſonne of Lamcch by Ada his wyfe, firſte 
made the poꝛtatiue tentes, foꝛ to feed his cattell, ⁊ oꝛde⸗ 
red his flockes,diTeuering the ſhepe from the gotes, and 
kounde out the certaine time whan the rammes ſhould 
be put to the ewes, and taught it other. 
¶ Tuball his bꝛother, a man of a ſinguler wit, inuented 
the ſciẽce of muſike, by the ſtrokes # noiſe of the hamers 
of his bꝛother Tubalcain, which was a ſmithe. Fo2 de⸗ 
liting in the ſoũd of the hamers, by the weight of them, 
he perteiued the pꝛopoꝛciõs and tunes, that the hamers 
gaue, and thereby deutſed the pꝛinciples of muſike, 
¶ Tubalcain their bꝛother, and ſonne of Lamech by his 
other wife Sela, firſt inuented the findyng out of met⸗ 
talles, and the wozkyng thereof.

¶ Atter the death of Abel x exile ot Cayn Adam, whan 


Chriſte. he was an.i3o.peres of age, begat Seth, who gaue him 


ſelfe to vertue, and to encreaſe x ſet foozth the glozte of 
God. Df this Seth the holy fathers wer begottẽ, whoſs 
poſteritie continued, but the poſteritie of Cain was de- 
ſtroped in the vniuerſall flood, Ioſephus wꝛiteth, that A⸗ 
dam t Seth made two columnes oꝛ pilloꝛs, one of bzaſſe 
the other of ſtone (foz they fozſepng an extermination 
of all things to be, one by the power of fire, the other by 
the violence and greatneſſe of the waters)graucd therin 
thoſe things, which they had inuented, with the pꝛophe⸗ 
ties, by the which the woꝛd of God might be pꝛeſerued, 
ſo that they ſhould remapne as a perpetuall monument 
to their ſucceſſoꝛs, to declare what had been doone. He 
wziteth furthermoze, that they diuided the pere into xi. 
moneths, and firſt obſerued and taught the courſe of the 


teleſtiall bodies. Foz it is vnpoſſible, that mans witte 


could atteine to the vnderſtaving ok ſo high and difficile 
thinges,ercept God had ſhewed the knowlege therof. 

¶ Seth in the. og. pere of his life begatEnos. e began 
ta call vpon the name ok the Lo2de, What of this? Did 
not his father and grandlather cal vpon the Loꝛd: Mas 
there euer any iuſt ma, that called not vpon him? Mher 
koꝛe tha was that pꝛopꝛely attributed to hym onlp, wht- 
the is cõmune to all good men:! Becauſe (after S. Augu- 
tine) there ought to be vnderſtande in E nos the felow- 
ſhip of godly men, becauſe he liued not after the power 
of the woꝛldly felicitie, but accoꝛding to the will of god. 


¶ Cainan was boꝛne in the. i. pere of the life of his fa- 


ther Enos. he is the fourth in o2dcr of the fathers from 
Adam, in the genelogie of the rightuous men, but bego- 
ten in the thyꝛde generation. Foꝛ in the firſt generation 
Seth was boꝛne: in the ſecond Enos: in the thirde Cai⸗ 
nan:in the fourth Palalehel : in the fifth Jared: in the 
firt Enoch:in the ſeuenth Pathuſalem: in the eight La⸗ 


mech, and in the ninth was Noe bozne, who is the tenth

' wherby wozthily is refuted the erro2s of them, whiche 


wold the yeres of that age to be.r.times ſhoꝛter tha thei 
be nowe, which the holy ſcripture teſtifieth to be falſe, 
The flood began inthe. vi. C. pere of the life of oe, in | 


of the ſame month, in the yere folowing, in which place 
the. ri. moneth is read. Whereby it appereth, that there 
was no fewer moneths in a pere, thã there be now. And 
as they liued than much longer than we do now: ſo it is 
plaine, that they had farre greater bodies than we haue 
now. Sainct Auguſtin wateth, that he him ſelf ſawe in 
Utica, the cheke tooth of a ma of ſo exceding greatneſſe, 
that it mighte well haue made a hundꝛed of our teethe. 
And there he alledgeth the ſentence of Plinte, that the 
lõger that time paſſeth, the leſſer bodies ſhalbe ingẽdꝛed. 
¶ Malalehel, in the. lxv.pere of his life begat Jared. It 
hath ben of long time in queſtiõ, whether the fathers of 
this anciet time were ſo long without child:e, vntil they 
were bozn which be named in the genelogie. Wha that 
the witer of this holy hiſtoꝛie intfded to com to the birth 
t lite of Noe,noting the time by ſucteſſiõ of generatids, 
he only recited thoſe, frõ who Noe was linially deſcẽded 
¶ Jared, in the. 262. pere ofhis age begat Enoch, There 
were two Endehs, one of p firſt ſonnes of Cain, w o⸗ 
99 13 4 A. ili. t er 
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theyere ther the ſeuenth in the line of the inſt men. By p name of 


the firſt, a citie was builded in the erth. The holineſſe of 
the later doth apere in v it is waite, that he hath walked 
with God, x that he hathp2opheaed of p times to come, 
¶ In the. sg. pere of his lyfe Enoch begat Mathuſalem. 
He in oꝛder was the eight from Adam, o al men, whom 
the ſcripture doth recite, he was of longeſt life, pꝛeſigu⸗ 
rating the eight time of reſurrection, which ſhall begyn 
in the laſt daie, and neuer after haue ende. 
¶ Pathuſalem in the. 18. pere of his life begat Lamech 
after whoſe birth he liued. 782. eres, died in the prare 
of the flood. He was boꝛne in that time, whan that wic⸗ 
kednes and malice began to abound vpon the earth, not 
onely amongeſt the child ꝛen of Cayn, but alſo amonge 
thoſe which were called the childzen of the godly . This 
Lamech was not only a tuſte man, but alſo a pꝛophete, 
when he faid,be ſhall comfo2t vs. 85 
¶ Adã our firſt father deteſſed, at the age of. o. peres. 
¶ Enoch in this ſeaſon was by God taken vp into hea⸗ 
uen. Which deed doth manifeſt vnto vs the immoztalitie 
that remaineth after this life, that God wpHiudge the 
woꝛlde, who will ſane thoſe that be rightuous, e damne 
them that be wicked. .. 
ELamech;whihe had liued. 182. yeres;begat Noe,ſaps 
ing, This ſhall comfozt vs from the woozkes 4 labozs of 
our handes in the earth, which the Loꝛde hath curſed. 
¶ Noe, whan he was. oo. peares of age, begate Sem, 
Cham + Japhet, not that thep were boꝛne al at one time 
but that befoꝛe the ſiue hundꝛed peare of his age he had 
begot none of them. After the recitall of the birth of the 
ſonnes ol Noe,fo2thwith the boly ſcripture dectareth pᷣ 
occxſton ot thei flbad, becanfethe wozlde began to: wars 
wicked:x there is reherſed amõg the chief of their vices, 
the contempt of God; adulterie, ⁊ crueltie, in the which 
they exerciſed all kindes of voluptee t pleſure. Fo2 thus 
the text bath? vyhen that men began td multiplie vpon theeart\ 
and broug be forth daughters, the children of Gd, ſeyng the davg 
dete of mn to he faire, toe chem to heit Nint. Thecholy — 
7601 PLure. - 
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pfurecalleth the childꝛen of God, al thoſe which deſcens 
ded from Seth: and the childꝛen of men thoſe, which iſ⸗ 
ſued from Cain. Foz Adam cõmanded, that the childꝛen 
of Seth ſhuld in no wiſe couple with p childzen of Cain: 
which long time was obſerued, till that the zeale loue 
of vertue decaped. God therby perceiuyng, that the wic⸗ 
kedneſſe of man was greate vppon the earth, repented 
that he had made man, not that there is any ſuch paſſion 
in God, but that pᷣ ſcripture fo ſpeaketh to vs after a fa- 
miliar and woꝛldly maner: x therfoꝛe thꝛetned a deſtru⸗ 
ttion to the woꝛld by a flood, and wolde therfoꝛe Noe to 
neclare this. 120. peres befoꝛe it ſhold com. In the mean 
time he cõmanded him, that he ſhold build an arke, that 
hold contein in length. co. cubites, which after the er- 
poſition of Hugo # S. Auguſtin, were. oo. perche, eue⸗ 
ry cubite geometrical being. vi.comon cubites: in wide⸗ 
nelle it was. l. perches, in depeneſſe,fro the bpper deck 
to the bottom. xxx. perches, ⁊ the roofe auer it in height 
one perche. This arke was not by mas power bꝛought 
into the ſea, but by the courſe of the waters riſing vp, it 
was bone awap, t rather by the diuine pꝛouidence, tha 
by mans policie, it was gouerned fro renning to weck. 
Noe began to build this in the. 523. yere of his life befoꝛe 
the flood, as Beroſus witneſſeth. 8. peres. In the vi. C. 
pere, the ſecond moneth, the Lo2d ſaid vnto Noe, that 
after ſeuen days this deluge ſhold fall, in which ſpace he 
bꝛought into the arke his ſtuffe, pꝛouiſion, and all other 
things neceſſarp foz hym. Wherat euery man laughed, 
and toke him as one mad, that dꝛeamed of ſuche a flood. 
But finally (as it is waitten in the goſpel) they were ea⸗ 
ting and dꝛinking, they maried + were maried, euẽ vnto 
the day p Noe entred into þ arke,+ wold not know it, vn 
til the deluge came, t deſtroyed them al. Not that it was 
vnkno wen to them, but » they deſpiſcd to beleue it. Fo2 
Noe ſhewed it to them aſwell in woꝛd as in dede. Alſo p 
building of the arke was a certain declaratio therof, but 
thei were without faith x feare of God. Foz which cauſe 
thei were woꝛthilp puniſhed, Thus þ time paſſing, d.

two, a male x female:of cleane bcaſtes ſeue, foure ma⸗ 
les + thꝛe kemales, of p which one male was reſerued foz 
ſacrifice after p flood, p reſidue were kept fo2 generatis, 
¶ Thus they being entred, the Lo2d ſhut the doꝛe of the 
_ arke,x tncontinent.the ſpꝛinges of the ſea burſt out, the 
windowes of heau? opened, the raine fell cõtinually. xl. 
dals and. xl. nightes, the waters ſwelled and roſe aboue 
all mountapnes.rv.cubites. All lyupng creatures died, 
ercept fiſhe,and ſuch as myght endure in the bowels of 
the earth. The waters increaſed a. jo. daies, and on the 
xbii.daie of Octobꝛe the arke ſtacke vpon the mountai⸗ 
nes of Armenie. The laſt dap of Januarie Noe opened 
a window, & put fozth a crow, which ſtreight wayes re⸗ 
turned. After ſeuen days he put foo2th a doone, whiche 
came againe at night, banging a hꝛanche of oliue with 
grene leaues: euertheleſle he tatied ſcuen other days, 
and put fo2th the dooue againe, which neuer returned. 
Pet wold he nat iſſue out, but remained foꝛ the coman- 
dement of the Lo2d, who cõmanded him, not to go fo2th- 
befoze the. rvii.day of the ſecond moneth: wherby it ap⸗ 
pereth, that he remained a iuſt pere in the arke. 
¶ Beroſus the Chaldepy maketh mentis of this flood in 
this maner: Betoꝛe the famous deluge of waters, wher 
by the whole woꝛld periſhed, there pzeceded many peres 
which of our Caldeans were faithfully obſerued. They 
waite,that about Libanum was a great citie of giantes 
called Enoch, who were loꝛdes of the woꝛld from the ri⸗ 
finx of the ſunne till the ſunne ſet. They truſting in the 
hugeneſſe x ſtrength of their bodies, with armure that 
they had inuented,opp:eſſed all men. They deuiſed ten- 
tes, muſicall inſtrumentes, and all delicacies: they fedde 
with mans fleſhe,and companied commonly with their 
mothers, 
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- mothers,danghters,ſiſfers,men,x beaſtes: ther was no 


wickedneſſe, which they omitted. Thã many p2ophecied | 
and pꝛeached, that a deſtruction ſhould come, which they 
did waite in ſtones, but they ſcoꝛned all thynges. There 
was one of theſe giantes wiſer tha al the other in Siria, 
Whoſe name was oa: he with his the ſonnes Samo, 
Japeto, Chem, t their wiues Titea,Pandoza, Noela,x 
Noeglazfearing this deſtruction, which he perceiued by 
the ſterres, began to make a ſhip in fation of an arke. 78. 


. peres befoꝛe the flood. In » ſame pere that the hyp was 


finiſhed, ſodeinly the occean ſwelled, and all the ſeas, 
floodes t ſpꝛinges roſe aboac the mountayns, with con⸗ 
tinual rapne that fell from the heuens, wherby all man⸗ 
kind peryſhed, excepte Noa with his family, who were 
ſaned in the ſhyp whiche the waters boꝛe vp to p tops of 
the moũtaine Coꝛdiei, where in my time remained part 
therof. Theſe be the wooꝛdes of Beroſus, who with his 
Caldeansar deceiued in this that they think Noc to foꝛe 
ſee the flood by the ſterres, not by the diuinercuelatis. 
¶ M han Noe had continued a pere in the arke,the wa⸗ 
ters being aſſuaged,and the earth dꝛied, God comanded 
him to come fozth:vnto who incontin?t he builded an al 
tar,x offred of beaſts t birdes a dilectable ſacrifice, Tha 
God inſtituted as it were a newe woꝛlde agapne. Fy2ſt 
of all he gaue his wooꝛd, by the which he pꝛomiſed, that 
he would no moꝛe deſtroie the woꝛld with water: foꝛ 5 
cofirmacion thcrof, he gaue the rapn bow fo2 a ſure toke 
betwene hym +4 man. Fo2 in that bow is erpꝛeſſed both 
the colo2s of water and fire, the one parte beyng blew, 
the other red, p it might be a witnelle of both the 1ndge- 
mentes, the one paſt, the other to come. Alſo he graute d 
libertie to cate fleſhe, whiche the holy fathers bekoꝛe the 
flood neuer vſed, Moꝛeouer God gaue a new p2ecept fo 
the adminiſtracton of erternall thinges, and cõmanded 
moze plainly, that who ſocuer ſhed mas blood, his blood 
ſhould be ſpilt agayn of them,to whome it was laufully 
cdmitted, that is by the magiſtrates + rulers, fo2 man is 
made to the ſimilitude of God, This f faithful p— to 
v. Jod 
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God, and another father dnto mankynd, hauing in ths 
ſpace of.C.yeres his iſſue wonderfully increaſed, being 
alfs thzoughly lerned in the knowlege of diuine and hu⸗ 
main things, in the reuolution of times, in the hiſtozies 
of the woꝛld paſſed, hut moſt ſpecially in iuſtice 4 religiã 
deuided the woꝛld into thꝛe partes, which he himſelfe in 
the reſidue of his life peragrated, leauyng in all places 
perpetuall monuments both of his vertue, x alſo of his 
empire. He inufted alſo the vſe of wine, with which he 
was made dꝛunke, ſo that he lay vnhoneſtly diſconercd, 
Who being ſeene of Cham, the father of Canaan, was 
of hym ſcoꝛned, t in deriſion b2oughte his two bzethzen 
to behold this fight: but they, moued with ſhamfaſtneſſe 
and honeſtie, couered their fathers membzes,+ wold not 
ſe them. The which whe Noe perceiued,he bleſſed them 
but Cham he wold not curſe, becauſe þ loꝛd bleſſed him: 
Thertoꝛe he curſed Canaan his nephewe, the ſonne of 
Cham: who as ſome ſuppoſe) derided alſo his grandfa⸗ 
ther. He lined after the flood, 350. peare, t foz his ſunday 
benefites,ſhewed vnto all nations, they gaue vnto him. 
diuers names:among p which theſe as the moſt famous 
be telebꝛated: Noe, Ogyges, Fenir, Uranos, Coelus, 
Sol; Pꝛotheus, Janus, Gemiuus, Junonius, Quirinus 
Patulcius,; Bacchus, Uoꝛtumnus, Chaos, Jletö, Sede 
of the world, father of all gods t pzinces. The Jtalias 
after his deceaſſe dedicated to him by p name of Woztum 
nus a temple, x woꝛſhipped him with dinine hono2s and 
teremonies. And alſo his wife Veſta, foꝛ hir greate pʒꝛu⸗ 
dence t benefites,obteined theſc names: Erth, Opis, A⸗ 
retia, Aeſta, Cybeles the great mother of the gods, who 
taught the maidens to kepe the holy fire, wherofaroſe þ 
erro24 ceremonies ot the virgins Vcſales, The reſidue 
of their actes,ſhalbe declared in oꝛder, as thei wer done. 
C After the vmtuerſal flood, the woꝛld by the childꝛen of 
Noe, was ſho2tly repleniſhed with people. Foz God, oz 
nature, neuer pet failed the necellitie of thynges , Of 
them there aroſe many famous and mightie nations. 
C Sem the pzince of Afia called alſo elchiſedech, a iuſt 
and 
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and peacible king, e pꝛieſt of almighty God, from whom The yeieſ be ycte 


dꝛen. Fo2 of Elam cam firſt ᷣ Perſias:of Aur the Aſſy- 
rias;of Arpharat the Chaldeãs, æ of Aram the Spnans. 
CCham the ſecond ſonne of Noe,p2incc of Aphaike,cal 
led alſo Innnus, Aneubus, Syluanus,Pana, Saturne 
of Egypt, the raiſer and ſpꝛeader of the wickedneſſe pu 
niſhed with the flood, inhabited p ſouth part of þ wozld, 
with his familie. Df Canaan, came the Cananees, of 


huth, the Libyas,of Mezraim the Cayptias,of Chus 


e Ethiopians, and of Saba the Arabians. 
CJaphet pꝛinte of Curopa, called alſo Japetus Pꝛiſ⸗ 
cus, Dpꝛis, Paurus, Athlas, receiued of his father oc 
fo: his po:cion al the contreps of Curope,from the Ga⸗ 
des, called at this time the ſtreictes of Marrock, vnto the 
great riuer Tanais, Of him came theſe p:inces-4 nati- 


ons: Comerus Gallus, who firſte reigned in Italy: a⸗ 


gog of whom came the Scithians, and of them the Tur⸗ 
kes: Padaus,of whom ſpꝛang the Pedes:of Jauan the 
Gretians, which were called Jones: of Tubal the Spa 
niardes: of Poſoch the Boſcouites : and of Tyꝛas the 
Thaactans.

¶ Arpharat, when he was. xxx v. peres of age, begat Sa 
le, who was father of the Indians. 
¶ Sale, in the. xx, pere of his life, begat Heber, and ly- 
ned after that. 403. peres. In the houſe of Heber, conti⸗ 
nued that language, that afoze was commune to al men 
which after was called Hebzue. 
Heber, in the. xxriuii.pere of his lyfe begat Phalech x 
Jecan,atid liued after that. 470. eres. Phatech ts inter 
p2eted tÞigifton, berate it chauncedHinrto be bozne in 
the tyme ofthe rontullon or the tungues.

209. yeres, The firſt yeare of the Iyfe of 
Reu was the firſt yere-of the reigne of Nemroth in Ba- 
bylon, where he reigned. lvi.peres.

¶ Atter the flood, mankynde beyng increaſed, the citee 
and tow2e of Babylon began tobe builded. amonge the 
Chaldeis. Foz HNemrath;afterhe had by fozce bꝛoughte 
his boꝛderers vnder ſubiectiõ, exhoꝛted to his enterpiſe 
Jectan, comen of the ſtocke of Sem, t Suphue,one of 5 
childzen of Japhet. Foz by theſe thꝛe pꝛincis gouernance 
t fo2tune,y hole poſteritee of Noe was ruled. Nemroth 
was a man veray bold and eloquent in toung, and ſaid; 
That the felicitee of man ought not to be aſcribed vnto 
god, but that rather euery man obteyneth it by his own 


induſtrie. Fo2 whiche cauſe he perſuaded the people ta 
bulld an high tow2e,ouer the which the water ſhold not 
ariſe, and that the tap therof ſhold reache euen to ß hea- 


uens. The multitude were ready to fulfil the comande- 
nittes of emroth, eſtemynge þ obeyſance of God to be 


a greuous bondage, and builded p towꝛe. But as ſoons, 


as thei began, God foozthwith (as þ holte ſcripture te⸗ 


ſtikieth) by this meane daſhed the pꝛyde of p bnilders. 


That where ſo many nacions gathered togither, which 
in numbꝛe were. lxx. vſed but one language oz ſpeeche, 


god ſo confufed their tunges, v euery one of them ſpake 


in ſundꝛy ſpeeches, v the one might not vnderſtand the 
other: wherby of neceſſitie the woozke was lefte vnkini⸗ 
ſhed, and they ſcattered abꝛode th2ongh all the woꝛlde. 
C After this varietie of tõges chaficed, diuers kyndes of 
mõſtrous people wer bꝛought foꝛth in ſundꝛy places. . 
in in his boke intitled the citie of god, waiteth in 
this maner: God knowing in wbat ſtmilitude oz diuer⸗ 
ſitie of the mẽbꝛes of mans body, þ beautie therot᷑ is co- 


pꝛehẽded, wold alſo bzing into ß wozld many monſtrous 
peple, p therby þ pude ol mã might be abated.

Friss TO BE vnderſtand, that thoſe thyn- 
ses which be done of magiſtrates and rulers, 
74 9) ought ta be taken and honoꝛed as the woozke 
Dol god. Me haue warned afoze in our pꝛeface 
that God would the woꝛld to be gouerned by foͤure o⸗ 
narchies, that Policie, Juſtice, and Coꝛrection might be 
kept among men, therefoꝛe many thynges be ſpoken of 
them in ſcripture. God did ſet foozth theſe Ponarchies 
oz empires to Daniell by two faſhions. The firſt vnder 
the ſimilitude of a man, whoſe hcade was of golde, his 
bꝛeſt of filuer,his bealy of bꝛaſſe, his legges of pꝛon:his 
feet part of y2on;part of earth:and how Chaiſt the ſtone 
bꝛake the feet that the ma ſhold fall, and ſo the wozld to 
end. Daniel interpꝛeted this viſis to ſignifie the. uiii. Mo 
narchies. Foꝛ(ſaith he) the golden head ſignificth þ firſt 
Monarchie, which was of the AlpMzans:the ſiluer bꝛeſt, 
the kyngdom of the Perſians, bꝛaſen bealp, the reigne 
ol the Pacedons: the pꝛon legges, the empire of the Ko- 
mayns:the earthen and yꝛon feet doo betoken this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent ſtate ot the empire ot Nome, becauſe that at this 
ſeaſon it is of leſſe power t reputation, than it hath ben. 
¶ Che foure bcaſtes that wer ſhewed vnto Daniel, ſig⸗ 
niſied the figure of theſe Monarchies. The lion declared 
the ſtrength of the Aſſp2ians: the beare the power of the 
Perſians: the leopard the valtant coꝛage of Alexander: 
the fowerth beaſt the puiſſance of the Komains. 
¶ There is mo2eouer,that other cruell kingdoms ſhuld 
riſe, which (hold oꝛdeyn hard and ſtraight lawes againſt 
the religion of Chꝛiſt: by whom is vnderſtãd the reigne 
ol Pahomettes and Turkes at theſe days. So faithful- 
ly God remembzcth vs, that the hiſto ies of the woꝛlde 
knowen, we may conſider the ende therof to be at hand, 
and that by this meanes we map eſtabliche our faith. 
C It appereth in the Bible, that the firſt kingdom was 
begun by Nemroth among the Babylontans, whomthe 
ſtripture calleth a ſtrong hunter befoze the 2 
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© a mightſe pzince,who by fozce bꝛought people to his ſub 


tection, Jn that he was called a hunter, is ſignified, that 
he was a deceiucrof ſoules, an oppꝛeſſer of men: and 
fo: that he withdze we menne from the true religion of 

God, he was ſo called. Thy 

C This Nemroth, called alſo Nimrod;am- Babplont- 
call Saturne, was the ſonne of Chus, who was the ſon 
of Cham. He began the firſt empire, reigned. lvi. eres 
He bullded the tow2e Babel, which he left vnfiniſhed: x 
finaliyfo2 his wickedneſſe was of the infernalt ſpirites 
rapt into hell, FromNemroth, Beroſus the Chaldeie, x 
Metaſtenes the Perſian, began their chꝛonicles. 

¶ The firſt Monarchie began among the Chaldeys (as 
Xenophon teſtifieth) and the poſteritie of Cham reigned 
firſt, of whome emroth had his begynnyng. All be it 
that Cham was curſed, yet God wonderfully deferred 
both the puniſhement and pꝛomiſe. Motwithſtandynge 
the empire did not continue in the handes of the poſteri⸗ 
tie of Nemroth. Fo2 among the Allyꝛians role vp a new 
kingdom by Allur, ot whom Niniue was builded. who 
ſubdued the citie of Babylon, which Diodoꝛus Siculus 
dothe wꝛite, and by this occaſion the onarchye was 
changed from the Chaldets to the Aſlyꝛiãs. Strabo and 
diuers other make mencion of the citie of Nintue, that 
ſtandeth in Aſſy2ia, wherby it maye be eaſily gathered, 
that Babylon and Nintue were two ſundzy cities, and 
not one citie called by diuers names. 
¶ Tomerus Gallus, in the. zz. yere after the firſt arriual

¶ Baruch, in the.rcr.yere of his life begat achoꝛ, whi 
che was the. rvui. in diſcent from Adam, 
¶ In this ſe iſon began the kin dom of the Sicyontans 
now called Morea, where Aegialeus firlt reigned.lu.pe⸗ 
res, and called it Aegialea. 
¶ Nacho2, wha he was. 25. yeres of age, begat Thare, 
who was the. rix. in deſcent frome Adam. This Thare 
in his youth begat Aram and Rachoꝛ, but after by an o⸗ 
ther wyke he hid Abꝛam. The childꝛen of Aram were 
Lot, Sara, and Pelcha.

From this place all the Greke and Katin generall hi⸗ 
ſtones take their beginnyng. 

Ninus the third empcro2 of Babylon reigned. 82. pe 
res. He was the ſonne of Jupiter Belus, who firſt of all 
chãged the gold? woꝛld of Saturn into þ pzon woꝛld vi⸗ 
olating the law of nature, wherby euery realme was ra 
ther defeded tha enlarged by their pztuat painces, whoſe 
iudgement 4 will was in ſtede of lawes, + were therto 
not choken by-ambiti6, but by vertue 4 wiſdom, But i 
nus moued with anew deſire of augmẽting his cinpire, 
did firſt ſet vpon his boꝛderers, rude t ignoꝛãt in warres 
tha one vicozp bunging fooꝛth an other, he ſubdued kin 
ges.

Juno his pa⸗ 
rents. Ok his lignage x peres this epitaph he did wꝛite: 
Jupiter Belus is my father, Satutr e oft abylon my gradf.ther, Chas - 
the Athiope Satutne iy greate grandfather. Sarurne of Egypt my 
g1eatgrandfarhers fathet: Coclus calle ſ alſo Phenix Ogyges, vat 
n y great graudfatherts grandfather. From Ogyges to my grandfa- 
il er the ſunne.

¶ Dionpſius the ſonne of Hammon, with great power 
erpelled Cham and Rhea out ot his fathers rotalme , x 
reteined with him Ofy us, whs he adopted to his ſonne, 
calling him by the name of his father Jupiter Hamms, 
and gaue vnto him the whole realme of Aegipte.

this fire began among mcn,befo2e that ymages were in 
vſe. Therefoꝛe Abzaham the mightic and regoumed fa- 
ther of the elect nation, left his contrey and kinſfolkes, 
by the tõmandement of God, and taking with him Lot, 
went to ſoioꝛne in the lande of Canaan. From whenſe 
ſhoꝛtly after, thꝛough great famine, he was conftrained 
to go into Egypt. Where be, fearing the foule luſtes of 
the Egyptians, would not be knowen of Zara to be his 
wife, foꝛ to auopde 5ᷣ̊ danger that might chance thzonoh 
the beautie or her. Be there (as Joſephus wateth)decla- 
red God to be the creatoꝛ of all thinges: teaching theim 
the ſciences ol Arithmetike t Astrologie. Finally he rc- 
turned into Cananee, where he diuided thecoütrep, Lot 
choſpng Sodome, and Abzaham Hebꝛon. After this Lot 
was take, whom Abꝛaham deliuered, t reſcued the ſpoi⸗ 
les, which the p2inces of Aſſy2ia had taken, and recetued 


with bleNing of Melchiſedech, king of Salem and high - 


pꝛieſt of almightie God{(talled alſo Sem the ſon of oc) 
b2cad t wine, to whb Abꝛahã gaue the tenth of his pꝛay.

She at þ firſt fained hir ſelf 
to be the ſon of Pinus, Thi the beyng tak? foz a ma,did 
ſo vanquiſh the contept of her kind with the wozthines 
of hir actes, that ſhe confeſſed what ſhe was, r what ſhe 
had feined her ſelf:neither did this diminith the dignity 
of hir empire, but greatly aduiced the renome therof, 8 
a woman ſhold not only erccll al other women in manly 
pꝛoweſſe, but alſo al me. She ſtrongly foztified Babyls 
with ſũptuous buildings, walles,t diches,y it ſemed ra 
ther ot hir builded tha enlarged. Furthermoꝛe being not 
cotent only to defend the bozders of hir kingdom, gotte 
by hir huſ bãd, but alſqbzought Ethiope vnder hir ſubie 
etid, yea t made warre into India, wherein neuer none 
durſt enter but only ſhe , ⁊ þ great Alerader. Finally Se 
miramis burning in vnlaufal defiresthirTing blood, x 
-beffroying al thoſe, with whafhs had copanied , was fo 
(p ſame defire v che had to hir own ſon ) or him ſlain, She 
firſt inut̃ted þ vſe of bꝛeches / e cõmanded all y ladies ot᷑ 
hir court to vſe p fame, whichentil this tine is obſerued

C ꝙannus, the ſon or Thupſcon, reigned after his fas 
among the Sarmatians and Germaines, 

CSelchim the thirde king of Peloponeſſus, no w called 
Mo ea, reigned. rr. peres. 

¶ Sabatius oꝛdevned @abum ruler oner the Sabines, 
and Abougiues, he himſelfe inhabityng the countrey as 
bout Janiculum, where he deceaſed, 

¶ Ereuers, acitie of Germanye, was buylded in this 
time of Trebeta the bꝛother of Ninus, 

¶ Apis the fourth kyng of PcloponeTus, reigned, rrv. 
peres,of whome that contrey was called Apia, 
CAmong the Spanpardes reygned Jubalda the ſonne 
of Hiberius. 

¶ In Crete nowe called Candie, reigned firſt Cres, of 
whom the Jland was named. | 
CSemiramis, with a mighty power indicted warre to 
Staurobates king of India, where ſhe beyng oticrcome 
and wounded, by flyght ſaued her ſelfe. 

Janus after þ deth of @abatius, oꝛdeined Cranus king 
of þ Jtalias;m the.r2r, yere befoze p building of Rome. 
CZamets Ninias,the ſon of Ninus i Semiramis, the 
Ffift emperoꝛ of Aſſp2ia,reigned after the death of bis mo 
ther. 38. peres.he did nothing wo2thy of remebzance,foz 
ſetting aſide al deres of warres, he ſemed to haue chan⸗ 
ged his kind with his mother, i being ſeldom ſence of ne 
he ſpent his life in the copany of wome, a cuerthelellehe 
adozned the temples of the gods. Of this the kynges of 
Afſy2ta toke exãple neuer to be ſene ab2ode,but to make 
anſwer to all ſuters and ambaTado2s by meſſangers. 
C Satron reigned among the Gaules, be inſtituted ptt- 
blike ſcholes of letters, that therby the wildneſſc sf the 
people might be refrained x bzought to a ciuil cofozmitie 
CJngheuon,the third kyng of the Ger:nans , ſucceded 
his father, as pet in vncertain habitations.

In which letters he opened 
to Cyꝛꝰ, how his grandfather wold haue had him kylled 
being a child, how by his benefit he was pꝛeſerued, r er⸗ 
horted him to pzeparcan armie, to inuade Aſtiages, ſai⸗ 
eng that he would cauſe the Medians to turne vnto him 

Crœſus, the laſt king of Lydia, xeigned.xiiii.peres. In 

the beginning ef his reigne foztune fauozed him: wher⸗ 
by he gathered erceding rycheſſe, by which he was ſo cla 
ted, that heentrep2tfed warres againſt Cy2us kynge of 
Perſia, by whome he was taken, and ſet vpon a greate 
pile of wood to be burned, Than Croeſus, remembꝛing 
the wooꝛdes of Solon, who had tolde him befo2ze, That 
no man could be counted bleſſed 02 in all partes happye, 
befo2e the laft day ofhis life, with a great exclamatts cri 
ed out, Solon, Solon, Solon. Whiche woozdes Cyꝛus 
hearyng,cauſed of him to be demaunded , what he was 
whom he called vpon:then Croeſus declarcd the v hole 
circumſtance of the matter. whiche thyng Cy2us pertep⸗ 
uing,acknowledged himſelfe to be alſo a man, and ſo2e 

repented, that he went about to burne hym, who was c- 

qual to him in honour and richeſſe, and haſtily comman- 

ded him to be delivered from the _— alwaies af 
6 ter 
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ofche before 
vyoride. Chriſte, 


Herodotus at this Crœſus began to wꝛite his hiſtozie. 
¶ Cyꝛus, by the counſayle of Harpagus, bꝛaught his ar 
my againſt Aſtiages into Medta, and ouertame him in 
battaile. Jn which battaile this was notable: that Aſtia- 
ges when his men gaue backe, toke a part of his army x 
ſetting it behind, badde them kill ſuch as fledde, euen as 
thei were enemies: wherby they foughte ſo ſoze againſt 
the Perſians that thei began to flee. The,the mothers x 
wyues of the Perſtans coming againſt them, firft deſy- 
red their huſbandes and childꝛẽ to returne into battaile, 
and when they would not, they helde vp their clothes, + 
aſked whether they wold fler into their mothers wobes 
wherwith the Perſias were ſo much abaſhed, that they 
returned into battail,x vanquiſhed 7 le w their enemies 
here the hiſtoꝛies do ſomwhat varp, foʒ Metaſthenes 
wuteth, that Cyꝛus and Darius together vaquiſhed A- 
panda whom J ſuppoſe to be Aſtpages, and that thei ret 
gned alſo together. But 3 wil folowe the certaine cont» 
putation and agrement of moſt hiſtoꝛies.

- Cy2usafter he had onercom þ Perſians, with greate 


moderati, ſhewed himſclf rather a nephew then an en- 


nemte to Aſtiages, takyng only from him the chief em- 
pire,and making him gouerno2 ouer the greate people 


ol Hyꝛcama becauſe he would not returne into Media. 


Cy2us made Sypbaris his great frend,ruler of Perſia, 
and gaue hym his ſiſter in martage. 
CChilon and Anartmenes philoſophers in this tyme 
flouriſhed. 
Ozbodug ſucceded his father kynimacus in this 
G ropalme of Bzitapne, as our Chꝛoniclers wate, 
lxiii. peares. 
The Tributarie cities of Pedia rebelled and were 
cauſe of great warres to Cyꝛus. 
C Regaſſar,the.ri.kyng of Babylon reigned. iii. peres. 
C Scruius kept warres with the Hetruſcians xx.peres. 
after which they pelded. | 
Piſiſtratus after that he had with crafte onercome the 
Degarenſes: with like crafte vſurped tiranny oucr his 
countrep of Athens, Fo2 cuttynge and diſfiguryng his 
owne bodye, he went abzoade amonge the people, and 
ſaid that fo2 their ſake he was ſo cruelly handled of þ no- 
ble men. And when the people hadde aſſigned to hym a 
bande of m? foꝛ his defence, he with the ſame toke their 
chiefe taſtell, and reigned as tiranne. xxxiiti. peares. 
Labas Ardach,the.::. king of Babplõ, xeigned. 6. peres. 
Atis, the ſonne of Creſus, in huntyng by chance was 
llayne with a darte,not withſtandyng the greate pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion and carefulneſſe of his father, whiche befoze tyme 
dꝛeamed, that his ſonne ſhoulde pertſhe with pꝛon. 
Xenophanes Colophoniꝰ, a philoſopher,i this time lined 
Amyntas, kyng of Pacedon, reigned fifty peres. 
¶ Creſus raiſed warre agaynſt Cy2us, r aided the Ba⸗ 
F. iii. bylont- 
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— before hylonians agapnſt-hym, 4 
„ CWBalthaſar laſt kyng of Babylon, reigned. v. peres. A 
543 57 punce geuen to voluptee, who abuſyng the holy vetkels 
of the Je wes in his vicious bakettes, was foꝛ that cauſe 
llayne by Cyꝛus and Darius in the taking of Babylon, 
After this whole monarchi was reduced to the Perus 
CDamell ſawe the miſterp of the foure emppꝛes of the 
Chaldeis, Perſians, Grekes, and Romapnes. 
¶ Creſus a king of Lidia was taken by Cy2us in battail 
toward whome Cyꝛus ſhewed great gentlenes, graun⸗ 
ting him both his like + a noble liuing in the city Barce, 
¶ CTpꝛus and Darius, accoꝛding to the pꝛophecy of Da⸗ 
niel, toke Babylon, and lic we kyng Walthaſar. 
¶ Daniel, by the enuy of the paces, was caſt into a den 
ok lions, wher by the pohetr of god, he remained vnhurt 
The ſame time, perteuing p end of þ captiuity to dzaw 
nere, he pꝛaied god in faſting, ſack cloth, aſhes, to wit- 
ſafe to b2ig hls peple to their lad, whoſe pꝛaier was herd. 
C Barachias, called alſo Z oꝛobabel, nepheu to Joachim - 
t Jeſus the high pueſt, W. 4 370. Jewes were delluered 
free fro Babilon by Cyꝛus, aud returned into their own 
land: where they repaired again their city, caſt the foun⸗ 
dacion of p temple renned theit lawes, ⁊ ſacriſices, all be 
it they were ſomtime letted by their boꝛder ers. 
The Lidians rebelling againſt Cyrus wer bꝛought in 
ſubiection, and commanded to haue the ve of tauernes, 
bꝛothel houſes, t other light aud wanton ererciſesswher 
by the people, that was befoꝛe ſtrong t hardy, became li- 
ceatious,ſenſualeffceminate and weake. wot. 
C Þ1iftratus theſeconde time reigned in Athencs.. 
CPolicrates,the foꝛtunate ty2an of Samos, onercame 
the. Leſbians, and entred in league with Amalls, at the 
laſte by a traine he was hanged by Ozetes. 
¶ Palachias, Aggeus, and Zacharias pꝛophetes liued. 
CL. Carquinius the pꝛoud, the vii.kyng of Romains, 
reigned. . peres.he firſt bꝛought into the city the vſe of 
bondes, whippes, ſtaues, dõgeons, pꝛiſons, fetters, chai⸗ 
nes, banichmentes, and other puniſſhementes, he ouer-- 
came 
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came the Nolſcians, and Gabtans, he ſubdued Suclta, The ere — 


and Pometia, he mede peace with the Thuſcanes, and 
builded a temple to Jupiter in the capitoll. Finallp, be⸗ 
ſiegyng Ardea, he loſt his kyngdome .. Foz whan his el⸗ 
deſt ſonne Ser. Tarquinius, had rauiſhed the noble and 
chaſte matrone Lucrece, wife of Collatine, and ſhe com⸗ 
plaining this imiurp to her huſbãd, father, t other fredes 
in al their ſightcs with a knife had finiſhed hir life: Tha 
Bautus and Collatinus, taking thereof occaſion, moued 
the people to a moze libertye, and ſo expelled Tarquine 
fro his kingdome, he fozſaken alſo of his armie, came vn 
to Rome, where the gates were cloſed againſt him. 
Cy2us entryng into Scithia left his campe ful of wine 


and other vitayles, and made as though he had fledde. 


Which thing the quene perteiuing, ſent hir ſon a vong 
man, to purſue him with the third part of hir army: who 
coming to the camp, and ſuffering his ſouldiours to oucr 
charge the ſelues with wine t delicious meat, was llain 
by Cpꝛus, ſodenly returning vpon them. But the quene 
both toke that heaupe chance with a Valiant ſtamacke, £4 
ſhoꝛtly after w like palici feining her ſelf to les, bought 
.Cyzus into ſueh a ſtraight, that both he and his army of 
20000,Men were vtterly ſlaine, and not one left aliue. 
CCambyſes his ſonne, the.ri.emperour ot Perſia, reig 
ned. 7.veres..v.monethes. He added to his monarchye 
Egipt, ouercomming Pſammenitus the king therof:he 
ſubdued the Aethiopians. He was a pꝛince cruell and e⸗ 
b2tous, he flue his bꝛother, and ſiſter. Amonge other hys 
cruel dedes, as it was ſeuere, ſo was it rightuous, foꝛ he 
tauſed a falſe iudge to be flain quicke, whoſe ſkin he han 
ged oucr the ſudgement ſeat, to be had al waies in reme- 
bunte ot᷑ thoſe that poſſeſſed that place. He pꝛohibited 
the Jewes from building their citye , pulled do wne the 
temples of the E gyptiãs gods, where with a tempeſt in 
the ſandes, he was deſtroyed receiayng foꝛ hys wicked- 
nes condigne puniſhment. 
¶ The Samians builded Cydonia in Candy, 
Cplammenitus;the laſte kyng of Egypt, repgned one 
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alme of Aegypte was bzoughte vnder the monarchye of 
the Perſians. +. 

- Theende of the Aegyptians kyngdome, 
CPÞythagozas,the famous philoſopher in this time flo- 
iſhed, whoſe ſchoole was not occupied in naturals and 
aſtrono mie, as other, but in arithmetik, geometrie, and 
muſike, whiche he reduced firſt into ſciences, and albeit 
that in his time none was coparable to him in wiſedom, 
pet wold he not be called a wiſeman,but a philoſopher, 
that is, a louer of wiſedome. his doctrine was diuine 1 


tom modions, the which he teachyng to other, entopned. 


them to kepe ſilente fine peres, and here him diligently, 
ere they demanded of him any queſtion. He neuer wold 
do ſacrifice with any blood. He wold eate nothyng that 


had lyfe. Finally he continued his lyfe in wonderfull. 


abſtinencie and continencie to his immoꝛtall name. 

¶ Cambyſes cõ nanded a certapn magitian that he tru- 
ſted, to kill his bꝛother Smerdes, leſt he ſhould take his 
kingdom fro him. But in the meane ſeaſon he thꝛuſting 
himſelf into the leg by chance, died therof, The magitiä 
neuertheleſſe killed Smerdes, x fallp made his own bꝛo 
ther kyng, that was in fauoꝛ very lpke vnto @merdes. 
¶ Smerdes, the magitian, the.iii. emperour of Perſia, 
reigned. vii. monethes. He beyng ſpied by his eares that 
were cut of, not to bee the right Smcrdes, by the pieres 
of Perſia, with his bꝛother was flaine. After whoſe deth 
they conſulted fo; the gouernace of the empire, Where 
Darius, the ſonne of Hytaſpis, thꝛough the admenition 
of his frende Zoꝛobabel, made a vowe vnto almightye 
God, that he would repaire his temple, if he myghte be 
kyng, neither was his hope fruſtrate, fo2 by neighing of 
his hozſe,vpon which token the pꝛintes had agreed, + by 
ſodeynlightnyng therwith, he was ſaluted kyng. 

C Oꝛeſtes, the pꝛeſident of Sardis, hanged Polpcrates 
the tyzanne of Samos. 

¶ Diocles ſonne of Piſiſtratus fo: rauyſhyng of a maid 
was ſlapne by hir brother: and when Diocles bꝛother 
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fas to reuenge his det, had cauſed the mafdens bꝛo 
to be racked that he might tel the other cdſpiratours 
he named al the tyꝛanes nigheſt frendes(which by com- 
mandemet being put to death) the tyꝛan aſked whether 
there were any moze,+ þ yong man anſwered none, but 
onely thy ſelf, whome J would wiſhe nert to be hanged, 
whereby it was perceiued how abundantly he had renue- 
ged his Siſters chaſtitie,by whoſe notable ſtomack all þ 
Atheniens being put in remeb2ace of their liberty expel 
led their tyzan Hippias, who fled to king Darius of Per 
lla, whome he cauſed to war vpon the Grecians. 


- CHyzpagus and Yypplas cxerciſed their tyzannie inA- 


thenes. 
¶ S merdes to get the peoples fauour and confirme hys 
kyngedome gotten by fraude, graunted a releace of tri- 
bute and warfare fo2.i1i.yercs. 

¶ Darius, the ſonne of Hytaſpis, the. iii. Emperour of 
Perſia reigned.rxrvi.peres. He by the neighyng of hys 
ho2ſe,as it were a certain oꝛacle, was declared kynge. 
Eſdꝛas and Nehemias call him Artarerres. He gaue li- 
cencee againe to the Jewes to builde their temple, he co 
ſtituted.xr.pꝛouinces, and thꝛough the perſuaſion of his 
wife Atoſſa,cnterp2iſcd to war vpon Grecia. 

Darius maried the daughter ofking Cy2us. 
Democedes, a notable phiſition, in this tymc flouriſ⸗ 

ſhed, who being captiue to Dariꝰ healed him ok his foote 
being wꝛenched, which bekoze coulde not bee remedied 
by all his phiſicions. :

Foz Zopy:us cuttyng and diſfigurynghys face wente 

vnto Babylon, t there complainyng of Darius, who he 

ſaid did vſe that crueltie to warde them, he came in great 

eſtimatiõ amõg the:ſo that he being made their capitain 

againſt Dari? pelded the whole army x city into) his hů⸗ 

des. wherfoꝛe Darius was wot to ſay he had liefer haue 

one Zopir? the a great niibze of ſuch cyties as Babilon. 

CLhat time bychis capitain Otanes, he reſtozed Splo⸗ 

ſon to his realme. 

C Pegapizus, ſonne of Zopyʒus, pꝛeũdent of Aegypte, 

kepte warres againſt the Athenicns. 

Darius, foꝛ the reuengement of Cyꝛus, t becauſeking 
Lanthinus woulde not gene hys daughter in mariage, 
made a viage againſt the Scithians, he ſubdued the Ges 
tes, the Thꝛacians pelded them ſelues, but the @cithias 
put him to ſhamefull flyght, and loſſe of. 90000,men, 

¶ Aboute this time chaunced the hiſtozie of Judith, as 
Philo wꝛiteth. But ſome ſuppoſe that it was don befoze 
the monarchiejof the Perſians.foꝛ whan the empire was 
in their handes, nether the Pedes ne Allpꝛians, had any 
kyng of their owne. Therfoze this will J leaue vnto the 
iudgement of the reders. This moſte chaſte matron Ju- 
dith ſtroke of the head of Holophernes,the moſt terrible 
eapitayne of the Aſſpzians,, and deliuered hir countrepe 
from greuous affliction, 

C Pegap1zus was conſtituted generall capitayn of Da- 
rius armpe in Europa, he toke Perinthus, ſubdued all 
Thꝛacia, vanquiſhed the Peones, ⁊ ſent ambaſſadours 
to Amintas kynge of Macedonia, to ſubmitte hym ſelke, 
whiche ambaſſadours foz their incontinencie and dzun⸗ 
kenneſſe, were by Alexander the kynges ſonne ſlayne. 

At this time when Tarquintus Collatin?,licng at the 
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When euery man pꝛaiſed his owne,nay,ſateth Collati 
nus, to his coſens: this matter nedeth not many woꝛdes. 
We may in an houre 02 two cafily trie p my Lucrecec far 
paſſeth al your wifes. With y woꝛd the pong gentilmen 
toke their hoꝛſes + wal ſpede in p night gallop to Rome 
being.r.miles of. Al þ other ladies t noble women they 
foũd dafifing a bäketting after their old maner: but whe 
thei cam to Collatia wher Lucrece was,although it wer 
late in þ night, thei foũd hir ſitting in p mids of hir houſe 
amõg hir maidẽs buſely occupied in ſpinning x carding. 
Wherfoze the chief pꝛaiſe was geuen to hir:⁊ while the 
pong pꝛinces t noble men were there interteined, Sert? 
Tarquinsꝰ p kinges ſon cocetued@ wicked luft to ramſh 
Lucrece his coſes wife. But hiding at this time his pur⸗ 
poſe, ht returned w his company to p campe:x after two 
92 thꝛe daies, returning in y night to Collatin? place, by 
fo2ce + thzetning fulfilled his naughtie purpoſe, Which 
thing the molt chaſt matrone taking heuelp, the nert day 
ſente fo2her father and huſbande, and after ſhe had pt- 
tifully declared y violece of þ kinges ſon, moſt earneſt- 
ly deſired th? to renegey vilany: wa knife fo2 p purpoſe 
p2epared ſhe kild hir ſclf. this wicked act of Tarqui was 
cauſe p tmimediatly kings wer erpelled out of Rome, þ 
maner of their gouernacc chaged to Ciſuls yerely choſe 

Tarquinius Superbꝰ, the laſt king of Romances, witz 
al his kamilp, were erpulſed the city, fo the rauiſhment 
of Lucrece, 244. pere, after the buildyng ol Rome, 

The kynges being thus d2merrqut of the city, the ſtate 
of the commune weale was changed, fo; the ſqueraigne 
dominion was in the gouernante of the Senate, among. 
whome there were yerely choſen two Conſules, whote. 
authoꝛitie in that officecontinued but one pere. 

L. Junius Bꝛutus, 1 UL. Tarquinius Collatinus were 
created the firſt conſules of Rome. Bꝛutus foz the feruct 
loue to his countrey,commaunded his own. ſonnes +ne- 


phues to be behrded, foxthat they had conſpired to bug 
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#frke before in Tarquin again. atter in a batta(l fought againſt Tar _—_

valtaunte Boꝛatius Cocles reſiſted theim on the bꝛidge 

Sublitius, whiles it was hewen in ſunder behind him, 

wherby a great number of their enemies wer d2zowned, 

and he leaping into the water, armed as he was, ſwam 
to his company. , 

The ſame time Putius Sceuola, a ſenatour of Rome 
wet into p camp of Pozſena,to haue llain him, therby to 
haue deliuered the city frõ y greuous lege, but he ſtroke 
an other in ſtede of the kin g. wherfoge wha he was take 
t bꝛought befo:c the king, t thꝛetned, that he ſhold fo2 p 

dede be put to deth, he lokd aſide t ſaw a great fire, wher 
into he put his arme, ⁊ there held it ſtil, til it was burned 
of. which ſterne dede, p woꝛdes, that he ſaid, how that 
the hundꝛed in Rome had ſwoꝛne as well as he, to flee 
the kinge cauſed Poꝛſenna, to make peace with the Ko- 
maines, and ſo bzake vp his armp, and went bis wap. 
The ſamc time Chlelia a virgin, being in hoſtage with 
Pozſena deceued hir kepers, ſwã ouer Tiber to Rome 
whereſhe excited p people to defed their city t fo2 ʒᷣ cauſe 
was honored with an image ſet vp foz her remebzance. 
¶ Otanes ſucceſſo2 to Megabizus, capitain of Darius, 
tokc Byzance, with diners other cities. 
C Aceſto2ides,capitain of the Atheniens. 
¶ The Komaines t Sabines fought together, in wohtch 
battail the Romanes were vicours, there were lain of 
the Sabines. 13000, and were taken, 4200, 
CAlerandcr,the.r.kynge of Bacodon,reigned. 43. yea- 
res. This Alexander was of notable vertue,fo2in his fa 
thers life time, when p Perſtan embaſſadours,at a go2- 
geous banket wher with they were reteiued, did behaue 
th? ſelues vnhoneſtly toward the Pacedontans wifes £ 
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daughters: This Alexander beyng then pꝛeſent, cauſed 
the women to be conueyed out of their company vnder 
p2etence that they ſhould be moꝛe gallantly araped and 
trimmed ; and in their ſteede ſent in fapze pong men in 
womans apparalle, which, when the Perſtans beganne 
lewdly to dalpe, ſle we them all with weapons that they 
had vnder their apparaile: So greuouſly this noble yog 
pꝛince toke the vilanie that was offered by the Perſians 
vato his countrey women. Notwithtandpng this act, 
Bubaris a noble ma of Perſia maried Amyntas daugh- 
ter, and by that meanes Alexander all his lyfe tyme had 
peace with the Perſians, 

Lyng Darius ſubdued Aſia and Pacedonia. 

CP. Ualerius — the contempner ok rycheſle, 
after he had ben fo wer tymes conſull, died ſo pooꝛe, that 
he was buried by the common erpenſes of the citie. 

¶ Tbe ſame pere a conflicte was fough:e betweene the 
Romans and Aruncians, wherin the Romaines as vi⸗ 
ctours triumphed. 

The Jones and Atheniens toke Serdis, and burnt it. 
In the ninth yeare after the erpulſion of the kynges, 
a newe dignitie was created in Rome, called the Dic- 
tatozlhpp, which was of moꝛe power, than eyther the 
Conſulfhyp o2mayſter of the hoꝛſemenne. foz they all 
were obediente to the Dictatour, and he was not cho⸗ 
ſen but in daungerous warres,ne continued longer in 
that office than ſpre monethes. 

The Perſians ouercam the Jones, and toke Miletum. 
C Pardonius , receyupng of Darius a myghtic nauie, 
ſubdewed the Thaſios, and bꝛoughte the acedons in 
ſubiection. ere vnto Athenes, by tempeſt of the fea, 
he ſuffred a great wꝛecke, wherin there periſhed, zo co.

At this 
time when the Perſias fled,a Grecian named Cynegy- 
rus, ſtaped one of their ſhippes with his right hand, and 
When that was cut ot, ſtaide it with his lefte hande, and 
that beyng alſo ſtriken ol, helde it with his teeth, ther⸗ 
in declarpng a meruailous ſtomacke. 
¶ The Uolſces were vanquiſhed, and peace made. 


¶ Atter the death of the two bꝛethꝛen Ferrer and Poꝛ⸗ 
rer, this reyalme was rent in pieces with cimle warres 
koꝛ lacke of one ſoueraygne gouernoꝛ, which continued 
the ſpace of. li. peares, vntill that the noble Dunwalls 
reduced the ſame into one monarchie. 
¶ Gelon, tyzan of Sicilie, reigned.

C Parcus Coꝛiolanus, by the pꝛotectoꝛs of the tommu

Artobazanes » eldeſt ſon of Darius Had con:roucrſie 
fo2 ſucceſſion in the kingdome with his brother Xerrcs : 
which made claim therto becauſe he was firſt boꝛn after 
his father was kyng,and had a quene to his mother: at 
which tyme the two bꝛethꝛen vſed ſo great moderation, 
that in the myddes of they contention they did neyther 
auoide others company, but quietly talked together: the 
matter was ended by the itudge mentor their vntle Ar⸗ 
taphernes, who p2efcrred xerres. 

C Xerres the fifte empero2 of Perſia reigned.xr. peres. 
He ſucceded his father, in the will to ſerue and honour 
God, and did all thinges folowyng him, that pertetned 
to religion, and vſed the Jewes luberally. He erteded all 
his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs in rycheſſe, and raiſed vp all his power 
agaynſt the Grecians. He alſo ſubdned the E gyptians, 
tonſtituted his bzother pꝛeſident over them. 

C Hamilcar, capitapne of the Carthaginenſes, 
CLeoſftratus of the Atheniens. 
The lawe Agrariain Rome was made. 

Demaratus king of Lacedemõ 5 was in bamiſhmet in 
Perũa, hering of þ great pꝛouiſion y Xerres made, mo⸗ 
ucd with loue of his contrep, ſent woꝛd therof watte in 
tables of wood, couered outer with ſmothe war, which 
tables being bꝛought to Lacedemon, x all the wyſe men 
cdſulting what thei ſhuld mean: þ ſiſter of the king Leo⸗ 
nidas bad them raſe away the ware, and loke what was 
wꝛtttẽ vnderneth: wherby þ matter was perteiued, and 
then warned of þ warre was pꝛepared agaynſt them.

of Apollo in Delphos, whiche were all deſtroyed with

¶ The Atheniens, beynge admoniſhedby an ozacle, a⸗ 

gaynſt Xerres his commyng , fozſooke their citie , con- 

ueighed their aged men, wyues, childzen , and chiefe 
ſubſtance into certayn Jlandes ſalfe from daunger:and 
the reſpdue went to battayle agaynſte Xerxes. 

Cxerres bourned the citie Theſpias, Plateas and a. 
'thens, whiche were all vopde of people. 

¶ Diſcoꝛde roſe among the Grecians, ſo that they pur⸗ 

poſed all to-departehome : At whiche tyme Themiſto⸗ 

tles ol Athens vader pzettnce of frendethyppe by a ſer⸗ 
vant, ſente woozde therof ts Xerres : who gredily ſet- 
tynge bppon, them, thynkynge at ones to conquere all 
Grete, was put to ſhamefuliflighte. 

That day that Grerias ouerthzew the Perſiãs at Sa 
lamin, Gelon t Theron vanquiſhed Amilcar in icilie. 
¶ Amilco ſucceded his father Amylcar in Carthage. 
¶ Fabius foughte a ſoze-dattaile with the Hetruſians, 
in which he was victoz ; he would not triumph, becauſe 
of the great numbꝛe that was ſlayne. 

Tht kamilie ot Fabius, at their owne charge, foz the 
publike weale, warred agaynſt the Ueientes, in which 
they wars all flapne, ercepte one: who by his pꝛoweſſe 
and wyſedome, reuiued that name agapne. | 
C:Pardonius tooke-Athenes, and retepued ok Xerxes 
zodooo, mem and cauſed the kyng to retourne into his 
ropalme. They fought at Plateas, where they were put 
to flyght, and Pardonius with great daunger ſkaped. 
The ſame daye vpon the ſea Lenthichides ouercamme 
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nekit of xerxes, traiteroully Kered him vp ones again to 
inuade Grete, agrepng with him to betray the army of 
Grece into his hads, which treſon being ſpied out by A- 
riſtides of Athens, Pauſanias was condemned to dye. 
¶ Terres a freſh pꝛepared warreagainft the Grecians, 
Cimon, the ſonne of Bilciades, capttapne of the Athe- 
niens ouercame him both on lande and ſca,and compel⸗ 
led him to flee away in a little fyſher bote, where befo2e 
ſcarſe the land and ſea were able to recepue his power. 
In this poynt beyng a notable exaumple of varietie in 
mens affaires . Fo2 theſe warres thus vnfoztunately 
atcheued, he began to be contemned of his people, and 

at the laſt was murthered by Artabanus his pzeſident.

¶ Arittides of Athenes, foꝛ his wyſcdom, iuſtice, x tem⸗ 
perante was right noble and famous. He notwithſtan⸗ 
ding that þ Athemies had eriled him without any cauſe, 
but onelp fo that he was counted to ercell in iuſtice, yet 
at his departyng he pꝛaide to god, that whatſocuer they 
deſired,it might come to good cffecte : concluſion. And 
when he was called agayn from baniſhement, he neuer 
remembzed any olde diſpleaſure:in ſo muche that he al⸗ 
way honozed Themiſtocles, with whome he had perpe⸗ 
tual contencion in the weale publike. Of his temperace 
this was a great token, that not withſtandyng, he had

¶ The Lacedemonians made truce with the Athenſens. 3 
fo2.1. yearcs, i huilded Heraclea, but this truce ſhoztes 
ly after mas bꝛokke. x 
C The Atheniens, by the meanes of Alcabiades, entred 
in league with the Argiues, and other, fo2.r0c. peares. 
¶ The citezensof Nhe giu n tn Sicilie bein x al variice 
betwene them ſelfe, The oneparte-ſent fo2 aide to Hi⸗ 
mera, which compng to Rhegium did not onely kyll the 
partie thit they were called azainlt, but alſo with moſte 
ſhimeful crueltie, murderinz all them that they cane to 
ayde 
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apde,poſſeſſed the citte and gooddes themſelfe. 

The Catanenſes alſo in Sicile being ouerſet by the Ry 
racuſans deſired help of the Athemes: i hich ſent thither 
Lachetes #4 Lartades two captains with an army of me 
but then the Spꝛacuſans made peace with Catanenſes. 
¶ Aulturnum was taken by the Samnites, whiche by 
they: capitaine Capy was after named Capua. 

The Lacedemons, by their captain Agis, ouerthꝛe 4 
vaquiſhed p Argines, with whom alſo thei made league 
CAco:nmotion of ſeruantes in Rome who conſpired to 
deſtroy the citie with ficr. 
¶ The Athenies tooke Melos by dedition, and killed al 
the youth, b:inging the reſidue to bondage. 

C Becauſe the Spꝛacuſans kepte not their league, the 
Catanenſes, ones again with humble peticton deſy2ed 
aide of the Atheniens, which after long conſultation by 
the counſaple of Alcibiades, ſent into Sicilie Nictas, La 
machus, and Alcibiades with an armie of men. 

¶ And the ſated Alcibiades was mcontinente ſente ko; 
home, and ſhould foꝛ certain offences, haue beene baniſ⸗ 
ſhed. But he, hauing knowledge thereof, lledde to the 
Lacedemons, whom he ſtirred to warre vpon his owne 
contre, and by his aucthozity withdzew many cities of 
Alta from the obedience of the Athentens. Afterward he 
was called from bantſhment, and atchieued many great 
victozics in the quarel of his countrey men, as ſhal after 
be touched.

¶ The Lacedemons ſente a nauie of ſhippes to ſuccour 
Gylippus þ capitain in Sicily, like wiſe did þ Atheniens 
with two new capitaines Demoſtenes and Eurymedon 
C Socrates, tbe famous Philoſopher, at this time flou- 
riſhed in Athenes, he fy; inuented moꝛal philoſophye, 
and ſo diligently enſued it, that he was counted the moſt 
wyſc and vertuous man than liupng. But at the laſt he 
beyng enuied of them, whiche than didbeare chiefe rule 
in Athenes, was accuſed of Anptus Meliſſus the pocte, 
and Lycon the oꝛatour, that he ſpake agaynſt thcy2 god⸗ 
des, and cozrupted their childzen with peraerſedoctrine. 

At whiche time he ſo contemned deathe,that he woulde 
ſuffer no man to ſpeake fo: him:and therfo2e (as the fa- 
tion was) whan he ſhauld dꝛinke poy ſon, with a topous 
countenance,he.ſaiedto Amtus:J b2yng the good luck, 
and incontinent died. But ſoone after the Atheniens re- 
pented their raſheneſſe,and were ſo ſoz1e foz hys deathe, 
that ofhis accuſcrs,ſome they lewe,and ſome they bant 
hed, and dpd ſette vppe apenly the ymage of @ocrates, 
made of copper, foꝛ a perpetuall mewozye.of his benefi- 
tes and wiſedome. 
¶ Al the cities of Peloponeſus with full conſent did ſed 
aide into Sicily againſt the Atheniens, ſo that the Greci 
ans war was not ended by their truce, but tranſferred 

into Sicilie, with the moztall hatred of the Atheniens.

by lande, wherfoze Demoſthenes ſle w his ſelfe.) Nicias 

was taken, and Eurimedon lain of his enemies.

made him moꝛe fauo:able to p Atheniens:t gathering a 
coinpany of me did many notable thinges againſt þ La⸗ 
tedemoniãs fo2 his contrey me,fo that ; Latedemoniãs 
were fo2e vered: And deſiring peace cauldnotobteinit. 
CAlcibiades,at Calcedon obteined great vicozye, he 
tooke Byzance by treaſon duertam the Lacedemous, va 
quiſhed Pharnabazus,and in his abſẽte was elected ca- 
pitatn'of Athenes, whether he returned with greate tri⸗ 
umphe, he was a man of goodlye perſonage, adiue, clo- 
quent, and of witte quicke and excellente: and pet there 
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wythall lacked not diuers viccs, as diſſolute lvupng in. 


lecherpe and ryot, deceite and vntonſtantte, whych cau⸗ 
ſed men to meruaple, that in one man might be ſuche di⸗ 
uers natures. Finally by the meanes of Liſãder, he was 
exiled, who beyng in Phꝛygia the houſe wherein he lap, 
purpoſely was ſet on fire, which he eſcaped, and half na 


ked, valiantiy defended him ſelfe agaynſt his enemies, 


among whome be was flayne, and his head bzoughte ta 
Pharnabazus capitayne of the Perſians. 
CPoſthumius Uigillenſis, the Romain capitapn, after 
his victozie ouer the Eques and Uoles,fo2 his arrogicie 
was {layne of the ſouldiours. 
¶ The temple of Pallas at Athenes was burned. 
Lyſander the Lacedemontan capitain,ouerthzew An- 
tiochus;the Athenien,and tooke Delphimũ and Ciona. 
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¶ The Carthaginenſes, with their capitain Annibal in. 


uaded Sicilie by ſea, 
Ckyng Carius in the ſtede ol Tillaphernes made Cp⸗ 
rus his ſonne gouernour of Lidia and Jonia, who fauo⸗ 
red and atded the Lacedemontans againſt the Atheniẽs 
And Alciviades in Aſia was oucrcont with great loſſe of 
z Athenicns power, wherfoze he was again baniſhed. 
¶ Conon that ſucceded Alcibiades beyng ouercome,foz 
feare of his contreymen fied to Cypꝛes.

After the Atheniens had erpulſed their capitayn Alcibt 
aden, the ſeconde time;they were ouerthzowen and m_

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e Aegis; which by fozce of armes tooke alſo Cerbziasas 

and Lampfacus, and after girt the citie of Athens with 

a ſtronge ſiege:at whiche time manpe of them periſſhed 
with hunger and faining,and yet wer they ſo ſtyubburne 

in their fentence,that they not only refuſed al condiciõs 

of peace, hut alſo publiſhed, that who ſo euer erhozted 
them to take pefce-thould be lapn, But in fine,after.v. 
monthes, they were conſtreigned with hunger, to pelde 
them ſcife:at which tyme the Cozinthes and Thebans 
would haue had their citie vtterly deſtroyed, but the La⸗ 
ei mod not vſe ſuch extreme crueltie towarde 

that citie, which was al waye counted one of the exes of 
Grete, and by whom thei had receiued ſo great benelits 
in erpulſing the Pedes and Perſes. Therfoze it was de 
crecd,thatonely their walles and towers ſhould be caſte 

to the erth, and to them pꝛeſcribed a certain foꝛme of go⸗ 
uernante:acco:ding to the which they ſhould liue.

¶ The Carthaginẽſes vaquiſhed Gella and Camerina. 7 
n Rome p Queſtoꝛes wer elected of þ cũmon people 

Artarerres, the.xi.emperor ol q erſia, ſurnamed em 
non, reigned. rl. eres. vnto Cv2us his bzather by inheri 
taunce fell nia aud Lydia, ouer which. TiCaphsrnes 
was pzeſident. Foz whiche cauſe, aud being denen 
Mi os domini⸗ 
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dominion, pꝛiuily he wꝛought treaſon agaynſt the king 
bis b;other: which being knowẽ vuto Artaxerxes cauſed 
bim to be;taken. whom he caſt in pꝛiſon with gold? fct- 
ters. But at length by the p:aters of his mother beynge 
delivered, he made open warre, gettyng on his part the 
Lacedemons:and ſo fyghtyng in battaple, Artaxerxes, 
was wounded, but Cyꝛus was therc ſlapne. 

Amonge the baniſhed men of Athens was one Thꝛaſi 
bulus of noble courage: who conſpy2yng with diucrs o⸗ 
ther toke a caſtle by Athes,and after fighting mankullp 
againſt the thirty tyꝛannes, cauſed them to depart to C⸗ 
leuſina. At this time Thꝛaũbulus had great aide of Liſt 
as an oꝛatour baniſhed out of Spꝛacuſa, who pitiyng to 
ſe Athenes the mother ol learning to be oppꝛelled by Ti 
rannes, ot his owne charges armed. oc. ſouldiours. 
The popular gouernãce of Athenes was again reſtoꝛed 
¶ Archelaus, kinge of Macedon, reigned. iii. peres. 
¶ Thimbꝛon the Lacedemũ receiued certain citics of As 
fla vnder his rule and gouernaunce. 

The Lacedemonians, the greater power they had, the 
moꝛe they deſired: wherfoꝛe, not content with the domt⸗ 
nion of Grece, and the richeſleot the Atheniens, they al⸗ 
fected p empire of Aſia. To this purpoſe they choſe their 
capytaine Dercillides, who, ſeyng that he had agaynſte 
him two capitapns of Perſia, that is, Pharnabaſus and 
Tyflaphernes, conſpired wyth Tyllaphernes in amitie 


and after toke Lariſſa, marion, and Colonas, reteiued 


the Keb2noz by ſubmiſſion, reſtoꝛed the @cepſeos to ly- 
berty, ſubdued Gergitha, poſſeſſed Acarnea, and walled 
the. ri. cities of Iũihmus. 

Mages was firſtgraunted to the Romain ſouldiours 
of the common colt, 
C Agis with fier and ſwo:ꝛde waſted the pzouince of C - 
la, and reſtoꝛed the Greeke cities vnto their libertie. Af 
ter his deathe, Agefilaus was couſtituted Kynge of La- 
tedemonia. 

CPharnabaſus the Perſian capytaine, complapned to 


Artaxerxes that Tiſſaphernes coſpired with the Latede 
monians 
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ofthe Sten, monians, and ſutkeren them to ſpoyle Alta: whereat the — 
— kyng beyng moned, ſent foꝛ him home, and in his plate 
apoyncted Conon the Athenien, which remained as ba- 
miſhed in Cypꝛes:by the manhode of this Conon the La 
cedemonians were ſoze vercd. 
¶ This Ageſilaus was of excellent vertue euen fro hys 
childehode, as in trouth, iuſtice, temperance, noble cou- 
rage, liberalitpe, and continence. UWlherfoze he was ſo 
much honoured, and pꝛoſpered ſo well, that he ſubdued 
to the Lacedemones innumerable cities and countreys 
in Aſia and Grece. whan one demaunded a thing ot him 
whiche was vniufte,ſaipng that he had pꝛomiſed it: He 
aunſwered: f it were iuſte, J pꝛomiſed it, but if it wore 
vniuſte, J ſpake, but J pꝛomiſed it not: He neuer ſpake 
with any woman, ſauing his wyfe, but eyther in the te- 
ple, oz afoze al me, thinking theſe two plates to be void 
of ſuſpicion. Whan he was demaunded, why he laye na 
moꝛe richly tha a pꝛyuate perſon, he aunfwered: That a 
p2ince ought to excel other mt, not in delicacy,but in tẽ⸗ 
perance 4 moderate liuing. Truelp the life of thys man 
was woderful,+ woꝛthy to be an eraple to other pꝛincis 
as it appereth in Plutarke, which waiteth it at large. 
¶ The Lacedemontians defired apde of the king of Ae- 
gipt: who ſent them his capitain Hercymon with a hun⸗ 
dꝛed ſhippes, and. soo. buſſhclles of cozne, 
, Clinus and 1Bzennus, ſonnes of Pulmutius, deui 
B ded this whole Ille of Bꝛitapne, betweene theim: 
vnto Beline, as elder, was appopnted Englande, 
Mlales, and Coꝛne wal: vnto the other þ noꝛth part be⸗ 
yonde Humber. But Bꝛennus, a yong man, deſirous of 
glozy and dominion, thynkpng him ſelfe equal with his 
bꝛother in marcial pzowefſe, was not therwith content. 
A herfoꝛe he raiſed war againſt Beline: but in conclu- 
ſion. by the meanes of their mother, thei were acco2ded, 
and Bꝛennus geuen wholy to the ſtudie of warres, lea⸗ 
uing his countrey to the gouernante ok his bꝛother, wet 
into France among the Galles:wher in the pꝛouinte of 
Lyons,fo his excelleut qualities, he was greatly eſtee⸗ 
| med 
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* med of Si{guinus kyng of thafcontrey, whoſe daughter 

en he maried,and of the Galles was made ſoucraigne capi 
" they made their erpedition to Kome:of whit 
che J ſhall hereafter moze largely declare. Beline in the 
meane time both in ciuile iuſtice ⁊ alſo religiõ, as at that 
time was vſed, encreſed his realm, cõſlituting thꝛe Arch 
flamins, whoſe ſeas wer at London, Þo2k,t Carlco,he 
finiſhed the foure great waics begun by his father, ſub- 

dued & made tributarie vnto him Denmark: zn Lodon 
he made the hauen which at this dap reteineth the name 
or him, called Belmes gate: and as maſter Leiland wi1- 
teth( whole labour : induſtrie, in moſt dꝛligent ſerchyng 
out the antiquities of this realm, is greatly to be comme 
ded) binlded þ tower of Londs : he maried his daughter 
Cambꝛa vnto apzince of Alinain called Antenoꝛ, of whõ 
thoſe people were called Cimbꝛi x Spcambꝛi. Finally af 
ter he had reigned, with his brother,: alone. :5.yeres he 
died,t after the pagan mayer w great pope was burned 
¶ Pauſanias was kyng of Yaccdon one pere. 

Conon, which, with the power of the Perſians had al⸗ 
waies reſpec to help his contrey of Athens, inuaded the 
dominion of the Latedemons, beſieged their cities, t as 
a ho:rible tempeſt ouerthꝛoweth al thinges befoze him. 
He enercame ander the Lacedemoman capitain in a 
battayle on the ſca, 

The warres betweene the Lacedemons + Thebancg 
began, the Thebanes were alded of the Athemens. 
C Amputas repgned in Macedon. vi. peres. 
Otps, king of Paphlagonia, toke parte with Ageſilaus 
CErippidasoucrthzuc and put to flight Pharnabaſus. 

Liſander led his army into Bhocea, wher in a ſrmich 
at þ gate of a city he was ſlaine: The Thebans ereced a 
tokt᷑ of y notable victozy gotte vpon the Lacedemomans 
¶CPaulanſas, the other kyng of Lacedemonta, foꝛ al the 
victoztes that he had atcheued fozhis cauntrep, was con⸗ 
demned to dee, ſoꝛ which cauſe he lled into Tegea, Cher 
he flniſhed his life with ſpckenes. 
¶ Che Thebans turned their power to beſiege the city 
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Atheniẽs going agaift the at Cozonea were put to flight 
wherfozc1n al haſt they ſent fo; Ageſilaus out of Aſia. 

¶ The Lacedemons were vanquiſhed by the partakers 
of the Athenienſes, Ageſilaus being called out of Aſia to 
fucco2his contrey,vaquiſhed the Theſſalias,oucrthzew 
d Thebanes, waſted p land of Argiues, toke Pp2cum, $ 
in aide of þ Achets, with fire + ſwo2de deſtroted þ lade of 
Acarnanes. Foz which cauſe the Acaruanes made peace 
with the Acheiãs, r entred in amitie with þ Lacedemõs. 


¶ Joannes, ſonne of Judas, and bꝛother of Jeſu, was 


high pꝛieſt of the Jewes. 1 
Conon hearing of Ageſtlaus vicozie, returned out of 
Alia, ſpopled the countrey of Lacedemon, and wought 
much ſtath. The Atheniens likewiſe with their frendes 
made great pꝛouiſion. ee | 
C Lhe two bꝛethzen Philent,fo; the dilatyng of the do- 
minion ot Carthage, ſuffered theim ſelues to bee buried 


quicke of the Cyꝛenenſes. 


In this time manye cities in Grete fell vnto the parte 
of Pharnabaſus, who wyth Conon, pꝛepared a naupe, 
did great domage ts the haut towne of Lacoma:Conon 
repaired Pireum, t the great walles of Athcnes. In the 
fieldes of Peand: us Strutas the Perſian lew Thim⸗ 
bꝛus and Theſſandꝛus, put to flight + deſtroied the La- 
cedemons. Teleutias toke Philochzates with rii. ſhyp - 
pes. Thꝛaſibulus ſubdued al Leſbus, whom the Aſpen⸗ 
dians by night killed. Iphicrates, in the:ſtreictes of Aby 
dos, metyng with the Lacedemons,obtetned a great vi⸗ 
ctoꝛie, in whiche Anaribios was ſlapne. 

Chereis to be marked the varietie aud foꝛtune in the 
Lacedemons, and the chance of the Atheniẽs which had 
their citie repaired with the ſpoile of the Lacedemontas 
by whom it was deſtroped, like as it was, after the Per⸗ 
ſians warre, newe builded with the richefte and pzaye 
that they gott of the Perflans. And agayn, as they had 
befoze, the Perſians their enemies, and the Lacedemo- 
nians

There was no vertue, that in 
hym was lacking. hc oftentimcs refuſed great ſummes 
of money and ryche pꝛeſentes ſent to him by puncis, al 
though he were pooze,ſaving : If the thing were honcft 
which he were required to doo, he would doo it, becauſe 
it was good without any rewarde: if it were pl! and not 
honeſt, all the goodes of the woꝛlde ſhold not make him 
to do it: If it were p:ofitable vnto his countrep, he was 
boun den and redy to do it frely:1f it were other w le, no 
riches mought countreuaile the loue that he bare to his 
comune weale. In battail he ouercam the Lacedemons 
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and in one daie had p victozie of all Grete. I inallp, in a Bre 
coflict at Bantinea, betwene the Thebans and Lacedes en 


mons , he was waũded vato d:ath with a long ſpere, the 
head remainpng ſtil in his body: yet retained he like, vn⸗ 
tyll his hoſt had v victoꝛp, than ſaid: J haue liued long 
enough; fo: J die vnuanquiſhed. He was ſo pooze, that 
he was buried at the charges of the citie, with his death 
the power of the Thebãs decaied, which neither befoze 
his tyme, noꝛ after his death, did any thung woathy mes 
moꝛie, but were notably ouercome. and conquered.

Ber goma 
Co nũ, Buria, Uerona, Tridentũ, Aincentta, with dis 
uers other cities, vanquiſhed the Cluſtnes,oucrthzu the 
great army of the Romans, toke 4 burned Rome, flue þ 
Senato2s in their ſeates, beſieged the capitoll, x had tas 
ken it, had it not ben valiatlydefended by Panit?, who 
was wakened, with his company,by the noiſe of geeſe, 
and pet by kam me wer ſaze conſtreigned, wherfoze they 
vted this policie: they caſt out pieces of, bꝛead in ſteeds of 
ſtones, at their enemies:by whichmeanes the krenchmẽ 
ſuppoſing them to be wel vitailed,+coſidering p muny- 
tiõ of þplace,recetued of 5 Romans. 1000. li. weight of 
gold. i bꝛake vp their ſiege. But Furius Camillꝰ reuo⸗ 
ked krõ his erile,+ made didatoꝛ:pꝛoclaimed, pᷣuot with 


gold, but with yzon he wold deliuer his contrep,t withþ 


blaod of þ Galles quenche the fire of the eitie, ⁊ therfoꝛe 
bad them pꝛepare to battaile, in which p Frenchmẽ, min 


dyng moꝛe ß gold than þ fight: were by Camillus ſaone 


vaquiſhed, + the citie again repaired in leſfe then a pere.

Cxenophon, a philoſopher of Athenes, diſciple to So⸗ 
crates, and folower of Plato,in this tyme was renou- 
med. he was an excellent capitaine. Foz he bzaught an 
armie out of the extreme partes of Babplon, home to 
their countrey in ſafegarde ; and foz his dilectable ſtile 
in wꝛityng, he was named the muſe of Athens. he made 
moſte ercellent warkes of marciall feates, of huntyng, 
and kepyng of ho2ſes. he lpued eightie and nine peres. 
¶ Plato, the pꝛince of philoſophers, in wiſedom, knows 
le ge, vertue, and eloquence farre exceding all other Ge- 
tiles, was bone in Athenes. Lpeng in his cradle, bees 
were founden to bꝛyng honpe ints his mouthe, without 
hurtyng the chylde: whiche the diuinours dyd 1nterp2c- 
tate, that from hym ſh2uld flowe eloquente moſte ſwete 
and dilectable. he firſt lerned letters with Dion the gra. - 
marian, and exerciſed his youth in wꝛaſtlyng and feates 
of actiuitie.his name was fir ſt Ariſtocles, and after fo: 
the byg and bꝛode ſtature of his body, he was ſurnamed 
Plato. vntill he was. rx. pere olde, he gaue hymſelfe to 
make amoꝛous verſes: which after he came to here ©0- 
crates,he burned,and than moſt attentiuely he folowed 
Socrates as long as he lyued. And after that, he dyd not 
only here the famous philoſophers and Geometricians 
in 
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in Grecia, but alſo went into Italy, Aﬀfrike, and Egypt 
to learne the myllicall ſciences. he ſapled thriſe into &1- 
cilie, where eſcapyng the daunger of death, he was ſolde 
as a bondman. he deuided philoſsphic into thee partes. 
that ia, nozall, naturall, and rationall. And by Athenes 
choſt a place called Academia, wherin he taught. wherof 
bis diſciples were talled Atademici, and no we all places 
wher lernyng is crerciſed, be called Academia. Further 
moꝛe he is called Diuinus Plato fog his extelltt doarine, 

which chteineth many thinges (as ſaint Auguſtin ſaith) 

that doth accozde with holy ſcripture:in ſo much as ther 

in is perteued the lyꝛſt part of Geneſis; vnto Spiritus do 

mini fecebatut ſuper aqu is, and the goſpel of S. John, vn 
te, Et tenebtæ eum non comptthendetũt, with the miſte⸗ 
rie of thc perſons in diuinitie therin expacfied, he died, 


as he was waitynx;bevng of the age of lrrri.peres. 


Euridice wife of aAmyntas kvnge of Hatedonie ende⸗

Cariltotle,the renoumed philoſophierz ſonne of Nicho- 


macus the phiſicion, boꝛne in Stagera in Grece, conſu⸗ 
med his youth riottoup: akter warde he was ſchozar to 
the noble Plato rr. yerescontinually.he excelled al men 
in ſharpueſſe of witte and knowlage in diuers ſciences, 
Wherfoze kyng Philip of Bacedony ſent his ſanne A⸗ 
lerander to him to bee taughte, ſaping, that he thanked 
god, thathe had a ſonne bozne in his time. This man be 
gan a ſect, the folowers wherof were cailed2eripatcti- 
ci, and taughte after the deathe of Plato, xrni.peres.he 
was baniſhed out of Athenes, becauſe it was ſuppoſed, 


that he deemed nat well of their goddes; It is witten, 
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tetued ſiſſhermen ſitting x doing ol ſom what x whã he al 
ked what thei did, thei told hi a riddle, which wha by log 
ſtudy he coulde not aTople,fo2 ſhame and ſo:0w he died. 
¶ The Romaines inſtituted agapne their magiſtrates, 
Artaxerxes Ochus the. rit.emperour of Perſia, reigned

thinking all meanes honeſte, by the whpche he mighte 
gayne. He would ſhew him ſcife pleaſant, and when he 
liſt counterfait diſpleaſure:he meaſured frendſhippe by 
pꝛofitte, and not by faithfull dealyng: to ſette hatred be⸗ 
tweenc friendes, and to ſeeke fauoure at bothe parties, 
was his commen pꝛactiſe: In talke eloquent, but cloked 
and deceitfull:moze deitrous of riches , then diligeut to 
kepe theim:and although he atchieued many greate en⸗ 
te rpꝛices, and conquered divers countreys,yet in all his 
dopnges appeared moze bntrueth and crafty dealynge, 
H. iii. then 
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vieto2y,much mercy. xc. which cauſed him to be the moze 
eſtemed. They had great confidence in hym, becauſe the 
ozacle had ſaid that by one of Amyntas ſonnes Pacedon 
ſhould be moſt flouriſhynge. 

CPhilip, by crafte onercame the Atheniens, and ſcnte 
home their capitaines without ranſome. Aftcr he war- 
red vpon the Jllirtans, t flue many thouſands of them. 
He toke Lariſſa, and inuaded Theſſaly, which ſuſpected 

nothingleTe then warre. After which thyngs atchiened 
he maried Dlymptas ſiſter in law of Ariſ ba kyng of Mo 

leſſa, whiche Ariſba was after by Philippus dep2iued of 
his kyngdome, and ſo died in baniſhment.

* CAlerader toke Babylon and Suſa, ſpoyled and burnt 
Perſepolis the regall citie of Perſia-Beſſus, pꝛeſpdent 
of Bactria wounded his loꝛde Darius to death, whome 
Alexander appzchendpng,fo2 his vnfaithfulnes,cauſed 
to be tyed to two trees, the tops being bowed x bzought 
togither,and ſo louſed, wherby he was tozne in pieces. 
C here endeth the monarchp oꝛ empire of the Perſians 
in the pere after the arriual of Bꝛute. 778. Mhan it hay 
continued among the. 31. peres. And thus was the ems 
pire bought out ot Aſia into Europe amdg the Grekes 
vntil the tyme that the Romaines reduced it vnto them 
CAlerander ſubdued Þyzcania, and fell into the riot of 
the Perſians, with dzunkennes +fury, whereby he flue 
diuers of his fredes.

Thereus , the ſon of Reuther, kynge of Scottes, reig⸗ 
ned. ri, peres. he fo his tp;anny and vicious liupnae , by 
bis lo2des , was depziued of his kyngdome, and expled 
out of his royalme.

Eleazar, a Jew of.92, yeres of age, was ſlayn. » becauſe 
he wolde not (contrary to his lawes) eate ſwynes fleſhe. 
At the ſame time. vij.poung men, with theyꝛ mother, wert 
put to terrible death,becauſe they wold not offed their law 

Matathias with his fine ſonnes defended the cauſe of 
the Jewes,and ſlue Apollonius, 

Perſeus toke many cities of 3 llyꝛia, and Martius the 
conſul pzoſperonaſly entred into Pacedon with his army. 

Matathias dyed, by an othe he bound his ſonnes to pꝛe⸗ 
ferre the lawes and wealthe their countreps befoze their 
lyues. 

Judas Pachabeus gouerned the Jewes.rif. yeres. Jn 
ſho:t time he deliuered them from their ennemies, and re- 
ſtozed the lawes and ſacrifices again, He obtcined the ami 
tie of the Romains, wherby the Jewes pꝛeſerued their li- 

bertie. Chen fo2 the defence or his countrey,with pzapeng 
and kygbtyng he ſlue. 35000. ol his ennemies, with Nicanoz 
the capitapne of Demetrius, whoſe head he did ſet vpon 
the caſtcll of Hieruſalem, his thꝛetning hand he hanged a⸗ 


| gainſt the temple , and his blaſphemous tongue he gaue

It is ſaied, that after 
Carthage was thus deſtroted.cipio wente to beholde the 
place, where ſome time that fap2e + beautiful citte ſtode: x 
there ſepnge the miſerable ruine + deſolation therof, with 
muche wepynge ſaped: That be did fozeſee Rome in time 
to tome, ta lie in ſuche maner,ouerth;owen and deſtroyed, 
The deſtructid of this citie was done. 679 peres after the 
butildpnge therof.608, peres after the bupldpng of Rome, 
x. 963, peres after the arriual of Grate here in Bzitapne. 

The ſame yereCozinth,anoblecitie of Grete, was de⸗ 
ſtroied with fpze by Pummius the conſull. 

Petellus, fy2 in the ſtreictes of Thermopyle, and'af- 
ter in Phocea , ouertame the Macedones, bꝛought Anda- 
riſcus in his ſubiection,and recouered Matedonp.

CHircanus died, after whom his ſonne Ariſtobulus 

ſucceded; who not content wyth the dignitie ofhis fa-

ther,toke vpon hym a crowne,and was the kyꝛſte kynge ot 


the Jewes, after the captiuitie of Babylon. He incotinent 
impꝛiſoned his mother and bꝛetherne, and ſlue Antiochus 
his bzother, his mother with hunger peryſhed in p2yſon, 
After this, the tpꝛan, his bowels beynge toꝛne in his body, 
and vomitynge bloud out of his mouth, died, when he had 
reigned but one pere.

C Aurelius Scaurus \vas taken by the Cimbztans , and 
put to death by Bolus theyꝛ kyng.

8:00, Ro- 
maincs were deſtroped by the Cimbzians, who were (a 
cruell, chat thep hanged vp all ſuche as were taken, and 
dzowned the cattall in Khodanus, the golde, ſpluer, appa⸗ 
rel, and armour bepng bꝛoken in pieces, thep hurled away, 
So that nepther the vanquiſhers had any pꝛape, noz the 
vanquiſhed anp mercie. 
C Parius was choſen capitaſne againſte the C\mbzians, 
fo: whiche he continued in the conſulſhyp, 

Durſtus, kynge of Scottes, reigned.ir. peres. A tyran- 
nous and vnfaithfall p:ince , thzough whiche dealyng his 
people rebelled and ſlue him. | 

Marius in two battapies at the water Sertie, vanqui⸗ 
ſhed the Teutones and Ambzones, ſleyng aboue, 200050, 
of theim, whoſe wpucs with noleſſe valiauntneſſe than 
the men, dekended theim ſelues, 1 that with ſo great furye, 
that they did caſt their childꝛen in the faces of the Romains 
and after beyng taken , becauſe thep myaht not be in the 
temples of Uenus aud Ceres, they hanged theim ſelues. 

The refdue of the Zimbetans,w:th the Teutones, paſ⸗ 
ſed the Alpes, and waſted Italy ;againt whom Partus 
and Catulus fought againe, andſuvvued thepm. In res 
tompente of Parius nobleneſſe, he was the ſyrte tyme 
made couſull. 

Petellus was ſent in erile to Rhodes, Parius behea⸗ 
ded diners of the nobilitte in Rome.

In this time diuers pꝛodigies wer ſeen, as globes of 

Amog 
the Aretines alſo at a feat, bloude diſtilled oute of bzeade, 
as oute ot a wounde, It hapled continually ſtones ſeuen 
dayes, In the partes of damnia, out ofa great rift of the 
carth , (ſued flames of fpze, whiche ſeemed to touche the 
beauens, Then alſo all kyndesoftame beaſtes left theyz 
ffables and paſtures, and wyth impiteous rozyng and cri⸗ 
pnge fledde vnto the woodes and mountaines: pea and 
dogges, which can not liue without the company of man, 
wandꝛed about houlyng, after the maner of wolues, Not 
longe after theſe wonderfull tokens thus ſeene , folowed 
the ciuile warres betwene Parius and Splla : in whyche 
perilhed 150007, citeſens. 2600. ol knightes. 90, ſenatours, 
15, conſulles. 
¶ Dꝛuſus raiſed the people of Jtaly agapnſt the Romai⸗ 


nes, pꝛomiſynge them the citie: but he was flayne in the 


meane tyme. 
¶ The ſociall warres of Italy began, in whiche the Pi⸗ 
centes , Ueſtines, Parſians, Pelignians, Parrucines, 
Samnites and Lucunes , who many peres had ben vnder 
the Romaines,fell from them.

C The ſociall warres of Italp, beyng ſcarcely pacificd, 
incontinent there began two warres moze daungerous 
and cruell : Fo2 when &ylla was clected capitain of the 
warre againſt Pith:idates, who inuaded Alia x Achaia. 
Marius was greuouſly diſpleaſed, that Splla, a young 
man thoulde bee pꝛeferred befoze hym . Mherekoze he 
bꝛought to paſſe, by the help of the Tribunes, that @yl- 
la ſhould be called home agayn, and he to bee choſen ca- 
pitain of that warre.

C Sylla was made continuall dictato:, who as ſoone as 
he centred the citie, contrary to his pꝛomiſe, cault d. 3000. 
men to be ſiaine. he pꝛoſcribed 02 put out of ts pꝛotecti⸗ 
on, many cite zens, and erertited great tyꝛannp: to who 
Q. Catulus ſaid, With-whom ſhall we liue, if tnwares 
we kilt the armed, and in peace the vnarmed. 
C Ptolomeus Dionyſius, the. xi. kyng of Egypte, rei- 
gned. xrr. peares. 
p2rhu3 ruled Butapne. ii. yeares. 
I x Alcrand:a,called alſo Salina, widow of Aterk- 
der Janneus,goucrned the Jewes. ir. peares. She 
had by her huſbande two ſonnes, Hircanus the eldeſt, 
who:n ſhe made high pꝛieſt, and Ariſtobulus, who after 
hir death contended fa2zthe dominton of the Jewes. 
CThe Pharaſeis, vnder this Alexandꝛa, gouerned the 
cermung 
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:1$cieayne commune weale of the Jewes, as the byſhops and pꝛie⸗ 
Movvon ſtes doo nowe. | 
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Dylla gaue vp 7 foꝛſoke all offices, ⁊ lined a pꝛiuat life. 
be wꝛate his cometaries, 4 dedicated them to Lucullus. 
C Serto2ius,a noble and valiantman of Kome,beyng 
of the faction of Marius, fied from Sylla into Spayne: 
where he was reteiued of the Luſitans, and made their 
capitain,he made greuous warre againft the Romains. 
CSyvlla died, and was buried in the fielde of Mars. 

Lepidus,the conſull, would haue moued a newe ſedi⸗ 
tion, but Catulus his feto we pꝛohibited hym.

gainſt Sertozius, where foztune was contrary to hym. 


Inellus, the ſonne of Capoꝛus, a iuſt x vertuous 
pꝛince, gouerned this realm of Bꝛitain. . peres. 
Sillus, baſtard ſon of E win, after the death of 

his father, toke vpo him the gouernice of Stotland:but 
he cõtinued not long. fo: though his falſchod crueltie 


be was d2iue out of his realme:t᷑ at the laſt, when he had 


not reigned fully, ii. peres, he was ſlaine in Frelande. 

C. Scribonius ouercame the Dardanoies, and centred 
as farre as the riuer Danubie. 

Picomedes, king of Bpthima, bequeathed his realme 
bnto the Nomaines, whiche Mithzidates inuaded, and 
oucrcame Cotta the Romain capitaine at Chalcedonta. 
Lucullus ouercame and put to flyght Pith zi dates both 
on lande and ſea. 

Tigr anes, king of Armenia, toke Ptolomais in Sgipt. 

MPithudates entred in league with Sertonus. 
¶ Certain ſwoꝛdplaiers, which taught in Capua, went 
from their ſchole, and gathered a great nume of com⸗ 
pan:ons, who with murder, rauiſhements, rapines, and 
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burnynges fylled all Italp. 

¶ E win, the. ii. Nephew to king Finnane, was choſen 
kyng of Scottes:he reigned, /. eres, and tha reſigned 
his regal power vato Edeir the third nepheu of Durſi?, 
C The warrcs of Pacedone began, in which . Lucul- 
las triumphed, 

E Lentulus and Gellius conſuls were ſent agaynſt the 
ſwa2d players and fagitiues,of whom they were oucr- 
t)29wey. WWhzrefoze that warre was committed to the 
charge of Craſſus, who quickely vanquiſhed them. 
D:r:021 was traiterouſly ſlaine in Spain! by Perpena, 


vearz-kyngof Bꝛzitapn. Df this p:ince the Jſle of 
Elp tooke the name. 
Craſſus vãquiſhed p ſwo2dplaiers. Popetusauerth2ue 
Serpenna,and bꝛought the Spamardes in ſubiection. 
D, the ſon of Help, ſucceded his father, and reig⸗ 
ned. ri.peres in Bꝛitapn. As ſone as he was made 
king, he refozmed the ſtate of his common weale, 
koꝛ he anended his lawes,and toke away al vſages that 
were naught. moꝛeouer he repaired the citie of London 
than called Tropnouant, with faire bupldinges 1 wal- 
les, and builded on the weſt parte therof a ſtrong gate, 
which vnto this time reteineth the name ol him, + 1s cal- 
led Ludgate.

Cn. Pompeius was aſſigned generall capitapne a- 
gayuſte Pithzidates. 

Hircanus, by p coũſel of Antipater, led vnto Aretha, 
king of Araby, than denoiiced war againft Ariſtobul?, 
Pöpeius, by his capttain Airam', ouerthzue p Arabias, 
C lpircanus was agapne kyng of the Jeues, and reps 
gned.rriit.ycares, 

Pompetus vaquithed Ariſtobul', tok e Hicru alk, ſpol⸗ 
led p tẽple, entred into p holy ſainctuary, made þ Jewes 
tributaric,t gaue þ office of high pucſt vnto Vircanus, 
C Scaurus, p;eſident of the lower @p;ta, made peace 
with Aretha kyng of Arabia. 

Pompeius receiued Tigranes kyng of Armeny vn- 
der his ſubicction, and in battaile oucrcame the Jbert- 
ans and Albans, 

C Pharnaces, the ſon of Þith2idates,made warre vpon 
his father, and beſieged him in a caſtel:who beyng deſti⸗ 
tute of all helpe, noꝛ findyug any mercy in his ſon, firſte 
poyſoned his wife,concubines and daughters, and than 
bpm ſelke. Thus ended Pithzidates his lyfe, a pꝛince of 
great wyſedome and meruailous induſtrie, whiche per⸗ 
fectly coulde ſpcake.rrii. languages. he liued. 22. peres, 
reigned. rl. kept warre.rrr.yeres continually againſte 


the Nomaines, haupng always in his company philoſo⸗ 


phers and cunnyng men. 

C Parcus Tullius Cicero was conſule of Rome, with 
C. Antonius, whoſe diuine eloquence, abundit lerning 
ſharpneſſe of witte, derteritee in actes, and moſt ardent 
loue towarde the common weale of his contrey, cannot 
be ſufficiently expꝛeſſed by yo moztall mans tungue 083 
penne. Bis anceſtours were named Cicerones, W — 
IL. ui. tha 
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rrozlde, Chiiſt. that Tullius Appius, a noble king or Ualſcis, x ene of 
that pꝛogenie, had on his noſe a mark like a chiche, whts 1 


che is a kynd of pulſe called Cicer, He ſo p2ofited in the 
eloquence of Greke and latine, that not only his compa 
nids wer in a meruatflous admiration of hym, but alſo A⸗ 
pollonius, the moſt excellent oꝛatoʒ at that tyme, in hea⸗ 
ryng him, was greately abached, and kepyng ſilence a 
long ſpace, ſayd at the laſt; Truly, Cicero, J pꝛaiſe thee 
and meruatle at thec,but J lament greatelp the foꝛtune 
of Grece, whan J conſpder, that not only noblenefſe in 
dedes of armes and marciall affaires, is taken froine vs 
by the valiantneſſc and puiſſance of the Romaines, but 
alſo that the great pꝛaiſe and gloꝛie of learnyng, whiche 
was only left vnto vs, is now by thee trã dated to Rome 
WU hich ſaving was founden after warde very true. Foz 
loke what ſubtilitie is in Logike, what commoditie and 
ſecrete knowlege in Philoſophie moꝛall  naturall : he 
knew and declared the ſame in latin in moſt perkect elo⸗ 
quence, And (which is to be wondzed at, not withſtan⸗ 
dyng, that he beynge a very pong man came to pꝛactiſe 
in Rome, and had ſtudied abundantly the ciuile lawes, 
and was meruailoully occupied in great x weighty cans 
ſes,and after that he was ſenatoꝛ, was continually (as 
it ſemed)molt buſy about the weale publike : pet he that 
dothe reade his warkes (although we hauc not the third 
part of them, which he wzate)ſhal thinke, that he neuer 
did any other thing but reade greate authoꝛs, and wate 
bookes . And pet did he erploite by his wyſedome and 
diligence many great enterpuſes, foꝛ the cõmoditte and 
ſafegard of his countrey,as well in warre as in peace. 


 Fo2 the which the Senate and people gaue to him firſte 


befoze any other, the name of Father of his cauntrep. 
¶ Catiline enterpuſed his conſpiracie, whpche by the 
great wiſedom and diligence of Cicero was ſuppꝛeſked, 


and Catiline ſlaine in battaile by Anton us. who lift to 


reade this hiſtoꝝe at lengthe, lette hy n reſoꝛt to a boke 
intituled the conſptracie of Catilin? tranſlated into En 
gliſhe by Thomas Papnell, where it is abundantelp 
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Pompei, after he had ſubdued Armenta,Cappadocia 
Paphlagonia, Media, Cholcis, Iberia, Albania, Spꝛia, 
Cilicia, Peſopotamia. Judea, and Arabia triumphed, 
when he hadde twiſe befoꝛe triumphed foꝛ wynnyng of 
Spaine and Actrike. At this time he bꝛought into the cõ⸗ 
mon treaſure of gold and luer,tn money and plate.rr. 
thouſand talentes, which i they were comon talentcs) 
amounted to.xx.hundꝛed thouſand poũdes, if they were 
the great talentes. 27. hundꝛed, and. 26. thouſand. 647, 
poundes. ;. s. 4. d. beſpdes that was geuen to the ſoul⸗ 
dioꝛs, which had ſerued in his warres, wherof may bee 
gathered, the wonderfull richeſſe of the Romaines. 
Aſiuelan,the {on cf Heli, as our vulgar hiſtozio⸗ 
C- graphers w2ttc,aftcr the deth of his bzother Lud, 
was made (coucrno; of Butaine: whiche he ruled 
19. peres. In {1h9.8.yere of his reign Julius Ceſar, who 
warred long time in France, made the firſt viage or any 
ſtranger into this realme, after ſubdued it: where vn- 
to this tyme it remained vnknowen to the Romaines, 
C France was apoynted to Ceſar fo2 his pꝛouince:whi⸗ 
ther he was ſent with. r. legiõs, there to remayn fo2 fine 
percs. he in nine peres reduced into the fozme of a pꝛo⸗ 
uince al that part, which is included within p montains 
Pp:enes, Alpes, and Gebennazand the riuers of Kine 
and Rhone,and the occean ſea. he warred alſo bpon the 
Germains on the other fide of Kine, x ouercam the B2t- 
taines. Jn all his warres foꝛtune was but thzile cotrary 
to him. fo2 in Bꝛitain by fozce of tempeſt his nauy was 
deſtroied: in Frace a legiõ was vaquiſhed at Gergonia, 
tin þ coaſtes of Germany his ambaſſado2s were flatne. 
CPtolomeus kyng of Egypt, dziuen oute of his roy- 
alme, came to Rome, 
¶ Cato beyng compelled,toke Cypꝛes foꝛ his pzanince, 
and ſubdued it. 
C Clodius, pꝛotectour of the tomminaltie, appopnted a 
day to Cicero to be exiled.

¶ Cicero, in the.rvi.moneth of his exile, by the conſente 
of all the people, was called home with great honour. 
¶ Gabinius by the perſuaſion of Antonius, reſto2cd 
Ptolome to his ropalme. 

¶ Edeir, after the death of E win, toke on hom the go⸗ 
uernance of Scotlande, and ruled it. 38. peares. In the 
tyme of. his reigne Butain was ſubdued to the Romai⸗ 
nes, and Scotland alſo troubled with ſundzy ſeditions. 
¶ . Craſſus, in his viage toward Parthia, entred Hie 
ruſalem, and ſpoiled the temple ok all the treaſure, whi⸗ 
che Pompeius left vntauched. And than paſſyng the ri⸗ 
uer Cuph:ates,figbtyng with the Parthians, was lain 
with all his army, 

A fire chãced in Rome, by which; 14-.ſkretes wer burned 
Clodiꝰ was ſlain by Milo, who moued a ſediti5 in Rome

ſq aue hitherto bꝛiefly runne ouer the lyues of 
r 72. kinges, which reigned here in Butain,fro 
the arriuall of 152ute-vnto p coming of Ceſar: 
the hiſtozie wherof(as J ſaid befoze)1s very vn 
certaine t obſcure. Pet neuertheleTe J haue not varied 
from the vulgar opiniõ therof,but haue bꝛought p ſame 
into a moꝛe certaine o2dcr,conferriug them with the o⸗ 
ther hiſtoꝛies 4 geſtes of the woꝛld, wherby they haue a 
better apparance of truth. But now, that J am come to 
this tyme,in which þ Bꝛitons began to be knowe to the 
Romains,and other nations of the wo2lde,hauing alſo 
the help? of credible hiſtoꝛiens, whiche befoze J lacked, 
I ſhall the moꝛe veritably and in better o2der ſet foo2the 
our hiſtoꝛies. And fo2 the better declaration of this chꝛo⸗ 
nicle, vou ſhall vnderſtande, that the numbzes ſet in the 
inner fide of the page, ſignifie the peres of the reignes of 
the kings of Bꝛitain, wherby may be percetued in what 
peare 
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pere of the reign of a king, any notable thing in p woꝛld 
was done. As foz the hiſto;ie of Ceſar haue gathered it 
out of his cõmentaries, and out of the wozſhipfull Beda 
whom J thynke moꝛe credible than our new hiſtoztens, 
LF C. Julius Ceſar had warred ſeuen peres in 

France and Germany comming vnto that parte, 
where Calais and Bolaine now ſtand, he determined io 
make war into Bꝛitain: which vntil that time remained 
vnfrequented and vnknowen of the Nomains. His qua 
rel was becauſe that in the wars of France he perceiued 
the Frenchmen to haue much ſucco2 and aid from theſe 
Wherfoze p2eparing.lrrr.ſhips he ſailed into Bꝛitain. 
UWhere at p firſt being weried with an hard + ſharpe ba- 
tail, t after with ſo dein tẽpeſt his nauy almoſt deſtroicd 


be returned again into France, there to winter his men 


The nert ſpꝛing, his nauy being new rigged and encrea 
ſed, he paſed the ſeas againe with a greater armpe, but 
whiles he went toward his enemics on lande, his ſhips 
liyng at ankoꝛ, were again by tempeſt almoſt loft. fo ei⸗ 
ther they wer d:tue on the ſandcs, where they ſtack faſt, 
oꝛels being dꝛiuen one vpon another were deſtroied: ſa; 
that.rl.periſhed,the other with muche labourc were ſa⸗ 
ued. Upon lande alſo his hozſemen at the firſt encounter 
were vanquiſhed,and Labtenus the Tribune llaine. At 
the ſeconde conflict, not withoute greate daunger of hys 
men, be put the Butons to flighte,and purſued them to 
the riuer Thamis:on the furthcr fide wherof CaMuela 
with a great multitude of people was keepyng the bans 
kes, but they not hable to reſiſte the violence and fo2ce of 
the Romains, hid themſelues in wooddes, t with ſodein 
eruptions oftentimcs inuaded theim. But in the meane 
time their ſtrongeſt city Troinouant ſubmitted it ſelt to 
Ceſar, deliuering vnto him hoſtages: which craple alſo 
þ other cities folo wed. Wherby Calliuelan,after many 
loTes, was conſtreigned to gene pledges , and to agree 
that Bꝛitain ſhould be tributary to the people of Rome 
Tyan Ceſar, lpke a conquerour, with great numbꝛe of 
pꝛiſoners, ſailed into France, Thus ended the — 
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wende tente, wölch he made in Baitain; wherebyherather opened a 14 
way foꝛ his ſucceſſdurs to come to the ſame, than ̊ he de 
liuered to the the vominion there. This conqueſte was 
made. 2255. yeres after the vniuerſal floud. 1057. after p 
arriual af 1Bzute; 702.after the building of Nome, inthe 
ſecond pere of the. 182. Olympiade, the. 1116, yere befoze 
the conqueſt made by William of No2mandy,and. 1595. 
peres befoze this pꝛeſẽt pere of dur 102d.154-4., 
Cafli2,p2eſidet of Syzta,dzoue the Parthians fro thens 
Cleopatra,quene of Egipt,reigned.22.peres.ſhe was 
the laſt of the houſe of Lagus, and by the Alexandzines 
was choſen quene, al be it ſhe had a yonger bꝛother who 
Pompeius receiued into his tuicio,and by him was dꝛi⸗ 
nenout ot hir realme:pet Ceſar reſtoꝛed hir again to her 
realm:x vſed hir company familiarly. And after Ceſars 
deth, Antonius wedded her, who warred againſt Augu- 
7:of whõ he was ouerthꝛowẽ,, foꝛ ſozow wherof,the clo 
ſed her ſelf in a tambe, being on liue, and hauing two ad 
ders ſucktng on her bꝛeſtes, ſo died. She was a womã er 
celling in pleaſantnes, quicknes of wit, and ſumptuous 
niot, in ſo much that at one banket ( cõtending with Anto 
nius in erceſſe of fare) ſhe dzank a perle reſolued in vine 
ger, which was eſtemed at, 100, Seſtertium, which after 
Budei amounteth to the value of 25 ο . trounes, ot our 
money to fifty thouſand poundes. 
C The cinile warres betwene Pompeius and Ceſar be 
gan, in which. CCC. ꝙ. men periſhed. Ceſar in hys ab⸗ 
ſence required the ſetonde time to be conſul. Marcellus 
the conſul withſtode it, and the ſenate alſo decreed, that 
Ceſar ſhould not enter the city, without he dimifſed hys 
army. Fo2 which cauſe Ceſar being diſpleaſed, came fro 
Rauenna, paſſing ouer Nubicon, to Artminium. Jn the 
mean while Pompeius, with the conſuls, fled to Dpza- 
chiũ tn Grece,and Ceſar entred Rome, ſpoiled the trea⸗ 
fury,and beſieged Barſiles. 
EC Ariſtobulus,being delinered by Ceſar, went into Ju. 
dea, where he was poyſoned, and Alexander his ſon put 


to death by Scipio. 
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Domitius, and ſuſfred him to go freely away. In Spain 
he vanquiſhed Petreius and Afranius, he returned to 
Maries, and tooke the town. From thens he wente to 
Dyꝛachium, where he was ouercom and put to flight by 
Pompeius and. 240. of his me ſlain. In Thefaly thet 
met in the fieldes Þharſalia, where a cruel and donbtful 
batail was fought:but at legth Põpei was put to flight, 
and loſte, 15000, of his ſouldiours, 

Pompeius, flipng to Alerandzia in Egipt, was llain by 
the tutoꝛs of the pong Ptolome, and his heade ſent vnto 
Ceſar. Who ſeing it, wept, Thus ended the noble PS 
pet his life, who foz his ſundꝛy x incomparable victones 
was ſurnamed the great: he was indued with mand no⸗ 
ble and pꝛintely vertues, both of body and minde, he had 
ſo good a grace in his viſage, that from his chudehode he 
moued the people of Rome moTentierly to kauour him, 
t alſo fo2 his ſingular beneuolence, tontinence of lining 
marcial experience, pleaſantnes of ſpeach, fidelity of ma 
ners, and eaſines in ſpeakyng to, was meruatlouſly eſte 
nred, he neuer required any thing without ſhamefaſtnes 
02 graunted anv thing but with a glad countinance. In 
his viſage apered al wap bath nobility and gentlenes, ſo 
that, when he was in his flouriſhing ponth, there ſhined 
in hin maners both pꝛincelpt reuerent. Ilhan he was 
ſent into Sicilie by Sylla, perceiuing that the ſouldꝛoꝛs 
which were vnder his guiding ſcattered and robbed the 
contreis as he went, he commanded euerpe one of theyz 
ſwo des to be ſigned with the ſeale of his ring, that they 
hold do no wꝛong to any man by the wap, wherin he de 
clared him ſelfe to be not onely a valiant, but alſo a iuſte 
and rightuous capitaine. 

Ceſar entred Alexandꝛia and being pz ,ouokedto batatl 
he vanquiſh*d them, and ſet on fyꝛe the name the Egip⸗ 
tians, the flame wherof inuaded the libꝛarp of Philadel 
phus, wherin were burned 400090, bokeg. The king re 
belling again, was ſlain with al his armp, and Cleopa⸗ 
tra his lilter retozed to the realme; 
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E. Julius Ceſar,of whom the Romain pzinces were 
e Ceſarcs,was the firſt among the Romaines that 
toke on him the name of emperoz,and reigned not fully 
thee yeres,he bꝛought the Ponarchy of the woꝛld vnder 
the Komaines. In this pere he warred againſt the Pom 

deins in Aph uke and vanquiſhed them at Tapſꝰ, wher 
pe toke their campe,and, 69, elephantes. 

Cato,fo2 griete and ſo20w of heart that he had, that his 
countrey ſhould by Ceſar be b2ought in ſcruage x; th:al- 
dom, llue him (clf in Utica, Juba, p king of Pauritanie 
hired one to rid him of his life. Petreius t Scipio killed 
the ſelucs. And Ceſar comanded p nephieus of the great 
Pompei and his daughter Pompeia to be put to death. 

Ceſar entred Nome with foure triumphes;+ was crea 
ted the fowerth time conſul,+ continual dictato2, taking 
on him tobe monarch of the whole empire, which thigs 
bꝛought ta paſſe, he pꝛepared to make warre againſt the 
ſonnes of Pompei in Spain, where foztune was diuers 
betwene them, And in the laſt batail which was at Mun 
da, a town in Spain, they fought ſo ſo;e & hard togither 
and ſuch laughter was made,y the old x aſſured ſouldt- 
oꝛs of Ceſar wer not aſhamed to geue back: wherby Ce- 
ſar diſpairing to win that field, wold haue killed himſelf 
left after the renoume of ſo manp coqueſts x victozies,he 
ſhold haue fallẽ into the power of thoſe pong me, whole 
father hc had vanquiſhed, But finally ſuccozyng his me 
the armie of the Pompeis was put to flight, p one of the 
E zen being llain, the other leing away. After which 

attaile, Ceſar finiſhed thoſe ciuile warres, whiche du⸗ 
ring the ſpace of. v.peres, troubled the whole woꝛlde. 
Antipater by Ceſar was cõſtitutid pzocurato2of Judea. 
¶ CTeſar returned to Rome, he refozmed the ſtate of the 
common weale, amended the calender, reducyng the oꝛ⸗ 
der of the pere to the courſe of the ſonne, found out the 
cauſe.of the leape peare, and in his hono2 and memoaie, 
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che after his name was called Julius. But he continued * 
not paſſing.v. monthes in reſte, foꝛ waryng inſolent a⸗ 
gaynſt the Se natours, and takyng thepꝛ lybertye from 
them, there confpired againft him to the numbꝛe of. 260 
fenato2s and-gentilmen, among whom B2utus + Caſ⸗ 
ſius were chiefe, Uhiche in the Jdes of Marche, whan 
Ceſar came into the ſenate houſe , wyth 23. woundes he 
was (ian among the ſenatours. Thus Ceſar loft al that 
which w the bloud of. lr. M. citizens,t.1192000, his ene⸗ 
mies,he had gotte. And as he had filled al þ woꝛlde W ci⸗ 
nile bloud: likewiſe now he filled the ſenate w his owne 
bloud. After this ſoꝛt Ceſar finiſhed his life, a mi in fea- 
tes of warercellingal other, he w2ote no man ſwikter, 
red no man faſter.at one time he could endite foure let⸗ 
ters at ones. he was furthermoꝛe of ſuch clemency, that 
thoſe who:n he had ſubdued by warre, with hys greate 
gentilncs, wonne them to be hys very frendes. 
C About this tymc there were ſene in the element, thꝛee 
fons in one cercle, And in the ſuburbes of Rome an ore 
ſpake vnto his plowman: that in vaine he dꝛoue him,foz 
ſhoꝛtly not all oncly coꝛne, but alſo men ſhould faile. 
¶ Dolobella was ſubſtituted in the place of Ceſar. hys 
ſouldisurs at Smirna killed Trebonius one of the mur 
therers of Ceſar. 
E Antipater redified the waltes of Hieruſalem. he o2det 
ned Herode pꝛeſpdent of Galilee, 

Beomantius,the ſonne of Lud, # neuew to Caſ⸗ 

ſiuelan, ſucteded in the realme of Bꝛitain, and rei 

gned quietly, 23. peres. 

C. Ceſar Octauianus Auguſtus, the ſecond emperour 
or Rome, reigned in all. 56. peres, that is to ſap, twelue 
with Antonius and Lepidus, and. . alone. As ſoone 
as he hearde of the deathe of his vncle Julius, he haſtcd 
from Apollonia to Rome, to poſſeſſe His inheritance and 
to reuenge the death of Ceſar. here the ciuile wars were 
again renued.foꝛ the Senate fauoured the killers of Ce 
ſar, but Antonius wold haue ſuppꝛeſſed them with cluil 
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be an enemy to Nome, and theconſules, Hyꝛtius 4 Pan 
ſa; with Dutanianus, wer ſent againſt him: by whom he 
was vaquiſhed, but the conſules were ſlain. Than Anto 
ni? fled vnto Lepidus, mailter of þ hoꝛſe men, by whoſe 
meanes he was recociledts Odauianꝰ, i they thze ioint⸗ 
lp toke vpon them the gouernance of the publike weale 
CBPalichas poyſoned Anttputer, pꝛeſident of Judea. 
CAgreat number of the nobilitie in Rome were outla- 
wed by theſe th:e-men:amog whom alſo. P. Cicero, the 
eloquent oꝛatonr was one, who, fo: ſo muche as he had 
datuen Antonius out of Nome, and by his ſharpe ozaci⸗ 
ons cauſed him to be pꝛoclamed ene mie to the weale pu⸗ 
blike, made the ſaid Anton pe ſo muche his koe, that in the 
treatie of peace betwene hin and Odauius, he demaun 
ved Cicero, to do with him atjbis pleafure: whiche was 
graunted ot the vnkynde Octauius, whome Cicero had 
bꝛought vp, and cauſed to be made the chiela gouernoꝛ ot 
the Romans. Wherfoze Antonius ſent one erenmus 
(whom Cicero had ſauedfromdeth by his eloquence) to 
ſlea him, whopurſued him as he fledde aut ot the cytpe: 
which thyng Cicero pertepuyng, abode his coming, ly⸗ 
ing in a hoꝛſe litter foꝛ weakenes, t pꝛepared his thꝛote 
to Herennius, who ſtrake of his head, and his right hãd, 
and bꝛought them to Antony: who cauſed them to be ſet 
ouer the place of tiuile indgementes.1n Rome. 
Ceſar and Antonius, committing the charge of the citye 
to Lepidus, went with their power againſt Bꝛutus and 
Camus: who had take Laodicea, purſued Dolo bella to 
deth, vered the Tharſenſes, tooke t ſpoiled Rhodes, but 
in Philippo, by Ceſar : Antonius, they were vaquiſhed 
and flue theymſclues. After whiche battail they deuided 
-thempire betwene the, Ceſar taking fo2 his part Spain 
-Fraunce,and Italy, and Antonius al the ozient. 
CPaco:us/king of Parthia, indietsd warre againſt the 
Jues: Antigonus, byhis aid, Was conſtituted king, and 
toke Phaſelus aud Hircanus. Phaſelus ſaught his own 
death, with knockpng his heade agaynſt the ſtones, hys 
handes beyng not at uberty: and Hirtanns vares were 


tut of by Antigonus. L. Anto⸗ 
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t by the entreatye of the ſenate, was reconciled to hym. 
¶ Cleopatra poiſoned hir bꝛother, cauſes hir ſiſter Arſi⸗ 
noes to be flain in the te nple at Epheſus, and than wet 
to Antonius in Cilicia, whom ſhe folowed. 

Antigonus the. xi. king of Jewes, reigned. 3. peres, he 


was the laſt of the Jewes, that was kyng ouer them. 
In this pere Bersde, by the ſenate of Rome, was alſo 
appointed to be kyng of the Jewes. 


Uentidius danqutſhed the Parthians, and dꝛoue them 
out of Siria, he flue Oꝛodes the kinges ſon the ſame day 
that he befoze had lain Craſſus, 

Ser. Pompeius, the ſon of greate Pompei, reiſed war 
in Sicily, Ceſar and Antonius went againſte hym: but 
finally a peace was made betwene them. 

C Herodes the. ru. king of Jewes, and firſt of any ſtran⸗ 
ger, reigned 37. peres. he beſicged Hieruſalem, + tooke 
it by the helpe of Soſius pꝛeſident of @p2ia. Antigonus 
Las take and ſent vnto Antonius, who put him to deth. 
Ananc lus was conſtituted high pꝛieſte by Herode, and 


ſtreight depziued. 
Hirtanus being deliuered out of pꝛiſon, cam to Hieru⸗ 


ſaiem to Herode. 
CÞerode flue Ariſtobulus the high pꝛieſte, and reſtoꝛed 
Ananclus againe to that office. 
Pompeius brake the peace made with Ceſar, ho was d21 
uen out of Sicily, and fleing towardes Aſia was ſlapne. 
Hitherto crtendeth the hiſto2y of Appianus of the cu 
warres of Rome. | 
Antonius by treaſon toke Arrabanes kyng of Armeny 
whom he bounde in ſpluer chaines, to make hym to con- 
keſle, where his treaſure laye: whieh whan he had gotte, 
was ther with elated: and moned warre againſt Oaaui⸗ 
anus, and put away his wife Octauia, the ſiſter of Oda 
uian, and maried Cleopatra, the quene of Egypte. 
¶ Otctauianus Ceſar ſubdued the Japides,Dalmacias, 


and Hungarians, 
¶ About this tyme, on the further ſyde of Tiber:inacd- 
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mon tavern, there ſpzang fozth a fountain of ale out of 
joe „ fg; the ſpace of a dape ran abundant⸗ 
Abꝛode. 
The wars betwene Cefar and Antony began,in whi 
che Antony was ouercome and put to flight. | 
Thei met again at Pharus vpõ the ſea, where betwen 


thẽ was fought a cruel 4 doubtful battail, tyl Cleopatra 


with lr. ſhips fled,after whom folowed Antony: wherby 
his men were diſcomfite,and he foz ſozowe, thʒuſte him 
ſelfe thꝛough with a ſwoꝛd, and halfe alive was bzonght 
to the tombe, which Cleopatra made fo2 hir ſelf.Cleopa 
tra, perteiuing that ſhe was kept foꝛ the triumph of Ce⸗ 
ſar,eſcaped from hir kepers to the tombe where Antony 
lap, and there araped in go:geous apparel, ſetting to hir 
bꝛtaſtes twoo adders, dyed in that maner. 

Ceſar in the remembꝛance of hys victoxie,buylded the 


city Nicopolis at Accium. 
An erthquake in Jury, wherby. xrr. M. peuple periſhed. 


Herode tooke parte with Ceſar, and diſcomfyted the 
Arabikes, 

Jeſus the ſon of Sabetes, was high paicſt of þ Jewes, 

Mere endeth þ kingdom ef the Egiptians, which after 
this time, was goucrned by a pzeſident of the Romans, 

Ceſar returned froin the onet,and entred Nome with 
thzce triumphes, and in token of peace, ſhut vp the teple 
of Janus, which in. 200. peres betoꝛe was neuer ſhutte. 
In his honour, by the conſente of the ſenate and people 
the name of Auguſtus was genen to htm and the month 
Hertilis, in the remembꝛante of his byꝛth and vicozics 
was called Auguſt. 
¶ Herode put to death his wife Mariamnes, and other 


his nere friendes. 


Cozu. Gallus pꝛeſident of Egypt. 
Ceſar opened the temple of Janus, aud made war a- 
gainlt the Cantabzians and Aſturians, two miſcheuous 


people of Spatne, whom he vanquyſhed. Thyther came 


vnto him the ambaſſadours of India and Scithia, deſp⸗ 
ryng the amitie of the Komayns, 
N ho atk cat ! P.Cra(ls 
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CD. Craffus ſubdued the Th:acians;and C ozn. Gall 
pzeſtdent of Egypt, killed him ſclf, in who ſe Rome fiic- 
ceded Sempꝛonius. 

CAll Zpayne, by Eeſar was ſubdued, and the temple of 
Janus hut, but it was opened agayne thꝛough the com 
mocions of the Germaines and other nacions.

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C Herode depoſed Jeſu the high pꝛieſte, and conſtituted 


Simon, whoſe daughter he maried. 

In this time Grete by Tiberius Dꝛuſus was ſubdued 
¶ Dzuſus, the ſonne in law of Auguſtus, bꝛought in ſub 
tection the Germains, with other people bozdzyng about 
them. Coſſus in Aſfrike cucrcam the Baſolones, + Ge- 
tulanes,and Piſo ſubdued the Uindelicos. 

Peace was made with the Parth:as, who reſtozed to þ 
Romans their baners taken fro Cralſus and Antonius. 

Ceſar added to the dominion of Herode, Samaria,Ga 
za, and diuers other regions. 

Vergil and Ho;ace, moſt famous poetes, in thys tynie 
flouriſhed, 
Ceſar ſailed into Spꝛia, he granted to Herode þ pꝛouite 
Auramitides,t wꝛate himamdg þ numbze of his fredes, 
pmbelinus,the ſoonne of Theomantius, reigned 
kyng of Bꝛitain.xxxv.peres. Of him there is no nos 
table thing witten, but that in hys reigne oure ſauiour 
Jeſa Chult, the very light of the wo2lde was bozn of the 
virgin Parp. 

Herode pulled cleane down the temple, builded by Zo 
robabel and Eſra,after the captiuitee of Babylon, and 
with moft ſumptuous bnilding,recdificd an other,acco2 
ding to the figure of dalomons. 

CEwyn the thirde ſoonne of Edeir,ſucceded his father 
in the realm of Scotland, and reigned.7.yercs. A p:ince 
geuen all to vice x lechery,foz being not content(as they 
Waite) with an 100. concubines,. with whome he myghte 
fulfil his luſt, but he made lawes, that it ſhould be lauful

At which time, whan Germa 
nicus their capitain,erho2ted them to quietnes, the ſoul 
dioza obfttnatcly refuſed the empire of. Zaberius , and 1 
pꝛofered to make him their emperour, but Germanicus 1 
wold rather haue llaine himſelfe with his own weapon, iP 
then by ſuche vnlaukull meanes to obtepne the imperial 
auctozitie. And mozeouer, the commons of the citic of 
Rome, and diners of the nobles alſo, haupnge in they; 
hertes (as1t were) anatural hatred toward the monars 
chie, oꝛ high power of Ceſars: deuiſed t imagined with 
themſelues,digerfy,ho we to.crtinguiſhe the imperiall 
authontie, 4 bꝛing the citie to hir pʒiſtinate fozme 1 go- 
uernance of conſules. which thing thei moze crneſtly de⸗ 
ſired,fo2 ſo muche as they had as yet,freſhe in memoue, 

the ſwetenelle of their ancient hberties,and the fame of | 
many noble men, whiche by Julius and Auguſtus , had 
ben oatlawed and put to deathe. And alſo, becauſc they 
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feared'the pꝛoude and cruell nature ol Tyberius, who 
was named to ſuterde Augullus in the empire. But all 
this notwithſtanding, Tyberius, with ſuche crafte and 
diſlimulation handled the matter, that he not onely ob⸗ 
teined the imperiall audoꝛitie, but alſo ſemed to take it 
vpon him againft his wil. 

There was at this time no notable warre, ſauing that 
the Nomains made fierce-warre vpon the Germaines, 
rather to reuenge the infamie that Q. Uarus had recei⸗ 
ued at their handes, than to enlarge their empire, which 
at this time had ſpꝛead it ſelf well nere ouc ral y woꝛld. 
In Judea Herode and Philyp, biilded and repaired 
certaine cities and townes in the honoz of Ccfar, which 
made them rulers. Herode, which was alſo called Anti- 
pas, walled the citie called Sepho2is,and named it An- 
thocradozida, and in line mancr the citie Bettaranta, 
whiche he ralled Julia. 
¶C Philip builded Paniada aboute the well ol Jozbane, 
and named it Ceſarta. He erected alſo Bethſaida, nie to 
the riuer Genazar,4 gaue it to name Julia Omonima, 

Germanic? Ceſar, the Romain capitain,ny to y woot: 
Ceſia, vanquiſhed a ſlewe the Germaines,called Parũ. 
Jaba, a man of excellent ſerning, king of the Pozes; 
Agarus of Meſopotamia, and Bardaſanes of Wabyls, 
Uiderius, the firſt ſonne of Cymbaline,began his 
'q reigne oner the 1321tons,t reigned about. 2$8.yea- 
res. This mi was valiãt, hardy, welthy, 4 truſted 
much in his ſtrẽgth. And foꝛ he thought Þ Romains had 
their tribute w2ongfully, he therefoze of great 'cozage, 
denied to pay tribute, fo which cauſe Claudius the fifth 
emperoꝛ, tam into Bꝛitain with a great power toclatme 
againe the paiment therof, as ſhall after be ſſewed. 
CUalerius Gratus was p:eſidentof Juda, he firlt be- 
gan to ſell the rsome and office of the high pꝛieſt. which 
erample other, beyng after in his authoztie folowed, 
¶ Buſmes began among the Parthians, thozough the 
death of their kyng Phꝛaates, which was murdered of 
his baſtard ſonne by the counſaile of bis own — 
er⸗ 
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the kingdom. But the Parthians depoſed the baſtarde, 
and obteined of the Romans, WUonones the legittimate 
fonne ot Þh2aates,+ made him their king, whom ſhoꝛt⸗ 
lp after vnconſtantly they agapne depoſex. 
Germanicus, nie to the riuer Giſurgis, ouertame and 
put to flight the Germains called Cheruſti. 
C The rpuer Tpberis ouerflowed the Citie of Rome, 
wherof great rutne and decape of butldin g,and mo2ta- 
litie of people enſued. 
CAlawe was publiſhed, wherby allinchanters, ſooth- 
ſaters, and they which had knowlage in mathematicall 
and magicall ſciences, were baniſhed out of Italy. And 
alſo that the Romains at their table,ſhold not be ſerued 
with ſo riche and.ſumptuous plate. 
CCecinna,an vnder capitain of the Romaines , ouer- 
thzewe the CINE capitains Armes 
nius and Anquiomerus. 
¶ a great cõmocion unsichatubanm ben in Italpo tho⸗ 
rough the inſolent boldneſſe of one Clement, the ſeruat: 
of Agrippa (which Agrippa was pꝛiuilp put to death by 
Tyberius.) Foz this ſeruant a gaod ſpace after his ma⸗ 
ſters death, came abꝛode, named himſelfe Agrippa, to 
whom both in age + perſon he was nat much vnlike, vy 
which means he gathered to him great cõpanies, came 
toward Rome: but ſho2tly after his copantes were dil⸗ 
parcled,and he taken and put to death by Tyberius. 
¶ Germanicus Ceſar triumphed foꝛ his great victozies 
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in Germanie. In the which heſemed to baing again the 
glo:ie t renoume, that Q. Uarus toſt befoze: fozſomuch 


as he bꝛought in ins trimnph the fame inſignes, and ſtã⸗ 
derdes, which were taken in the diſcomũture of arus.. 

Lyberins fozenny condemned Archelaus king of Ca⸗ 
padocia, and made his kyngdom a pꝛouinte.

C CTackarinas was ones agayne diſcomfitcd by Junius 
Bleſus pꝛoconſull of Affeike. 

Sꝛianus, whom Tiberius had aduanced to hie dignitp 
in the city of Rome, by auoutry co:rupted Junta, ß wife 
ol Dꝛuſus, Tiberius ſonne, and cauſed her to poiſon hir 
huſband: hoping by that meanes at length to obtain the 
imperial aucto;itie, to which the ſaid Dꝛuſus was nerte 
and rightful heire. But this Seianus beyng caſt oute of 
the emperours fauour,foz ſ020ww therot᷑ flewe him ſelke. 
C Stage plaiers were bamiſhed out of Italy, 
C.Tacfarinas kyng o? Numidic, whiche oktenti nes had 
rebelled in Affrike, was vtterlye ſubdued and layne'by 
Dolobella. | 
CN. Ubius Herenus was appeched of treſon in Rome 
by his owne-ſonne,an? fo; the ſame baniſhed, 

C ]alate, beyng o2depned pꝛeſident of Judea,at his firſt 
entre to flaiter Tyberius, cauſed the images of Ceſar to 
be bꝛaught into the temple of Hieruſalem, whereby roſe 
a great ſedition. Fo: ſo muche as the Jewes being ther⸗ 
with grevouſely offendcd,offred them ſelf rather to the 
death: thã they wold ſuffre any images in their temple. 

Pilate in like maner vſed the treaſure, called Coꝛbana 
contrary to the cuſtome and lawe of the Jewes, and by- 
cauſe dꝛuers of the Jewes ſhewed the ſelfes greued ther 
with, he beat and ſie we a great numbꝛe of them. 

¶ Coꝛillus kyng of Gothes. 

Nundus, a pong gentilma of Rome, rauiſhed the chaſt 
matrone named Paulina. whom foꝛ ſo much as he could 


not coꝛrupt by none other means: he bꝛought his vngta 


cious purpoſe to.pallc by the falſe trecÞcrie : . of 
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the pꝛlettes of Alls, whiche feigried, thatthey were mo⸗ 
nithed by an qzacle,that Annnbius, the God ol Egypt, 
would haue the companie of the ſaid Paulina, Zo who 
the chalt woman gaue tight credence,becauſe it was tha 
counted a great renoume, to haue to doo with the gods, 
And by this meane was Paulina, in the night ſeaſon, a⸗ 
buſed by Mundus in the temple of Jus, vnder the name 
of Annuibus: which thing being after diſclofed by Mun 
dus himſelfe, the pncſtes E put to death, the temple 
beaten downe to the grounde, the image of Ilis th:owe 
into Tyberis, and the yong man baniſhed. 
CPoppeus Sabi uus, ſubdued the Thꝛatians. 
In Rome, 50. thouſand menne were hurt and flapne 
with the fall of a theatre, as they were bcholdyng the 
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games of the ſwoozdplapers. Fo: which miſfoztune At⸗ 


tiliqs, which ſet fooꝛth theſe playes, was baniſhed. 


ula: and her enticed to gene purple, and other riche trea⸗ 
ſure, to the tẽple of Hieruſalt᷑:which they vſed only to p 
maintenãte of their owne pleaſure, wherof when the ſe 
nate bad knowlage, thei ſharply puniched þ doers : # foz 
that cauſe erpelled all the other Jewes gut of Rome. 
Certaine of the Germains, called Friſcti,rebelled by 

meaneof a great fowage o2 eraction that was of them 
leuied, foꝛ paiment wherof,they were firlt conſtreigned 
to ſell their cattell, than their goodes and landes, and 
jaftly their wife and childꝛen. In this rebellion they put 
the Romains to the wozſe, wherby the name of the Fri⸗ 
ſcians was famous in Germany. | 

¶ Tyberius Ceſar waxed ſu negligent, y he permitted 
the pꝛouintes of pain and Sury tobe without legates 
and gouernoꝛs, and ſuffered Armenia, to be poſſeſſed of 
the Parthiens, and Peda to be inuaved of the Danes # 
&armatians, and France of the Germatnes:by meaue 
wherof,the power of the empire ſomewhat decayed. 
C The holy mã John the 35aptift, being ſent of God as 
a meſſanger oz tfdingesbztngerof ourhelth « — 
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There were in the city of Rome. 4. Jewes, which had 
ctonuerted to their religion, a noble woma named Ful⸗ 
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Mur ſauiour and redemer Jeſus Chaiſt,after he was 
baptiſed of John, began to pꝛeache and ſpꝛeade abzode 
the kyngdom of God. 

CCaratak,king of Scottes, reigued. 21. peres, a pzince 
moze valiant then foztungtc,and gaue his wholle mynd 
and co:age, to defendehis realme and ſubiectes frome 
the ſeruage of the Komaines, with whom he kept long 
warre, and aided the no2the 1521taynes, 

C Tiberius Ceſar,vnto this tyme diſſimuling his cruel 
and naughtie nature, declared hymſclfe; openly to the 
woꝛldt, fallyng to pleaſure and filthy hupag : in ſo muz 
che that he vſed to banket two wholle dayes and a night 
togither: wherfo2e of his owne ſouldiozs, fo: Claudius 
Tyberius Nero,he was called Caldiꝰ Bihetias Mero. 
¶ Saint John, becauſe he iuſtly rebuked Herode fo; ke- 
ping of his bꝛothers wife, was caſt in pꝛiſon, and after 
beheaded, at the taſtell named Pacherunta. 

C Our lauioꝛ Chʒiſt whe he had finiſhed þ legacy of god 
the Father, x opened p doctrine of eternal life, to his vn 
kind people the Je wes, offered himſelf willyngly to the 
moſt cruell death foz our redẽption, paping þ ranſom of 
pbddage-to-the which we were thzall, z in daunger. At 
which time of his paſſis was a great earthquake, ⁊ at o. 

aclock of p dap, ſo terrible a clipſe of the ſunne, cdᷣtrarp 

to al natural courſe,y foz gret darknes it ſemed to be ve 

ry night. The. iii. folo wing he role again fr deth to life 

tcõquering ones. 3.mightie aduerſaries, to whoſe tirãny 
we wer ſubfect,y 1s death, ſpyn, Satã. On p.xl.dap de⸗ 
daring himſelf to be a mighty puillant coqueroz, he aſce 
ded to the right had of the Father, where he remaineth 
as the only 4 perpetuall defcndo2+ mediato of his peo⸗ 

ple, frõ whes atcoꝛding to his bleſſed pꝛomiſe, the. 1. day 
he ſent his heuely ſpirite, quatling in this point þ pꝛo⸗ 
mulgatiõ of his law in the moũt of Oꝛeb, foꝛ euen as 8; 
childze of Iſrael.i.dais after their deliuerie fro the capti 
uitie of Egipt, ⁊ bõdage of king Pharao, receiued plaw 
lozitẽ w the finger ol God: ſo in like maner his _ As 
powes, 
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Pbara the diuell, receiued his heauenly ſpirite the trus 
comfoztour, which ſhulde leade them into all kruth, and 
wꝛite the eternal law ol god in their hertes. 5 
C The Ze wes began to perſetute the \apoſties-andmar 
tyꝛed Stephen, ſtonyng hym to death. 
¶ Daina Paule the elec veſſell of god beyng called by a 
viſion, was made of an open aduecrſarye and cruell per 
ſecutour of the churche of Chaſte, the moſt faithful apo⸗ 
ſtle and true doctour of the gentiles. Entonge whom he 
taught the wozde of God with ſo great'fruite, and en- 
creaſed ſo largely þ chꝛiſten faith, that he was after woz 
thily named the chiefe of the Apoſtles, 

Symon Magus, which had ſeduted the people of Sas 


maria, with magical artes and witchcraft, was by Phi⸗ 


lip canmct of dis errour, and baptiſed. 
Tandates alſo p Eunuke of þ quene of Boozens was 


.-; conertedtothefaith of Chailt,+ baptiſed of Philyp. 
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Pylate,after the death of Chiſt (as witneſſeth Tertu 
lian) wꝛate to Tyberius the emperoꝛ of the death, ver⸗ 
tue and mitactes of Chaſte, Who after that he had pu- 
bliſhed the ſame in the ſenate, wolde haue bad Chaiſt to 
beafcribed and numbzed among the goddes of the Ro- 
mains: but the ſenatoꝛs woldnot conſent therto in any 
wyſe;becauſe that Pylate wꝛote to the empero; of that 
matter, and not to the. But Tpberins continued in his 
ſentence, and defcnded on payne of death, that no man 
ſhould perſecute the Chziſtian people. 

James, called the bzother of Chziſte, was oꝛdeined bi⸗ 

Tybettus the emperoz,bccauſe he wold not be diſqui⸗ 
eted with the buſineſſes of the common weale, but only 
lye at reſt and ydelnes, departed from Nome to the Ille 
of Capꝛes, where he gaue himſelfonly to riot x pleſure. 

¶ Sainet Paule went topzeache the goſpelli in Arabia, 
and retourned to Wamaſcas. 

The bird called Fenix, about wis time cam into Egipt. 
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wel learned, was famous, He w2ote againſt Appiane,t 
defended the Jues both grauely + wiſelye:he w2ote alſo 
diners things in pꝛaiſe of Chꝛiſman religid. wherfoze of 
Hierome he is nübzed among the eccleſtaſtical waiters. 

Areta,king of Arabia, made fierce warre vp6 Herode, 
becauſe that after he had maried his daughter, and liued 
with hir certain peres, he laſtly fozſoke hir, s kept Hero- 
diades the wife of his natural bzother being than lining 

Sinnaces and Abdus, vnknowing to Artabanus, king 
of Parthia, cam in ambaſſade to Rome, deſiring to haue 
Phꝛahates to their kyng. Ph2ahates ſhoztly after ſicke⸗ 
ned t died in Surrei, and than was Mith zidates of Hi⸗ 
beria oꝛdeined in his place, wherof enſued deadly warre 
betwene the Parthians, Armenians, and Biberians. 
¶ Paule returned to Hieruſalem. 
C Agrippa, a Jue beyng accuſed fo: ſpeaking of certain 
woꝛdes againſt Tyberius, was ledde to paiſon, at whi- 
the tyme it was his foztune to meete with a ſoothſater, 
which tolde hym befoze of his deliuerante, and wonders 
ful pꝛoſperitye, to the which he was after aduaunced by 
Caligula and Claudius, 

== was comanded by Uitellius, pꝛouoſt of Surrei 

to go vnto Kome: there to anſwer to certain complaints 

which ſhold be laid to his charge by the Jues,foz whiche 
accuſations he was after depoſed, and baniſhed to Lids 
in France, where(as Euſebius ſapeth) he flue him ſelfe, 
CParſellius was made pꝛeſident of Judea, 
CL. Uitellius pꝛeſident of Surret, 
CEvberius,after longe ficknes. the.rvii. day of the ka 
lendes of Ap2il paide his dette to nature. 

Caius Caligula, the ſon of Germanicus and. 4. Ceſar 
was admitted to the empire with ſo greate reiopüng of 
the hole citie, that within leſſe then thzee monthes there 
were. 150000, ſacrifices offered in thankes geuing to the 
goddes, that he beyng of the ſtocke of Germanitus, hap⸗ 
pened to be their emperour. This man at the firſt begin- 
ning, was ol maners right pleaſant and commendable; 
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beaſtly crueltie, that be ſemedxather a monſter of a ma, 
t filthy of al vice,tha apaince oꝛ gouernour of a publike 
weale. He vſed to ũt in the temple among the gods ſum- 
ptnouſly araied in purple and gold, oſtring him ſelf to be 
mazſhipped of the pes ple, he defloured the ot hys owne 
ſiſters, and toke other mens wiues violently from them 
Oktentimes he bewailed the condicion e ſtate of his age 
that it was not made famous with any natahſe o2 great 
talamities ut the common weale.foꝛ certain diſpiexſarc 
that he conceiued to ird the Romans, he wiched erneſt 
Iv, that al the people of Rome had but one necke, that he 
fo: his pleaſure might deſtroy ſuche a multitude. Tho⸗ 
rough this great mutation of maners in Caligula, hap- 
ned this pꝛouerbt to riſe: Ther was neuer a better pzice 


At the beginninx,no2 a-wozſe tyzan at the ending. 


¶ Caligula deliuered Agrippa out of pziſon, and in the 
ſtede of his fetters and irons, gaue to hym a crobon, and 
a chayn e of gold ol the ſame weight as his irons were, 
and made him king ouer that part of Judea that Philip 
gouerned befozetyme. And not long atter added therto 
the dominion of Herode, and condemned Herode to per 
petual baniſhment, where he died miſerabl x. 
In Judea Uitellins depoſed Caiphas out of the high 
pꝛieſtes room, oꝛdeined an . — lies 
Jonathan, che ſon of anna. 

Caligula commanded dinine honoes to be geui to him 
and temples to be exected in his name; alſo that bis ima 
ges ſhuld be ſet vp in al temples within the empire, whi 
che cauſed great diſcẽtion in Alerandzia a citie of & gipt 
fo2 ſo much as the Jewes there being, waulp nat conſet 


in any wiſe ta the wozthipptng af the Amages of Ceſar, 


¶ Caligula, returnyng aute of Germany whores had 
atcheeued nothing woꝛthy mean, cauſcd his gray to 
be ſette in good oꝛder vpon the ſea bankes,and his ſpain 
galtes and other abilementes and engines oi war to be 
diſpaſed againſt tbe cccian ſea, as fhongb he won d cans 
qaerashe (eatand than cam nanded his ſou{diors ts ga⸗ 
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oy 
Muſtle ſhels, ſaleng, y they wer þ ſpoile of p ſea, whiche 
foz his conqueſt ⁊ victozte was due to ß ttple of Jupiter. 
¶ Petronius, the pꝛeſident of Surrei was commaundey 
by Caligula to enfoꝛce and compell the qe wes to ſuffre 
his images in theyz temple of Hicruſalem, which thyng 
the Jewes very erneſtly withſtode, and deſired Petront 
us, that he would put them all to pꝛeſent deathe, rather 
then they ſhulde lyue to ſee their lawes bꝛoken. 

Great perſecution of the Jues in Babilon, x alſo in a ci 
ty of Grece named Seleucia, p cauſes wherof Joſephus 
wuteth abfidatly ĩ his laſt boke of þ ãtiquities ofp Jaes. 
C The. o.daye of the Kalendes of Febzuarp, Caligula 
was ſlain by Chereas the tribune and other gentleme of 
Nome, after whoſe death was found in bis cloſettwo li⸗ 
tle bokes, one calleda ſwoꝛd an other the dagger. an the 
both were intitled the names of thoſe ſenato2s, and no⸗ 
ble men of Rome, which he purpoſed to putte to death. 
There was found alſo a coffer, wherein were diuers kin 

des of poiſon, with the which he enteded to deftrop a wõ⸗ 
derful multitude of people, RP 

C About this tyme, Aegyptits was kynge of the Aethio⸗ 
'pes,Suirtingus of the Sarones, Lodatke of the Pectes 
¶ Claudius vncle to Caligula, was made emperour by 
the fooliſhe taſhenelle of the ſouldiours, contrarp to the 
wyl of the Senate,and reigned. 13. yeres. He was in his 
pouth ſo ſo js bꝛuſed wythpainfull ſicknes,that both his 
body und witte was dulled; and therby made vnmete to 
all affayzes,as well politike xs martiall . In ſd muche 
that his mother Antonia, pertetuing his vntowardneſſe 
ſald, that he was a monſter oꝛ vnperfite wozk of nature. 
And if ſhe did note any mi of extrem foliſhnes,ſhe wold 
ſay,that he was moꝛe foole tha hir ſonne Claudius, Of 
nature he was angry, ftaretul, ſuſpſcfous,and ſomwhat 
inclined to cruelty, in eatyng and dꝛinking very vntem 
perat, moꝛe giuen to dite play thanne was comely:of the 
whiche (as ſome wꝛyte) he made a boke. He was alſo ve⸗ 
rye loꝛge ttull, in ſo muche that whan he had geuen ſens 
tence of condemnacion vᷣppon certatn perſons, and com⸗ 
N. 2. manded 
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aſke foz the ſame men, to playe with him at dice:and be- * 
cauſe they came not in ſeaſõ, called them luggardes. At 
his firſt entre he wan the fauoz of the people, but after 
he fel into ſo great contempt, that a Grecian ſaid to him 
openly, Thou art an aged man and a fosle:he was poiſo 
ned of his wife Agrippina, to the entent hir ſonne Nero 
might ſuccede in the emppꝛe. 

C Scribonianus, capitain of the Romanes in Delmitia 
rebelled, and named him ſelfe emperour. At which time 
the hoſt which fauoꝛed Scribonianus, could not by anye 
meanes ſpꝛed the baners,noz remoue the ſtanderds out 
of their places, with which miracle the ſouldiours beyng 
moued ſlew Scribontanus. 

¶ Betus the ſonne of Simon; biſhop of ieruſalem. 

¶ Claudius the emperoz,confirmed the kingdome of A- 
ppa, t᷑ added therto the hole dominion of Judea # Sa 
maria, as Herode his gradfather had befoze him, by whi 
che occaſiõ Judea,was again wholly ſubicc to one kyng 
¶ James, the bzother of John, was put to death by this 
Agrippa, which had alſo to name Yerode. 

¶ Claudius the emperourledanarmyints Butaino do 
tlaime again the tribute, that was denied by king Guy⸗ 


derius, whiche he recouered without great war oz bloud 
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ſhed,as ſay the latin cronicles:but the engliſhe hiſtoꝛies 
affirmen,that he had geuen to him ſtrong batail: an the 
which a Roman capitain name amo, chaged his ſhield 
and armur, and put on him the armur of a Bꝛitõ, and ſo 
mingled with the Bꝛitons entred there as the king was 
and flue him. at whichs time Aruiragus, the kinges bꝛo⸗ 
ther, ſeing the ſodain miſchiefe, armed him with the cog 
niſance of the kynge, and ſo fog king continued the fight 
with ſuch manhode, that the Romans at that tyme were 
put to the wozſe. 

Nuiragus, the vongel ſoonne of Cymbeline;and 
' bzother of Gupderius, was oꝛdeined kyng of 1521 
tain. Claudius the emyerour after divers happes 


| 3 — toke kpng Aruiragus ts bys grace;and fo2 - 
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offrend(hyp(as the engliſhe chꝛonielers teſtify) gaue to 
him his daughter in mariage named Geniſſa, 
¶ Claudius returning from Bzitain ſubdued to the em 
pire the Jlandes called D:cades. 
¶ Parſus ſucceded Petronius in the pꝛouinte of Surry 
who fo2 enupe of Agrippa, depoſed Mathias, and made 
Eleonus hie pꝛieſt in his roome. 
¶ Agrippa, who was alſo called Herode, as he was tele 
bꝛating a ſolemn feaſt in honoꝛ of Ceſar,foz þ pleaſant⸗ 
nes of his ſpech, was named of þ common people a god. 
And foz ſo much as he did not refuſe p name of god, : di- 
uine hono2s gene to him, he was immediatly ſtrike with 
woz2my licknes, wherof he died miſerably within p ſpace 
of 5. dates, paipng woꝛthy puniſhmet fo2 depꝛiupng god 
of his honour,and perſccuting Chat in his apollles. 
¶ A great derth and famine in Judea, which was great 
lye holpen by the liberalitye of the queene of the Adhia- 
bens. Sainct Paule alſo gathered among the gentiles, 
whiche were conuerted to the faithe, foz the rclief of the 
ch2iſtians being in Hieruſalem. 
¶ The Bꝛitons (becauſe their king Aruiragus (as ſaith 
the Scottiſhe hiſtozie (had repudiated his wyfe Uoada, 
to mary the Romapne lady Geniſſa, hauyng aide of her 
bꝛother Caratake kynge of Scottes,rebelled as well a- 
gainſt him as againſt the Romaines, and were bzought 
in ſubtection by Ueſpacian the Roman capitaine. 
CHerode,b2other to the foze named Agrippa,kynge of 
Chalcis, obteined of Claudius the oꝛdinance of the tem 
ple and hie pueſtes of Hieruſalem, 
¶ Zoſeph, ſon of Canus, was made hie pꝛieſt by Herode 
¶ Marre began in Parthia, betwene Artabanus their 
king, and Gotarzts his bꝛother, during which warre Ar 
tabanus was chaſed out of his kingdome, + reſtozed a⸗ 
gayne by Jzaites king of the Adhiabens. 
C Vithzidates kyng of Armenie. 
¶ Certain frenchmen, named xHedui, were admitted to 
beare office and dignitie in the citie or Rome. 
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— 4e CYeſalina,tze wiſe of Claudius the emperour, a we- um g g 
| mi of ſo notable incotinencie,y ſhe would cotende with Þ © 
the cõ non harlottes in filthy pleſure, was enamoꝛed v- 
pã à faire ponge gentlemi in Rome, called Silius, : fo; 
to obtein maze comodiguſly her vnlauful lyſt, qhe cauſed 
his wife Syllana to be dinozſed,+ ſhaztly after,notwith 
ſtanding ſhe was wife to the emperoꝛ Claudius than li⸗ 
| uing, ſhe was openly maried to the ſaid gentlemã epili⸗ 
us, ⁊ vſed him as her huſbãd. koꝛ which cauſe, after gret 
cõplaint made to the emperoꝛ by the nobles, he was put 
to death. At which time, except the officers had haſtened 
her execution, the emperour Claudius, thꝛough his foꝛ⸗ 
getfulnes, would haue granted her pardon,

C Yehardates kyng of the-Alſyriens. Arbarus kpnge of 
the Arrabies. 
+011 59 (About this time Theodas and Judas of Galilei wers 5 
famous, which ſeduced the people, ſaieng, that thei wer 
great pꝛophetes ſent of God. 
k ¶ In like maner Simon Pagus was of ſo great eſtima⸗ 
ctd in Rome, j Images were erccted to him as to a god: 
But he was cofunded by certain of y Apocles,, whichat 
that tima by the p2ouidece of god wer pꝛeſent in Rome. 
Herods king of Chalcis ended his life, whoſe lungdom 
Claad!? gaue to the vonger Agrippa, ſon of Hecrode A⸗ 
grippa, whom we ſpake of a litle befozc, 
¶ The Parthtans, being wery of the cruel domimon of 
Gotarzts, which had by foꝛce and ty2zanny aduanced hum 
ſcif to that kingdome, deſired of the Nomaines to haue 
Mahardates the ſonne of UAonones to be their bi 1g, whe 
not long after was ouercome in batiaile of the ſatd Go- 
tarsis, with great repꝛache dꝛiuen out of his kingdome. 
¶ Uologeſes, emperour ot the Parthes. 
¶ Claudius, after the death of his wyfe eſſalina, mas 
ried Agrippina, thꝛoughe whome beganne muche buſp⸗ 
neſſe and trouble in Rome, foꝛ ſhe endeuoꝛed ts marpe 
hir ſonne Nero to Ocdauia, daughter of Claudius, and

C The great and wyſe philoſophier Seneca flouriſhed, 4512 | 51 
7 Cumanus was made pꝛouoſt of Juden. in his time was 
a ſedicion betwene the Jewes and the Romains in Hie⸗ 
ruſalem, ſo that. 20. thouſand Fues were murdered onc- 
Iye by p2caſc and thꝛuſting at gates and narrow ſtretes 
as they fledde from the Romain ſouldiours, 

Che people of 1Bzitain,called'Sylurcs, which vnder ß | 
leading of y king Caratacus,had made ſharp war vpd þ 
Komanszthe ſpace of.ir.yeres, were vanquiſhed by P. 
Oſtozius, and Caratacus, with his wife x childzen ſent 
to Rome as paiſoners: where,fo2 his manly cozage and 
noblenes, he was gentilly intertained of the emperour, 

Claudius tooke by adopeion Domitius Nero the fon 
of Agrippina to be his heire.

CPolemon king of Licia, 

¶ Agrippina, whan ſhe had poyſoned Claudius hir huſ⸗ 
bande, kepte his deathe ſecrete, vntill that her ſon Nero 
was confirmed in the empire by the ſouldiours, and tha 
cauſed it to be publiſhed. 

C Nero the ſon of Domitius, beyng adopted ts be empe 
roure by Claudius, whiche maried his mother, reigned 
14. eres. This man all thoughe he were bꝛought vp by 
the reuerẽt and wiſe Seneca, pet by the incuitable toꝛru 
pcion of his nature became hoꝛrible in al kynde of milli⸗ 
uing, and ſo deteſtable in diſſolute wantonnes pꝛodiga⸗ 
litie, monſtruous lecheries, beaſtly crueltpe, t couctouſ- 
nes, that he ſeemed to bee boꝛne to the deſtruction of the 
bole wozlde:he was ſo greatelp delited in ſongynge and 
plaiyng with the harp, in ſwoꝛd plaiyng and dziuing of 
cartes or wagons, that he did not only theſe exerciſes p21 
uately without al meſure, but alſo, wearing the garmen 
tes of minſtrels, ſwoꝛde plaiers,t other vile perſonages 
wan- 
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gum 4 Lpandzed ouer all Jtaly 1 Grece, to ſeke bannt cSmon of bs Fecht 
games, where he might trie maiſtertes « ſhewe his cun- "0? 
ning in thoſe feates:and at his returne triumphed in the 
citie of Rome, and ſent into all countreis letters of cõ⸗ 
mande ment, to make ſupplications ⁊ reiopſinges fo2 his 
victozies. In vncleane luſt of the body he ſo furioully ra- 
ged, that he abſteined not from mother, ſiſter, ne any de⸗ 
gree of affinitte + kinred, he toke in open mariage a boy 
of ercellẽt fauoꝛ, named @po2?, x vſed him as his wife, 
he abandoned him ſelf to filthy imbꝛaſpngs of his owne 
| ſeruantes:and in riotous ſpending of his treaſure he cr- 
ceded:foꝛ he vſed to fiſh? with golden nets, which ſhould 
be dꝛawenlwith coꝛdes of purple:he neuer woze one gar 
ment twiſe:he cauſed to be put to death his mother, his 
bother in law, his two wtues, and his inſtructo2 Sene⸗ 
ca, hauing therto no iuſt cauſe, noꝛ honeſt pꝛetence. He 
comanded the citie of Rome to be ſet on fire, + hymſelfe 
in the meane ſeaſon with al ſemblant of top ſitting in an 
high tow2e to behold the ſame, plaied vpon the harpe, x 
ſang the deftruction of Trope. The other eraumples of 
this mans crueltie 4 naughtie life can not be numbzed. 
C Ananus was oꝛdeined the firlte pzieſt in Alcrandzta, 
after ſain Parke the Euangeliſt.

The comotion, which in the firſt yere of Nero begi be 
twene the Parthias t the Romains, foꝛ the poſſeſſion of 

Armenie, at this time encreaſed, wherein Coꝛbulo p29- 
coſul of Surrp, by foꝛce of armes chaſed Tyꝛidates ont 
of Armenie, t burned their chief citie called Artaxata. 
C Nero the emperoꝛ after this time gane hunſelf open⸗ 
iy to ſuch naughty and wanton liuing, that in the night 
ſeaſon he wold haunt bꝛothell howſes,and other ſuſps& 
placcs,and often times bꝛeake vp mens houſes, dooꝛes, 
and either robbe t beate them, ozels rauiſh their wiues. 

Nero, after that he had cõmitted inceſt with his owne 
mother, commanded her to be put to death. 

In the countrey of Aſia, the cities Hieropolis, Calo⸗ 
pe, t Laodicca were onerth2owen with an erthequake. 

Paulinus @uetonius, which kept the gariſons of the 
Romains in Bꝛituin, went with a companpe of ſouldi⸗ 
ours to ſubdue the Jle of Man: in whiche meane ſeaſon 
the Bꝛitons, vnder the leadyng of the queene Uoada, 
which had in her arnne. So coꝛladies, rebelled and ſlewe 
of the Remains (which were lefte behynde to the num⸗ 
bꝛe ot᷑. 70. thouſande. but Paulinus at his returne ſub⸗ 
ducd again the Bꝛitons, and flue of them in one battail 
aboute. 80. thouſand. Uoada, that ſhe myght not come 
aliue into the handes of hir aduerſaries, flue her ſelfe. 

After the death of James, Simeon ſonne of Cleopas 
was o2deincd byſhop of Hieruſalem. 

Nero fozſoke his wife Octauia, and cauſed her to be 
beheaded, and than maried Poppea, a woman of nota- 
ble intontinencie. 

The kyng ol Parthians renewed warre again in Ar⸗ 
mente, and with great repꝛoche vanquiſhed Petus the 
Romaine capitaine, and flue many of his ſouldioꝛs. 

Coꝛbulo, at his returne ints Armenie, cõcluded atone 
ment betwene the Romains and Parthians, on the con 
dition that their kyng wolde go to Rome, and be confir- 
med of the emperoꝛ in the kingdome of Armenta. 

Ceſtius Floz? was made pꝛeſidtt of Judea after Albi⸗

cruelly to perſecute the p2ofeſſo2s of Chꝛiſtes religion. 


By the beaftly crueltie of Nero many noble men wer +27 


put to moſte ſhamefull deathe, among the whiche were 
Seneca and Lucan men of excellent learnyng. 

Lictaus Muſinus pꝛeſident of Surrey, 

Campaine was well nere deſtropde with wonderfull 
tempeſt of winde, by the which, coꝛne, fruite, and trees 
were greately hurt: at the ſame tyme raged a wonders 
full peſtilence in Rome. 

Ablaſyng ſterre of meruailous greatneſſe, appeared 
and continued the ſpace ok. vi. moncthes. 

The famous rebellion of the Jewes agaynſt the Ro- 
maines began in this pere: whereby enſued the laſte de 
ſtruction of the citie of Hieruſalem. 

C There was meruaylous ſedition and tronble not on- 
ly in Judea, but alſo in the cities of Egypte, Scithia , 
Surrp, and all other places, where as the Jewes were, 
in the which the frowarde people ſuffered vaſpcakable- 
miſeries, euer citie weil nere was filled with dead me, 
and flowed with bloode, 
¶ Ueſpatian, a noble capitaineof the Komaines, was 
ſent by Nero to quicte and ſubdue the Jewes, which re⸗ 
belled in all partes agaynſt the empire. 
C Ueſpatian went firſt againft the part of Judea, called 
Galilee, where after he had conquered and ſubdued cer- 
tain cities, he toke paiſoner a noble man of p Jewes, cal 
led Joſeph?, who was gently entertained of þ Romans 
becauſe he p2ophecicd,p Aeſpacian their capitiane ſhold 
be cmpero2 x102de of the worde. This was that Joſe⸗ 
phus, woſe woozkes rematne at theſe dapes. 
C PÞeter,by the tirany of Nero, was crucified at Rome. 


Paule alſo, atter he had conftantly pzeached the _ 
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ofChriſt.. of God. xxxiiii. yeares, was put to death. 


Euod!? was made biſhop of Antioch next after . Peter 
Uinder and Galba, deteſtyng the cruell tyꝛannie and 
filthie life of Nero,roſe againſt him with a greate com- 
pantie of Spamardes and Frenchemen. 
C Nero was pꝛoclaimed by the Senate to be an enemie 
of the weale publike,and iudged to be dꝛawen th2zough 
the citie, and whipped to death: Wherfozc he fearyng to 
tome into the handes of his enemies, fledde vntoa ma⸗ 
nour of his ſeruantes in the contrepe, where at laſte he 
was fo2ccd to flea himſelfe, 
¶ Great trouble folowcd þ death of Nero in the whole 
empire:foꝛ ſo much as.iti,pzinces contended fo2 the im⸗ 
periall aucthozitic, thꝛee ciuile batailes were foughten 
almoſt in one pere. bcſide. that, there was greate vnqui- 
etneſſe in all other pꝛouinces of the: empire. 
¶ Galba, a ſenatoꝛ, deſcending of a noble and anciẽt fa- 
milie, was elected emperoꝛ by the frencheme & Spaniar- 


des. Vis pꝛiuate lyfe was excellent t famous: but after 
he obteined the imperiall auctozitie,his couetouſneſſe a- 
llenated the hertes of men fro him. Wherfoze p ſeueth 
monthe of his reigne he was ſlaine in the middes of ths 
. citie by the louldioꝛs of Ptho:who immediatly did ſuc⸗ 
, - cede him in the empire. Notlonge after Uitellius was 
named emperoꝛ of the ſouldiozs,beingas than in Ger- 
manie. This Uitellius was a very extreme & cruell ty- 
ran, t therwithall a foule glutton, and ſo immoderatly 


geuen to erceſſiue fedyng,y hc was ſcrued at one meale

This Uitellius ſent an armie into Italy againſt Otho: 
with the which Dtho fought. iti. batailes. thꝛiſe he put 
them to the wozſe: the fourth time, hering that his ſoul⸗ 
dioꝛs were diſcomfited,fo2 ſozow therof he flew himſclf 
at Bꝛixium, when he had reigned. iii. moneths.

This man cam but of a baſe ſtocke t family, 
but in valiat pꝛoweſſe x knightly coꝛage he was to be co 
pared euen w the beſt. foz his wiſedom t honeſtie he was 
highly commended : he neuer bare grudge ne malice to- 
ward any man, were he neuer ſo great an ennemie. Foz 
the only vice of auarice he was euill ſpoken of amog his 
ſubiectes.it1s ſaid,that he aduaced them to high offices, 
whiche were moſte notable in couetouſneſſe, that whan 
they had gathered great treaſures, he might foz ſom pze 
tenſed cauſe depoſe them, and haue their goodes.

Ot him the Scots made ma⸗ 
n goodly remfb:arices,fn the honoꝛ of his noblenefſe :

Cerealis was lent sf Nomains as lientenant to B2i- 
tain, where he diſtdſited Galdus king of Scottes, van- 
guiſhed the Pictes and Sylirians, ſubdued to the Ro⸗ 
mains the countrey of Bꝛigantes, ouerthꝛew and cha- 
fed Moditia, the daughter of the womanne Uoavda, and 
quietcd the Kentyſhe men and certaine other Bzitones, 
which rebelled.

Domitctan,by nature bꝛother vnto Tptus, but verpe 
vnlpke in maners, reigned. J. peres, whan he was ſygſt 
admitted to the empire, he vſed much to be in his ſecrete 
ozatoꝛit alone, and there dyd nothing but take flies, and 


pꝛick them thꝛough with a nedle, wherfoze whan it was

demanded of d. Chuſpus, who was with the emperour 
he wittily anſwered, Not ſo much as a flie. At the begin 
ning this Domitian ſhewed him (cif to abhozre ſo much 
fro murther,y vneth he woulde ſuffre oren to be killed 
fo2 their ſacrifice: t beig oꝛdeined Ceſo2 of maners, was 
very diliget in his office, but in p end falowing ß ſteps of 
Nero t Caligula: he became a dcteſtable x cruell tyꝛan.

Jn 
his time were many other great learned men, as Come 
lius Tacitus, the pöger Plinie, Sueton, Ualeriuz Flac 
cus Patauinus, Juuenall, Marciall. 

Do mician paſſed the riuer Dounce oꝛ Dunaw with an 
army againſt Darnopeus king of Gothes. 
¶ The Gothes vanquyſheo and putte to flighte the Ro 
maines, and flue their capitain Fuſcus. 
Cꝙenãder, a notable heretike,t diſciple ot Simon Pa ⸗ 
gꝰ, was famoꝰ in theſe daies:teaching yno ma could bee 
ſaued, oneleſſe he were baptized in his name, and by hys 
magical artes wzought wonderfull ſtrange thinges. 
C In the ſame time was Cherinthus an other heretike: 
who taught, that Chꝛiſte ſhoulde come and reigne in the 
woꝛlde the ſpace of a thou ſande peres after the reſurrec⸗ 
tion:and than ſhuld aſcende inro heauen with his people 
where they ſhulde liue alwais in pleaſures of Gluttony 
and lecherie. 
¶ A kynde ok heretikes, called Ebionites, affyꝛmed, that 
Chailk was only man, begotten of man and woma, and 
not god. they receined onelp the goſpell of B. Mathe we; 
and taught, that all partes of the olde lawe ought to bet 
kept with the newe. 
¶ At the ſame time ſpꝛang the here ſte of the Ny tolaites 
which beleued, that euery man might laufuilp vſe every 
woman that he luſtedt which hereſie was immediatelys 
condemned, but god graunte that it be not ryſcn ugapne 
in theſe our daies. 

The holy man Ignatius gouerned the congregatid of 
Challians at Antioche..: - 
C About this time the power of the Romaines began to 


decay in Bzitain, fo: their capitaine Trebellius loſte all

ne we vines, and in other pꝛouynces, that the one half or 
their vines ſhould be cut downe to the ground.

nephues of Juda. called fratet Domini, as well foz that 

they were of thc linage of Chꝛiſt, as becauſe they deſcen 

ded from the houſe of kyng Daupd. 

C Simeon, biſhoppe of Hieruſalem, after diucrſe other 
tourmentes, was cructfied to deathe, whom one named 
Juſtus dyd ſuccede in that biſhopzicke. 

Domician expelled out of Jtaly philoſophiers,+ me ha 
uing knowlage of the Mathematicall ſciences. Domicia 
foz his cruelty being odible to al me, was by a coſpiracic 
murdered in his chambze,his own wife eoſeting therto 
C Vitherto Suctonius continued his hiſtoꝛie. 

Neruazan aged and wiſe Scnatour folowed Domict- 
an in the empy22,and reigned one pcre.il.monthes and 
vili.daies. He cauſed by decree of the Senate, that what 
ſo euer was enactcd by Domicia,ſhuld be of none oftect: 
and gaue a generall commandment, that all cxiled per⸗ 
cons ſhould returne home, wherfoze D. John retourned

¶ Her ua commaunded, that all childꝛen, whoſe paren⸗ 
tes were nedy, ſhulde be founde of the common coſte, 
Traiane, a Spaniard bozne,after Nerna was adwit- 
ted to the imperiall auctozitic,and reigned. 19.ycres, 
This man, if you conſider in him, the p2ofit of the Ko⸗ 
mayne empirc, which was greatly enlarged, oz politike 
and ciuile gouernace, vndoubte dip he was a right good 
and commendable p2ince,but toward Chz!ſtian religid 
impious and crucll. Foꝛ he cauſed the thyꝛd perſecution 
of the church. Whan he was by certapne of his tounlail 
repꝛehended foꝛ ouer much familiaritic with inferio2s, 
he anſwered, that a ruler ought to be of ſuche behauiour

Gerdon was oꝛdeined the third byſhop of Alexandzia.

¶ Frõ the death of Symeon,to the reign of Adzian, we 
rede of no ſure ſucceſſiõs of þ bilhops of Hieruſalt᷑.foʒ by 
the crueltie of the emperozs + their ſubiectes, they were

Marcus Aurelius Antonius ſucceded Pius, and reig- 35 
ned. rix.peres. He made Lucius Uerns hiskynlman,of 37 
equall power with hym in the empire. This Luci was 
muche geuen to wanton and difſolute lpuing, and was 


ok nature fierce and cruell:but Marcus was of excellent 4 


vertue, wiſedom and learnyng, and ſemed to be p2out- 


ded o Sod againſt the troubles x miſeries , which hap⸗ 


ned to the common. weale in his tyme. Ko; vndoubtedlp 
the ſtate of the empire had ben greatly appatred, ne had 
ben the great wiledome of this ©mpero2 : which by his 


- fozeſyght and counſaile gouerned the ſame, and kept it 


rom muche daunger: be made many-noodtp lawes, whi 


cheat tote dap remaine in the Pandedes. 


Uologeſua, king of the Parthians ſent his vefiice toþ # 


emperoꝛ, made war vpõ the Romains,t diſcomũted Aci 
Nuss Coꝛnelius pecſident of Surie;againſt whb Lucius 


Uerus was ſent with an army: who whihecam to An- 
tioche t Daphnis in Surry,gaue him felfe to pleaſure x 


hankettyng, and made warres by his capitains. 


Statius P2iſens fought pꝛoſperoullp in Armenie, and 


tooke their chiefe tolune Artaratae. 
: Auidtus Caſſius # Nartinsþ Uvmayn capttains,pers 
eed the contrey withtheirhoſtentts Babylon + Media, 4 
ſubduing al wais their aduerſaries befoze the, fo; which 
pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe, Lucius Uerus; though he wer not 4 


p᷑ꝛeſent, nan namto Parthicus/Armentc®; and Pcdic?, 


Fn this tyꝛme floꝛiſhed the famons aſtronomer Ptolo- 4 
mei, by whoſe benefite remaſnattbis day in che wozld, 
the noble ſciences called Pathrmaticall : cde knowlege 
wherof the aegyptians had kept among them, euen fro 
the time ol Joſeph,to this Ptolomei, whiche- is aboute 
2000, peres. Foz fyꝛſt the great Alerander , afterward 
the. Komains foz that cauſe bad Aegypt always — high 
eſtima⸗ 
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eſtimation : x leaſt that goodly knowlages ſhold decay, _— | 


with great coſts mainteined þ Egiptians ſchole: whiche | 


tha at pᷣ laſt periſhed, wha that cuntrey becam ſubicct to 
Mato net the Sarracens, wherin p curſed people moſt 
ok al other things declared their rude barbariknelle, ſuk⸗ 
fring y noble ſchole, which had cõtinued abouc thouſids 
of peres, t ben pꝛeſerued by ſo many great pꝛinces, in 
which flo21ſhed all kindes of honeſt diſciplines, though 
their vile ignozance and crueltie vtterly to periſhc. 

Selcutia, a noble citie of ATpzia was taken,and.5<o, 
thouſand men therin. 

A great dearth and pcſtilence in Rome, ſo that they ca 
ried out men that were dead in cartes and wagons. 

Parcus the emperour publiſhed very ſtraight lawes 
concernyng buryeng of the dead men. 

Ethodius, neuewe to Bogallus, was oꝛdeined kyng 
of Scotts, and retgned.33.peres, This man was arcat- 
ly delited with huntyng,and made many lawes therok: 
he rc warded Argadus foz his good adminiſtration of iu⸗ 
ſtice. he quieted the Iles, and beyng accompanied with 
Pictes, vanquiſhed Uicozine the Komain capitain, and 
bꝛake downe the wall of Adꝛian. 

The emperozloked fo2 warre of the Bꝛitons:againſt 
whom he ſent Calphurnins Agricola. 

Aufidius Uictoꝛinus went with an armie againft the 
Catteans, which had bzoken inte Germanic 1 Khetia, 
and ſpopled thoſe partecs. 

The two empero2s, Barcus and Lucius, triumphed 
fo2 the victoꝛies in Parthia,

war againſt p people of Germante named Parcomamt. 
Agrenous perſecution of the Chalten people in Aſia, 
and in France: where a greatnumbze of theim, whiche 
truely pzoieTed Chaſte, ſuffered moſt crucll toꝛmentes 
and peines. At Lyons in France were many Cbiiſtians 
martired, among the which was Photinus their byſhop 
whom Jrencus ſucceded: whoſe wozkes remain at theſe 
dapes, to the great p2ofite of chʒiſtian religion. Bot

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Soter, the. ri. byſhop of Rome. vitt. peares. 
The holy mi Policarpꝰ, bichop of &@mirna, was burnt, 

Aſtanus,biſhop of Sardis, wꝛote a boke to Antonius 
the empero2,in defence of chziſten religion. 

Theophilus, the ſirt biſhop of Antioche. 

Ualens, the ninth biſhop of Hieruſalem. 
¶ ANA hen bothe the emperoꝛs came with their puiſſance 
to the citie Aquileta,the Germains, which were cauſers 
of thc foꝛeſaid commocton,repented then, and deſpꝛed 
peace: which beyng to them grauntcd,the emperoꝛs rc- 
turned into Italp. By the way it foztuned Lucius to die 
¶ After that Marcus was returned into Italp, not only 
Marcomanm, but alſo diners other people of Germanie 
rebelled:againſt whom the emperoꝛ ſped him in all haſt, 
bobich warre he finiſhed, and ſubdued his enemies, with 
as great wiſedome, foztunc, and ſucceſſe as euer did any 
punce that man can remembꝛe. 

Whe that p empero2s ſouldioꝛs wer incloſed by bis en 
nemies, æ in great diſtrefſe of water: by p pꝛaper of cer⸗ 
tain chꝛiſtiãs, which were as than in p hoſte, it rained ſo 
plentuouũp, that nat only they wer relieued with abun⸗ 
dace of water, but alſo a gret nfibze of their aduerſaries 
flain t deſtroted with the tempeſt of rain and lightning. 

Dolicianꝰ, p. r. biſhop of Hieruſale, that was a gẽtile. 
¶ Auidius Caſſius, who was ſent to quiete the eaſt par⸗ 
tes,traiterouſly named himſelfe empecroz : but not long 
after he was llaine of his owne ſouldiozs , and his head 
bꝛought to the emperour. 
¶ In this tyme diuers deuoute and great learned men, 
bothe in waitynge and open diſputations, defended the 
Chaiſtian veritie againſt the vain opinions of many he- 
retikes, that were ſpꝛead in the churche, as Egeſippus, 
Dioniſtus, byſhoppe of Cozinthe, Pynithus of Crete, 
Theophilus of Antioche, Pelito of Sardi, Jreneus of 
Lyons, Appoliinarts of Hieropolis, Bodeſtus, Philips 
pus; Muſanus, and other. 

Tatian, an hoꝛrible heretike, was famo?, which beloze 
tune was a chuſtiã, æ diſciple of Juſtin y martir, this ma 
taught 
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taught, that matrimonſe was no better than hozetome »die of Chriſt 
02 aduoutric, He foꝛbade alſo diners kindes of meatts. 
C Aboute this time Calphurntus Agricola was ſent fro 
Rome into Bꝛitapne, where he repaired the wall of A⸗ 
dzian,that was bꝛoken downe by the Ptctes and Scots, 
he ſubdued the Melſhemen and other 1Bzttons that rc- 
belled, and quicted the Jle of Wright, | 
$2 CAntonine and his ſonne Commodus, triumphed fo2 4.138 177 
his victozie in Germanie. 
¶ Cleutherius the. xii.biſhop of Rome. xiii.peares. 
5 The noble and famous phiſician Galene, Saluius Ju 439 178 | 
lianus the lawyer, Fronto the famous ozatoz, Dpptan, : 1 
a poete, were in great eſtimation. 
C Pontanus, an heretike, tanght mariage to be diſfol- 
ued , and kirſt pꝛeſcribed lawes of faſtpng. 
32ſca and Marimilla, women, whom Pontanus ak⸗ 
fir med to haue the ſpirite of pzophecte, 
CC Gratus pꝛoconſull ot Aſia. 
I Acie, the ſonne of Coilus, was o2d?inedkynge of 
: Bꝛitones, who in all his actes and deedes folowed 3 
the ſteppes of his foꝛefathers, in ſuche wiſe, that he 
was of al men loued and dꝛead. This Lucic in the eight 
pere of his reigne, that was about the pere of our loꝛde 
187. ſent louyng letters to Eleucherius biHop of Rome 
deſiring hym to ſende ſome denoute and lerned men, by 
whoſe inTraction bothe he x bis people might be tau ht 
the faith and religiõ of Chꝛiſt. Wherof Cloutherius be⸗ 
vng verie glad, ſent into Butaine two famous clerkes, 
Faganus and Duntanus, by whoſe diligece Lucie and 14 
his people of Bitaine were inſtructed x baptiſed in the 1 
faith of Chꝛiſt.1ꝛ 94. peres after the arrinall of 152ute, 1 
C The citie of Smirna was oucrthzowen with an erth⸗ { 
guake,fo2 the reſtauratton wherof, the emperoz remit⸗ 
ted tenne peares tribute, 
C YBarcus Aurelius Antoninus ended his lyfe. | 
4 Antoninus Commodus,the.18.Emperoz,reignedaf 44> | 80 | + | 
ter his father. 13.peres, This man, although he were of | 
nature miſcheuous, wicked, cruel, and euen from = — 
ancie 
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ther vices: yet-by the counſail of certain wiſe men, whi- 
che appertayned to his father, at the begynnyng of his 
reigne his diſſolute lyfe-was muche reſtreigned, but at 
length thꝛough the impoꝛtune ſute of flatterers, he ſhut 
vp his eares agapnſt all good reaſon and counſaile, and 
alwaie ſought occaſions to diſpatche out of the way the 
moſte wiſe and graue Senatoꝛs, whyche were as bꝛy⸗ 
dels to his naughtineſſe. He vſed often times to play na 
ked at weapons with the ſwoꝛde players , not onely in 
the common ſchooles,but alſo openly in the Theatre: 
wherby he greatly defaced the impertall maieſtie. 
Cõmodus triũphed foꝛ his victozies ouer Germans. 
Pantenus, a man of great dcuotion # learnyng, was 
in high eſtimation at Alerand2ia , and taughte in open 
fcholc diuine letters:of whiche occaſion the.cuſtome re⸗ 
mained there alwaps, that certatne moſt excellent in all 
kpnd of learnyng, ſhould be choſen to inſtructe the peo⸗ 
ple in godly knowlege. 
CLucilla,the empero2s ſyſter, fo2 ſo muche as ſhe was 
by hir bꝛother depziued of certaine tmperiall honours, 
which were geuen to her by her father:by mean of adul- 
terie, enticed a noble pong ma, named Quadzatꝰ, to cõ⸗ 
ſpire againſt the emperoꝛ: who by counſaile of the moze 
part of the Senate, committed the whole matter to one 
Quintianus, which watchyng his tyme ſhoulde flea the 
emperour. but he by his raſheneſſe was detected, taken 
and ſtraightly examined, and vttered the whole conſpt- 
rãcie. Foz which cauſe Commodus kendled a greuous 
hatred to warde the Senatozs. 
EC Perennius, whome Comodus had made goucrno? of 
the empire vnder him, foꝛ ſo muche as by pz1uie meanes 
be aſpired to p imperial auctozitie, was put to deathe. 
¶ In theſe days was great quietneſfe in the church, and 
many noble men of Kome were conuerted to the faith: 
among which was Appolonius, who readyng openly in 
the Senate a boke that he had made in defence of chziſti⸗ 
an religion, was after beheaded, 0 
The 
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CPaternus,a ſouldioꝛ, conſpired to flea Commodus : 
but he was diſc{oſed by one of the ſame cojuration, and 
ſo pꝛeuented. 
CCleander whom the emperor had aduaunced from a 
ſeruant to high dignitie in Rome, vſed greate crucltce 
and eraction towarde the people, foz whiche cauſe they 
reiſed a great commotion. The emperoz to ſatiſfie the 
people,commaunded Cleander to be put to deathe, and 
his head to be caried aboute the citie. 
C Uicto2 the. :3. byſhop of Rome. x.peres. 

A great dearth and ſcarcitic in Rome, 
¶ Commodus publiſhed, that he wold be called Hercu⸗ 
les, and the ſonne of Jupiter. 

The Scottes t Pictesnof long fro this time ouerthzus 
Trebellius the Romain capitain in Butain. The Bzi⸗ 
tons, thꝛough þ couetoſunes of Trebelliꝰ rebelled, and 
were vaquiſhed.ſho:tly after Pertinar was ſent by Cõ⸗ 
modus into B2itaine,t warred againſt þ Scottes : and 
with gentleneſſe and wiſeconnſell quieted the 1B2itos. 
CComodus,in ſhotyng o2 caſtyng the darte, had ſo ſte⸗ 
die a hande, that he woulde hitt what ſoeuer he appoin⸗ 
ted. TU herfoze to ſhewe his cunnyng in theſe frates, in 
the open ſightes he killed a great multitude ok beaſtes. 

In this time were in p church many byſhops of ercel- 
lent learnpng t Sancimonie,as, Serapion of Antioch, 
Demetrti? of Aleradzia, Theophilꝰ at Ceſaria, Bacchi/ 
tus of Cozinthe, and Politrates among the Epheſians, 

Ucius,kynge of Butaine, deceaſſed : after whoſz 
deathe,fo2 ſa much as of hym remained no heire, 5 
Bzitons betwene them (clues fell at great diſtance 
and warre, which continued to the great diſturbance of 
the realme, about. xv. peares. 

The temple of peace, with many other ſumptuous 
places in Rome, were deſtroyed with fire. 

Sterres appered in the daie tyme : of the which ſome 
beyng dꝛawen in length, ſemed to hang in the ay2e. 

To modus the emperoz was ſtrangted to deathe, by 
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**Chrift A astus, Elettus, and his own concubine Partia. 
Pertinar was conſtteigned by the Scnate to take on Th 
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him þ gouernãte of þ empire, who endeuoring to reduce 
þ comd weale to a good oꝛder was cruelly ſlain of þ ſoul- 
diozs, whã he had reigned ancly two mothes x 25. daies. 

Whan Pertinar was flapn, the ſouldiourspublithed, 
that thcy wold aduante him to the imperiall auctozitpe, 
which woulde moſte liberally reward them. Of whome 
Julian, a lauer, bought the Empire, pꝛomiſyng theym 


great giftes:toꝛ which dede he was abhozred of the hole 


citp, and not longe after hated alſoof the ſouldiours:be⸗ 
cauſe he was ſlacke in fulfilling his pꝛomiſes. 

his diſfauour of the people toward Julian, was occa 
ſion, that eſcennius Niger was named emperoz of the 
ſouldiozs in Surie. But he lingered at Antioch, t made 
not toward Rome againſt Julian. 

Wherfoze in the meane time Seuerus wa3pzonouns 
ced emperour of his ſouldiours in Illpzia. | 


This ma,w al (pede poſſible, went w anarmy into Jta 


lpe, & cauſed Julia to be ſlain. Wha he came to Rome, £ 
had d emperial auctozity ſtabliſhed by p Senate. incõti⸗ 
net he augmẽted his army + wet againſt Niger: but fea- 
ring that Albinus,being as then of great power in Bu 
tain wold in his abſece conſpire againſt him, vnder fair: 
p2etecc cauſed him tobe pzoclamred partaker of þfpicc, 
At Cizinum, a citye of Aſia, Scuerus diſcoinfited E⸗ 
miltus, the capitain of Nigers hoſt, Agapu, in Bithinta 
the ſouldionrs of Niger wer duerthꝛowen, and laſtly in 
Cilicia Niger him ſelie was vanguiched and ſlain. 

¶ The Mooꝛes ſpoiled Laodicea,and bzent Tpzus, | 
C Satrahell, the Bꝛother of Ethodius betauſe his ſons 
were nat of ſufficient age ta gude the realme, was oꝛ⸗ 
deined king of Scottes, he. was of falſe and ſubtile wyt, 
and geuen to ſuch cruelty, that to feigned cauſcs he ſlue 
al the frendes of Ethoduus, to the entent to defraude hig 
beires of the croune. wherfoze he was murdered or hys 
familiers; whan he had reigned, 4. eres. 
— his returne from —— that 
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tam ri lhinus (whom befoze he had made partaker of the em⸗ The yere

pire) woulde endfuour by ſome pane meane to defeate 
himand his poſterity of i imperial ſucteſſion, cauſedhim 
to be pꝛoclaimed his enemie, ⁊ wet againſt hym with all 


his power into France: where he vãquiſhed x flue hym, 


and in deſpite of the ſenate, ſent his heade to Rome. 
CA great controuerſie roſe in the churche betweene the 
byſhoppes of Aſia and Europe, concerninge the fcaſte of 
Eaſter, Uicto2,beynge than byſhop of Rome, by his ſen 
tence wolde haue excõmunicated al the churches of Aſta 
becauſe they kept their Caſter the. 14-. day of the firſt mo 
neth,acco2ding to the vſe of the Apoſtles, foꝛ whichcauſe 
he was ſharply.rebuked, both of Zreneus byſhop of Lys 
ons, and many other, as not ſuffictently conſidering the 
vnitp of the church, 

C Seuerus retourning to Nome, outlawed and putteto 
death many of the ſenatours and noble men of Spapne, 
France, and Italp. 

Donalde an humble aud gentle pzince, was choſe king 
of Scots, and reigned,21.yeres. He was the firſte kynge 
that copned any money of golde oz Syluer.fo2 the Scots 
bſed befoze enterchanging of Bercimonies, and had no 
money of their oon, but of the Bꝛitons, and Romaines 
and other crternal nactons. About the pere of our Lo2de 
293, this Donalde pꝛocured certain wiſe and lerned we, 
to inſtruct him, and his wyke, childzen, and ſubiectes, in 
the faith of Chꝛiſt, which happened. 533. peres after the 
beginning of the realme of Scotland. 
¶ Zepherinus, the. 14. biſhop of Nome. ꝛ0. eres. 
¶ The emperour Seuerus, palling into the eaſt partes, 
ſpoiled Arabia, made league with the king of Armenye, 
put to flight Artabanꝰ, king ot the Partheans, and toke 
their city Cteſiphon, ⁊ vanquiſhed alſo the Adhiabens. 
C abagarus king of Perſee. 
CLaetus,p2ocoſnull of Egypte, in his tyme was a gre⸗ 
nous perſecutio of the Chaiſtians in Alexandꝛta:in whi⸗ 
che Leonides, Oꝛzigines father was beheaded, and Ozi⸗ 
gene him ſelfe beynge than but a childe, deſyzed marty2- 
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g eſpecialiꝑ in warfare; whereto he ſemed to bee 


¶ aquila, pꝛouoſt of Egypt,vnder whome the perſecy- 
tion continued. 
C NarciTus, biſhop of Hieruſalem, fled into the dsſerte 
foz feare of perſecutio;in his place was oꝛdeined Dius. 
O this tyme continued the foꝛſaid diſcozd among 
For Butons, which thing meued Scuer? to make 
haſt into that contrep, aſwel to quiete the realme, 
as to kepe back the Pictes Scots, which vercd them w 
warre. He cauſed a wall of turues & great ſtakes to bee 
made of p length of. 112.milez (02 after ſome) repaired þ 
wall of Adꝛian. It began at Tyne, x reched to the Scot⸗ 
tiſhe ſea. This Seuerus gouerned Bꝛitapn. v. peares. 
Germanus ſucceded Dius in the byſhopzike of Hieru 
ſalem, and after him Boꝛdis, the. rrir. biſhop. 
Narciſſus came abꝛoade againe out of the deſert, and 


was deſired of the people of-Hieruſalem to take againe 


the byſhopzike. 
Tertullian, a great lerned man of Carthage, was in 
this tyme very excellent in diuine ſcriptuces. He wꝛate 
many noble wozkes in dekẽce of chziſtedom: But being 
in his midle age made a pꝛieſt, he was vercd with ſüdzy 
wꝛonges and diſpleaſurcs by the enuie ot the clergie of 
Rome:x therfoze at the laſt, fell into the hereſie of Mon⸗ 
tanꝰ, which he enterlated with his bokes that he wzate, 
Oungene, after Clement # Pantenus, was admitted 
to the office of a doctoꝛ, 02 open teacher of diulne ſerip⸗ 


ture and ch uſtian faith in Alerand21a, 


The Pices and Scottes with their leader Falgeni?, 
perced Bzitaine, and deſtroted muche ot the contrep be⸗ 
ponde Durham: with whom Seuerus mette, nere vnto 
Voꝛke, and gaue them battalle: in the ende whereof he 
was ſlaine, and was buried at Bozke. the Latin chꝛoni⸗ 


cles teſtiſie, that he died of the goute. 


Aſianus Caracalla ſuccedod his father tn the Em 
pire, and reigned s. peres. Df nature he was cruel 
rand ſierce, very tolerant of all peines and labo2s, 
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twene him x his bzother Geta, whiche their father being 
in life, could neuer ertinguiſh. wherfoze this man began 
His reigne with domeſtitall murther, ſieing his bꝛother, 
whom his father had made partaker of the Empire. 

¶ Alexander, the. 30. biſhop of Hieruſalem. 

¶ E ſclepiades byſhop of Antioch. 

¶ The emperour put to death all theim, whiche were of 
any acquaintance oꝛ familtaritie with bis bzother Geta. 
¶ Baſſianus maried his fathers wyfe Julia, beinge en⸗ 
tiſed thereto with hir excellent fanour and beautte . He 


made hot bathes in Rome. 
C At the city Alerandzia he commannded all the valiant 


yonge men to be flapne,foz diſpleaſure that he had cons 
cetued towarde the citye, fo2 ouer liberall bourding and 
geſtuig at bim and his father Heuerus. 

Baſſianus Caracalla, vnder pꝛetẽce of mariage, paſled 
the riuer Euphꝛates, and entred into Parthia where he 
was recetued of the king e his nobles with great honour 
as coming to mary his daughter. But Baſſianꝰ ſodenly 
gaue comandement to his army,to compaſſe the Parthi 
ans, ⁊ flea the al without mercy: which thing they did in 
ſuch wiſe, that the king him ſelfhardly eſcaped the dans 
ger. And ſo, whom the emperour could not ouercome by 
manhode,he vanquiſhed by falſehoode and vntrouth, 


[| N Baitain was as pet no king but theemperour was 
accounted as kynge, wherfoze(as ſome wꝛite) Caraſ⸗ 
ſus, a Bꝛiton of lowe byzth, but valiaunt and hardpe in 
martial dedes, purchaſed ot the emperoz the keping of þ 
toſtes of Bꝛitain:by meanes wherof he dzew to him ma 
ny knights ot his contrey,4 arreared deadly war againſt 
the Komans,haning the better hope,foz that he hard of 
the death of 1Baffianus the empero2, which aboute thys 
time was ſlain by one of his ſeruantes, betwene E diſſa, 
and Carras, cities of Peſopotamia. 

But Polidoze atfirmeth, that this Caraſſus tooke on 
him the gsnernance of Bꝛitain in the tyme of Diocleſt- 
an: and ſaith, that this lande was in good quietneſſe the 
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ſeme to agree 

Patcrinus, x bis ſon Diadumenus, wer named empe⸗ 
roꝛs by þ ſouldioꝛs, and reignep one pere g. ii. monthes, 
de was cruell, couetous, and muche geuen to pleaſures. 
¶ Artabanus, king ol Parthie,foz the great injurie and 
repꝛoche done to him by Baſſianus , warred vppon the 
Nomains. Againſt whom went Pacrinus the empero2, 
and fought pzoſperoullp,after whiche battaile , a peace 
betwene them was concluded. 
CPacrinug,fo his augrice and tpzannle, was betraicd 
and laine of his own people, with his ſon Diaaumenꝰ. 

Uarius Heliogabalus was made emperoz by the ſoul» 
dioꝛs. This beaſtly monſter left no memozie;but of his 
glotonte, lecherp, miſcheuouſnes, x ribaudzy. 4 willing 
ix let paſſe, how filthily he defozmed his pꝛopꝛs kind. He 
was neuer. ii.daꝑs ſerued with one kind al meat. he ne⸗ 
er woꝛe one garmẽt tile, neuer cöõpanped tlyife with 
one woma, ſauing his wife. In his lampes he ved balm 
and filled fſhepondes with roſe water, he woze in his 
ſhoes moſt coſtly pꝛecious ſtones ſinelꝝ engraued, t vſed 

no veſture but of gold oꝛ ſumptuous ſilk, called holoſe⸗ 
ricti, ſom days his cõpanie was ſerucꝭ at meale with the 
bꝛaines of Oftriges z aſtrauge foule named Phenocop 
terie:an other day with þ tanges of Popingais, C other 
ſwete lingyng birdes. wha he ſoiozn2d in places meto p 
ſeazhe neuer vſed ſiſhe: . far diſtaut cxõ the ſea, 
al his houſe was ſerued ith maſt delicate fiſhes.

withſtãding all his pꝛouiſion, he was lain of the ſouldi⸗

C Aurelius Alexander Sener?, the ſon of Bamea,reig- 
ned 13, yeres. hc was vertusus, wiſe, gẽtle, liberall, ſin⸗ 
tere, to no mi hurtful.by the diligece of his mother, he 
was euer from his infancie bꝛought vp in ſtudie of goon 
letters, 2 al maner of honeſt learning, aſwel marcial as 
cinile.he reuerẽced learned me greatly, à did nothing in 
the comon weale without the aſſiſtence of wiſe r lerned 
counſellozs. Jt is w2iten,that he bare ſuch a ſtomack tos 
ward cozrupt iudges, that wha he chanced to mete with 
any of them, by the commocton of his mynd, he wold caff 
vp choler, bepng ſo meued, that he could not ſpeake, and 
was redy with his. it. fingers to put out their eies. 
CPÞbiletus byſhop of Antioche. 

CaAleranderdimiſſed from his court al ſaperfluous ſer⸗ 
nantes,ſaying, that he was no good pupill, which fedde 
idle ſeruantes with the bowels of his common weale:- 


'CEthodius was oꝛdeined king of Scotland, and reig- 


ned.16.yeres.he was dull of wit, geuen to auarice and 
gatheryng of richeſle, and nothing mete to gouerne the 
roialme. Wherfoze his nobles toke on them the charge, 
and ſo continued all the time of his reigne.

MY 1 Lheodozus,called alſo Gregozy,+ Anthenodozus diſci 
ples of Oꝛigene, x biſhops of Ponte, were famous.

| ¶ Alectus the Romain, whiche gouerned the 1Bzitones, 
| after he had ſubdued the lande agayne to the Romanes, 
vſed among them much cruelty and tiranny. Wherfoze 
thei entẽding vtterly to erpel the Romans, moued a nos 
| ble man, called Aſclepiodatus, to take on him the kinge- 
| dom: who gathered a great power, and made ſharp war 
vpon the Romans, and chaſed them from contrep to ton 
trep, vntil at length Alectus kept him at London fo2 his 
moſt ſurety: whither Aſclepiodatus purſued him, t neers 
to that city gaue to him batail, in which Alectꝰ was flain 
whan he had gouerned Bꝛitain. s. eres. 
49 | 232 Sclepiodatus,afrer Alectus was thus ſlain, girte 
| | the city of London with a ſtrange ſiege, and therin 
Liuius Gallus the Romain tapitain, ę ere it were 
long, by knightly fozce and violence, entred the city, and 
flue the fozenamed Gallus, nere vnto a b2ooke there at 
bs that dap running, into which bꝛoke he thzew him by rea 
ſon wherof it mas called Gallus oz Mallus bzoke, and 
at this day the ſtreat, where ſometime that bzoke ranne, 
is called Walbzoke. After which victozy Aſclepiodatus 
gouerned Bzitaine. 0. eres. 
Fermilianus biſhop of þ city of C ſuria in Cappadocta. 
CAlerander the emperour(as ſayth Lamp2idins) ouer- 
came the Perſians. But Herodian affirmeth,that parte- 
ly thꝛough his owne ſlackneſte, partly by the great mul⸗ 
tude of the Perſtans, he was put to the woꝛſe. 
¶ The Romapne capitain F.Celſus hadde pꝛoſperous 
ſucceſte in the warres in Pauritania, like wyſe Uarus 
| Pacrinus in Jlliria,and Julius Palmatus in Armenia

. yoomeat Alerandia. . 
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C nus, the. . bifhopof Nome. 6. peres. 
out this time the emperour Alexander, by the coun- 
ſail of his mother Mamca, ſtt fo: Ougene to Nome beig 
meued w the fame of his excellent learning ⁊ godly lite. 
At Menſe in Germanye, Alexander wyth hys mother 
Pammea was ſlain by Pariminus, whom he of a mule- 
tour had aduanted to high dignities. 
Demetrius biſhop of Alexandxa died whan he had ben 
biſhop. 43. yeres.after whom folowed Heraclas. 
Pariminus was emperour after Alexander, and reig⸗ 
ned. 3.yeres. This man in his pouth had ben a muletto2 
in Thzacia. After he came to Rome, and there pꝛactiſed 
feates of armes, wherin foꝛ the wonderful bygneſſe and 
ſtrength of his body, which he had iopned with excellent 
boldnes of mind, he ſo pꝛofited, that in chiualry he pafſed 
al men of his time. Wherfoze he was ſet vp of the ſouldt 
ours againſt Alerander. After whoſe death he erertiſed 
great tiranny toward his fricndes. Of him it is wziten, 
that be did eate tuerp day. . pound of fleſh, and dzanke 
J. galons of wyne. | | 
C Pariminus vanquiſhed the Germains:and in his re⸗ 
turneſhewed great cruelty to the Komains. 
¶ Dioniſius the diſciple of Dzigene,ſucceded Heraclas 
in the ſchole at Alexandꝛia. 
CPariminus perſecuted the Chziſtians, - 
CVBerillus,biſhop of a towne in Arabia, named Boſter 
na, taught that Chziſk nether was beloꝛe his carnal nati 
nitee,no2 had any pꝛoper diuinitie:but onelpe the deitie 
of god the father dwelling in him: whom Oꝛigene confu 
ted and bꝛought agapne to the vnitee of the church. 
C The people of attrike, not ſuſteynyng the crueltye of 
Mariminus, choſe Go dian, an aunciente Senatour, to 
be Emperonre: wherof the people of Rome were verye 
glad. But Capellianus, pꝛouoſte of Panritania,foz dif 
pleaſure that he bare towarde Goꝛdian, wente agaynſt 
him with a ſtrong armpe, and in battail flue his ſon,and 
diſtomſited hys holte. Wherfoze Goꝛdian, fearpnge to 
come intq his enemies handes, hanged him ſelte. 
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Fabian. n. peres. x 
CFParimns; Batbimms,and Goꝛdian a childe, were na⸗ 
med emperours of the ſenate againſt Bariminus, who 
not long after was ſtaine at Aquileta of his ſouldio urs. 
¶ Babilas bichop of antioch. 

Atherto, after the laughter of Ethod his tather was 
choſen king of Scots, x reigned, 12:peres. At the begin⸗ 
ning he ſhewed (ome tokens of honeſt towardneſſe: but 
after he was-ſqinuolued in al vncleane vice ecffeminat 
luſt, that be was notalhamed:to:gor in the ſight of p peo 
ple plaiyng wwõ a flute rotoifed maze ta he a fidlar tha 
8 pꝛinte:pnally being purſued fo2 rauiſhyng the daugh 
ters of Rathalas,a noble maof Argile, he flue him ſelf. 
C Parimys and Balbinus, foꝛ that they were not fauo 
rable to the ſouldiours, were ſlaine at Kome:by whiche 

ottaſion Go2dian the childe reigned alone, This Goꝛdiã 
accuſtomed to ſap, that he was a wzetched peince, from 

wbom by flattery the trathe ot matters is hid. 
¶ Sapoꝛes king of Perſians. zi. yeres. 
¶ Sabinianus reiſed a fedicion in Atfrike againſt Goz- 
dian, which was quieted by the pꝛouoſt of - Mauritania. 
¶ God tan toke to wife the daughter of a wiſe and well 
learned man, called Pilitheus, by whoſe counſaple alſo 
he governed the empyꝛe with greate fauours of the ſe⸗ 
nate and people of Nome. 

Poꝛphtrius, the diſciple of Plotinezand deadly enemp 
of chaſtian religion, flouriſhed in Rome, Theopompus 
the philoſopher at Cherona,Nicanoz the ſophiſter at a⸗ 
nes, Atfricanus alſo a man ot ertellent learning, which 
wꝛote to Ozigene, were famous. 
¶ Soꝛdian went into the Talk againſt the Perſians. In 
bis isurneꝝ he viquiſhed his enmies in Thꝛacia. Jn Su 
rp by the tounſail of Miſitheꝰ, he ouercame apo king 
ot Perſe, and by fozce dꝛoue him out of Surie: He reco- 
uered Antioche, 2 ſubdued agapne Carras and Nicibis. 
¶ ꝙiſitheus died, ty whole place the emperoure made 
Philip pꝛełecte of the pʒetoꝛie. NAA 
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Gogdian nas flatne by Philip in the bozders of Perſe ' 
Whan the Senate had knowlage of the death of Go2- 
dian, they named Parcus to be Emperour: who died in 
fewe daes after. In his place they choſe @cuerus Hoſti 
lianus, which ſhoꝛtly after in line manner, bythe negli⸗ 
gence of phiſicians, in cutting of a veine;finiſhed his life 


Philip, which lue Gozdtan, was made emperoz by the 


ſouldiozs, x reigned 5.yeres. e was þ firft emperoꝛthat 
p2ofefſed Chꝛiſt, ⁊ was baptized with his wife + childzt, 
fo; enuy wherof he was ſlatye of his ſucteſſour Decius. 
C Ongene wꝛate certain epiſtles to Naur, cnc 
Chziſtian religion. 

A new hereſie begã, teaching þ theſouleſhuld die wyth 
the bodp, both riſe together at the general iudgement. 

This hereſie was confuted by Oꝛzigene. 

At p ſame time wer other heretikes named Helcheſaitz 
which denied certain ſcriptures, t reiected alPaules cs 
Mes, which heretikes wer in like maner conkonn nee vy

The 4. pere of the reigne of Philip was the loo. vere 
of the city of Rome, which was ſolempniſed yt) great 
pꝛeparatton of ſightes and plates. 

Erpꝛian, bichap of Carthage, a man ofpalſing dens, 
tion, leaenmg. and zuiſedame, wis fampus. 

Phu tze emperoum was lla n be Decius a derne, 
and bis ſonne at Rame. 

Decius toke on him the imperial augen lle, reigned 
li.peres, he was haliant in armes: but impiaus toward 
e<2iffon religion. As ſone as he was aamttted fazthbunth 
ve gubliſhed a perſteud on againſt tde chaians - 

Aten the martirdam of Fabian Aab ewe, 
teded Coꝛnelius, aud lpue d. iii. eas. 

. In Aigxandaa Dionyſtus theix biſhoppe was cruelly 
toznented,and many other mactired and put to death; 
All syndes af peines were inuented, to conſtteine them 
zo foplahe their religion : by whiohs meanes · diuers foz 
keate denied Chyſt fone be loꝛe their peynes, and ſome 
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pf christ ere after bythe counſail of Cypztanzrecefued into the 
Church. Of thys occaſion ſpꝛang the hereſte ol Nouacta,

CAlerander,biſhop of Hieruſalem, was warned, aner

C D:igene ſuffered great perſecutions and troubles fo: 
the faith of Chaifte,on whom Satan lefte nothynge vn- 


done, wherby he might hinder Chafftan religion. 


Nathalake toks on him the kingdome of Scotland, by 


- fozcemurther and tyzanny;and frufting to the counſaile 


of witches and inchauntors, was flain ot hys owne ſer- 
uant Murrep, whom of al men he vſed molt familiarly, 
whan he had reigned. ri.percs. Te 

Decius guisted the commocton in Fraunce, andafter 
made warre againſt the Gothes;in which he was put ta 
fipght,and dzowned in a riuer of -Zhzacia,named Abzi⸗ 
tius and his ſonne ſlaine in battaple. Suche is the ende 


ol tpzannes and murderers, 


Uibius Gallus was made emperour of the ſouldiours 
and his vi Uoluſitanus named Ceſa. 

The Scithes ſpoiled the pzouinces of the Empire, and 
le. ioo ο. men within the wals of one citye of CThꝛa⸗ 
cia, called Þadzianopolis. Gallus bought peace of them 
with vnnumerable monep, and paied to them tribute, ts 
the great repꝛoche of the Roman empire. 

' The Parthians edquiered Armeny, expelling the king 
LTridatos;whoſeehildzon yelded them to the Parthians 

s Juffice of god teuenged the pefſecutts of the chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians, ſending a danngerous peftilence, which ſa raged 
thꝛoughout the empire, that vneth any pꝛouence, citpe, 
#2 houſe eſcaped this general plague. 

Acontrouetiſe roſe in the churche, whether heretikes 
reiurntnifts the aith;ſhould be rebaptiſed 0xns. This 
quieftidi'waschefoly in controuerſie betwene Cypztan 
biſhop of Gatthige,ans Coznellusbithop of Row Cy" 
pzian, 
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pꝛian affirned, that they ſhould be rebaptiſed, and Co2- 
nelius the contrary. 

Aemilianas,in the pzouince of Meſia by treaſon affc- 
cted the empy2e:agapnſte whom Gallus and his ſo nne 
went foꝛth with an armp, t in battayle were both laine. 
¶ Acmilianus toke on him the Emppꝛe, who beyng ob- 
ſcurcly bozne,rceigned moze obſcurely. Fo2 in the thirde 
month he was llaine. 

C Lucius, the. 2c. biſhop of Rome. viii. monthes, and af 
ter him Stephane. 2. peres. 

CDemctrianus biſhop of Antioche. 
Cuuerianus, and his ſon Galienus, were aduanced to 
the empire: This Ualerianus(as Trebelltius ſaith( was 
a wyſc and valiaunt pꝛince, and a right good Emperoꝛ, 
onelp in that, vnfoztunatet hat he had a naughty ſonne 


partaker of the Empyꝛe: But Cutropius ſaithe, that he 


was vn boyſe z vumcte fo2 the gouernãce of the empire. 
Thys is notable, that all the noble men, which he made 
capitains outer the ſould!ours in diuers pꝛouinces, were 
after in ſedicious comocions named Emperours of the 
ſouldiours, whom they gouerncd, 

C Sabcllius the hecetike, denied Chziſte to be the ſon of 
god, + ſaid that he was not the firft begotten of al creatu 
res. He denied alſo the vnderſtanding of the holy ghoſt, 
C Ualerianus perſecuted the chuTen people. 

E Ualerianus,mak!ngx war in Beſopotamtia, was van 
quiſhed and taken p2iſoner of Sapozes king of Perle, x 
there led þ reſidne of his life in mote vile ſeruage. In fo 
mach p Sapoꝛes vſed him fo2 a ſtoole to lcap on his ho2s 
C Uthan Ualerian was thus taken, his ſonme Galten? 
reigned alone: who utuer ones pꝛokered to reuenge the 
ignominie of his father, This Galienus, fo: his cruelty 
and filthy liying,riote,and vnhoneſt pleaſure, was oi? 
ous vnto ul men, and abhoꝛred ofal the pꝛouynces of the 
empꝰ re. Ss that in his tyme were moꝛe ebelles, which 
toke on them the names of emperoꝛs, than had ben true 
emperours from the time of Julſus Cæſar to that dap. 


I Francs the ſouldiers, in deſpite of Sallenus, choſe 
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Leonid,“ bd noble man to be emperour, talled Poſthumias. gs | 


4231 | 259 CIngenius was named emperour in Pannonte. 29 
7 Odenatus, a vallaunt capitaine of the Komains, and

4 greate 
darkenes of the ay2e continued many dapes together: A 
great peſtilence alſo reigned in diuers countreis. 

Odenatus, hauing pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe againſt the Per 
fians obteined the empire of al the caſt parts. This Ode 
natus p2ofited ſo muche the empire, q̊ it he had not ruled 
in the eaſt, the power of the Romans had gretlp decaſcd, 
and the empire had ben ſubdued by koꝛem enmies, ſeing 
it was deuldes ints ſo many partes within it ſelfe. 
Galienus pꝛoclaimed Odenatus to be partaker of þ em- 
pire and calling htm Auguſtꝰ coinedmoney in his name. 

Odenatus, with his ſonne Perode, was llaine of eo 
neus his coſen germatn, who called him ſelfe emperour, 

'Poſthumius wasllapne in Fraunce by-thetreaſon of 
Kollianus, which reigned after hun. 

Paulus Samoſatenns, an hozrible heretike,taughte; 
that Chuſte-toke his begynnyng of our ladie, and was a 
man only of out common nature. UW hich hereſte was cõ 
demned by a generall counſaple,and Paulus excommu 
nicuted. 

Zebenna, wyke of Odenatus, a woman ol lune tou⸗ 
rage, and of great — in warre, with her. 2 vong ſon 
nes, Bcrennianus and Timolaus, in deſppte of Galie⸗ 
nus (who conſumed his lyfe in lechery and bankettyng) 
toke on her the gouernaunce of the eaſte, and was called 
Empzclle, 

Uicoz2inus, which ruled in Fraunce with Poſthumi⸗ 
us, ſlue Lollianus and reteincd the dominton of France 
alene. But fox his hozedome and aduouirie he was flatn 
of the people. Than Marcus reigned there only . daies, 
and after him Tetricus. 

Tetricus was vanquiſhed of Aureolus emperoure of 


Sclauonie, Whiche aided Galienus in diuers battailes 


ugainſt theim, whiche rebelled in France. got long al⸗ 


tur variance happhnedbetwene Galienus, and W 
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: lus foz the imperiall auctoꝛitie, ſo that deadlye war was 
arreared:in the ende whereof Aureolus flue Galienus 
and his bꝛother Ualcrian,nere to Millapne. 

¶ Claudins obteined the emppꝛe of Rome, and was na- 
med of the ſouldtours, choſen and confpzmed of the Se⸗ 


nate, and reigned one pere and;9;monthes,fo2 his valt- 


ant pꝛowes, excellent and pꝛincelp vertues, he deſerued 
great pꝛapſe of the Romapnes. Fo2 he reſtoꝛed the em⸗ 
pire, which by dyuers commocions was greuouſly ſha⸗ 
ken in the reigne of Galienus. 

¶ Tbe emperour Claudius duercame Aureolus, which 
in the countreye of Pannonie had vſurped the empire a 
log ſpace. he vãquiſhed alſo pᷣ terrible hoſtes of þ Ociths 
t Gothes. Jn which 320500, of diuers contreis of p Bar⸗ 


barous people had takt armes againſt the Romans and 


had alſo onthe ſea 2000. ſhips, which army a wonderful 
multitude were taken and flatn by Claudius and his ca- 


jpitains, both on the water and on the lande. 
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Claudius fubduedthe Samaritanes and Germapnes. 


be people of Sury,named Paluurem, warred vpon 
the Egipttans:hut Claudius recoueredEgipt tothe em 
pire, and ſhoꝛtly therupon finiſhed his lie. 

Quintilius, a noble pong man, and bꝛother of Claudi; 
us, rrigned one . daies, and was llain ot the ſouldi⸗ 
aur at Aquiteia. 88 . 
G Aurelianus, foz his valiant p2 owes and erpertnes 6 n 
marcial policp, was made emperour. He of nature was 
ſeuere + rigoꝛous, but a diligent x ſharp cozreco2 of diſſo 
lute maners. The people ſaid,y he was a good phiſicion 


- ſauing yhe gaue to bitter medtcins. This ma, being ſick

neuer ſet foxphiſicia,but cured him ſelt᷑ with abſtinence 
he duercame the Sarmartans,t the people of Germany 
called Parcomanni, which ſpoiled the city of Pillatn. 
In Theatia and Jlliria,the emperonr vanquiſhed the 
Gothes,and flue their Duke Cannabam. He conquered 
tthinia,x reconered Theana nere to Emeſſa he oucr 
tame ebennia, oꝛ Zenobhia, which named bir ſetfe em⸗ 
pꝛeſle nt the caſte, and beſiegyng the cytrt Wande 
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Donaldc king of Scottes one pere, he was taken in ba 
taile zy Donalde of the Illes, and ſho2tly after died. 

Ualcrius ſubducd a Roman Duke called Firmi?, wht 
che by treaſon affected the empire in Egipt. 

- CAfter the death of kynge Donalde great trouble was 
in Scstlande. foꝛ Donalde of the Illes toke on hym the 
trowne, and vſed muche ty2annte the ſpace of. 12. peres. 
he neuer loughe but when he harde of the diſcozde and 
laughter of his nobles, and therefoꝛe in the ende foz his 
trueltie was ſlame of Craithlint the ſonne of Findoke, 
with. 200. of his naughtie counſailours. 
¶ Euſebius, bpchop of Laodicea was famous. 

Tetricus, whiche was named emperoure in France, 
pelded him and his holte to Aurclianus, 
¶ The cmpero2 Aurelianus foztified the wals of Rome 
t ſo angmeted the city, that it was in compaſſe 52.miles 
be publiſhed a perſecutiõ againſt p Chziſttas. And ſhozt- 
ly after, going wan army againC .he Perſiãs, betwene 
Heraclea + \15pzance, was ſlairrof nis ſecretary Pneſtz? 
¶ Tacitus was emperour.s, monethes, and after him 
Floꝛinus his bzother.tt.monethes:whiche both beynge 
choſen of the Senate, were ſlaine of of the ſouldiozs,the 
one at Ponte, the other at Tarſis. 
C Uraranes kynge of Perſe, 
CP2obus the emperoure reigned. 5. eres and 4.mon- 
thes.he is nũbꝛed amõg v moſt renoumed pꝛinces. And 
was famo? in marcial affaires as wel whan he was p2t- 
uate, as after he had obteined p imperial autozity, he qui 

eted Frace,ſubdued'y Germains, ⁊ flue of the 4-00000, 
C Panes,auctodr of the ſect of Baniches, was in theſe 
days. He was a Perſian boꝛne, in maners rude and bar 
baroꝰ, and ofa fierce and a cruel nature, and without al 
modeſtie, he endeuoured to perſwade the people, that he 
repzeſented the fourme of Chaſte, ſometymes he ſaycd, 
that he was Paracletus,that1s the truc comfoztcr,that 
was pꝛomiſed by Chziſte. His folowers denped Chꝛyſte 
to haue taken veraye ficſhe, They reieacd alſo the olde 
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Cpꝛobus the enpero: in Jilyza ſubdued the Sarmati⸗ 
ans: Jn Thꝛate the Gothes by copoſition,yelded to him 
Paſſing into Aſta he lewe the notable robber Palfuri⸗ 
us, and ouercam the monſtrous people called 1Blemtz, 
whiche haue no heades, but their ctes and mouthes in 
their bꝛeaſtes. He reſtozed Joppe and Ptolomais to the 
empire, and made peace with Narſeus king of Parthie, 
He vanquiſhed alſo Saturninus, which traiterouſly re- 
belled-in Alerand2ia. 
CCyaillus biſhop of Antioch was famous, whoſe woz- 
kes we haue at this dap. 
C Þ2oculus + Bonoſus named themſelues emperoꝛs at 
Agrippina in France, but they wer quickly ſubdued. by: 
Pꝛobus, which in al haſt led againſt them a ſtrõg armie. 
Pꝛobus, by the laboꝛ of his ſouldioꝛs, cauſed þ gret hill 
in Spamia, called Almus, t the moũt Aureus in Meſia, 
ts be ſet with vines: Nat long after he was ſlaine ot his 
ſoduldioʒs, hecauſe he mads them to laboꝛ ſo ſoꝛe, ᷑ not ſo 
much as in winter ſuffred them to be at reſt. Jt was his 
ſaping alſo, 5 ſouldiozs ought not to ſpend cozne and vi⸗ 
taile, except they labozed to p2ofite the common weale. 
¶ Carus was made einperoz of the ſouldioꝛs: he, with 
his ſon Rumerianus, a pong man of great towardnclle, 
toke in hand the warres that Pzobus had pꝛepared foz, 
againt the Perſians, and when he had obteined all the 
lande lyeng betwene Euphꝛates and Tigris, without 
reſiſtẽte of any aduerſarte, purpoſing to extend further 
the boundes of the Romain empire (as ſome wꝛite) was 
flaine with lightning. Pumerianus his ſon (whoſe eies 
were ſoze with weping foꝛ his fathers death) was mur⸗ 
dered by Aper his wyues father. 
CDioclecian ſucceded Carus in thempire, and reigned 


22, yeres. He deſcended but of a baſe and vnknowen fa- 


milie: in ſo muche that he was ſuppoſed to be the ſon of a 
notarie. Of witte he was fharpe,quicke,and ſubtile,of 
nature geuen to crueltie: In polffike-affaires, ſtudious 
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Aper,the inurverer of Numerianus:and not long after * be 
in a {coparvous battail, vanquiſhed and:flew Carinus/ 
the vongerionne of Carus, whiche foz his crueltie and 
flithie lite was deteſted of all men. 

Craitttint, the ſon of Findoke, after þ deth of Donald 
the ten vas made king of Scotts, x reigned. 24. pe⸗ 
res wih great wiſedome ttulkice, In his tyme hapned 


great variante betwenc the Pictes Scottes (which cõ⸗ 


tinuen feen des from the tiranny of Fegus the firſt king 

Ff #cots to theſe dals) foꝛ ſteling of a greyhoͤũd, wherof 
nuch 77057 murder t ſlaughter of men on both parts. 

© 4trer bat Dioclecian was aduiced to ß gouernäte of 448 
bene there hapned diuers cõmotions in ſundꝛy pꝛo⸗ 
une ycrioze fearing phe alone ſhold not be able to 
inte; trauaile of ſo many ieopardies, he made Paris 
nt 4,14rnamed Yercule? partaker of the empire, g ſents 

hun ter to Gallia, to quiete p tõmociõ, which was meued 

by Amandus t Aeltanus: whom he eaſilye vanquiſhed, 

and 92 that tyme bꝛought France into a quietnefſe, 

¶ Polidoꝛe, and the latine hiſtoziographers, referre the 

fone of Carauſius, Alecus;and Aſclepiodatus, to this 

time. And the Scottiſhe hiſfozte ſaith , that he was a no- 

ble man of the Scottes 4 vncle to kyng Craithlint. but 

let the reader folow his owne iudgement, and that ſhall 
ſeeme to him moſte veritable. 

Onſtantius, a Duke of Rome, was ſent into Bzi- 4250 
taine to recouer the tribute, ſhoztly after whoſe ar⸗ 

riuall Coil, whiche than was kyng, died. wherkoꝛe the 
Bꝛitons, to haue moze ſuretie ofpeace, willed this duke 
to take ts wife Helena, the daughter of Coil, whiche 
was a wonderfull faire maiden, and ther with wel lear⸗ 

ned. This Conſtantius, when he had recouered the tri⸗ 

bute, returned with his wife Helena to Rome, as chief 

ruler of Bzitaine. | 
CBecauſe of diuers wars that roſe in many pꝛouinces 47772 
the two emperozs choſe to them, it.other noble me , Gas 
lerias,x Conſtantius (which was befoze ſent into Bzi⸗ 

Q. ii. ttinec) 
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l Chritt taine) to helpe theim in their affaires, whom they called zam 5%. 
Czſars.Galerius was ſent into the eaſt partes agapnſt

the Perſians. Conſtantius had the tuicion of Fraunce. 

Dioclecian, after he had ſubdued Achilleus, that rebels 
led in Egipt, conquered & dtterly deftroied two noble x 
riche cities, called Buſrris c Copon. he ſubdued alſo the 
city of Aleradzia,e put many of the noble men to death. 

Narſes king of Perſe, troubled the contreis of Arme⸗ 
ny t Peſopotamia with deadlye war: This Narſes had 
a ſon ſo beaſtly + cruell, that whan his father gaue vnto 
him a pauilion of camels ſkinnes, ſumptuouſty wꝛought 
betwene with gold, and demaunded, whether it pleaſed 
him, he anſwered that it would pleaſe him much better, 
if he might be kyng, that he might make a moze goꝛge⸗ 

.ous pauilion of mens ſkinnes. 

Conſtantius in France pꝛoued Foꝛtune imone day to 
be both froward and fauourable. Foz at the firſt he was 
chaſed, and ſo egrely purſued of p Almans, that vneth he 
him ſelfe might be dꝛawen by a co2de oucr the walles of 
the city Lyngona: And within lefſe than. v. houres his 
hoſte was augmented, and he ſicw of the Almains well 
nere. rl, thouſand: whcreby their power was greately 
decayed, and France in moze guiete. 
¶ Galerius, which was ſent againft the Perſias, being 
vanquiſhed in battaile, fled to Dioclectan,of whome he 
was ſo vngently recetucd,that whan he met bym in his 
ioꝛnep, p ſpaceof a mile that he ran by his chariote , hc 
had not of him a woozd. But Galerius, being nothyng 
ther with diſcõkoꝛted, repaired his armic, + in Armenia 
the greater, ouerth:ewe the Perſians, conquered al Al- 
ſiria, bꝛought in ſubiectid the v.p2ouinces beydd the: rt- 
uer Tigris, x returned tothemperoꝛ with great ſpoile. 

Dioclecian and Maximinian triumphed foz their great 
victoztes, after whiche triumphe Dioctecian gaue com- 
mandement, that he would be woꝛſhypped as god, ſap- 
eng, that he was bꝛother to the ſonne and the moone : 
and adoꝛnyng his ſhoes with gold and pꝛecious ſtones, 
commaunded the people to kilſe his feete. 
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¶ By the ſuſt iud gement of God fo2 certain enozmities my 


vſed in the church, the greateſt and moſt greuous perſe- 
cution of the Ch:iſtians was moued by Diocleſtan:who 
in the moneth of Marche, whan the feaſt of Eaſter was 
nigh at hand, commaunded all the churches of the chzi⸗ 
ſtians to be ſpoiled and caſt to the earth, and the bokes of 
holy ſcripture fo be burned ; and that all chziftian men, 
that were of any authozitie ſbold be (as it were) diſgra- 
dcd,t remaine as perſons infamous. And furthermo2e 
that no ſeruant,rematnyng in the faith, ſhould be made 
free, thatall pzelates and chief miniſters of the church, 
ſhould be with all tozmentes couſtreigned to wozthippe 
pdoles. This perſecution continued. x. peares. 
¶ Dioclecian, and (by his counſaile) Bariminian,gaue 
vp the imperiallauctoꝛitie, and led the reſidue of their 
lyke as pꝛiuate perſons. 
¶ Conſtantius and Galerius, which befo2ze wer named 
Ceſars, ſueceded in the empire: betwene whom the go⸗ 
uetnance therot was thus dinided, that Galertus ſhold 
rule in Illpzia, Aſia, and all the eat partes:and Conſtã⸗ 
tins in Jtaly, Spapne Fraunce, and Bzitaine + Af* tke, 
But he as a moderate and wiſe pꝛince refuſed Akrike x 
Italp, and reteined only Spaine, France and Bzitain. 
This Conſtãtius was a ma of great atfabilitie, cleinfcy 
and gentlencſſe, and therwith very liberall, indeuo zung 
al wap to enriche his ſubicctes, litle regarding his owne 
treaſure, thinkvng that to be his, that the coinons had. 
Wrherfo2e he ſapd, that it was better that pzivate pers 
ſons had the cõ mon treaſure, to the vſe of the weals pu⸗ 
bline, than to be locked vp in puncis coffers. In feaſtifal 
days, wha he bad his nobles to anp banket , he boꝛe wed 
plate of his frendes to furniſhe his cupbozdes, 
Galerius,the other e-npero2, was of maners right eñ 
mendable, ſauyng that he was cruell to warde cheiſttar 
people. Fc: ivhiche cauſe he was ſtriken of Sed wie 
ertreme and vile ſickneſſe, as after ſhall appoare. 
GzilerYy choſe by adoptid. ii. noble we, ot r απft Barr 
mima he made gau rnoꝛ of ß caſte, 4 Scuer of italy ?

e e THE THIRDE DART or Anni rs 
— Wh, brit ¶ Uthile this Seuerus was abſent fro Rome, the ſoul⸗gum Bri. 
4270 30g dioꝛs chole one Parentius, the ſonne of Pariminian, 
to bsemperoz;agaynſt whom whã Seuerus came with * 
an armie,bepng fozſaken of his ſouldio2s, he was con⸗ 
ſtreigned to flee, and nere to Rauenna was taken and 
faine. This Barentius was a cruell tyꝛan. Df his in⸗ 
continence and other vices be many examples in the hi⸗ 
| ſtoꝛie named Tripattita,

ſucceded,as well in the kingdome of Butaine, as 
in the gouernance of other rcalmes, that were ſubiece 
befoze to his father. This Conſtantine was a right no- 
ble and valiant pzince,and ſonne of Helena, a woma of 
great ſanctimomie, and bo2ne in Bꝛitapne. He was ſo 
mygyhtie in martial pzoweſſe,that he was ſurnamed the 
great Conſtantine, And had the faithe ol Chaiſt in ſuch 
reuerence, that alway moſte tudioufly he endeuoꝛed to 
augment the ſame. Jn witneſle of his belefe he cauſed a 
booke of the goſpels to be caried befoꝛe him: And made 
the Bible to be copied out, and ſent into all partes ot the 


empire. Of this man the kynges of 1Bzitayn had fyzſte 


the pꝛiuilege to weare cloſe crounes oꝛ Diademes. 


CGalerius,emperoz of the eaſt, wht he herd of p death 
of his capitain @2ucrus,made Licinius partaker of the 


empire. This Licinius in feates of armes was erpert # 
cunning:but he hated lerning ſo extremely, that he ſaid, 
it was a peſtilence and psiſon in the common weale. 
¶ Fincoꝛmake, at᷑ter p death of his conſen Cairthquint, 
was 92deined king of Scots, and reigned. xl vii. peares. 
C Partminian Herculius, deüryng to bee emperour a- 
gapne, came to Rome, and by pꝛiuie meanes endeuoꝛed 
to defeate his owne ſon Parentius of the empire. But 
he was reieged of the ſouldio2s, + dꝛwuen from Nome. 
WMherkoꝛe he ſled into France to Conſtantine his ſonne 
inlawe, whom alſo he lapd in waight traiterouſly, ope⸗ 
nyng his pꝛetended malice to Fauſta his daughter, the 
wife of Conſtantine. But the abhozryng the impious 
mpnde ol hir father, diſsloſed the matter to we — 
an 
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In the 10. pere of the perſecution, Oalerius the chiefe * 
miniſter therof,fell into a wonderful fickeneſſe,hawng 
a ſoꝛe riſen in the nether part of his beaty, which conſu⸗ 
med his pꝛiuie memb2es:from whenſe ſwarmed greate 
— of wozmts, which were engendꝛed of the putri⸗ 
action. This diſeaſe toulde not be holpen with any ſur⸗ 
gery 02 phiſike. MNhertoꝛe he cõfeſled, that it hapned fo: 
his cruelty toward the chꝛiſtiãs, and called in his pꝛocla 
mations, which he had publiſhed againſt them. But not 
withſtauding he died miſerably, and as ſome wiite not 
ſuſteining the ſtenche of his owne ſoꝛe, ſlue him ſelfe. 

Mariminus, whiche a litle befoze hadde taken on him 
the name ok an emperour in the eaſt, kept ſecret the tom⸗ 
maundeinentes of Galexius: wherin he foꝛbade the per⸗ 
ſecution of the ch2i%1ans:and after his death moſt cruel- 
lye tourmented them in cucry place. And to the intente 
to cozrupte the youthe , he feigned actes of Pylate and 
Chatff, whiche he cauſed openly tobercadto childzen in 
theyꝛ ſcholes. 

Oꝛmiſda, the ſonne of Narſes, king of Perſians, kept 
warre with his bꝛother foz the kyngdom, and beyng put 
to the wozſe, fledde to the Romains. 

CConſtantine came with a parte of his armpe agaynſt 
arentius, whiche vered the Komaines with grenous 
exaction and tribute. han he was in his ioꝛney, by a 
viſion in the nyght, he ſawe the ſigne of the crolle in the 
element, ſhinyng like kyꝛe, and an angell therbp, ſaping 
in this wiſe : Conſtantine, in this ſignt thou ſhalt ouer- 
come. TWherewith beyng greatcly comfozted, ſho2tefy 
after vanquiſhed the army of Parentius : who fleepng 
out of the battaile, was dꝛolvned in Tyber. 

C Bariminus, which did perſecute the chziſtians in the 
eaſt parties, warred agapnſt Licinius:of whom he was 
ouerth;owe,+ as he was p2epared fo2 an other battatle, 
ended his life miſerably,of a payn in the guts, whereby 
the empire was only vnder the dominfon of Conffatine 
and Licinius, which was befo2e diuided in foure partes. 
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Chꝛiſtians from baniſhement. 
( Dioclecian finiſhed, bis laſte dape nere to Solome. be⸗ 
* foze his death whi he was entiſed by Herculcus to take 
on hin againe the imperiall auctoz1tie, be anſwered in 
this wiſe: It pou did ſee the herbes which J haue plan- 
ted and ſette here with myne owne handes, vou woulde 
neuer deſpze to be empero2 againe. 
Criſpus, and Conſtantius, the ſonne of Conſtantine, 
and Licinius his nephew, were made Ceſars, 
Lacantius was famous aud wꝛate his wozke, De di- 
uinis inſtitutionibus to Conſtantine the empcroꝛ. 
Conltantine foꝛbade al perſecution ot the chziſtians. 
C Licinius, emperoz of the eaſt, perſecuted the chuſti⸗ 
ans, and expelled them out of his palaice, pzetcndpng 
this cauſe,that tgcey pꝛaied moze foz the pzoſperous ſuc⸗ 
celſe of Conſtantine, than fo2 him. 
C \5aſilius biſhop of Amaſia in Ponte, was martpꝛed. 
Conſtantine oꝛdeined the Sonday to be kept:and that 
men vacant from other occupations,ſhold employ them 
ſelfe onely to pꝛaier. 
Euſtathius byſhop of Antioche. 
Carrius,paelſtin the church of Alexandzia, began firſt 
this hereſte,that the ſonne in deitie was nat equall with 
the Fathcr,noz of. the ſa me ſubſtance, but onely a mere 
creature. Unto this.crroz he induced a great part of the 
wozlde,beyng than chꝛiſtened, and many fainous cler⸗ 


kes and great learned men. 


Arrius was erco nmunicated by Alexander, whiche 
was than biſhop.of Alerand2ia, 

A noble ma, called Alerader,in a comotid at Carthage 
was named emperoꝛ, and ſhoꝛtly after was ſubdued by 


a achpany of ſouldjozs that Conſtantine ſent againſt him. 


Ciuile warre-betwene the emperoꝛs Conſtantine and 
Licinius. The firſt battaple was fought in Hungarte, 
where Licinius was ouerthzowẽ:than he fled into Bas 


tedonie:and repapring his army was agayne diſcomft- 
+ ted, Finally,beyng vanquiſhed bothe by ſea and _—_ 
S: 
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he laſfly at icomedia pelded him ſelfe to Conſtantine, 
and was commanded to liue a pꝛiuate life in Zheſſaly, 
where he was ſlain of the ſouldiours. 

E Heiena, the mother of Conſtantine at Jeruſalt found 
the croſſe,on p which Chat ſuffered his paſſion, ⁊ the.3, 
nailes, wher with his feete and handes were perted. 

At Nicena was called a general counſail, in the which 
the einpero2 Conſtantine was pꝛeſent, with 318. biſhops 
by who:ne was determined againſt Arrius, that the ſon 
was equal with the father, which decree was confirmed 
by the emperour:and Arrins with. vi.other biſhops, ba- 
niched. Jn this counſaile whan certaine biſhops woulde 
ha ue oꝛdeined, that pꝛieſtes ſhoulde not thens foꝛth com 
pany with their owne wyfes, Paphnutius, a manne of 
great vertue and learning, vehementlp withſtode their 
mindes, ſaipng:that it would be cauſe of hooredom and 
aduoutrie, 

C Octauius, Dake of Jeſſes, oꝛ wealt Sarones, whom 
Conſtantine made linetenant in Bzitain,rebelled, ten 
deuoured to expel þ Romans out of p land, wherof wha 
Conftantine had knowlage, he ſent againſt him a Duke 
named Trazern, with certain legios of ſouldiozs, after 
wzole arriual in bꝛitain was fought a fierce batail nere 
to Mincheſter, in which Trahern was put to the wozſe 
and conſtreigned to flee toward Scotland: whom Octa⸗ 
uius folowed,and in UWeſtmerland gaue to him the ſe⸗ 
conde battail, in which Octauius was chaſed, and Tra⸗ 
hern was victoꝛ, who purſued him ſo egrelp, that Octa⸗ 
utus fozſoke the lande, and ſapled to Roꝛwap. 
Ctauius, repairing his armpe, came agapne into 
Bataine:but in the meane tyme an Erle, whiche 
fauoured his partie, by treaſon murdered the fo2e 
named Traherne, and than Octauius (called in the en- 
gliſſhe cronicles Octauian ) reigned in this lande, at the 
leaſt. 54. peares. Jn which time (as ſaieth the Scottiſhe 
hiſtoꝛie, he was troubled with often warres by the KRo⸗ 
mapnes. Polidoꝛe ſayeth that this realme was in good 
guiete al the time gf Condtãtine and his — 
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till the. v. yeare of Gratian, and maketh na mention of 


this Octauius. Whiche thyng I ſpeake not fo2 any re- 


p2oche to Polidoze (whom J knowe right well to haue 
folowed moſt certaine and commendable aucthozs) but 
onely to ſheip to the reader the diuerſitie of hiſtoꝛies. 
Criſpus, the ſonne of Conſtantine, and the yonger Lt 
tinius his nephew, with many other noble men, by the 
enuious ſuggeſtion of Fauſta, the emperozs wife, were 
vntuſtiy put to death. 
¶ Conſtantine, acco: ding to the cuſtome of the Romans 
ſolemniſed the. xx. pere ot his reigne with great bankets 
and feaſtes: at the whiche were all the biſhops and pue⸗ 
ſtes that aſſembled in the counſail of Nicene. 
C Arnobius, the Nhetozician, ſlouriſhed in Affrike, and 
wꝛate diners bookes vf Chuſtian religion. 


' CConſtantine repaired Dꝛebena, a citye v Bithinia, 


called it Heleonoples after his mothers name. 
At Antiach p Arrians wer of ſuch power, that thei had þ 
rule at al h̊ church, t baniſhed their biſhop Euſtathius. 
Conſfantine,percening 5ᷣ his wife Fauſta had tauſed hi 
foz falſe pꝛetended tauſes, to put to deth his ſon Criſpus 
W other of the nobility, commanded her to be beheaded. 
¶ Juuencus, a pꝛieſt of payne, wzate the goſpels in he 
roycall verſes. 

CAthanaſins was oꝛdeined biſhop of Alerandzta,aman 
in holineſſe of life and great learnynge, very excellent: 
and fo2 the faith of Chaiſt ſuſteined many and great per 
ſecutions of the Arrians. Foz whan.in the counſail hol⸗ 
den at Laodicea,and other places, with moſt putſant ar 
gumentes he confounded their hereſie, he ſteered almoſt 
the whole wozlde againſt him, whiche at that tune was 
infected with that dineliſhe errour. 

The emperour repaired and augmented Byzance,a ti⸗ 
tye of Thꝛace, ⁊ named it Conſtantinople. He connected 
from al partes of the woꝛlde the moſt notable and fayꝛe 
imagerie, tables, paintynges, carupnges, to adourne 
and garniſhe the ſame, 3 

Conſtãtine gaue large giftes and perelp * 
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the maintenance of the clergy a pzechers: whervpon the 
biſhop of Nome fathereth p fond donacion of Coffatine. 
¶ Sapoꝛ, kynge of the Perſians, perſecuted the pꝛofeſ⸗ 
dours of Chaiſtes religion:at whpche tyme were. 16000, 
Chziſtians maztyꝛed. Conſtantine wzate to the kyng of 
Perſee, willing hi no moze to perſecute þ chꝛiſtiã people 
¶ Antonius the heremite was famous. 

¶ The temples of the Gentils wer deſtroled, by the com 
maundement of the emperour Conſtantine. 

¶ The Romains ouercame the Gothes in Sarmatia, 
CA wonderful peſtilence x famine, wherwith an vnnu⸗ 
merable multitude miſerably periſhed in Sury, Cilicia, 
and other places, which was tuſtly ſent of god, foꝛ the ex 
treme cruelty that was (not long afoze)ererciſed againſt 
the chziſtians among al nations. 

Conſtantine was baptized of Euſebius biſhop of N(- 
comedia:and ſhoztly after ended his life in the ſame city 
and was buried at Conſtantinople. 

Akter his deathe the empy2e was deulded agayne into 
lii.partes, betwene his.in.ſonnes. 

Conſtantius reigned with his bꝛethꝛen, and after their 
deceaſſe. 24. peres. Jn maners he was indifferent ol na- 
tare vnapt to generacton,very temperate in lining. Ye 
made a law, that pheaſantes, t other like delicate meas 
tes, ſhould nat be vſed in feaſtes. it is ſaid, he did neuer 
ſpet.

truell toward the catholike biſhops, 

Athanaſius, whiche befo ze was baniſſhed: by the help 
of the yonger Conſtantine, that ruled Fraunce, was re⸗ 
oed agapne to his biſhopꝛike. But he taried not longe 
therin quiet. Fo2 the Arrians had infected Conſtantius 
empcrour of the eaſt,and cauſed him to expell Athanaſi⸗ 
us Againe from Alexandzia. 

The churche at this tyme was in myſerable ſtate and 
tondicion. Foz in euerp city were men of diuers ſectes, 
opinions and doctrines, whiche moſte infeſfly did perſe- 
cute eche other: and ſpecially the Arrias ſo furiouſly ras 
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fChtriſt. 
9 god, thatmanye commocious and frapes were made by zu 
them enen in the churches and houſes of pꝛaier, and net an. 


a fewe men llayne. Whiche ruffling and buſyneſſe alie⸗ 
nated many of the gentylles from the fayth, and cauſed 
them to returne to their idolatry. 

Dapo2,king of Perſee, waſted & ſpoiled Beſopotamia. 
C Pan cities in Aſia, and the Eaſt partes, were ouer- 
thꝛowen with earthquakes, 

Conſtans fought againſt the Danes and Harmacias, 
C Conſtantine, which ruled in Fraunce and Spain, be⸗ 
ing not contented with his pozcion of the emppꝛe, but de 
ſp2yng to be loꝛde ouer all, made warre againſt his bzo- 
ther Conſtans in Italpe, and was ſlayne of the ſouldi- 
ours, that his bother ſent to appeaſe his malice,nere to 
the citie Aquileia:wherby Conſtans alone obtepned the 
dominion of the weaſt. 

Arrius(whoſe miſchenous hereſie hadde cauſcd much 
ruſflyng in the churche) about this time finiſhed his life 
miſerably,anopding his guttes at his fundament,as he 
was dooing the nedes of nature, a little befoze he ſhould 
haue diſputed openly with the deuoute and greatclerke 
Alerander biſhop of Conftantinople. 

Matcedoneus, a pꝛieſt of Conſtantinople , taught, that 

p holy ghoſt was a creature, no god. Betwene this ma 
t one Paulus was great ſtrife, whether of them ſhould 


ſuccede Alexander in the biſhopꝛzike of Conſtantinople: 


ſo that Hermogenes maiſter of the chinalry was ſlain of 

the people, whan he came with the emperours auctozity 

to ſtabliſh Pacedone, whome the Arrians fauoured. 
Sapo2 king of/Perſee;vered the Chaiſtian people with 


Euſebius, being ozdepned biſhoppe of Conſtantinople 


by Conſtantius the emperour,fauoured the Arrians ex⸗ 


cedyngly:and cauſed a counſail to be holden at Antioch, 
there foz ſo much as the moꝛe part were Arrians, their 
doctrine was alowed,and vntuſt ſentece geuen againft 
Athanaſius,foz falſe accuſacions. | 5 
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An earthquake in diners places, and ſpecially in An- 
tloche, where it continued the ſpace of a whole peare. 

C Athanaſins fled to Conſtans emperoꝛ of the weaſt: ot 
whom he was gently receiued, and by his helpe reſtozed 
to his byſhopaike of Alexandzia. 

C A counſail was holden at Sardis: where. 300. biſhops 
app2oued the aces of Nicene counſaile. But the biſhops 
of the caſt refuſed to be in their companp,and aſſembled 
them at Philspolis: where they curſed the ſcntence of 
the fozfapd counſaile of Nicenc, 

Conſtantius had euill foꝛtune in his warres againſte 
the Perſians. Fo2 he encoũtred them in eight great bat- 
tales, in the which he was al way put to the woꝛſe: and 
in this pere, whan he had almoſt obtepned the victozie, 

and had them at a great vantage, by the fooliſh raſhenes 
of his ſouldioꝛs, he was put to flight, and conſtreigned 
to make a diſhonoꝛable peace, with loſſe of many great 
cities, as Singara, Btzadda; Amida, and Nicibis, 

C Conlkans,geupnghim to voluptie and pleaſure, was 
flaine in a citie named Helena, of his owne Duke Ma⸗ 
gnentius: whiche tooke on him imperiall auctozitie at 
Auguſta in Fraunce. 

¶ Conſtantius in the eaſt hearing of the death of his be 
ther, pzepared fo2 warre againſt Magnentius, and oz⸗ 
depned Gallus his kynſeman lieutenant in the eaſt par⸗ 
tes, where he pꝛactiſed great crueltie. 

¶ Conſtantius pet ones agayne, by the ercityng of the 
Artans, did perſecute Athanaſius, anddzoue hym from 
Alerandzia. * | 

C Bꝛitannion, an aunttent tapitaine, was named em- 
pero in a commocton of the people of Illiria. 

¶ In like maner Neopotianus was choſen empero: at 
Rome in a ſeditious conſpiracie of p fouldio2s:and was 
ſlain by the treaſon of Heraclides, who fauoꝛed Bagne- 
tins, which vſarped impertill auctozitic in Fraunce, 
Butannion, leauing of his purple and other imperial 
inſignes, ſubmitted himſelke to Conſtantius the empe⸗ 


tour, and deſpzed pardon: which he eaſyly obteined, and

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was reteined with greatfagour and gentlenes. 
C'PÞagnencivs,gong with an armye againſt Conſtan- 
cius, committed the tuician-of France to his bzother De 
centius;andat.Yurſa was vanquiſhed and put to ſligbt 
In 5 batail were flain 54009-fighting men;wherby the 
puiſance of the Woman empire was ſoze appaired. 
¶ Pagnentiys was diſcomſited and ouerthzowen the ſe 
cond time: thertoꝛe in a furious rage 02 madnes woun 
ded his bzother Defiderius,flue many of his fredes,and 
laſtly killed him ſelfe with his owne weapon, His other 
b:zqther Decentius did hang him ſelfo at Senonz. ] - 

Photinus denied the diuinitie of 'Chaifte,and taughte 
that he was not befoze the carnal coception of our lady. 

Acounſail was aſſembled at Sirmium: where the ſaid 
berefie of Photine was condemned. 
Gallus, with great tyzannie oppzeſſed the Jewes and 
flue of them many thonſandes. He burned alſo Diocgla- 
ria, Lyberiadis,+Dioſpolis, with diuers other tounes. 
Whexfpze Conſtancius the emperour depꝛiued hym of 
al auctszity,and after he had baniched him,commanded 
his head to be ſtriken of. 

Condoundus and Uademarus,kynges of Almapne, 
walled the boꝛders of Fraunce.

1100, Romans, which by law of ar 
mes ſerued the Almains. Nere to Argentine he vtterlpe 
vanquthed the whole power of the Almains: and after 
5ᷣ great victozy, was of the ſouldioꝛs called empero2 and 
Auguſtus: wherwith Töſtantius was greuouſly diſplea 
fed,x commãded him by ambaſſado2s torefufe thoſe na- 
mes, which were pzofercd to him by the ſouldiours. 
C Uictos2inus,the Rhetozician,andDonatus the Gram 
marian, were kamous. 
¶ Thꝛough out Aſia and Pont was a great continuall 
earthquake. The emperour vanquiſhed the Harmaciũs, 
and the people called Nuadt, 
¶ a cbunſail was aembled at Arminium, in the which 
rob. bilhops of the well eſtabliſhed the coũſail of Ricens 
But the Arrians would nat agree thereto.

¶ Julian, being conſtreined of the ſouldiozs at Paris in 
France, toke on him the name of Auguſtus and impe⸗ 
rtall auctozit ie. 

Conſtantius de paxted out of this life: in a citie called 
Gopſocrts, betwerte Cilicia and Cappadocia. 

¶ Jultan ſucceded Conſtauttus in the empire, t reigned 
li.peres, ht was but of forall ſtature/ of wyt apt to lear- 
ning; eloquence : knowlege of ſcienees. In many poin⸗ 
tes he was eſtemed like to Titus: in ſutceſſe of warre t 
marttall pzoweſſe he was copared to Traian: in cleme- 
tie + getleneſſe ts Antonine, in moderation t temperate 
ſobernelle toAurelins:t in ſtudic of. good letters cut to 
þ chief philoſophers. Wha he was pong, he ſe pzofited 
in chziſten lerningythat he read ope niy holp ſcripture in 
Ficomedia. But after, by the counſaile « copany of Lt- 
danus the Nhetozician, he feli againe to the idolatt ie of 
the Pagans, and is therfoze talled Apolata,y is, one p 
fozſaketh his pꝛoteſſlon. He did nat perſecute-y chuſtiãs 
With ſo open crueltie as other patnces had done, but ab- 
ſtelned from bloodſhed, Fendeno2ed by craſtie means to 
withdꝛaw them from their belefe 5aduguncing theim to 
hongur and dignitie, whiche #pd fazſaks Chaiſt:andlea-

Julian gaue com:mandeinent,that Ch:iſtia men ſhuld 
not be traded and bꝛoug ite vp in the knowlage of good 
letters,ſaiyng, that he and his adherentes piloſophiers 
were wounded with their owne feathers. De opened a⸗ 
gaine the temples of idolles. 
¶ Athanaſius, whiche was roturned from baniſhment 
to Alerand2ia,by the interceſſion of ſouthſaiers and Nt- 
cromantiars, was by Julian erpelled again fro the city, 
C Julian, And the Jewes,endeuoured to builde againc 
the temple of Hieruſalem in diſpite of the chaſtians: but 
they were pꝛohibited, and letted of god with tempeſtes, 


- wpndes,lyghtnynges and earthquakes: by the whiche 


many of them were llaine, and their woozke deſtroted, 

C Julian, goyng againft the Perſians, ſpoyled Afſp2ia, 
and conquered many tounes and cities. And at lengthe 
pꝛeaſyng raſhely into battail among his enemies, was 
flaine. At whiche tyme(as it s witten) whan he had re⸗ 
cetued his deathes wounde;he taking hys hande full of 
bloude,and taſtynge it into the avze, ſuped in this wwiſe: 
Vici ſti Galilee, that is, O thou man of Galilei, thou haſt 
the vpper hande, meanyng of Chuſt, whom he called al- 
wap Galtleus. 


* © Junian(a godly man, which had ſuffered gret repꝛoch 


fo; the faith of Chaiſt in the tyme ot Julian, was choſen 
emperour of the ſouldiours in their ertreme neceſſitye, 
who refuſed that auctozttie a good ſpate, ſalyng, that he 
being a ch2iſtian coulde not be goucrnonr of Paganes 
and infidelles, at which time the whole hoſtes with one 
vopte cried, we be chꝛziſtians, and foꝛſake vtterly our ido 
latry.

In the time of Theodotius, a child was boꝛn in Pale- 
ſtine, being deuided from p nauel vp ward as it wer into 
two bodies, euery part hauing al ſenſes + perfect mem⸗ 
bzes of a man. Whan the one did eate, the other did not, 
ſomtimes the one plated with the other, as it were two 
childzen: The one part liued foure daies after the other, 

Theodotiu; vanquiſhed and toke Eugentus the trat- 
tour, and commanded him to be put to death. 

Abzogaſtes kolled him ſelfe with his owne weapon. 

Joannes Anachazita was famous. He hadde the gifte 
of pꝛophecie. 

Auguſtine the moſt kamous and lerned doctoz of Chzi⸗ 
ſtes churche was biſhop of Hippone a city in Akrike. 

This man was of ſuch excellent wit, that in his childe⸗ 
bode he learned al the liberall ſctences, without any in⸗ 
ſtructoꝛ:ꝭ in all partes of philoſophie was wonderfully 
learned. At the beginning he fauozed the opinions of the 
which be called Maniches. but by the continual pꝛaier of 
his good mother, Monica: t᷑ the perſwaſion of holy ſaint 
A-nb2oſe he was conuerted to the true faith.

Conſtantius, a man of no eſtimation oꝛ digmitye, no: 
hauing any vertue woozthy a noble man, foꝛ the onelpe 
hope of his name, was made emperour of the ſouldiours 
in Bꝛitaine. This man paſſed into Galliato quicte the 
Barbarous people, that waſted that contrey:but he pze- 
uapled nothing againſt them. 

Conſtantine, ſent his ſonne Conſtans into Spaine; a⸗ 
gainſt two noble men Dindimus + Merimanus, whiche 

kept the ſtreightes of the moũtains called yꝛenei, both 
againſt him and the Barbarous people. 

Arcadius, emperour of the eaſte, departed out of thys 
life at Conſtantinople. He befo:e his death oꝛdeined 30 
dericus kyng of Perfians to be goucrnour of his yonge 
ſonne, and defcndour of the empyꝛe. 

Theodotius, ſurnamed the ponger, being vet a chtld, 
was made emperour after his father and reigned in the 
eaſt. Df maners he was indifferent, but very negligent 
in things perteining to the common weale. In ſo muche 
that he would ſubſcribe,and ſigne bils of requeſt, which 
he neuer ſaw,no2 knew what was contetned in the, wht 
che negligẽce his ſiſter Pulcheria rebuked in this maner 
cauſing him after his facion to ſubſcribe to a byll, in the 
which was deſyred the perpetuall bondage of his wyfe 
Eudorta, whom he loued entierly: wherwithhe being a⸗ 

'baſhcd,and ſhewing a paire of redde chekes, ceaſed to be 
ſo negligent in matters perteining to þ weale publike. 
.. The Uandales beyng chaſed of the Cothes went out 
of France into Spapne. | 

Attalus affecting the empire in Rome, was immediat 
lybzought in ſubiection. 

Stillico, contrarye to the league whyche was made 
with the Gothes, vpon eaſter day, wha foz religion they 
abſteined from al labour, and fearynge no enemies, had 
caſt of they armour:ſente agapnſt theim a Jew named 
Saul, with a company of ſouldiours. Who comynge ſo⸗ 
deinly vpon the ſaid Gothes, ſlue of them a great num⸗ 
bꝛe: with which inlurie the ir king Alaricus bepng irri⸗ 
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lico, in his fury turned his whole power againſt the city 
of Rome which ſhoꝛtly after he toke. And whan he had 
ſpoiled it, by the ſpacc ot᷑.3. dais, departed:and toke with 
him Placidia the emperours ſyſter, whom after he gaue 
in mariage to Ataulphus his kinſman. 

Nowe was the treaſon of Stillico detected, whiche he 
had of longe time diſſimuled and kept cloſe:and he ther? 
foze was beheaded, with his ſonne Eucherius. 

At this time the Koinan emppꝛe, the fourth Monarchy 
of the wo2ld, which had of long time flouriſhed beganne 
firſt to decline, which hapned from the beginning of the 
citp.1153,after the kinges were erpelled 919. peres. 

Honoꝛius the emperour ſent a noble man of Nome, na 
med Conſtantius, with an armpe againſt Conſtantine, 
which was choſen emperour inBaitatne,and was now 
in France; whom he eaſily vanqunſhed,and cauſed to be 
lla ne. 

Conſtans, the ſonne of Conſtantine , who was ſente 
into Spaine, was mürdered of his owne duke Geronti⸗ 
us: wherbp Honoꝛius recouered to his dominion both þ

Heros a holy man, was by the furye of the people put 
from his biſhopꝛpke of Oꝛliaunce, and Patroclus oꝛdei 
ned in his plate.

C )5onifacins;befoze mentioned, was famous + in gret 
auctoꝛitie in Afrike,ſo that his power was ſuſpected of 
Ualentintan the emperour. Who therfoze ſent agapnſt 
hym two Komaine capitaines, Mauoꝛtius and Galbio, 
which both wer of Bonifatius vanquiſhed. Than was 
that war committed to a Duke, named Stgiſuldus, whi 
che ſomwhat pzeuailed,tx abated the power of Boniface 
;lvbg miſtruſting his own ſtregth, entiſed the Mandales 
out af Spain, into Afrike;which at their comming ſpoy- 
led the tountrey of Pauritantia + Afrike with great cru- 
elty,of which tyꝛannie ſainct Auguſtine complaineth. 
C Neltozius,byſhop of Conſtantinople, endeuoured to 
bainge into the churche a new herefie: teaching; that the

¶ The Scots x Picts pet ones again entredthe land ol 
Bzitaine, and ſpoiled the counttep, and chaſed the com⸗ 
mons ſo cruellp, that thei were altogether comkoꝛtleſſe, 
and bꝛauggt to ſuche miſery, that eche robbed and ſpoy⸗ 
led other. + ouer this, theground was vntilled: whereof 
enſued great ſcarcity and hunger and after hunger deth. 
In this neceſſity thei ſent fo2 aid to Aetius the Komain 
tapitain, being than occupied in wars in a part of Frice 
But they had na comt̃oꝛt at his hand. And therfoꝛc were 
fozted to ſend ambaſſade to Aldzoenus king of little Bai 
tain, to deſire aide and comfogt: which they obtcyned, on 
condicion,that if thep atchiued the victozy,Conſtantine 
his bꝛother ſhould be ozdeined king of gret Bzitain, foz 
to that day they had no gouernour. Which thyng ol the 
. ambaTadours being granted, the ſaide.Conſtaiitint gas 
thered a company of ſouldio2s, and went fozth with the. 
whan he had manfuliyt vanquiſhed their enemies, and 
obteined the victozp:actoꝛding to pꝛomiſe made, he was 
oꝛdeined their king, and guided thys land. r. peres, with 
ſuch manbode and polici, that he kept it in quietnes, and 
fcom danger of ſtrange enemies.

¶ Chudericus was agayne reſtozed to hys regalitye in 
Frante: and ſoone after ſubdued a Saxon pztuce named 
Onager, and conquered the city of Ozliance: x paſſing 
ouer the ryuer of Ley;,ſubducd to his ſigno;ic the coun- 


trep ot Angeo and Paine. 
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Oꝛtiger obteined again p kingdom of great Bꝛi⸗ 
tain, t reigned after this time. 9.peres:but ſtozulp 
after, Hẽgiſtus (which was chaſed of Uoꝛtimer into the 
tle of Thanet) perced the lad wa nübze of Saxones: but 
whihe herd of the great aſſcble p the Bꝛitains made a- 
gaiſt hi, he treated foz peace, which in fine was cocluded 
Romanus, a ſenatour of Rome, affected Ly pꝛiup mea 
nes the emppꝛe, and was therkoꝛe beheaded. 
C aſper like wiſe at Conſtantinople laid pꝛiup wapte to 


lea the emperour Leo, and named his ſon Cæſar: which

treaſon being detected, he and his ſon, were put to deth, 
CGenſericus,kyng of the Uandales, endeuoured ones 
againe to inuade Italp:but he was dztucn backe of Ba⸗ 
filicus a Romain capitaine, and conſtreigned, with dyls 
woꝛſhpp to returne to Afrike, whens he came. 
¶ Ualamir and Theodomir, kings of the Oſtrogothes, 
bzeaking into Illiria, and waſting that countrep, ceaſed 
not vntill the emperour Leo had granted to them Bun⸗ 
gary and Peſia'to inhabite, and tooke of them Theodo⸗ 
ricus, the ponge ſonne of Theodomir fo; oſtage. 

Leo ſent Olpmbzias to depoſe Anthemius emperoz of 
Uome, foꝛ diſcoꝛde that had bene of longe time betwene 


him and his kinſman Richomir. 


C Richomirflew Anthemius in Rome, after whom O⸗ 


47 7 jymbꝛias gouerned the emppze. vii. monethes. 
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¶ At Kauenna, the ſould{ozs named Clicerius to be em 


perour of Rome. 8 4 


C Lhe Saxones in Buitatne, by pꝛlup gyle and treaſon 
gotte the king Uoztiger into their handes, and kept him 


us pꝛiſoner anv by that meanes conſtreigned the king to 


graut vnto them thꝛe countreys in the lands ol Bꝛitain 


(that is to ſap) nent, Huſter, Suff. Nozth. Than Hens 
Ty gilt be- 
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Sarones,to bewelde the other pzouinces,ſho2tely after 
mad? war vppon the Bzitains,and ſo chaſed them, that 
he kept his kingdom of Kent in peace war. 2 4 peres. 
¶ Uoꝛtiger fled into Males, and there builded a Caſtel 
of whiche building and impediment of the ſame, and of 
his Pꝛophete Barlyne,the common voyce of the people 
ſpeaketh many thinges, 

CConrannus ktoꝛ ſo much as the childzen of his bꝛother 
Congallus were but yonge, was oꝛdeined king of Scot 
tes, and guided them in good peace andquietnes along 
ſpace:but at the laſte he was llayne fo2 ertoꝛcion, that 
Tomſet his chauncellour vſed in his name. 


¶ Repos a ſenatour, depoſed Clicerius from the imperi 4 


all auctonty, and tauſpng hym to bee oꝛdepned biſhop of 
Solonz,acitye of Dalmatie, by fozce was made Empe⸗ 
rour of Rome, to the great vnquietneſſe of Italy, 

Leo emperour of Conſtantinople, departed out of this 
life. After whom Zenon was aduãced to the gouernace 
of the weaſt empyꝛe. This Zenon was a man of vnkno 
wen birth, no leſſe ilkauoured and defourmed in maners 
than in viſage and countinance, He reigned. rin. yercs, 
not as an emperonr, but like a cruell tyꝛanne. 

C Þeroſas;kynge of Perſſans, was vangniched in bat⸗ 
talle, and chaſed of tertapne of the Hunnes, which were 
ſparkcled into thoſe partes, 

Wile Zenon was abſent from Conſtantinople, Ucr 
rina his wyues mother aduanced Baſilicus hir bother, 
to the impertall dignitic: whergf whan Tenon had wit⸗ 
tyng,he fledde into his countrey Jſaurta, purpoſyng io 
leade more a pzpyate lyfe. But ſhoꝛtly after beyngreſto 
red to the empy2e,he'eriled Baſilicus, with his ſonne to 
Lemnis, where they both were famiſhed to death. 

C epos, emperoꝛ of Ro ne, ſent a capitain, named O⸗ 
reltez,to defende the partes of Gallia, fro n the incurfi- 
ons of the wiligothes: who tommynge to Kauenna, by 
treaſon aduancedhisſonne Auguttulus tothe imperial 
crdune; whereof whan Hepos had knowlage, he fled to 
Dylmatia. Than 
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C Cban O2eftes, with his ſon Auguſtulꝰ, made league 3% *= 


and bonde of frendſhip with the Uandales, which ruled 
Afcike: thinking that if thei were his frendes, he ſhould 
polleſſe the Gmpire in quiete. But whyle he feared the 
ſouth, a greater ſtozme and tempeſt came fromthe n6gth 

Foz the Barbarous people called Heruli, and the Tus 
ringes, with their capitain ©doacer,bzeaking into Ita 
ly,flew the ſaid Oꝛeſtes, and waſted the countrey moze 
cruelly than any had doone befoze this tyme.And at the 
citicof Rome this Ddoacer toke on hym the ir perpall 
crowne,and reigned as emperour of Italp.xv.peres. 

Chan had the Barbarous people the dominion almofF 
of al the emppꝛe. x 

The wiſigothes ruled in Spain, the aleines in Guian 
and Gaſcoyvn, the Frenchmen in the reſidue of France: 
in Affeike the Mandales, the @aroncs in Bzitapne, the 
Oſtrogothes im Pyle and Hungarp, in Jtaly and in the 
cityof Rome Yerubcs and Turinges, onely the name of 
the empyꝛe remained with Z enon in the eaſt. 
C Toe Lumbardes, with their king Andopn, began firtt 
to inhabit þ contrey nere to þ riuer Dunake dz Danube. 
C Aurely ſurnamed Ambzoſe,and Uter the bꝛethern of 
Conſtant, kynge of Bꝛitaine, whiche was flapne by the 
treaſon of Uoztiger,landed with a naup of ſhips at Tot 


nes:and by the help of Bꝛitains which gathered to them 


in al haſt, made war vpon Uoztiger,and burned him in 
his caftel in. Wales, where he kept him fo2 his moſt ſure 
defence. 


Urelius Ambꝛoſe was e deined king of Bzitains: 


whiche imme diatly ſpedde him with an armye tos 
ward Pozke,againlt Octa ſonne of Hengiſt, whi⸗ 
che with his Sarones kept that city, where he diſconiſi⸗ 
ted and toke pꝛyſoner the ſaid Octa. 
C The hiſtoꝛpe of Scotlande ſaith, that the Pictes and 
Stottes were alied with this Ambzoſe, and made theim 
partakers and chiete doers, in all the victozies, that the 
Bꝛytaines atebieued againſt the Sarones. 
2 — named Hella with his $hzee du nn a ow 
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bꝛitains i chaſed many of the into deſerts + woods, ⁊ ſub 
ded þ contreis of Southerap, Somerſct, Deuonchiere, 
v2nwail,t was called p kingdom of South &arones. 
Zeno made league with the Aandales, without pꝛe⸗ 


Clo doueus was made king ot France, after his father 4445 
Childzike, and reigned . xcx.peres. In his time he made 
war againſt the Almaines and Burgonions, and ouer⸗ 
tame them in battaile. De was the firſt chziſtened kynge 
of Fraunte, and was alſo called Clodoueus Lowys, 
Theodoꝛicus, king of the Oſtrogothes, bepng entierly 
loued of Zenon the empero2 was made conſul of Rome 
Honoꝛicus, king of the Uandales in Afrike, being in⸗ 4447 
fected with the hereſie of Arrius did perſecute the Chzi⸗ 
ſtian people, and baniſhed. 4. catholike biſhops, 
Theodoꝛicus king of the Oſtrogothes, obteined of Ze 4. 4.50 
non the dominion of Italy. And therfoze ſped him wyth 
all haſt againſt Odoacer and his people, whiche by foze 
dyd withholde that countrey from the Emppꝛe. By the 
wap he vanquyſihed Strapula kyng of Geppdes, and o⸗ 
ther enemies that made warre vpon him in his tourney. 
¶ Nere to the riuer Soncius the ſaid Thcodoꝛich put to 
fight and chaſed Ddoacer and his haſte: and like wiſe a⸗ 
gayne in a nother bataile at Uerona.-- 
¶ Cabades, king ot the Perſians, publiſhed a law, that 4 4.52 
women chuld be comon to al me, which to their pleaſure 
mold abuſe them. Fo2 the which law he was depoſed of 
his own people(not ſuſte:ning the impiety therof) + caſt 
in pꝛiſõ:in whoſe place Zambaſes was choſe to be king. 
C Odoacer,being ouercome in battaileof Ahcodozch, 
fled to Romezand founde the gates ſhutte agaynſt him: 
wHerwith he bepng ſoꝛe greeued, ſpopled with ſwoo2de 
and fp2e as muche of the countrep lipnge aboute , as he 
mpghtco ne to, Thens he fledde to Rauenna, where he 
was beſteged of Theodoziche the ſpace of 3. peres. 
C In the meane tyme Gundabalde, kynge of Burgoyn 
entred into Italp, and cruelipe robbyng and deſtroying 
many, 
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many rlehe eities, returned home, luſth great ſpoſle,and 


— with him a great numbꝛe of pziſoners, 

¶ Clodoueus, kynge of Fraunce,toke in mariage Cro⸗ 
thilde, a maiden ol excellent fauour and beautie, whiche 
was right inheritour to a great part of Burgopne, and 
neece to Gundabalde than king: / which Gundabalde by 
treaſon hay murdered his own bꝛother, the father of the 
fozenamed Czothild. Foz which cauſe was after arrered 
deadly war betwene Clodouep t the king of Burgopn. 
¶ The kingdom of the E aſt Sarones began in Bzitain 
vnder a Duke named Utta: the kingdome wherof contei 
ned Noztff.and Suff, the kynges of that lozdſhippe wer 
called VWffpnes great murder + veracion of the 1Bzttains 
was at the entring of theſe Sarones. 

C Odoacer, whiche was beſieged at Kanenna,being ca 
ſtreigned with gret ſcarcity 4 hunger,yelded to Theodo 
rich: by whom hoth he + his ſon was after pur to death. 


¶ Theodozich, whan he had vanquiſhed ©doacer , was 


teteturd into Rome ol all the Senate and people wyth 
much myꝛth and gladneſſe, and reygned as loꝛde of Jta- 
lp. i. peres, he was very dcſirous of peace and quietnes 
and ſo p2ofitable to all Atalpe, and therwith ſo benigne 
gentil and moderate a pꝛince, that Rome had neuer abet 


ter gouernour choſen among the ancient Tenatozs then 


was this Barbarous kinge, hauyng his pꝛogenie of the 


' rude peaple ot the Gothes, he gaue much to the church, x 


large ſtipendes ta pzeachers and miniſters of the wo2de 
of god. But pet he fauoared the hereſie of Arrius, as all 


other Gothes did. 


¶ Zenon ended both his life and reigne at Conſtantins 
ple, atter wh3 Anaſtatius obteined the imperial craune 
which might be numbꝛed among the good Emperours, 
ir he had not bene coꝛrupted with the hereſie of Eutices 
wherby he became odions to the true chꝛiſans, and per 
ſecuted ſomewhat the catholike biſhops, 

C<Zabades,kvng ofthe Perũans, th:ough the diligent 
labour of his wife, was deliuered out of pꝛyſon: And by 
the helpꝛ ar the Hunnes, beyng reſtozed to his regality, 
made 
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mia, and toke the citie Amida, 

¶ Theodozich, whan he had Laine Odoacer, gaue inha- 
bitance to his people, talled Heruli, in a parte of Ztalye 
nere to the Alpes. 

Anaſtatins in the caſt recouered again the city Amida, 
v was taken of the Perſians, + made peace fo2.7. peres. 
C There hapned a great tumult and difcencton, and al- 
molt a ciuil warre in Rome,fo2 the election of @ymma- 
chus their biſhop:in the whiche many mon were ſlayne, 
This diſcention was quteted by Theodoꝛich. 
Tranſamundus kyng of Vandales,in Akrike, baniſhed 
220, biſhops, foꝛ that they reſiſted the hereſie of Arrius. 
C Olpmpius, an Arrian, blaipheming the trinitie was 
ſodenly ſtriken with lightning. 

In the end of the reign of Aurelp, the king of Baitatn, 
Paſcentius,the pongeſt ſon of Uo2tiger, who fo2 feare 


' of Aurelius fied into Jrelande,inuaded this land with a 


gret army:at which ſeaſd Aurelius was flick at Winches 
ffer, s therfoze ſet his bzother Uter to refill the malice of 
Paſcetius, he ouercam his enemies, ⁊ in the flight bew 


Paſc*tius E Guillamour king of Jreland. In the meane 


time Aurelius died (as ſome wzite)by foꝛce of popſon. 
Ter, ſurnamed Pendꝛagon, was crouned king ef 
Baitaine,and reigned. rvi.peres. De was enamo 
red vpon the Dukes wife of Coꝛne wall, and to obtapns 
his vnleful luſt, made war vpon her huſbande Garolus, 
and lle w him in battail. 
¶ Clodoucus, king of France, warred againſt the Bur⸗ 
gontons, and annered to his lozdſhip all the townes and 
cities, lipng betwene the riuer of Leyz and Sepne. 
¶ Theodoꝛicus, comming from Rauenna to Uome, che 
wed him ſelfe very gentill, pleaſant and liberall toward 
the people, Fo; he gaue great plenty of coꝛn, and repai⸗ 
red many ruinous plates, not onely in Rome, but in all 
Italy, whiche were deſtroied with the irrupcions of the 
barbarous people, and redeemed alſo a wonderfull mul⸗ 
titude of captiues, with his owne treaſure, 
T Clodo⸗ 


— Bri- made warre vpon the people of Armenia and Peſopota- — 
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pꝛaier made to Thaiſt(who Trothilde his wife did wo2- 
thip)he vowed, p if he might eſcape that danger, t obtain 
the victozy,he wolde be baptiſed, and receiue the faith of 
Chailt. Aftcr which victozy obtcined,acco2ding to his pe 
ticion he returned into France, and was baptiſed of the 
holy man Remigius, with a great part of his people. 
¶ Theodoꝛicus, to the intent he might liue in quiete, en 
treated meanes of Affinitie wyth dpuers of the Barba⸗ 
rous pꝛintes. He toke to wife the daughter of Clodouep 
kyng ot Fraunce. e gaue his ſyſter to Honozicus king 
of UAandalcs, one of his daughters he maried to the king 
of the wiligothes, and the other to the king of Burgoin. 
C Anaſtatius the emperour builded a citie in Peſopota⸗ 
mla, that was called after his name Anaſtatia. He wal- 
led alſo the city ol Armenia named Theodoſia, 
Clodoueus made wax vpon Alaricus king of the wiſt- 
gothes in Spain, pꝛetẽding this only cauſe, that he was 
an heretike of the ſect of Arrius, x had of him p victoꝛpe. 
And was therfoze pꝛeſented from p emperoꝛ Anaſtatius 
W great gifts of pꝛice honour. And alſo admitted foz a 
tõſul of Rome, which was at that time a dignity of moſt 
horid;z, Fo2 enuy wherof,+ becauſe he had warred on the 
willgothes, both enmity and crucll war was reared be- 
twene Theodoꝛzich king of Jtaly,x+ Clodoucy of Frace. 
C Theodoꝛich, the ſonne of Clodouey ſubdued the Albi- 
enſes, Kuthenes,and Auernes:he coquered alſo Gaſco 
ny and Tolous, and ſubdued them to the Frenchmen. 
Uitellianus, a capitain of the Romans, arrered a gret x

¶ Clodouep, king ot Fraunte, departed out of this life, 
leuyng after him. iti. ſonnes, betene whom the lande 
was thus deuided: the eldeſt ſonne Cladompze was ap⸗ 
poincted to the loꝛdſhpyp ot Oꝛliance: Thcodozich to Au 
fkracy:to Childebert was geuen the csuntrey about Pa 
ris:to Lothapze Sopſons.

39. peres, and augmẽted it hondurably, and 
cauſed the lawes ciuile, which wer diſpercled in infinite 
volumes, to be reduced into kiftie bookes, called the dige 
ſtes:t cauſed to be made. 4. bookes of Inſtitutes, x lpke⸗ 
wiſe þ Code, cõteining þ decrees of emperoꝛs: although 
he him ſelfknew no letters He was an excellent pzince, 
if he had not bene coꝛrupted with the hereſie of Cuticcs, 
I thinke this man in nothing mozc happy, tha in that 
he had in his time. it. noble and valtant capitaines that 
is Belltzart? and Narſes,by whoſe vertue and marciall 
knighthode he vtterly ertinguiſhed the power of the Go 
thes and other Barbarons people, which of longe tyme 
polleCed the landes of the empyze.

Amalaſiuntha, quene of the Dirogothes,and gouer- 15 
a nour of Jtaly,after the death of her ſonne Athalaricus, 
choſe her kinſnã Theodotas to be with her partaker of 
the kyngdom. This Theodotus was a man of little to- 
wardnelle,haninga fcowarde and vngracious mynde.

Bellizarius was recciucd into Rome, and the Gothes 
expelled. 
¶ Conſtantianus, one of the capitains vnder Bellizariꝰ 
retouered krom the Gothes Delmatia and Liburma, 
Childbert, Clodomir,# Lothapꝛe, kings of Frace,made 
ſharp war vp6 Sigtſinund king of Burgoin:in p which 
Clodomir was ſlain. But p other bzetherne mainteined 
the war in ſuch wiſe, that they toke Sygiſmund,w hys 
wife 4 childzen,tobteined the poꝛcion of Burgoin, wht 
che by inheritance was dewe to their mother Clotylde, 
C Uitigis,liynge of the Gothes , compaſſed the citye of 
Kome with a harde + dangerous ſiege, by meane where 
of was famine and ſcarcitie in Rome. 

Arthur, the Bꝛitain, whan after manp and diuers bat 
tailes, he had ſet his lande in ſome quietneſſe, he betoke 
the rule therof to his neuew Poꝛdꝛed, and with a chaſer 


_ army(as ſayeth Galfride and other) ſailed into France: 


where be did meruaylousthynges,and vanquiſhed Lus 

fius Pybertus,the Romaine capitaine, which thing ſe- 

meth not to agree with other hiſtoꝛies. 

CChildebert king of midle Fraunce, hearyng, that Al- 

maricꝰ king of the wiſigothes in Spain, miſſe intreated 

his ſiſter, made war vpon him, toke the city of Tolet:x 

laffly him ſubdued, t ſet his ſiſter in her foꝛmer eſtate. 

¶ Uitigis ſent ambaſade to Coſroes, king of Perſians, 

willing him to make warre vpon the Romain empire. 
The kings of France warred againft the Miſigothes 


in Spain, and conſtreigned them by fozce to fozſweare 


the hercſie of Arrius, t imbꝛate the true faith of Chꝛiſt. 
Che feaſt of the purification of our lady was firſt oʒ⸗ 
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deined fo2 a great peſtilẽce Þ reigned at Cöſtantinople. 

Syluerins,biſhop of Nome, foz enupe was baniſhed 
of Theodoza the empzelle, 

After that 1Bellizartus had receiued newe ayde into 
Rome, from the empcro2, Uitigis the Gothe,lefte the 
ſieg?, and made league foꝛ.iiii.monethes. 

C albopnus, kyng of Lumbardie, kept deadly warre a 
gainſte the Gepides, whome he diſcomkited and put to 
ſlight, and flew in batailc their kyng Commundus, and 
of his ſculle made a mazar, which he vſed euer after in 
his bankettes. After whiche tyme the Gepides had no 
kyng oaer them, but were partly confounded with the 
Lumbardes,partly ſubiect to the Bauares. 
¶ The Bunnes inaaded Curope,t ſpoyled the contrey 
even to )5y3zance:they deſtroyed p citie Potidea, ⁊ retur 
ning to their contrey tokewith them. 120000, paſoners, 
Germanus,the Romain deputie, ſubdued Stoza, wht- 
che rebelled agapne in Akrike. 

Millain, with diuers noble cities, foꝛzſakpng the Go⸗ 
thes, pelded to Bellizarius. 

The Gothes beſieged Ariminũ, and wer dziuen from 
thens by the policie of Bellizartus, 

Millaine was agayne yelded to the Gothes, 

Caſroes, kyng of Perſians, bꝛeakyng his league, war⸗ 
red vppon the pꝛouinces of the empire, and tooke the ci⸗ 
tie of Antioche. 

CVBellizarius by knightly foꝛce ſubdued Rauenna,and 
toke Uitigis king of Gothes,and bꝛought him to Tons 
ſtantinople to the emperoꝛ, the.v.vere after he beganne 
to make warre in Italie: After whiche tyme Fo2tune 
chaunged her copie, and the Gothes, bꝛ the negligence 
of the Romain capitains, with wonderous ſucceſſe, had 
alway the vpper hande. 

Moꝛdꝛed, whiche had the gonernance of 15:itayn , in 
the abſence of Arthur, by treaſon was crowned kyng, 
thꝛough the healpe of Cerdicus kynx of welt Sacons. 
Ot which treaſon whan relation cam to Arthur,beyng 
chan in France, with all haſte he made into Bzitapne:

ſtrong battaples, in the which many noble and valiant 
knightes periſhed: and laſtly in a battaple ſoughten be⸗ 
ſpde Glaſtenbury, Poꝛdꝛed was llain, ᷑ Arthur woun⸗ 
ded vnts death. 

The Scottes ſay that this Poꝛdꝛed was kyng of Pi⸗ 
ctes, and that Arthur was ſlapn in battail,the Bz1tains 
diſcomfited,and Guanoza the queene taken pꝛiſoner by 

| the Scottes with great ſpayle. 

543 Onſtantine, kinſman to Arthur, by aſſent ef the! 
Baitains, was o2deined king of Bzitain, and rei⸗ 
gned. uii.peres. This man was by the two ſonnes 

of Moꝛdꝛed greuouſly vered, fo2 thep claimed the lande 
by the right ot their father, ſo that betwene them was 
foughten ſundꝛp battaples:in the which laſtly the twoo 
bꝛethren were vanquiſhed and ſlayne. 
Glldas the enghiſhemanFfiouriſhed in the tywe of this 
Conſtantine, 
4505 544 Ildouadus was choſen king of the Eothes in Jtaly,t 2 
n reigned. tt, peres, he ſubdued againe to his lo2dſhip, all 
the countrep of Uenece, and the lande lpeng betwene 
the riuer o, oʒ Padus, and the Alpes. He ouercame in 
battaile Uitalis the Romain capitain, and ice of his 
ſouldidꝛs a multitude. 

Bellizatiꝰ was made capitain againſt p Perſias, which 

b:eaking their league, warred vpon y pꝛouinces of the 

empire:the citie Siſauranum was pelded, with others. 

Ildouadus put to death a noble man of the Gothes, 3 
named Urayas: Foz enuy wherof he was ſlapne of his 
owne men: and one Ardaricus choſen kyng in his place 
who reigned onelp. v.moncthcs. 

Aurelius Conanus,a Bzitayn,arreared moztall war 
againft Conſtantine the kyng: and after ſoꝛe fight flew 
hym in the fielde, whan he had reigned. iti. peres. 

) $505 | 567 A -Urelins Conanus, was crouncd king of Baitain 

—_ he was noble, hardy, and ther with very liberall. 

But he was a man, that cheriſhed ſuche as loued 


frife and diſcencion within his realme, and gaue light 
| credence 
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w2onge. He toke by ſtrength his vncle, which was right 
heir to the croun:t died whan he had reigned in. peres. 

Totilas, a puiſant and valiant warriour, was choſen 
kyng of the Gothes in Italp, and reigned. 11. peres. He 
was not only mighty in armes, but alls benigne, gentil 
and ſhewed great kauour to theym, that were by him o⸗ 
uerco:mc, wherby he ſubdued moze tha by dint of ſwoꝛd. 
By knightly foꝛce and policy he vãquiſhed the Romans 
and toke in battail al the imperiall inſignes. 
¶ The kingdome of Nozthumberiande beganne firſt in 
452itain under a Saron named Ida. This lozdſhip was 
firſt deuided into. 2. Kingdoms, p one was called Depra, 
which contcined p land frõ Hübꝛe to Tine: p other Bꝛe 
nitia, which included p contrey from Tine to the Scot⸗ 
tiſh ſea. After this day y Butans diſcreſed daily in lozd- 
chip and rule, and dꝛe w them toward Males, ſo that the 
contrep about Cheſter was the chiefe of the loꝛdſhip. 

Totilas the Gothe ſabdned Bꝛutia, Calabzia, Apulia 
and Lucania:ye vangniſched and tooke Demetrius the 
Roman capitain, + recouercd again the citie of Naples, 

Oztipozius, the ſonne of Tonanus was ozdepned 
kyng of Bzitain, of whom is litle memoꝛp left, ſa⸗ 

ning that Gupdo teſtifieth him to be a vidonoꝰ pꝛince, 3 
that he in diuers batails diſtomãted the Sarones. 

Zuſtinian the emperoꝛ made peace with Coſroes, king 
of erſians, koz. Un. veres. 

The Herules, about the riuer Dunaude ouercame the 
Stlauines. 
& Artabanes a Romain deliuered Afrike and Carthage 
from the cruelty of a tpꝛanne named Gontharts. 
Juſtinian was confreined of neteſſitie, to ſende 15el- 
lizarius agapne into Italp, to wichſtand the farys of the 
Gothes. 

John, pꝛouoſt of Acihe, ſubdued the people of Purt⸗ 
tania, rebelling again the empp2c, and chaſed they £3 
the vttermolt partes of Afrike, 
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erroꝛ of 'Theodozus, where it was concluded, that ou 


Totilas, by fozce of armes, dearth, ⁊ famine ſubdued 
well nere all Italy: and after long ſiege, toke the citie 
of Nome, and ſpopled it with ſwooꝛde and fy2e, ouer⸗ 
thꝛowyng the walles x towꝛes euen to the grounde. He 
expelled all the citezens out, and left the citie almoſt des 
ſcrt, that it ſhould not after aide o2 ſucco2 his enemies. 

A great earthquake was almoſte in all partes of the 
woꝛlde. Jn Piſia a quaue of the earthe ſwalowed the 
mydle part of the citie, with many of the inhabitantes 
where the voice of them, that wer ſwalowed , was herd 


. cryeng foꝛ helpe and ſuccour, 


The Sclauines inuaded Illiria, of whom that con- 
trey was after called Sclauonte. | 

Bellizartugrecouered the citie of Rome, being almoſt 
deſolate, And within the ſpace of. 24. dayes , repapꝛed 
the citie, and builded the walles in ſuche wyſc , that he 


withſtode many great 4 dangerous afſautes of Totilas 


Theudis,kyng of Spayne, was mui dred of the Go- 

thes, foꝛ that he in his aray reſembled rather a d1zard oz 
Nageplayer, than a pzince and gouernoz. 

Algo, a duke of 1Bzitayne,began his reigne ouer 

the Bꝛitapnes, and gouerned them. 35. yearcs: as 

wꝛiters acco2de : this Balgo was the comlyeſt and moſt 


. perſonable man of all the Bꝛitons than liuynge, and 


therwith endued with knightly manhade: but he dely- 
ted in the foule ſynne of Sodomie, and therefoze was 
greatly perſecuted of his enemies the Sarones. 

The Barbarous people obteined the dominion of all 
the Wealt partes of the empire. 

Tendeſillus king of the Miſigothes in Spain, whan 


he had reigned not ful one pere, was depoſed and put to 


death by his people,becauſe he rauiſhed certaine noble 
matrones at Þyſpalt, After hun was ozdepned Agila, 
whiche reigned; v. peres. 

The Komains, i the people called Lazi, beyng with 


. th? confederate,vanquilhed the Perſias nere to Pere. 
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ok Jlliria, 
CVBellizaritus retourned from Jtaly to Conſtantinople 
partly by the interceſſion of his wife Antonine,partelye 
fo2 that he diſpepꝛed that Jtaly might be recouercd from 
the dominion of the Gothes, whoſe power was at thys 
tyme wonderfully cncreaſed, 
The Gothes ſpoyled and waſted the lande of Sicilpe. 
Germanus, a noble man of Conſtantinople, was ſent 
into Jtaly by the emperour againft the Gothes: who in 
his in tourney died in Fllirta, 


_ CTotilas,king of the Gothes,hy the treaſon of certain 


ſoaldiours of J{auria,obteined againe the city of Rome 
at whiche tyme he dyd not ſpople it, as he had doone be⸗ 
koꝛe, but ſo coſtlpe repayꝛed msny places, and vſed ſuche 
clemencye and gentleneſſe to warde the citizens, that he 
was no we counted as a father, whiche befozc had ben a 
crucll tyꝛanne, and ſpopler. 
Lothay;c,kyngof Sopſons in Fraunce, committed the 
rule of the pꝛouince of Gupan to his eldeſt ſonne Cramt 
ris: who contrarpe to the mynde of his father, oppꝛeſſed 
the people with exactions: and was therfoze commanded 
by his father, to returne from thens. 
Cramiris being here with greatly meued, fled to his vn⸗ 
cle Childe bert, whom he ſtered to make warrc vpon his 
olun father. 
¶ Cramiris was taken ok his father in battapl, and bur⸗ 
nd with his wife and chuldꝛen. 
C Narſes,a noble and valiant knight, was oꝛdeined cas 
pitavne of the warres in Jtalye. This man was no-lefſc 
renoumed fo2 his pity and govlineſſe, than fo2 his warly 
policy and marcial knighthode, and therwith(of nature) 
was gentil and liberal. Ander him foztune ſmiledagain 
vpon the empire, and the power of the Gothes decayed, 
The Gothes ſpovled 4 robbed the countreys of Grece, 
called Tozcira, Epirus, Arcanania, Aetolta, and alſo 
greatly troubled the ſeas,

The great beneficence, gentleneſſe, and liberalitie of 
Juſtinian meued many ſtrange punces, to ſtrength and 
apde hym in the warres agaynſt the Gothes in Italp. 
Harſes, with a putſant # mightie armie, entred Ita⸗ 
ly. At Tagina, by the helpe of the Kumbards, the Go⸗ 
thes were put to flight, and theyꝛ kyng Totilas flayne 
with. vi. thouſande of his ſouldioꝛs. Narſes ſped hym 
in all haſte to warde Rome. 

Gobazes, was king of þ Lazes, ſomtime called Colcht 
C Sermoꝛoes, capitain of the Perſians in the caſt, res 
couered Petra, and ouercame the Komains:fo2 whyche 
caufe Bella, the Komaine capitayn was diſgraded,and 
diſcharged of his armie. 
¶ Teias, a valyant knyght, was oꝛdeined kyng of the 
Gothes: who fozthwith made league with Amingo and 
Lothapꝛe the kynges of Burgopne and France, and of 
thom receiued great apde agaynſt Narſes, 

Narſes recouered the citie of Rome. at Tarftum the 
Gothes were diſcomfited. 

CSyſualduskyng of the Bꝛentes, oꝛ Herules, whiche 
hitherto toke parte with the emperoz, foꝛſoke Narſes, 


and alied hym with the Frenchmen and Lumbardes, 


togither with them, ouer runne the contrey of Jtalye, 

bothe agapnſt the Gothes and alſo the Romayns, 

¶ Italp on all partes was aſſailed with moſt cruel war⸗ 

res. F92 Narſes diuiding his puillante in diners parts, 

ſet ypon the Gothes, + the cities with them cokederate, 

And in like maner Teias, ſeperating his Gotbes in ſun 

dy toſtes, warred vpon the frendes of the empire, 

¶ The Perſians about Dnagaris, with great repꝛoche 

chaſed and flue the Romaines, 

Agila kyng of Spain, was murdꝛed of his owne people 
Narſes vanquiſhed and vtterly ſubdued the Gothes, 

in a battaile nere to iceria: in the whiche 2 
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che victo2y,both the kyngdom + name of p Oſtrogothes 
decaied in Ftaly, This happened.64.ycre after the Go- 
thes firſt poſſeſſed Italy vnder their king Theodozich. 
CAthanagildus was alter Agila kyng of the Gothes in 
Spapne, he reigued. 14. peres. 

¶ Narſes remained as gouernour of Italp. 18. peres. 


C Partinus and Juſtinns, the emperours capitaines in 4-521 


the eaſt parts,ouercame the Perſians, and flew of them 
rii.thouſande. g 
Zates was oꝛdeined king of the Lazes by the emperoz. 
C Nirſes,atfter the dꝛath of Teias, granted peace to the 
Oſtrogothes, and recepued by dedicion all the cities of 
Tuſcia. 
C The Gothes conſpyꝛed with the frenchmen and Bur 
gonnions (which feared the pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe of Rar⸗ 
ſes) and inuaded the partes of Italp nere to Frannce, 
But they in two batayles were vanquiſhed by Dagiſte⸗ 
us th? Komaine: Uuidis,capitayne of the Gothcs, was 
taken, and ſent to Conſtatinople. Amingo, Duke of the 
Burgonnions, was lapne. Lothayze,kyngof Fraunce 
eſcaped by light. 
¶ Juſtinius was made pꝛouoſt of Armenia x Cholchis, 
Co ſrocs, kpage of Perũans, made peace wyth the ems 
perour. 
C A great earthquake, vherwith the city Berintho was 
ouerthꝛomen, and the iles, called Col,greuouſly ſhake, 
Lothapꝛe kynge of Fraunce died, and lekte after hym 
uiii. ſonnes, whiche were all of peruerſe and frowarde 
diſpoſicion, and eſpeciallpe Arithbertus, the eldoſt, who 
in filthy pleaſure was moꝛe toꝛrupt, than any woman, 
and ended his lyfe in the embꝛaſyng of hartottes, 
¶ Thiiderich reigned in France, with his bzethern,and 
after their diſceaſe.'24-,yeres, He was wzapped in moz⸗ 
tail warre and trouble of the woꝛld, ſometyme by right, 
ſomety ne by wꝛonge. Fo2 betwene theſe bzetherne ha 
ned often debate and ſtrife , He toke to wife Go!ſanta, 
the kyng of Spaynes daughter, whom he did afrer repn 
diat g 
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diate, eaſtyng vnlauful loue to one of her mapdens,cal- ta nni. 


led Fredegunda. Foz whoſe ſake, he put from hym alſq 


his ſecond wife Andouera, a woman of great byꝛth, and 
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made the ſaid Fredegunda queene, 

In the later dates of Juſtimian the Hunnes waſted the 
countrep of Thzacia and Grece, and were vanquiſſhed 
and ſlapne by the noble capitapn Bellizarius: whoſe end 
I thinke wozthy of memoꝛp, that we maye thereby con- 
ſider the ingratitnde of men towardes thoſe perſones, at 


- whoſe hand the common wealc had receiued moſt highe 


benefits, This noble man, by whoſe policy and knyght- 
bode the Perſians were vanquiſhed, the Uandales ſub- 


dued, Afrike recouered againe to the emppꝛe, t many tri 


umphant victozies atchieued on the Gothes:in his later 


daies was conſtreigned to begge his bzead from doꝛe to 
doze, & laſtlye, as a miſerable begger ended his life. Fo2 


Juſtinian the emperour, foꝛ a light cauſe and ſmal trifle 


bereft him of his light, and ſent him in exile. 


¶ Germanus, a Romain capitapne, in a battaple on the 


ſea, vanquiſhed a great multitude of the Hunnes: and as 


gaine on the lande vtterly ſubdued the remnant. 
Cohn the. 70. byſhop of Rome. 12, peres. u. monthes. 
Juſtinus, the ſecond, after the deth of Juſtinian, obtei⸗ 


ned the imperial craun. A man ſurpꝛiſed with paide,con 


temning pouertp, and moſt cruelly murdered the nobi⸗ 


litꝑ. In auarice his deſire was ſo vnſaciate, that he cau⸗ 


ſed yon cheſtes to be pꝛepared, in the whiche he mpghte 
locke vp that treafure, that by vntuſt eractiõs he had ex- 
tozted of the people. He fell alſo into the hereſy of Pe⸗ 
lagian, and not long after, was bereft of his witts, and 


ſo ended his lyfe, whan he had reigned. ri. peres. 


C Sigebert,Duke of Auſtracie, hauyng aide of his bꝛo⸗ 


ther Chilberich, warred vpon the Switzers, and theim 


vanquiſhed.

C Narſes({by whoſe knighthode and wiſedome the Co⸗ 
thes were erpelled out of Italy) by the enutous coplatnt 
of tertaine noble men, and the malicious ſuggeſtion of 
Sophia the emp;eſſe, was ſent fo by letters fro Italp: 
and becauſe he was an Cunuke, with wo2ds of repꝛoch 
commanded to returne to Conſtantinople, to diſtribute 
flare t parne to the empꝛeſſe handmaidens, with whiche 
woꝛdes he beyng greatly meued, wꝛate agapne in this 
wiſe, That fo: their vnkyndneſſe he would begynne to 


ſpyn ſuch a thꝛede, that the empꝛeſſe, with al her power, 


ſhould neuer be able to make an ende therof, And fozth- 
with departed from Rome to Naples, where he remat- 
nyng, intiſes the Lumbardes to warre vpon Italie. 

3 Chilperich, king of @oyſons in Fraũte, repudiat his 


ſeconde wife Golſanda, 4 toke Fredegunda a womã of 
"excellent beautie, whd befoze time he had vſed as wife, 


Longinus was ſent of the emperoz to ſuccede Narſes, 
in the gouernance of ztaly: who ozdcined and bzought 


in newe mateftrates in Nome called E xarcht, and chan⸗ 


ged muche the ancient foꝛme of gouernance in Italp. 

C Athanagildus,kyng of payne, died at Tolet. After 
bim ſucceded Lymba, who after. ti. pearcs, gaue the 
pztincipate to his bzother Leonogildus, 

C Narſes, by the counſaile of John the biſhop, was cal- 
led again to Rome, made tõſul, vn wittig to þ emperoz 
C Narſes ended his life in Rome, after which time þLf 
bardes inuaded Jtaly, leauing the countrey of Panno- 
nie to the Hunnes, ot wd it was after called Hagarie, 
CLhe Lumbardss,partly by fozce,partly by dedition, 
recetued Aincentia, Werona, Pillapn,and diners other 
¶ It was not long from this tyme, that warre was ar- 
rered betwene Chilperich of France, t his bꝛother Si- 
gibert,foz certaine lande that he clatmed of his bzother:

. Leougglldus was o2deined kyng of the wiffgothes in zum lit 
Spain, t reigned.18.peres. He chaſed the Suitzers out n 


of Spaine, and ſle w their kyug Andeca.17c, peres after 
they had firft ſettled their kingdom in that countrey. 

CChilperich bzake þ league made with his b:other &t- 
gibert,and ſent his ſonne Clodoney to warre vpon the 
tqwne called 1Surdeaur, in the pꝛouinte of Meuſtria. 
CAlboyuus, kyng of Lumbardes, conquered Paute: # 


.poſſafſed all Gallia Ciſalpina (now called Lumbardic) 


and a great part of Italy lyeng next to the Alpes. 
Entreatie of peace was made betwene Chilperich £ 
Sigibert: who being accoꝛded, fel at agrement, to make 
waͤrre vpon the third? brother Gunthzanus. | 
Albopnus, king of Lumbardes,at a banket(dzinking 
in a mazarre beyng made of the ſcull of Cõmundus his 
wiues father, with woꝛdes of repꝛoch, minded his wife 
of hir fatkers death. M her with ſhe bꝛyng greued, and 
entendyng to reuenge hir fathers quarell, firſtcommit- 
ted aduoutrie with a noble yong mã, called Helmelchil- 
dis, & after entiſed him to flea hir huſband: which thyng 
done,thep bothe fearpng the crueltie of the Lumbards, 
fledde to Longinus, lieuetenant of Italy, takyng with 
em great treaſure and races. ä 
Skhelhert,kiag ol the Saxang in hent, gaue battaile 
to Ceawimus kyng of the weſt @arons:in_ which fight 
were llaine.ii.dukes of @thelbert,and hun ſelf with his 
people chaſed. This was the fy2f warre-betweene the 


tinie vatſance.hapued betwens the Pies and tcottes, 
becauſe that Lexudeus kyng of Pictes wold not reſtoze 
to Aidane certaine traitozs which fledont of his lande. 
Canine the empero2 died: after iubome Tybertus, 
chiefp goiiernoz vnder him, and by adopcion his ſonne, 

empire. This man was wyſe, valiant, tuſt, 


böteitpen the eu | 
mercttull, libcrall toward the poaze, t tareligon a trne 
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Chꝛiſtian. Þe vn a tyme ſeing in the flooze ot his palaice 
the ſigne of the troſſe vpon a great marble ſtone,meued 
with religid,comanded the ſtone to be take vp: vnder þ 
which he found an other like vnto p ſame, e vnder thatß 


third 4 the fourtd: which all beyng remeur d, he found in 


the ſame place ineſtimable riches of money. And moze- 


duer, the treaſure atio that Narſes had hyd in the groũd

was to him diſclofed, which was almoſte innumerable. 
And the great richeſſe that Nsſimund bꝛought into Jta- 
lp, to Longine the lieactenant, he alſo receiued. Thus 
God pꝛouideth fozliberal pꝛinces pþ be good to the pooꝛe 
C Roſimunde, by the cevſatl of Longinus, lieutenãt of 
Italp, gaue poiſon to hir new huſ band Helmeichildts : 
who immediatlp percetuyng b rength of the poiſon by 
him recetued,'nfozced to her d2tink þ remnat. And ſo thet 
both ending their liues w one poiſon, were wozthily re⸗ 
warded fo2 p aduoutric : murder by the befoze comitted 
. Cutwalphus; the ſonne of Cerdicus,king of the weſt 
Darones, fought valiantly againſt the Bzitatnes, and 
-heraft them of. ili. great townes, 8 885 
CClephis, a fierce and outragious tyꝛan, was choſen 
kpng of K umbardes, which ſubdued to his lozdſhip dy- 
uers cities of Jtaly:and not long after, foꝛ his crueltie, 
was llaine of his owne people. 1 
Sigibert,makyng ſharp warre vpon his bꝛother Chil- 
perich, beſieged him in the citicof Turnep, + was there 
dainby the deceit of Fredegude,the wife of Chilperich. 
After the deth of Cutwalphus,befoze named, his hzo- 
ther Ceawlmus, deſirous of honoz,made ſharpe warre 
vpon the Bꝛitains, and toke from theim the famongct- 
ties of Glouceſter, Moꝛceſter, and Bathe. 
C The Lumbardes,after the deth of Clephis,choſe vn- 
to them.30. dukes-o2 capitains; by whoſe guiding, with- 
in the ſpace of one pere, thei ſubdued Urbintfa, Umb3ta, 
Picena,Peligna, Parfia, Samnites,Campaniz, and 
dyuers otber countreis of Italp:toward the which they 
vled moſts ertreme trueltie. ä | 
Pelagius, the. si. biſhop of Rome.x.yeres,rf.monthes, 
U. it, Ces 
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obteined of them the victozte. 
C Tyberius the emperoz chaſed þ Perſlans,+ dꝛoue the 
out of þ boũdes of the empire. He recouered again Me⸗ 
ſopotamia,t returned with great pzay and richeſſe. 
The Lumbardes, perteiuyng the Romatines to bee 
greatly aided of the Frenchmen, puiſantly inuaded the 
countrey of France, called Narbone, wher thep chaſed 
the burgontons, and lewe Amatus the emperozs depu⸗ 
tie, with a great numbze of ſauldiozs, 
"VAceticus began to rule the Bzttains. This man(as 
witneſſeth all waiters)loned cinile warre, and was 


ſa odible both to God, and alſo to his ſubiectes, that they 


excited the @arons to warre vpon him: which toke from 
him a great part of his lande. 

¶ Pauritius, after the deth of Tybertus the.ii.was azs 
deined emperoz at Conſtantinople, and reigned.xxi.pe⸗ 
res. This man ſent a great ſumme of money to Chilpe⸗ 
rich,one of the kinges of France,to the ententhe ſhold 
make warre vpon the Lumbardes. . 


Tye Komain capitain Pummolus,by the helpe of the 


Frenchemen, put to flight the Lumbardes in the boz- 
ders of Fraunte. 

CThe @arons.whiche accompanied the Lumbardes, 
whan they fir inuaded Jtalp fozſoke theim, and made 
aliance with Sigibert king of Auſtratie:and ſhoztly af 
fer returned towarde their owne countrey. 

C The &arons, in their returne were-diſcomfited and 
flapne of the people called Sueut: which ſens that tyme 
helde thecontrey,that is now called Sueuia, oꝛ Suaue. 
CLaudzie,one of the Dukes of Bopſons in Fraunce, 


fearpng that his aduoutrie committed with the queere - 


Fredegunde ſhould be diſcloſed, by her counſayle ewe 
Chilperich the kyng. - 

CEREAL after him one pong ſon, named Clos 
thaire, whom his mother Fredegũde cdmitted to þ tui⸗

ſter: where they allauted him ſo ſoꝛe, that he with his me 
fled fro thens into wales:by whichmeans he loſt a great 
part of his dominion:and ſhozfly after ended his life, 
He Batains, which were chaſed of their enemies 
into UTales(as J befoze ſaied)helde theim in that 
partes, and aſſauted þ @arones ſom while in one 
coaſt,x ſom while in an other, vnder ſundꝛy Dukes, and 
ſo continued the fpace of. 2 4. peres. 

CGregoꝛic was ſent to p emperour, to ercuſe Pelagius 
koꝛ that he was choſen and admitted biſhoppe of Nome 
without his conſent. 

A noble maief Conſtantinople, named Smaragdus, 
was d2deined lieutenant of Italy, and ſent of the cmpe- 
ro2 with an armie, to deliucr Italp frome the Lumbar⸗ 
des. Uhoat his commyng toke the towne called Claſ- 
ſenſe,diſcomfitcd the Lambardes, and flewe their capi⸗ 
taine Feroaldus, with many of his ſouldiozs. 
¶ The Lumbardes, which had ben the ſpace of. x. peres 
without a king, vnder the gouernance of Dukes, oꝛdei⸗ 
ned to their kyng, a valiant pong man, called Antharis, 
the ſonne of Clephis. 

Leonigildus, king of Spain, ſlue his owne ſon Herm#- 
gilde, betcauſe he wold not coſent to the hereſie of Arris. 

In Butain Ethelkridus gouerned the nozth Sarons, 
who made ſuche continuall warre vpon the Bzitains, : 
chaſed them ſo ſoze, that it is thought he luc mo of them 
than all the other Sarone kynges. By his crueltic the 
faith of Chꝛiſt was almoſt vtterly extinguiſhed among 
the B2itains, whiche hadde continued ſens the tyme of 
Lucie about 4.00, peres: t many of the Butains were 
chaſed out of the lande. 

CAntharis,kvngof Lumbardes, inuaded Hiſfria,and 
ſpoyled the countrey with ſwoꝛde and fyer, He diſcom⸗ 
vited Franſilio the pꝛeũdent of Gallia Ciſalpina, and 
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countrey of Italp: ſo that the riuers oucrflowedmanye 
cities and townes, to the greate domage of the inhabi⸗ 
tantes,by whiche vnreaſonablc weather roſe alſo great 
dearth, peſtilence,and famine: by occaſion wherof Gre⸗ 
go21e oꝛdeined firlt the latinie to be ſong 1n.7. partes. 
C Richaredus was o2deined king of Spapn. This man 
calling a counſatl at Tolet,condened the hereſy of arr 
x cauſed the catholike faith to be received of his people. 
¶ Childebert, ane of the kinges of Fraunce, gaue his ſi⸗ 
ſter in mariage to Richaredus of Spaine, reiectyng the 
afinitic of Antharis the Lumbarde : who alſo deſyzcd 
his ſifter to wyfe. 
Antharis maried Teudelina, the daughter of the king 
of Bauarie. 
¶ Childebert king ol Fraunce makyng warre vpon the 
Bauarians, chaſedthep2 kynge Gariabalde oute of his 
tontrep, and poſſeſſed his lo2dſhip of Bauarie. 
Leudelina, with her bꝛother Gondoald fled into Jtaly 
to Antharis. 
CChildebertbeſieged the city of Trent in Italp, ⁊ ſpots 
led the countrey there about with much cruelty:wherbp 
he put the Lumbardes in greatdzeade,and cauſed them 
to keare muche his power. 
¶ Luiba, the ſonne of Kicharedus, was kyng of Spayn 
2,yeres 5.monthes, He was lain by þ treaſs of Uictecꝰ. 
C Axilulphus fucceded Antharis in the kyngedome of 
Lumbardie: who fozthwith made peace with the french 
men. 
Gimthꝛanus king of Dzliaunce made Childebert bre 
hepꝛe. 
C Avdtane kinge of Scottes being conkederate with the 
Bꝛitaines, about this time, marred fiercelpe againſt E⸗ 
thelfride kyng of Ro2thumberland and the Pictes,and 
ouerthzew them in two great battatles. 
C Gregoꝛv the kyꝛſt ( ſurnamed the great) was o2depned 
bilhop of Rome.

Juſtinian ſonne of Conſtantine, ſucce ded in the unpe⸗ 
rial aucthoaity. He vanquiſhed the Saraſens. * 12fs:ced 
them to be with him at league, by condicions, wherot he 
receined again Afrike 4 Libia,and had of thẽ fo y ſuace 
of. r.yeres,in wap of tribute, euery day a thouſande no- 
bles of golde, one great hozſe,and a ſeruaunt. 

Cunibert;kyngofLumbardes, died, left mou 
upth⸗ 
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ble man called Aſpꝛande. 

Ragimbertns,a Duke ot the Lumbardes;finding him 
ſelfe greeued, that Aſpzande was made p2otectour,and 
pzeferred beefoze him:aſſembled hys power, and gaue 
ſharpe battayle to Aipzande, nere to Honozia, in whiche 
kyght he obtopned the victo2y,and ſhoꝛtly thereupomen⸗ 
ded his life. | 
Eugenius the 6. of that name reigned x. peres in'Scot- 
lande. He made peace with the Nozthumbers and bated 
extremely the Pictes. 

Juſtinian the emperour, contrarp to the leag ne, which 
was made by his father, warred vpon the Bulgares, and 
cruelly ſpopled theyꝛ tountrep with ſwoꝛde and fyze: at 
whiche time the Bulgares cauſed the ſtreightes and. na⸗ 
row plates, by the whiche he muſt nedes retourne, to be 
well fenced with ſtrength ol men, and ſo at length inclo- 
ſed the emperour, that he was fayne to entreat means of 
peace returned to Conſtantinople, with mal we ship. 
C Pipine made war vpon Thesdoꝛich, king of Frante, 
and by foꝛce obteined to be maiſter ot the palaicc after he 
had ſlapne Barthayze, which was choſen to that office, 
after the death of Tbozine, 
¶ Arithbertustoke on him the kingdome of Lumbardy,

A duke of the Lumbardes, named Kotharis;made him 
ſelfe king, againſt whom Arithbert went with allſpede, 
and at the city Bergomum toke Kotharis,and bim com 
maunded to be put to death.

The Saraſens dwelling in Lybia obteined the poſſeſs 
ſion of all Afrike,+ from thens(by the intiſement of Ju- 
ftinan) ſailed into Dpain,from whens they expelled the 
Gathe2s,flew their kyng, and ſabd ned to them well nere 
all that contrep, at which time Spapne kyzſte obeped to 
the Saraſens, which they diuided into diuers kingdoms 
the firT at Toꝛduba: an other at Hiſpalis:and the thirde 
at ne eve Carthage. After which foꝛme they helde that 
contrep, vatill the tune of Ferdinande the. ni. whyche 
dꝛoue them out of a great part of their dominion, 
The uti, that remained gathering together in 
Aſturia and Biſkay chaſe one, called Yelagins, to their 
kyng, ſoh che reigned among them. rr. peares, makpng 
often warte vpon the Saraſens.

pꝛaiers:betauſe he commanded images to be taken oute 

of churches,foz auoiding of Jdolatry. 

C Stephene the ſeconde, oz after ſome, Gregoꝛpe the. 2. 

was biſhop of Rome. 17. peres. 

Anthemius depoſed Philippicus:and after he had be- 
reft him of his ſight, caſt him into pꝛiſon. This Anthem 
us helde the impertall auctozitie.iii.peres. 
CDagobert,the pounge king of France was left vnder 
the tuicion and gouernance of Plcctrude, the wife of Pi 
pine, and Theods wald maſter of the palaice. this Zheo- 
do walde exerciſed ſuch tyꝛannies, and ſet vpon the peo⸗ 
ple ſuche exactions and tallages, that great diſtencion : 
varlãce hapned betwene him 4 the other nobles of Frice 
In ſo much that laſtlp he was of them ſlain, and one Ra 
gafrede oꝛdeined maiſter of the palaice in his place. 
¶ Plectrude, ſtepmother of Charles Martellus, helde 
him in pꝛiſon at Coleine, ſo longe vntill that the king of 
Frante, and Kagafrede had taken, robbed, and ſpopled 
a great part of his heritage of the countrey of Auſtracic, 
But not longe after, Charles by fauoure of his kepers, 
b2ake p2yſon,and was at his liberty. 

About this time p Germaines recetued p faith of Thailt, 

Moꝛdake was kynge of Scotlande, and reigned. xvi. 
peeres. Jn his tyme the foure dpuers people of Albyon 
had peace betwene them ſelfe, that is, the Bꝛytapns, the 
Angels, the Scottes, and the Pictes. 

Anthemius the emperour ſcntfoozth an army againſt 
the Saraſens. Which went not fozwarde on their iour⸗ 
nep, but among them ſelf choſe one Theodolius to their 
emperour: he immediately tourned his whole power a- 
gainff Anthem ius, and by ſtrengthe depziued him of the 

empire, 
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The Mooꝛes, within the ſpace ot.xx.peres, had amõg 
them no leffe than. rv. kynges , Foz whan that one go- 
uernour coulde not pleaſe all the people, either by ſoine 
treaſon he was of them murdered, oꝛels fo2 feare he left 
his regalitie,and became pꝛiuate. Which ſtubburne fro 
wardneſſe of the people wha Acabath,a noble ma, per- 
cepued, he tooke on hym the gouernance of the realme, 
and foo2zihivith put to death, the numbꝛe of. 300. of the 
chicke capitaines of that ſeditious people, and after rei⸗ 
gned a good ſcaſon in quietneſſe. 
¶ Atter the death of Dagobert, one Daniel a pꝛieſt, foz 
his wiſe dom and erperiece in ciuile policie, was by con⸗ 
ſent of the nobles made kyng of France. 
¶ Charles deſpꝛous to rcuenge the iniurie done to him 
by his ſtepmother Plectrude, and her altes, gathered a 
great company of ſouldio2s, nere to Penſe fought a 
ſtrong bataile with Kagafrede maiſter of the palaice, in 
the which he was pur to the woꝛſe. But ſhoꝛtly he reco⸗ 
uered his hoſt, which was diſperkled,+ fought eftſones, 
at a place called Albane, wher he obteined victozy, Tha 

thirdly theſe two hoſtes encoũtred in a field called wine 
field, where was pzeſent Daniell the kyng,and Eudon 
Duke of Gaſcoin:at which time was foughten a ſoꝛe ba 
tail, where Charles was victour, and chaſed the king x 
his other enemies to Gaſcoin. Foz which victozy he tri- 
u;nphed,and aduaunced one Clothayze to the kingdom 
who ſhoꝛtlp after died. 

In this paſtime Leo depoſed Theodoſius the emperoz, 
whan he had reigned not fully one pere. 
Zulcms,capitain of þ Daraſens in Aſia,inuaded Tha 
cia wa great power, or the which, part beſieged Conſtã⸗ 
tinople, parte ſpoiled the contrep of Bulgarp: with who 
the Bulgarians met, and ſlew of them. 22. thouſand. 

¶ Charles was made frende with Daniell, and reſtoꝛed 
him to the kingdom of Fraunce, and pardoned alſo Tus 
don Dake of Gaſcopne.

¶ Leo the emperoꝛ comanded Paulus his deputie to le⸗ 
uie anew taxe in Italy: but he was pꝛobibited by Gre⸗ 
goze the biſhop of Rome: who, hauing aide of þ Liabar- 
des, by fozce of armes withſtode p empero2s deputie. 

Leo gaue commandment, that al, that were vnder the 
emppꝛe, ſhoulde take awaye the images and pictures of 
ſaincies out of churches, foꝛ auopdyng of Jdolatry, But 
the biſhop of Rome did reſiſt the emperoz, and wzate in 
to all partes of the woꝛlde, that neither foꝛ feare noꝛ in⸗ 
treaty, they ſhuld obey the emperours commandement 
in this behalfe: and w ſo vehement perſuaſions, wdzew 
the people of Jtaly from the obediente of their emperoz 
Leo, that they would haue choſen them a new emperoꝛ. 

The cities of Jtalie,refuſpng the office of the lieuete⸗ 
nantſhip, choſe to themeche citye his pꝛoper gouernour, 
whom they called Dukes.

He was from his pong and tendze age nouriſhed in the 
houſe of Nunncs in womãs clothyng, and laſtiy eſpied 
to be the ſonne of Dagobert:and by conſent of Charles, 
admitted to be kyng. 

¶ Charles, derung of the rebellion of p Sueues, aſſem⸗ 


dled an hoſt, ⁊ them ſubducd: which thing being done, he 


returned his power againſt an other people of þ Almat- 
nes, whom in like maner he bꝛought into ſubtection. 
CL eo the Empero2 commanded all images to be taken 
out of the churches of Conſtatinoplc,and to be burned ; 
and put to death them that wold not obey. 

CEudon Duke of Gaſcopne,rebelled againſt the king 
of France, Wherfo:e Charles, maiſter of the palatce, 


ſped him into Gaſcopn, wher he gaue to Eudon ſo ſharp 


battaile,that he was fain to hide him in vnknowen and 
ſecrete places of his countrep. 
CCuthbert was kyng of wealt Sarons in Englande. 


This man made often warre vpon Ethelwald of Mer⸗ 
tia, and ſpe dde therin diuerſly, In his time appcred. u. 


blaſyng ſterres, caſting as it were bꝛenning bzandes to⸗ 
warde the No2th, 


¶ Mhã Euds, duke of Gaſcepn, perceiued, that he a- 


lone could not withſtand the power of Charles, he exci⸗ 
ted the Saraſens, that were in Spapne, to inuade the 
countrey of Charles: whiche perced France with an cr- 
ceding hoſt of people, and toke the cities Burdeaur, and 
Poyters, with other: wher they ſhewed extreme cruelty 

Chartes in this paſtime was reconciled vnto duke Eu⸗ 
do, t at Towers met with the Saraſens, where he bare 
him ſo knightly, that he flue of the Pagans (by þ accoꝛde 
of all wuters) zs Sooo. and odde, and of the Frenchmen, 
were llayne a thouſande and. v hundzed onelp. 

Leo made his ſonne Conſtantine 
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flaine and deuoured of a beare, as he was in huntyng. 

The Burgoins rebelled, and made ſharp warre vpon 
the Frenchmen: whoſe furte was appeaſed by the man- 
hode of Charles:and they bzonght vnder ſubtection. 

After the death of Endo, Charles paſſed the ryuer of 
Leyz,and conquered Burdeaur, and ſubdued to hym 
Gaſcopn, aud ſet that p;outnce in good o2dcr, 

Edfine the ſon ol Eugenius the. vii. reigned in Stot⸗ 
lande. rrr. peares. This man was geuen to tuſticc and 
peate, and kept the league that was made with the Bꝛi⸗ 
tains,Engliſhemen and Pictes. 
¶ Charles leuied a ſabſfivie of the ſ piritualtie,to mayns- 
tayne him againſt the enemies of France. Foz whiche 
cauſe the pꝛeſtes were ſoze greued, and fained after his 
death, that fo2 that dede a certaine biſhop ſawe bis ſoule 
in great toꝛmentes. 

Aphõs, ſurnamed Catholicꝰ, reigned in ſpain, 19, yeres, 

Gregoꝛie of Kome,affembled a ſynode of the biſhops 
of Jtaly:in which was decreed that images ſholud with 
great reuerence be ſtyll kept in the churches. - 

The holy man Beda, which foz his learning and god⸗ 
ly lyfe, was renomed in al the wozld,ended his laft dap. 

Athimus and-Amozteus, kynges of @araſens. 

The Saraſens, accdpanied with the Wiſigothes, in- 
uaded Gallia garbonenſis, and by treaſon toke the ci⸗ 
ties Auignon and Narbone, Againft whom Charles ar- 
quited him ſo knightly,that he recouered the cities, cha⸗ 
ſed his enemies,+ lle w their chiefe capitaine Amozteus, 

Ciuile warre among the Lumbardes. 

Aiphons,kyng of Spain, which toke in marlage Oꝛ⸗ 
noſuba,y ſiſter of Phafilla his pꝛedeceſſoꝛ, vtteriy roted 
out ot his realme þ hereſie of Arrius. which was renurd 
after the death of Richaredus, Foz which cauſe he was 
called Catholicus. He recouered alſo diners towns, and 
expelled the garriſons of the Poozes and Saraſens, 
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— dle, chaſed the Saraſens, whiche had taken the citie oy «yorlve. / 

Ozuliante, and dꝛoue theim cleane out of the landes oe 
France, by the terroꝛ ot his name. 

Tranſemunde, a duke of Lumbardie, rebelled againſt 
the kyng. Whom Lupthpꝛand w great puiſance vaqui- 
ſhed in bataile,+ bzought in ſubieaton all y was vnder p 
gouernãte of þ ſaid Tranſemund: which after p diſcom- 
fiture fled ts Rome. Utherfoze p king Luythp2zand ſent 
to the byſhop + the people,requiryng yp either they wold 
ſend to hym the traito2,02 els put him to death. Whiche 
| both thyngs bepng denied, he w his armie certain dates 

beſieged þ citie of Rome. But wha he percetued, that he 

therby pꝛoſited nothing, he left the ſiege, z aſſailed ztoke 
diuers cities belonging to p Romains. x oꝛ Which cities 

ſuch warre and debate was after betwene p Romains x 

the Lübardes, p Luythpꝛande agaiue beſiege d ß citie ſo 
Kercely, that þ biſhop deũired aide of Charles of Frace : 

w/o by his frendly perſuaſio withdzew Lupthpꝛand his 
godfather fro the ſiege,4 ſet the Romains at libertie. At 
Which time the defence of the Romains + Italy was tra 
flated from p emperoꝛ of Ciſtatmople, to þ frenchmen, 
CCharles Martellus of France ended his life, leauing 
after him. tit. ſonnes, that is Charlemain, to who he be- 
gueathed Auſtracie, @uema, Almayne, and Thuringe: 
Pipine, to whom he left Francia: to Griffon the poun⸗ 
| geſt, he gaue little oꝛ nothyng. 

57 Zacharias, beyng o;deined byſhop of Nome, made 
league with Luythp;ande the Lumbard : by compoſiti- 
on wherof, were reſtoꝛed the. iiii.cities, that were taken 
from the Romains. And moꝛeouer, the kyng of Lübar⸗ 
dy gaue diuers cities and places of Jtaly to the Romain 
biſhop,in the name of &. Peter. 

CChildebert,after his bꝛother Theodozich, reygned in 
Fraunce, This man was of amo:e quiete nature than 
| was mete fo2 the gouernance of ſo troublous a realme, 
whcrfoze he vcd the helpe of Charlemaine and Pipine, 
to appcace and quiete the faric of his enemies. 
CConſtantine,the ſon of Leo, ſutteded his father in the 4704 
P. u. empire, 
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left as kyng, his ſonne Hildebzand: whom the Lumbars 
des immediately depoſed, and in his place choſe a noble 
man, named Rachiſius. 
CPiramomelinus aboute this tyme was kynge of the 
Moozes, Gomo of Denmarke, @eyta of the Punnes 
in Hungarie. 
CCharlemaine ſubdued the Saxons, and take of them 
one Theodo:ich in waie of hoſtage. 


The emperoꝛ Conſtantine with a greate nauie ſatled 


faozth agapult the @daraſens in Aegypt,in which meane 
tyme one Arthauſtus, by traiterous means, muaded the 
imperiall crowne, and was confirmed of the people. 

Wherof wha Conſtatine had knowlege,he returned w 
his armie, beſieged the citie of Conſtantinople, «4 toke 
the ſaid Arthauſtus:whom he beret of his ſight, 1 con⸗ 
demned to baniſhement, with other of his conſpirato2s. 


CGriffon, the pongeſt ſon of Charles, a man of ficxces s 


wyld nature, beyng miſtontent with ſuch bequeſt as hts 
father to him had genen, arrered war vp6 his other bze⸗ 
therne: who behaued them ſo wiſely, that without nota⸗ 
ble battaile they toke their bꝛother, kept hym in ward. 
CSygebert was audonſed kyng of Meaſt Saxons in 
Bataine. He was cruel, and tyꝛannous toward his ſub 


lectes, and tourned the ancient lawes and cuſtomes,af- 


ter his owne will and pleaſure. And becauſe a certapne 
noble man, fo:nedeale ſharply aduertiſed hym to change 
his maners, hs malicioully cauſed the fame perſon to be 
put to death. And foz ſo muche as he continued in his 
malice, and woulde not amende, he was depziued of 
all kingly auctozitie, and laſtlp, as a perſon de ſolate and

Wherwith Lewys king of 
Germany,his elder bꝛother, was much diſpleaſed. But 
this Lewys, befoze he could reutge his quarel ended his 
life. Than Charles of France ſeyſed vpon the land and 
pꝛouinte of Lozain.

Scsttes. He defloured his ovne ſiſters, and rauſhed o⸗ 
ther mens wiues and daughters. wherfoze he was lain 
the. b. pere ot his reigne. 
¶ Bennet, the. vi. biſhop of Rome, was caſte tn pꝛiſon, 
by Cinthius, a citiſen, that was at that tyme of greate 
power in Rome. | 
CeEdgar, king of Cnglad,tamed the welſhmen, which 
rebelled and ſpoiled the contrey of Glamozgan, 
C ©ths the emperoꝛ gaue place to nature: after whome 


ſucceded his ſon named alſo Dtho, who reigned. x. peres 


Dinarde,the ſon of Edgare by his firlt wife, began 

his reigne ouer this realms of England, contrarp þ 

mynd + pleaſure of Elfride his epmother, + other 
of hir aliance. In all kyndes of honeſt vertue this man 
might well be co npared to his father, ⁊ began his ſoue⸗ 
raiqntie with ſuth nodeſtie r mildnes j he was wozthi- 
to (41192 of al me, except only Elkride, which euer mas 
And cant hn, oz ſomuch as the deſired to haue the 
goner nente ei the realmt ſoꝛ hir own ſonne Egtirede. 
CA! the time 9g? thts Edward was greate diſcozde be⸗ 
tinene the nꝛieſtos and monies of Englande. 15ecanſs 
E957: Tre in his time had expelled certain ſecular paietes 
oat ot thepꝛcolleges, and geuen the poſeſſion therof co 
monkes. In which controuerſte (th2ough certain coun- 
terfaited miracles) the monies had the vpper hande. 
A Dch9 the empero2 ſubdued Henry Duke of Bauarie. 
AJh1.empero:of Conſtantinople, after he had expel- 
led the RKorolanes out of Bulgarie, and annered that 
yzouince to his own fignozte, and foz his victozie 9 
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— phed, was by treaſon of certain of his fubſects poiſoned, N 


CVSaſilius and Conſtantine the. ti.ſonnes of Romary, * 
were made emperozs of the eaſt; which inuaded & ſpop⸗ 
led the countrop of @urie, and erpellyng the Saraſens 
recouered the ple of Crete. 

Renneth reigned in Scotland. 27. peres. In his time þ 
Danes arriued in Angus with a great copany, # waſted 
the contrey very ſoze, with whom the Scots met, t after 
ſoze fight and gret ſlaughter (by the manhod of one Hay 
an vplandiſhe man, t his .it. ſons) obteined the vico zie. 
This kineth was ſlain by mean of a lady called Fenel⸗ 
la,becauſe he had poiſoned Palcolme,p2ince of Cüber. 

The emperoꝛ of Germanie vanquilhed the Bohemes, 
and waſted their countrep. 

CEdward,kyng of England, while he was hunting in 
new fozeſt by chance)loft his copany, and rode alone to 
refreſh him at þ caſtell of his ſtepmother Alphzede: wher 
he was, by hir cotunſailc,traitrouſly murdꝛed, as he ſatte 
on his hozſe. After his death God ſhewed fazhim diuers 


miracles. Wherfoze he is numbꝛed among the ſainctes 


and martirs. Befoꝛe the death of this Edward appered 
in this lande a blaſpng ſterre of meruailous greatneſſe. 
E Gelrede, oz Etheldꝛede, the ſonne of kyng Edgare 
Land Alfrede, was oꝛdeined king of Englande. He 
was goodly of ſhape and viſage, but wholy geuen to p⸗ 
delneſle, and abhoꝛred all pꝛincelp erertiſes: a louer of 
riot, lecherp, and dꝛonkenneſſe, and vſed extreme cruel⸗ 
tie to warde his ſubtectcs, haupng his eares open to all 
vniuſt complaintes. In keates at armes, of all men moſt 
ignoꝛant. His crueltie made him odious to his ſubiects, 
and his cowardiſe entoꝛaged ſtrange enemies to inuade 
his kingdom. By mcanes, whereof, this lande was ſoꝛe 
afflicted with warre,famine and peſt{ence. Jn his time 
detaied the noble king dome of Englande, and became 
tributarte to the Danes. 
f Lothar!re,kyng of France, innaded Lo:aine, t ſpoy- 
led the countrep,euento Aquiſgrane. At which time S- 


tho the emperoꝛ was 7 ſodeimy by hym:difireſſed, that 
hardly 
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hardly he eſcaped the dager: who ſhoztly after aſſembled 
a ſtcong armie, x recouered þ pꝛouince of Lozain, Wher 
foze Lothaire returned ta Paris, whom Otho purſued, 
entred the land of France, t burnt x deſtroied p contrey 
about Paris. But in his returne (as he paſſed the riuer 
Arona) he was greatly endomaged, bothe by the violece 
of the water, and alſo by the Frenchmen, which (ct vp- 
pon his reare ward, and flew many of his ſouldioꝛs. 
The emperoꝛs of Grece, coming with an armp into F- 
taly,deſtroted Pathera,coquered the city Barum, 2 lug 
the citiſens therof; After which time the contret of Poile 
and Calabze by agreement was reſtozed again to them. 
¶ Otho the empero2 goyng toward Italp, in his ioznep 
inuaded Sclauonie and Dalmatie, and with great pzap 
and riches came to Rome. 
¶ The Danes arriued in ſundzp places of England, as 
in the ple of Thenet, in Coznwall,and Suſſer : and af- 
ter many domages by theim done, 2 rich giftes receſued 
of the kyng, they retourned into their owne countreyp. 
¶ Otho the empero2, entendpng to ſubdue the contreis 
of Puell and Calabze to the Romaine empire,ledde an 
armie agaynſt the emperozs of Grece . At whiche tyme 
his hoſte was diſcomfited, and he himſelfe taken, (as he 
fled in a littell fiſher bote) of certapn pyꝛates, and caried 
into Sicilie: From whens, wha he was after deliuercd ; 
he turned all his wzathe vpon the people of Bonenent, 
which in the foꝛe ſaid battaile traiterouſly fozſoke hym, 
and were chiefe cauſe of that diſcomfiture ; whoſe citie 
he toke, ſpopled, and deſtroped. 
C Otho, the. ui. ot that name, after the deathe or his fa⸗ 
ther, by the conſent of the nobles of Germanie, was ad⸗ 
mitted emperoꝛ, bepng but a chylde, and reigned. rin. 
peres, not withſtandpng the malice of Henry Duke of 
Bauarie and other, which a ccrtaine ſpace repined. 
C John,the.rv. and his ſucceſſo John the. xvi. biſhops 
of Rome,foz their crucltie and wickedacs, were lapne 
of the Romaines. 
¶ Creſcentius, vnder the name of Tonſul, toke on = 
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the gouernance of the citie of Rome. 

¶ Lewes, the. vi.and laſt king of the pꝛogenie of Pipin, 
was made king of France, and reigned as ſome wzite) 
thze peres:but moꝛe verilp one pere. x 

¶ Hugh, the ſon of Robert, who deſcended ol Hugb Le 
graunt Erle of Paris, vſurped the croune of Fraunce. 
C Charles, Duke of Lozaine, the ſonne of Lothaire , & 
vncle to Lewys the laſt kyng, as moſte rightfull hetre, 


made claime to the crowne of Francs. But at the citit 


Laone, by the treſon of the biſhop Auſeline:he, with his 
wife, was geuen into the handes of their enemies, whi⸗ 
che ſent him to Ozliance, thers ſafely to be kept. 

¶ Che Wanes perced this lande in ſo many places, that 
the kyng Etheld;ed was to ſeke, to whiche coaſt he ſhold 
firſt go to withſtande his enemies, Jn concluſion, fo; as 
notdpng of further danger, he was cöpelled to appeace 
them with great ſummes of monep. But whan the mo⸗ 
nep was ſpent, they fell to ne we robbyng: and than the 
kyng gaue to them moze money, but they ceaſed not to 
ſpoile the:-lande,andlaſtly beſieged London. 
CElfrieus,admiral of England, traiteronſly fled to the 
Danes: t Afterbeing recdciled, fled to the þ ſecond time. 
- While this perſecatio cotinued in England, by mean 
of a biſhop, named Elphegus, a peace was concluded: 
at which time (as Polidoze witnefſeth) the kyng made 
his lande tributarie to the Danes, the paiment wherof, 
from the ſumme of. r. thouſande poundes, in fewe peres 
reiſed to. 50, thouſand. The blouddy flire,the burnynge 
feuer, with diuers other maladies vercd the people tho- 
roughout all Englande. 

Ottho ß emperoꝛ, comming to Rome, was reteiued of 
Creſcentius,t the other Romaines,w great obeiſance. 
¶ Otho oꝛdeined Gregozte the. v. biſhop of Rome, wht- 
che mas a @arone bozne. 

Mhan Otho was pet ſcarcely departed out of Italp, 
Creſtentius, and the Romains, findyngthem ſcif gre- 
ued with the election of Gregoꝛie, expelled him oute of 
the title, and choſe in his place John the, 17. a Grecian, 
and

* C Creſtentius, foʒeſeing trouble ; warre to be at hand, 
repaired and foꝛtified the walles and gates of the citie. 
19 The emperoz returned againe into Jtalp, and beſie- 
ged the citic of Rome. Creſcentius, and the new biſhop, 
fled foz their ſauegards into the mount Adzian. Frome 
whens they wer by ſtrength taken, and Creſcentius put 
to death, and John the biſhop bereft of his ſight, 
CGregszie.was agapne authoziſed biſhop : who by the 
conſent and counſaile of Dtho, o2deined the p2tnces of 
Germanie, electours of the emperoz ; whiche oꝛder and 
maner iskept to this day, 
C Richard, the ſecond of that name, was ozdeined king 
of No2mandie; who foz his manlinefle x policte in warr 
was greatiyp pꝛaiſed. 
CEtheldzede,kyng of Englande, toke to wife Emma, 
the ſiſter of Richard Duke of ozmandie: whiche foz 
her beautie was called the flower of Rozmandie. 

1 CKRobert, the ſon of Hugh Capet, began his reigne o⸗ 
uer þland of France, This was a vertuoas man t cun⸗ 
ning in many ſciẽ ces, much geu? to fudie,+t fauozed wel 
good letters. He made diners himnes ſequeces, reſpõ⸗ 
des, and buylded many churches + caſtels. In the begin⸗ 
ning of his reigue, by the aide of Richard Duke of Noz- 
mãdy, he reſtoꝛed exle Bowchard to his caſtel of Pelion 

23 » Stephen was made the firſt king of Hungarie, and 
reigne d. 39. peres. | 
CAlphons,king of Spayn, beſiegyng the citie Aiſeum 
was wounded with an arrowe, and thereof died: after 
whoin'was choſen Yeremande,that reigned, x. peres. 

Egelrede, wing of Englaͤd, being greatly enhanced in 
bis own mind, toꝝ pmariage of p dukes ſiſter of Roꝛmã⸗ 
dir; fentfozth into all partes ofhis realm ſecrete + ſtrait 
cũõmiſſtons, charging the rulers, Þ bpon a certain daye x 
houre aſſigned, the Danes (which p:audly vſed gret cru- 
eltie in the land ſhold be ſodeinly Laine. And ſo was it 
dont. Which thing aas alter, cauſe of great miſerie, 

" CConltantinereigaed among the Scotts. iii. peres, by 
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mean ofhim e Palcolme þ ſon of Kineth, the reahne of Fam 


Scotland was miſerably/tozmented with ciutle warre. 
Henry, Duke of Burgoin ended his life: who, foz ſo 
much as he died without iſſue, by his will ozdetned Ro- 
bert, king of France to be his heire. But the Burgoins 
ref! to be vnder his dominton, rebelled, and were 
by him vanquiſhed, and b2onght in due obepſance. 

C @ueno,02 Suapne, king of Denmarke, hearing of 5 
murder of the Danes in ©nglad, and being ſoze mened 
tbexwith, landed with a ſtrong army in diners partes of 
this realme, x ſo cruelly, without mercy and pitie, ſpoys 
led the countrey,and ſlew the people; that the Engliche 
men were bꝛought to moſt extreme andvnſpeakablent 
ſerte:but vet after a certaine ſpace peace was intreated: 
fo; which the Engliſhe men payd,z<000,poundes, how 
bee it, diuers pꝛintes of the Danes ſtill continued, was 
ſting the land in diners plates. 

COrthereigned in'Scotlande. ir. yeres , agaynlt bym 
Palcolme made fierce warre foz the croune, which was 
appeaſed by the counſaile ot a biſhop called Fothadas, 
C hentp duke of Bauarie, by the conſent of the pzincis 
electozs of Germanie, was oꝛdeined empero2:who was 
famous,aſivell fo2 his godly wiſedome, asfoz his mar⸗ 
ciall pꝛowelle + many notable vietozies; that he knight⸗ 
ly atcheued of his ennemies. At his firſt entre he ſubdu⸗ 


edcertaint rebelles, ks the Bohemes , the-Uandales, e

quieted Lozayne and Flanders, 
Godfrey ſuccrded Dtho'inthedukedome'of Lozalne. 
A at famin t e almoft þ hole woalde. 
Sataſens dintbing they2 holtesin-twooſandaye 
partes, ianden in ale, Ane Capua, and befleged r, 
rum, Agapnd whom Urceolus; dune of Uenice,'and 
Gtegoꝛie, a tapitaint of Conſtantinople, loynyng to⸗ 
gether wb] ene lent all halt, and r e 
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ory ſo great murder vanqutlched, that neuer after they attem ore. 
pted to inuade their neighbours, | 
The Scots not [utkcining þ tirànp of their king Grime 
roſe vp againſt him, wherofenſued mach troble in &cot 
land. Malcolm vanquiſſhed x lew Grime,toke on him p 
kingdom, t retgned. 31. peres, to him þ loꝛdes of Scotlad 
graunted firſte the wardes and mariage ef their heyꝛes. 
3+ Henry the Cmperour fyzfte founded the biſhopzike of 47% cn 
Babenberge in Germany . | 
Ferdinande,the ſon of Sanctius, Erle of Caſtile, was 
made kynge of Spayne. He maried the daughter of Al- 
phons king of Legio, and ſyſter of Neremunde: wherby 
he was king of Legio, in the right of his wife. : 
37 Sueno,02 Suaine, kyng of Denmarke, repented him 497 2 
of the fozmer couenauntes made with the Engliſhmen; 
and thinking to attain the whole dominion of this lahd, 
with a ſtrong army entred firſt Nozthumberlande, than 
middle Englande oz Pertia, and ſo wente foozthtpll he 
tame to the citye of London: whiche he beſieged,and des * | 
ſtroped the countrey of Kent. At this tyme Egelrede the 
king,deſpeiringev7all recouerep(not ones p2ofering to 
reſiſte his enemies) with his wife and childzen, fledde to 
Richarde Duke of Nozmandy. And than poſſeſſed Sues 
no the whole kyngdome of this realme. 
About this time Olanus t Onetus. 2. capitains of the 
Danes, inuaded Scotland, vanquiſhed king Balcolme, 
and ſubdned Purrai: But not longe after Palcolme re 
- paired his army, diſtomt᷑ ted the Danes,+ſlew Onetus. 
| Henry the emperour of Germany, vode toward Nome 4974 
36 wherghe was annoincted emperoz by the biſhoppe, and 
than takyng with hym the impertall Dfademe,marched 
with his army toward Capua. He vanquiſhed the @ara 
ſens, and foꝛted them to fo2fake Jtalpe, he purſued alſo 
with great waath Bubaganus, a capftain of þ em pcroꝛs 
of Conſtantinople, whiche fauoured the Saraſens. Be 
wan the city of Trope, which the Erectans had bullded 
where ſomtyme Atimball pitched his campe. 
Camus an other capttain ofthe Danes invaded Scots 
Bb lande 
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ofthe of Chit lande and nere to Farre, was diſcomfited andflaſne,the 
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derer thine own loarralgne loede,whoin J loued moſte 


plate at this dap is called Camuſtand. 

Canutus by com maundement of Suend, bꝛake againe 
into Scotlande, with whom the Scots fought a terrible 
battaile to the great domage of both partes,after which 
battailc a peate was agreed. 

CS1ane the Dane, atter much ſcathe done to the realm 
of Englande, ended his lpfe. And than ſucceded Canut? 
his ſonne: but the Engliſhmen ſent again foz Etheldzed 
out of aoꝛmandpe: who by the healpe of the Nozmains, 
and pꝛeſent aſſiſtente of his commons, expelled Canut?, 
ECanutus returned again into England, where he ſpa 
red nothing that might be deſtroied with ſwoꝛd and fire, 
C Jn this time kyng Etheldꝛede ended his life, when he 
had reigned. 38. yeres. After whole death vartannce fell 
betwene the Engliſh nen foꝛ p clection of their king, foz 
the citizens of London, w certain other, named Edmund 
the ſon of Etheldzed,a young man of luſty and valiaunt 
courage, in martiall aduentures both hardy and wiſe, 3 
could verp wel endure all paines, wherkfoꝛe he was ſur⸗ 
named Jrconſyde. But the moꝛe parte fauoured Canut? 
the Dane. Bo mtanes whersf betwene theſe two marci 
al pzincces wer foughten many great batails, inthe whi⸗ 
che either part ſped diuerſly, to the great laughter of ths 
that toke their partes. But laſtly it was agreed, that the 
twa cavitains ſhould try their quarel bet wene them ſel⸗ 
kes onely. In whiche fight, although Cdmunde ſemed to 
haue the vpper hande, pet he condeſtended to diuide the 
realm, and mike Canutus elo lo with him in the KYag- 
dome, which azrement was atlaſt concluded. 
| N this time was an Engliſh Erle, called Edzicꝰ whi⸗ 
che by his falſhode had w2ought mach hurt to his natu 
ral contrey,and laſtly ſuasauttoꝛ of the death of the no⸗ 
ble king Cdmid. And therot᷑ hum ſeit bꝛought firſt know 
lage to Canutasth: Dane, ſaieng iu. tiſis wiſe: Thas 
baue dau Canutus fo: the loue g beare towards pou⸗ 
To who en beanfwered:ſeing foꝛ my idue thon haſt mur 
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intierlp: ſhal in rewarde therof,cralt thy heade abone baker 


all the loꝛdes of England. And fozthwith commaunded 
him to be bebeaded, and his head to be fet vpon a ſpearc 
on the higheſt gate of London. 
Uhan Canutus was ſtabliſhed in the kingdom, he 
had knowlage, hol Olanus, king of Nozway,in 
his abſcnce inuaded the countrep, of Denmarke. Whers 


foze in al haſt he ſped him thither ward, + by p mahode'of 


þ Engliſh ſouldio2s obteined of the a noble victozy,+re- 
couercd oz wai to his ſignoꝛy. Wherfoze wha he retur 
ned into England, he demeaned him toward al me, as a 
ſage, gentil t moderate pzince,+ ſo continued. ꝛc.peres. 
Chunrade was choſen emperoz of Rome, and reigned 
15,yeres:he cauſed hys ſonne Henry to be made Cæſar, 
at Aquiſgrane. 
CCanutus called a parliament at Orenfe2de, where it 
was decreed,that Engliſhmen and Danes ſhould holde 
the lawes of Cdgare late king. 
Conſtantine, after the deth of his b2other, 
empire ofConſtantinople.tii.yeres. 
Nobert was oꝛdeined Duke of No2mandy, which was 
the father of Milliam conquerour, 
¶ Chunrade after he had quieted the Sweues, vode to 
Romc,t+ there was crouned with the impertal/diademe, 
CHenry,the ſon of Robert, was named king of France 
to whom his mother Conſtance, was ſo vnkiud, that ſhe 
would haue pzeferred hir yonger ſon. Wherfoze Henry 
was foꝛted fo2 ſuccoz,to reſozt to Robert Duke of Noz- 
mandy of whom he was gently receiued, and by his help 
reſtoꝛed to his kingdom, and reconſiled to his mother. 
Romanus emperour of Conſtantinople, reigned 5. pe⸗ 
res, and. 5. monthes. 
E Chunrade,emperour of Rome, went with an army a- 
gainſt the Bungares,and them ſubdued, 
¶ Anoble man of Spain, called KRoderike, erpelling the 
Saraſens, toke the famons city Ualentia.

¶ Canutus entred Stotlande with a ſtrong power, and 

theim ſubdued: which at this time refuſcd his empire: 
Michaell, ſurnamed Paphlagon, whan he had murde- 
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red Koman?,mariedhis wife Zoen t vſurped p imperi⸗ 
al croune of Conſtantinople.7.peres, and. S8. monethes. 


Henry Cæſar, the ſon of the cmperour Chunrade toke 
to wife the daughter of Canutus kynge of England, 
C The No2mains, which a feaſon had belde by fazce the 
contrey af Puel in Italp, nere to þ river Aufidi? fought 
aſtrong batail with the Grekes,foz the poſſeſſion of the 
ſame:in which fight theGrectans were chaſed + flaine. 
C William, the ſon of Robert, after Hys fathers depar⸗

ture toward Hieruſalem, was pꝛoclaimed Duke of o: 


mandp, bepng pet very pounge. 
¶ Canutus, kyng of Englande, died: who fo2 his vertue 
and honeſt life, was wozthy to liue perpetually. De was 
a man ok great magnificence, and vſed ſuche iuſtice and 
temperaunce, that in his dayes was no p2tnce of ſuch re⸗ 
noume:and notwithſtanding that he was ſo puiſaunt a 
pꝛinte, vet towarde god he ſhewod bim ſelfe humile and 
lowe, as by anotable hiſtozy appcareth, which is wzit⸗ 
ten of Polido ge, in the ende of his 7. booke, ot the hiſtozp 
ok Englande. 
Arolde, the ſonne of Canutus, by his wyfe Elgina 
H fo2 his ſwiftnes ſurnamed harefoote, beganne his 
reigne ouer this real ne of Englande. In the becs 
ginnyng he ſhewed ſome token of crucity, in that he ba⸗ 
-niſſhed hys ſtepmother Emma, and toke from her ſuche 
Jewelles and treaſure as ſhe had, 
The Danes of Denmark choſe to their king Canntus 
the ponger, other wiſe called Hardikinitus, the ſonne of 
the 
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the elder Canntus by Emma. 
C The No2wais oꝛdeined king a noble man called Baz 
gnus. And thus ſodeinly was the noble paincipate of the 
Danes ſeuered in. ini. partes. 
¶ Peter the ſeconde kyng of Hungarte. ii. peares. 
Henry p. iu. of ᷣ name, a ma of noble coꝛage, was cho- 
ſen empero2 of Nome, reigned. rviii.ycres. At his fuſt 
entring he warred vpõ Uldertke, king of Bohem. But 
he, hauyng aide of the Hungares, put hym to ß wozſe, 
Dulcane was king of Scotts. Make dowalde and cer⸗ 
taine other vnrulp perſones rebelled. In this tyme (as 
ſaith the Scottiſhe hiſtoꝛie) Sueno kyng of Nozway in⸗ 
uaded Scotlande. Which thyng by conference of hiſtgs 
ries ſhould ſeme to be ſomwhat befoꝛe this tyme. 
Dultane, whan he had reigned. vn. peres, was ſlain by 
his bzother germaine Bakbeth. 
Ardikinitus, king of Denmarke,after the death of 
Harolde, was oꝛdeined king of England. He foz 
the inturie doone to his mother Emma, cauſed the 
coꝛps of Harolde to be taken out of the ſepulchze, and 
ſmyting of the head, caſte it into the riuer Thamis. Be 
burdened his ſubiects with eraction and tribute, and in 
meate and d2inke was ſo pꝛodigall, that his tables wer 
ſpꝛed.iiii.tymes in the date, and the people ſerucd with 
great exceſſe. Whan he had reigned, 3. peres, he died ſo⸗ 
deinly, not without ſuſpection of popſonyng. 
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In this time was an Erle in Englad, called Godwin 
aà man ok great power, and ruled much this land: which 


vniuſtiy le w Alfrede, the ſon of Etheldꝛede, + brother 
ther of Edward, tvſed extreme crueltie toward þ No2- 
wains, whiche accompanied the ſaide Alfrede, whan he 
came out of Aoꝛmandie to viſite his mother Emma. 
¶ The emperoz Henrie ouercam the Bohemes, 4 made 
them tributarie.

Humtkrey the Nozman,and bzother of Dꝛogon, ſucce- 
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of Chriſt ed in the Erledome of Puell, 
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Hardikinit? ended his life: after whoſe deth the Da⸗ 
nes were beaten, lain and dꝛiuen out of this land into 
their owe contrep. 28. peres, after Sueno began firſt 
to reigne. 

Dward, the ſon of Egelrede, oz Etheldꝛede, by the 

aduiſe of God wine & Leofricus erle of Cheſter, af- 

ter the death of Hardikinitus, was ſent fo2 out of Moꝛ⸗ 
mãdie, to take on him þ gouernauce ot this realme of 
England: which he guided with muche wiſedome a iu⸗ 
ſtice. 24. peres. From whom iſſued (as out of a foun- 
tain) very godlineſle, mercp, pitie, liberalitie toward 
the pooze,gentilneſſe x iuſtice toward all men . And in 
honeſt life gaue moſt goodly erample to his people. He 
diſcharged the Engliſh men ok the great! tribute called 
the Dane gelt, which was oftẽ befoꝛe tyme leuied to4pþ 
impoucriſhyng of þ people. He ſubdued alſs þ Melſh⸗ 
men, which rebelled x mads war vpon their bo2derers, 
Peter kyng of Hungarie was again reſtozed to his 
kingdom, and Aba o2 Alboine, by the helpe of the ein- 
perour Henry erpelled, 
C Pagnus kyng of Nozway,hearyng of the death of 
Hardikinitus, with a great puiſance inuaded Demark 
and eryellynx Dueno the lieutenant, ſubdued the cons 
trey to his ſixno2zp. By which meane Denmark becam 
ſubtect to th? Rozthgaines. | 
¶ Pichaell Calaphatcs, which was adopted by Zoe, 
with great vakindneſſe ſent her in baniſhment. Zther 
koꝛe he was bereft of his ſyghte, and put from the em- 
pire. After who Conſtantine Ponomachus was made 
empero2 of Conſtantinople, and maried Zoe the em- 
p2zelle. he reigned.xii. veres. 

The Romans depzined Bennet the.tr. of his biſhop 

rike, and oꝛdeined in his place Sylueſter the. ii. Benet 

within ſhozt ſpace after beyng reſtozed to his ſee!, fea⸗ 
ring to be againe dep2ined,ſolde his rome to one John 

an archdeacon, who was called Gregoꝛie the. vi. 

¶ Pakbeth reigned among p Scots. xvi. eres, which 
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at the beginning did manye thinges to the p2ofite of the wotlde. 


realm: but after he becams a cruel tiran, x was vanquiſ- 
thed x llain by Palcolm, by the ayde of the Engliſhmen. 
¶ By the conſail of Erle Godwine,and Roberte biſhop 
of Canterbury, Emma, the mother of king E dwarde of 
England,fo2 vniuſt accuſacions was put to great iniu⸗ 
ries, t was deliuered by miracle,paſſing oucr. 9.plough 
ſhares, burning hote as fire, without hurt o2 domage. 

¶ Certain pyꝛates of the Danes entred England at the 
hauen of Sandwiche, which were chaſed and dziuen to 
their ſhips. 

Henrye the emperoꝛ, hauing knowlage of the diſco2de 
betwene the biſhops in Rome, went thytherward wyth 
a ſtronge army, Where he aſſembling a ſynode,condem 
ned the. iii.troublous monſters, Bennet, Silueſter, and 
Gregoꝛp, and made Switgerus biſhop, whiche was na⸗ 
med the. ii. Clement: ot whom he recetued the imperiall 
Diademe, and pꝛohibited the Komaynes thensfoozth to 
choſe any biſhop. Which thyng was after cauſe of moſte 
deadly warres, 

CClement was biſhop. 9. monethes, and after him Da 
maſus. 23.dates,and than Leo the.9.ſpre pexes. 

C Nere about this time in Englande fell paſſpng great 
ſnow:after which enſued a greate moztalitye of menne, 
mooꝛeine of cattaile,and by lyghtnynge, the coꝛne was 
wonderfully bzent and waſted. 
C8Sanctius,the.ii.kyng of Caſtile, not being contented 
with his owne kyngdome, inuaded Legio, and expelled 
his bꝛother Alphons: who fled to the Saraſens, He ſub⸗ 
dued all Poztugall and Galice, and chaſed Garſias. 
Cuſtace Erle of Balongne:came into Cnglad: through 
whom variance happened betwene kyng Cdwarde and 
Erle Godwine: who perccining that he could nor wyth⸗ 
ſtande the kynges malice; led into Flaunders, and was 
outlawed: Edward repudiated his wife the daughter of 
Erle Godwine. 

Gyſuiphus,Crle of Puel, inuaded the city Bontuent: 
And by foꝛce tooke and withhelde the tribute, whicsz the 
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CLeo,biſhppe of Kome,hauing apde of the emperour 


encounter was of him vanquiſſhed,and taken pꝛiſoner. 
15 ut ſho2tly after he was ſent again ſanifly to Rome. 
C Ulilliam, baſtarde Duke of Nozmandy, aboute thys 
tyme came with a goodly company into Englande, and 
was hono2ably reccined:to whom the kyng made great 
chere, and at his returne enriched him with great giftes 
and pleaſures:and(as ſom w2ite)made pꝛomiſe to hym, 
that if he died without iNTue, the ſame Milliam ſhoulde 
ſuccede him in the kingdome of Englandc, 

Erle Godwine was reconſiled to king Edward, z called 
from baniſhment:and fo2 his truth and good abearyng, 
gaue fo2pledges his, it. ſonnes Byo2nan and Toſton, 
which were ſent to the Duke of Nozmandy, to be kepte. 
C The Scottes rebelled agaynſt king Edward, UWher- 
koꝛe Se warde, Erle of Nozthumberlande,aſſembled an 
hoſte, entred the lande, ſubdued the Scottes, chaſed the 
kyng out ok his realme, and gaue the kyngdome to Pal⸗ 
col ne oꝛ Palcoline, ſonne of the kyng of Cumbzcs, whi 
che the Scottiſh hiſtoꝛꝑ ſetteth after this time in the pere 
of our loꝛd. 1061. 

As Erle God wine ſate at the table with kingeEdward 
it hapned one of the cuppe bearers to tumble, + recouer 
agayne,ſo that he did ſheade none of the dzyake, wherat 
God wine lou zh, and laide. Now that one bꝛother hathe 
ſuſteigued that other. With whiche woꝛdes the king cal 
ling to mind his brothers death, that waz ſlain by God- 
wine, behelde the Erle, ſaiyng: ſo hould my bꝛather Al 
phꝛede haue holpen me, ne had God vine ben. Godwine 
than fearing the kinges difvleaſure to be newly kindled 
after many woꝛdes in ercuſing hin ſelk, ſaid: ſo mought 
J ſafely ſwallow this mozſcll of bꝛead, as 3 am giltleſſe 
of the deede. But as ſoone as he had receiued the bzeade, 
fo:thwith he was choked, 

C Uictoꝛ, biſhop of Rome. ii.peres. 
C Algarus,Trle of Orenkoꝛd, thꝛough ill counſail was 
with 
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without gilte baniſhed,and fled into Wales: and ſhozt- 
ly after was reconſiled to the kynge. 

Theodoꝛa gouerued p empire of Conſtãtinople. 2. peres 
Henry einperour of Germanp, departing oute of this 
life, committed his pong ſon to the tuicton of Baldwine 
Erle of Flaunders. 
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CSewarde,Crle of Nozthumberlande,died:of whome 5018 | 1957 


it is redde, that whan he ſaw well he ſhoulde die, he cau⸗ 

ſed his armour to be put on him, and ſo armed at all pie⸗ 
ces ſitting in a chaire, ſaid:that ſo it became a noble man 
to die, and not liyng as an other meane perſon. 

C henry, the. 4. beyng vet a childe, was oꝛdeined empe 
rour of Germanp, and reigned Jo. peres. In his time, by 
meane of trouble, ſedicion, and warre, the Komain em⸗ 
pire ſo greatly was appaired, that neuer after it could be 
reſtoꝛed to the puſtinate maieſty,noz recouer agayn the 
fozmer might and puiſance. The cauſcrs whereof were 
the biſhops of Rome, whiche vered well nere the whole 
woꝛlde with moſt cruell and deadly wars, and ſpectallye 
Hildebꝛande, called Gregozy the. vii. 

The Sarons, vnder the leading of Duke Otho, rebel⸗ 
led, and by Ecbert, the emperours capitaine, were vans 
quiſhed and bꝛought in lubiertion. 

C Vichael,ſurnamed the elder, emperour of Conſtanti⸗ 
nople one pere. 

¶ Great buſines and ruffling in Rome fo? the election 
and diſpoſicion of certaine biſhoppes, as Stephen the. 9. 
Bennet the. x Nicolas the. ui. 

Andzew, king of Yungary, was väquiched of one Bela, 
t depꝛiued of his kingdom. The emperoꝛs armp wyrche 
came to the reſcue, was ouerthꝛowe king Andꝛe w lain, 
£ the Parques of Thuringe conſtceined with hunger x 
famine, to pclde him ſelke to his enemies. Bela by tote 
toke on him the croune, and reigned. un. peres. 

¶ Iſacius mardred Yichaell emperour of Conſlantino⸗ 
ple, and reigned in his place. uiii. peres. 

¶ Algarus, Erle of Mertia, whiche was befo2e Erle of 
Orenkozd, beyng maliciouly accuſed, was eriled out of 
this 
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gain to Griffine duke of Wales. UWherw Edward was 
grenouſly diſpleaſed,4+ ſent Harold, eldeſt ſon of God⸗ 
wine ( which was than of greatpower)to war vppon the 
ſaid Griffine who ſpoyled the countrey of Males, expel⸗ 
led Griffine out of his lozdlhip, & by his policie reconſi⸗ 
lcd Erle. Algarus to king Tdwardes grace and fauour, 
¶ Philip, the firſt of that name, was oꝛdeined kynge of 
France. He maried Bertha, the wife of Baldwine Erle 
of Holande, and had by her certatne childzen:whome af- 
ter he did repudiate, and coupled to him Bertradam, the 
wyfe of Fulco, whom he ſo affectioned, that all thynges 
were done at her becke and commandement,and would 
not fozſake her, vntil he was conſtreined by Urbane the 
biſhop of Rome, to take to him his firſt wife; 

Baldwine, Erle of Flanders, aſſembled an army, and 
made toward Spaine againſt the Saraſens, and ſubdu⸗ 
ed Gaſcopne to him aud to the ponge emperour. 
¶ Godfrep, Erle of Puell in Italpe, in his death bedde, 
neglecting his own bꝛethern, made Bagclarde his heire 
and ſucceſſoꝛ, which was immediatelp dziuen cut of his 
lozdſhip by Robert Guiſcard, Gddfreis b2zother:who ak⸗ 
ter made him ſelfe Erle of Calabze and Puell, 

C Otho Duke of Bauarie. 

CJn this pere of our lozde after the computation of the 
Scottes, Balcolme oz Palcoline recouered the crowne 
of Scotland, and reigned. 37. peres. 

¶ Alexander the. ii. was oꝛdeined biſhoppe of Rome, at 
whiche time the biſhops of Lumbardpe woulde haue ad⸗ 
uanced to that ſee one Cabolus:by means wherof ciuile 
warre was arrered, and great armies gathered on both 
partes. In fine, after ſo:e fight and greate murder, the 
fautours of Cabolus were chaſed, and he him ſelfe hard 
ly cſcaped, This ruffling continued a longe ſpace. 

Otho biſhop of Coleine,by puny meancs-conueighed 
Henry the emperour from the oꝛdzyng # guidyng of hyg 
mother, and ſet hun fn full power to rule after his owne 
mynde. The emppꝛe at this tyme was chiefly gonerned 
by biſhops. Otho, 
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C Otho, Marques of Thurpnge, gaue fy:lte title of hys 
poſſeſſions to the biſhop of Penſe. 
Venry,þ emperoꝛ of Germanie, reſtoꝛed Saloms to his 
fathers kingdom of Bagary + gane to hi in mariage hys 
own ſiſter. After which time Salomõ reigned. 14-.yeres 
Þarolde,the ſonne of Erle Godwine, went into No2- 
mandye: where he made faithful pꝛomiſe to Duke Uil- 
liam, that after the death of Edward, he would kepe the 
king dome to his behalfe:on which condition he bꝛought 
with him at his returne his bzother Toſto. 
¶ Iſacius, emperour of Conſtantinople, ſhooze him ſelf 
a monke,after whom reigned Conſtantine, 7. peres. 
Sanctius,kyng of Spain, was murdered by one of hys 
honſhold ſeruantes, Wherfoze Alphons p ſirt, whom he 
had befoze crpelled, was again reſtozed to his kingdom. 
C Toſto, enuipng his bꝛothers pꝛoſperitp, vſed much vt- 


 lany toward him and kyng Edwarde: koz the whiche he 


was fo2ced to leaue the lande, and flp into Flaunders. 
The noble king Edward intſhed his laſt dap, whan he 
had reigned z. peres 7. monthes t odde dais. He purged 
the olde x coꝛrupt lawes,t picked out of them a certapne 
which were moſt pꝛokitable fo2 the commons: x therfo2e 
were they called the common lawes . Fo; reſtitution 
whcreof, hapned diuers commocions and inſurrections 
in this lande. 
Arold, the eldeſt ſonne of Godwine, being of great 
power in England, and ther with valiant and har⸗ 
dy, to ke on him the gouernance of this land, nothing re- 
garding the pꝛomiſe that he made to Milliã of Mo: man 
dy. Wherof whan MNilliam ſent to him amballades ad⸗ 
moniſhing him of þ coucnants that wer agreed betwene 
them + Harolde woulde in no wiſe ſurrendꝛe to him the 
kingdome, whiche Muliam clapmed, not onelpe fo2 the 
pꝛomiſe that was made to hym, but alſa becauſe he was 
nert of king Edwardes bloud. 
In this meane time Toſto, which fled out of the land, 
ſteered azainft his bzother; the king of Nozway who en⸗ 
tringinthe Rozth partes of England with a great vut- 
aunce, 
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But Harolde, makpnge hafte to reſcue his people,flewe 
the kyr ge, and his owne bꝛotger Toſto, anb chaſed the 
Noꝛwaps with diſwozſhip to their ſhippes, 
¶ Mhan William Duke of Nozmandy perceiued, that 
he coulde not by any meane bꝛyng Harolde to fulfill hys 
pꝛomiſe, noꝛ by treatie to pelde to him the kyngdome:by 
fozce he entred the land. To whom Harolde gaue ſtrong 
and ſharp batail, in the ende wherof Milliam by pollicy 
obteined the victoꝛpe, chaſed the Engliſhmen le w Ha⸗ 
rolde, and toke on him the gouernance of this lande. 
¶ This hapned. 57. peres after the fpꝛſt arriuall of the 
Sarons 02 Angles:in which ſpace they reigned diuerſly, 
Firſt began the kingdome of ent, the pere of our loꝛde 
475. vnder Engiſtus: and after that s. other kingdomes 
at ſundꝛye tymes toke their beginning, whiche all at the 
lait were bzought into one monarchye,and ſubiects 
to the weaſt parones, by kynge Adelſtane, the 
pere ok our loꝛd 9. hundzed thirty and eight 
which monarchy continued 129. peres 
. debatyng of them fine and twen⸗ 
tye peres, which ſpace the Da⸗ 
nes reigned in this lande

Diuers bilhops'of Ger 
manp, calling a caunſau, did ertommunicate Gregozye 
as a cruel tyꝛan and mille liuer. The cruell tpꝛannp, out 
ragious pꝛide, diueliſh ſozcerp, and deteſtable life of this 
Gregoꝛp, is ſet fozth at large by Beno p cardinal, where 
ve may ſe the very picture ofa Romain biſhop. 
& Roger Erle of Hertkoꝛde, and an other named Raulf 
conſpired ggainſt king TAilliam of England, being thi 
in Romnandy: which both were by him outlawed , and 
chaſed out of the realm, and Erle Walreff, that vttered 
the conſpiracy, beheaded.

C ꝙathildis oz Paude, a noble woman of Italpe, died: 

who al her life tyme fauourcd greatly, and maynteined 
the biſhops of Rome: and at her deathe, bequethed to the 


churche of Nome the parte at Petruria,nowe called. .

- Calo Joannes ſucceded his father Alerius,in the ems 
pire of Conftantinople,and reigned. 25. peres. | 
The citiſpns of Piſe in Italp, expulſed the @araſens, 
And conquered the iles called Baleares, by papne.

fozc Henry gathering a ſtrongarmpe, met w Lewys in 
plain ſieid, and fought with him a deadly t cruell battail 
in the ende wherof.Lewps was auercome, and conffrei/ 
ned to foꝛſake the field, Balbo wine, Erle of. Flaunders, 
ain, and Henry retouered the toune of K pngues. 
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TGetaſins; the.2.biſhoppe of Nome one pere. At which 
tyme in in-France a ſowe farowed a pygge, which had a 
face lpke to a man, a cocke was hatched, that hadde. uiii. 
feete,the winter was maruailous harde and vnſeaſona- 
ble, wherof enſued a great dearth and mozain of cattail. 
Jnnumerable berdes were ſene fighting, in the apze, of 
which many fell dead to the grounde. An hozrible earth- 
quake. 4-2. dates together in Jtaly. r. 

Caliſtus, the.ii.being oꝛdeined biſhop of Rome, made 
peace and attonement with the emperour. 

Baldwyne of Burgoyne,was made the. 3. king of Je- 
ruſalem. 
Milliam duke ot. Nozmandy t Kichard the ſons or king 
Henry of England, : Pary his daughter, Richard Erle 
of Cheſter, with his wife the kynges necc,and other, to 
the numbze of. 160. perſons, paſſing from Nozmandy in 
to England, by auer ſight of the ſhipmaiſter were dꝛou⸗ 
ned, ſauing one butcher, which eſcaped the daunger. 

Roger Dake of Sicily (in the abſence-of Duke Mllli⸗ 
um) inuaded the countrep of Calabze and Puel, and na- 
med him ſelfe kyng of Italp. 

Bald wine, kyng of Jeruſalem, toke Gaim, kynge of 
þ Turkes, whiche inhabited þ leſſe Aſia:and w like ſuc⸗ 
teſſe, vaquiſhed, t toke pꝛiſoner, p kynge of Damaſcus. 

John, a cardinall, was ſent ot Calirſt into Englande, 
fo: refo2mationof diuers matters perteining to the cler 
gie. Who in open counſaple, with moſt bitter wooꝛdes, 
enuted and thund2ed againſt ſuche pꝛieſtes as nouriſhed 
concubines, but in the nerte cuening,he was taken him 
ſelfe with a trumpet, to his open rebuke, and ſhoztly af 
ter returned to Rome with ſhame enough. 


Bernarde the monke, Kudperte, Yugo of Paris, and 


Haliabas a phiſicion floriſhed. 

Dominicus Michael, Duke of Uenice, with a wel fur⸗ 
niſched nauye, ſayled into Aſia:and at the citpe Joppen, 
vanquiſhed the Saraſens, toke of them a great numbze, 
and conquered the city Tp:us, In his retourne,foz dyſ⸗ 


-pleaſure kendled to warde the Emperour of Conctanti⸗ 
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nopte, which caufed hi to be ſẽt faʒ home. he ſpoiled Rho 
des t Chiot ſubdutd gam, Leſb?, Pilen⸗ i dyuers 0- 
ther plates, wuhich belõged to py empire of Conlkatinople 
Robert; Erhe of Pillatn,tnuadedand ſpoiled the con⸗ 

trey of RNo2mandy;and/was vãquiſhed den by the 
ſouldiours of kyng Henry df Englande. 

¶ Biſhop Calixt by koꝛce uf armes ſubdued Surdinus, 
whiche by certaine noble men was p2oclatmed bifhop of 
Rome againſt him: And bꝛought the ſaped Burdine in a 
triumph to Nomt vpon an aſſe back, in great deſpite ſet 
ting his face to warde the tayle of the beat. 

Charles Erle of Flanders, by meane of the pꝛouoſt of 

Bzuggis, was dain in the church, as he was hearing di⸗ 
uine ſeruice. After whoſe death, Lewys king of France 
aduanced Milltam the ſon of Roberte Curthoyſe to the 
ſald Crldom of Flanders, on whom immediatly Theo⸗ 
doꝛſch Etle ot Alſatia, made moꝛtall wax, t was of him 
vanquiſhed and fo:ced ta flee to Aluſtum: where continu 
lng the ficge, William was wounded to death wa dart 
p was caſt frõ the walles. And after his diſeeaſſe, Theo⸗ 
doꝛich, his encmy,poſſeſſed the Erle dome of Flanders. 
EC Balach king ot the Parthes toke Bald wine kynge of 
Mit ruſalem, and llue many of the chaiſtian capitains and 
ſouldiours iu Adam. 
( Bonoatus, the. ii. biſhop of Nome. b. vores. 

¶ Dauid ſucceded Alerander in the kingdome of Scot⸗ 
land. He builde d ſo many abbeis and gaue ſo much lan- 


des to the church, that his ſucceſſours were ſcantlp able 
to maintain their eſtate: He dtmintſhed the reuenues of 


the croune co. thouſand poundr. Me had no wars al the 
time of Henrp Beuelerke. } 

7 C Lothayꝛe Duke of Saronp:after the death of Þenry

S. Johns hoſpitalles, templares, and o⸗ 
ther lyke, be gan firlt at this tyme. 

Geffcey Plätagenct, Erle of Angeow, maried Paude 
the empꝛelle, daughter of king Henrp, ot which two deſ- 
ce nded Henry the it. which regned after Stephen. 
Cqnnocenttus, the. ii. being oꝛdepned biſhop of Rome, 
went immediately with a ſtronge armpe againſt Roger 
Erle of Sicilpe, at whiche ty?nc he toke by violence the 
toune of S. Germanp, and beüeged Roger in the caſtell 
Gelucium. But Ulilliam, Duke of Calabze deltuered 
his tather, and toke the byſhop p2iſoner, wyth certain of 
hys cardinalles: whom he ſhoꝛtly after ſette at libertye. 
In the meane time þ people of Rome named one Peter 
to be biſhop, which was the ſonne of a cituyn called Pe⸗ 
ter Leo. A herfoꝛe innocent durſt not returne to Rome 
but fled ſtreight into Fraunce. This man fp2ſt ozdepned 
that he which ſtroke a pzteſt ſhould be ercommunicate. 
¶ Baldequinus, kyng of Damalcus, was vanquiſhed of 
Balowine king of Jeruſalem. 

Fulco,Crle of Angcow, was oꝛdeined the fourth king 
of Jeruſalem, 

About this time Philip, the eldeſt fon of Lewys kyng of 
Frante, by nnſfo2tune was ſlain with an hoꝛſe in Parts 
E Leivys the ponger, by conſent of his father, was an- 
noincted kyng of Francc. 

C Hcarp,apnge ot Cngland,becauſc he had none other 
iſue male, oꝛdepned, that his daughter Maude, whyche 
had bene empꝛeſſe, ſhould ſuccede hym in the kingdome. 
¶ Fulco, king of *erufalem,flue a greate numbze of the 
Turkes. and builded the caſtell o2 fo2t called Ibellinum 
CLothapze the cmperoz reſtoꝛed Innocentius to the bi⸗ 
ſhopaike of Rome, and receined of hym the imperial Di⸗

and nephew to Henry the fp2ſt,toke on hym the ga- 
uernance of this realme of England. This was amoble 
man, c hardye,of paſſing comely fauour and perſonage. 
In al pzincely vertues he excelled:as, in marciall policy, 
affabilitp, gentilnes, and bounteful liberalitp toward at 
me: x eſpecially in þ beginning: foꝛ although he had cons 
tinual war, pet did he neuer burdein his tommons w er 
actions, ſauing onelp certain biſhops, which flowing in 
riches, builded diuers caſtels y tourned the king after to 
gret trouble.

Foz wht N 
che cauſe he was vered w wars all the time of his reign. 
Great trouble and diſcencion in England, foꝛ ſo much | 
as diuers of the nobles fanoured Maude the empꝛeſle a- 
gain Stephen which was in poſſeſſion of the croune. | 
C Marre betwene king Stephene and Dauid of Scot⸗ 
land becauſe he refuſcd to do to him his homage foꝛ Noz 
thumb2riand + Huntington, which he held by his wyfe.

But Koger, hearing of the empero2s comming toward 
hym:fled into Sictlye, Than the biſhop of Rome gaue 
the Duchy of Puci to Katnon,a knight of the empero2s 
whom alſo he oꝛdeined gouernour of Jtaly, 
C A vaine rumonr was ſpzead in England of the death 
of king Stephen, which was cauſe of much trouble 2 bu⸗ 
ſines in the realme. Foꝛ diuers of the loꝛdes got them to 
thcy2 holdes: which after might ſcantly w great laboꝛ be 
quieted t appeaſed, After which time Stephen paſſed in 
to No2mandye againſt Geffrep Erle of Angeow, ß huſ- 
bond of Maude the emp:eſſe,which was right heyze to p 
crounc,and wha he had quieted that pzouince,he named 
Euſtace his ſon Duke of Nozmandy,and entred friends 
ſhip and league with Lewys kyng of Fraunce, 
C URicharedus de. S. Uictozie, Rabi Salomon a 3ew, : 
Almeõ wel ſkilled in þ Nuadaualles hinedat this time. 
¶ E uſtace, the ſonne of king Stephen, maried the lifter 
of Lewys kynge of Fraunce, which mariage continued 
thc amitie betwene Englande and Fraunce. 
Chunrade, Duke of Suaue, a man of noble and valiat 
courage, by coſent of the electours was choſen empero2, 
and reigned. 15. peres. Whom no witer teſtifieth to bee 
crouned of the biſhop of Kome:but that he vſed unpert- 
al aucts2ity without his admiſſion. At the beginnvng a⸗ 
gainſt him rebelled a duke of the Sarons, named Henry 
but he was ſhoztly bꝛought in ſubiection, and his Duke- 
dome geuen to the Erle of Auſtrich, 
C Dautd, kyng of Scotlande (repentyng hym of the foz- 
mer agrement made with king Stephen, and purpoſing 
to reconer the croun of England fo2 Maude his nephew 
and daughter of king Henry in moſt cruel wyſe inuaded 
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Nozthumberland: where by Thzuſtone, biſhop of Poꝛk, 
the Scottes were dziuen backe, and llaine in great num⸗ 
bꝛe, and Dauid conſtrein ed to geue his ſonne Henry iu 
hoſtage fo2 ſurety of peace. 
C In the meane ſeaſon king Stephene was occupied in 
tiuile warre againſt Robert Erle of Gloucefter t others 
whiche fauoured the parte ol Maude: whome the kynge 
ſubdued, and parte of them fozced ts foʒſake the realme. 
Maude the empzeſſe came into this land out of om 
dye, t by the aide of Robert Erle of Glouceſter, and Ra⸗ 
nulph of Cheſter, made ſtrong war vpon king Stephen: 
in þ end wherof the kings partie was chaſed, & him ſelfe 
taken pꝛiſoner, t ſent to Baiſtow there to be kept in ſure 
hold. But than the Kentiſhmen «4 Londinars,fauouring 
the king warred vpon the rebelles, & in open fielde toke 
Robert Erle of Gloceſter. But ſhoꝛtly after both þ king 
t Robert were deliuercd out of pziſon by exchange: and 
Stephen without delay gathering to him a ſtrong army 
in ſuche wiſe purſued his enemies, that he foꝛced Maude 
W other of hir frendes, to foꝛſake the realm. This warre 


cõtinued a long ſeaſon, to the great domage of þ realme. 


The Nomains, deſpzing their fozmer and auncient li⸗ 
bertp, oꝛdepned two ſenatours, whiche ſhoulde gonerne 
the lo2dſhips and p2ouinces belongyng as pet to the city 
of Rome. But Innocent the biſhop withſtode theyꝛ pur⸗ 
poſe, and calling a counſeyle, oꝛdepned, that no lap man 
ſhoulde lay violent handes vpon a pzleſt. 

Emanuell was created emperour of Conſtantinople, 
and reigned 38. peres. He vſed much vilany to warde the 
chꝛiſtians that paſſed into Aſia againlte the Turkes, as 
after ſhall appeare. 

Auicenna tqe Phiſicid, Auerrois the interpꝛetoꝛ of A⸗ 
riſtotle, t a wicked philoſopher, Abzaha Abeneſtræ a Fue 
t an aſtronomer, 1 Balierdus a peripatetike flouriſhed. 

Geiſa, ſon of Bela, was made king of Hungarpe, and 
reigned. xx. eres. He kepte flerte warre with the Ger⸗ 
uiaines, whiche bꝛake into Pannome, and was of them 
at the firſt encounter vanquiſhed: but at the 8 
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| be obteined the victozyes This man receiuedand nobir 
interteined the emperour and the French kyng, as they 
pode to warde Hieruſalem. 
C Koger,Erle of Siculy,recouered al the loꝛdſhip, whi- 
che be was befoze polſſeNed of in Jfalye: and than paſſed 
with a ſtrong naup into Afrike, where in many battails 
he werted the @araſes,and made them, with their king 
Tunete, to him tributarpe: whyche tribute they payed 
duely the ſpace ot. rrx.peres. 
C Alaph,kynge of the Turkes, reconquered the citie of 

Meſopotamia, called Ediſſa,and pꝛactiſed moſt extreme 
vilany and cruelty toward the chꝛiſtians. 
¶ Celeſtine biſhop of Rome.. monthes. After him Lu⸗ 
cias 9. monethes, and than Eugenius. 8. peres, whyche 
was troubled wyth the ſedition of the people, deſyryng 
their conſulles. 

E Baldewine the. tit. was oꝛdeined the. v. kynge of Hie⸗ 
ruſalem, after his father Fulco. 

S. Barnarderhozted the chaſtia pztnces to take armes 

againſt the Turkes, Chunrade,þ emperoz of Germany 
gathering foz y purpoſea ſtrong army, went to Conſtan 
tinople, t by the counſail of Emanuell (which pzoamiſed 
faithfully to puruey al thinges neceſſary foꝛ hys armye) 
paſſed ouer Boſpherus without pꝛeparaunce of vitail x 
fo:age,t beſieged Jconium, Emanuel (ent to him meale 
mingled w lime: w the which þ ſonldtours of Chunrade 
were popſoned + deſtroied in ſuch wyſe,y he was fain to 
leaue the ſiege, and returne againe into Thꝛacia. 
C Baldwyne, kyng of Bieruſalem, repapzed Gaza, and 
conquering þ city Aſtalon, gaue it toþ templares;Þe o⸗ 
uercame the Turkes at Hierico, t ſine bf them 5050, 6 in 
like maner vanquiſhed, chaſed, and flue Noꝛadinus mat 
ſter ofthe chinalry of Damaſcus, with his company. 
C A ſynode was aſſembled in France, in the which Ba⸗ 
liardus,a philoſopher of excellent learning, but not con- 
ſenting in al poinctes with the Romain church, was con 
uicted, and afterward made him ſelfe a monke. 
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nit the Darites, tame to Conſtantinople:and by the 
treaſon of EM ell the'empetour, was led by veſertes 
and wilderneſſes of Surye, with greatſeopardye of bys 
men: and at the laſte, though ſcarcitie of vitailes and all 
neteſſartes, was tonſtteinod to bing his doc, being ſoze 


weryed andfebled; to the city of Antioch. 1 
C Grattan collectoat df the de Commetto2 
auctour of the hiftozp,called Schol Longo 


bardus maiſter of the ſentences,” and Otto Frigenſis,a 


well learned biſhop were famous. 


Roger Erle .of Stcity being greued with the vntrouth 
and vilany of Emanueil the emperour of Conftanting- 
ple, went activint him with a great puiſanice; and ſub⸗ 
dued Coxpꝛu, toke cities Co;inthe; Zhebes, Enbota 
andother, ahd'thanfcaryng the apde of the Uenecians, 
bent his power towarde Aſia:where he chaſed the Sara 
ſens it the poꝛt of Suncon, whpch hadde entrapped and 
tompaſled the Frenche kynge. In his returne he beſette 
the citp of Conffantmople with a harde ſiege. 
About this time in Englãd g Jues cruciſied a child vps 
Caſter day at A62wich, in derifio of Chilt x his relics, 
C Chunrade the emperour, e Lewps the kyng of Frace 
comming to Mieruſalem, toygned their puiſaunce wyth 
kyng Baldwpne,and beſieged Damaſcus, But they be 
png veceined byanAfſpxan, whom they trulted; fozſoke 

the ſtege, am ſhoatip after returned into Europe. 
Gettrey Plantagenet,þ huſband of Maude p empꝛeſſe 
who, cõtinuing þ wars againſt king Stephe of Englãd 
had wonnefrom him the Duchy of No2mady) ended his 
lite and his ſonne Wem ſueceded in that Duke dome.

ple, was ſpoiled and robbed of the Uenectans, wbyche 
met him in his tourney. 

'C nge of Englande, after longe warre and 
much trouble, was againe crouned kynge at Lintolne. 
C Robert Erle of Olouceſter made newe war vpon the 
kyng, and had the better hand ol him at Mylton, ſo that 
the king was like to haue fallen into Robertes m_— 
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But he eſcaped with much payne. 
C No2zadinus a Saraſcn,after the departure of the ems 
persur and other pzinces out of aſia, beũeged the city of 
Antioch, and toke and lue manye of the capitaines and 
ſouldiours of the chziſtian people. 

Dominicus Paurocenus, Duke of Uenice, ſubdued to 
bis ſignozpe Pola, Rubinum, Parenticum, Hemonian, 
and Humagum. 

CEuſftace biſhop of Rome, which was by the citiſins ex⸗ 
pelled,came into Italy agapne:and partly by fozce part- 
ly by agremtt, recouered Taracine, No;ba, and certain 
other places, which wert withholden from hym. 

C About thys tyme Lewys kyng of France repudiated 
Alinour hys wyfe, whome Henty Duke of Nozmandys 
afterwarde,coupled to him in open maryage: by meant 
wheret he became of great power. Fo2 by his father he 
waz Erle of Angeow, by his mother Duke of Pozman- 
die, and by his wife Erle of Poytow and Guyan. 
CLewys king of France maried Conſtance the daugh- 
ter of Alphons king of Caſtile. 

In England the riuer of Thamis was ſo ſtrongly fro 
ſen, that hazſe and carte paſſed oner vpon the plc. 

Anaſtattus the 4. biſhop of Rome one pere and a half. 

Henrp duke of Nozmandy,in the quarel of his mother 
Maude, w a great puiſance entred into Cnglan, 4 at the 
firſt wan þ caſtel of Palmſ burp, than p toure ot Londs, 
t afterward the toune of Nottingham, w other holdes x 
caſtels. Betwene hun and king Stephen wer foughtcn 
many battails, wherby this realme was ſo;e troubled, 
C Friderich ſurnamed Barbaroſſa, was emperoz of Al⸗ 
maine: 3 6. peres. He was ſtrong in armes, ot luſtpe cou- 
rage, expert in marciall feates, mighty of body, in coun 
ſaile pzomident,manly in his affay:es,eaſp to bee ſpoken 

to, gentil to gentil perſons, haught minded toward the 
pꝛoude, ot witt: ſharpe and quicke, and of good memozp 
kinally, in noblenes and iuſtice a renoumed pʒince, wht- 
che though he were of nature gentil and meke, yet could 
be not ſuffer the ſhamefull inturies doocn to hym by the 
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Romaine biſhops, as it ſhall after ſomwhat appeare. 
CFoachimPagnusok Calabze, an abbot that had the 
—— Belenſts,and Johannes Pe- 
fae phiſicious, Alpetragius Barrocrilanus an aſtrono 
mer, Boſtanus a lawper flourtſhed. 
C Peace was agreed betwene Maude the emp: eſſe, her 
ſonne Henry, and king Stephen, on thik condicion, that 
Stephene (during his life tyme) ſhoulde holde the kyng 
dome of England, and Henrp in the meane time to bee 
pꝛoclaimed hep2e apparaunt in the chiefe cities thzough 
out the realme. 
C Adzian an Engliſhman biſhop of Nome. $. peres. 
C Che Romains ceaſſed not to make earneſt ſuite, both 
with pzaiers t manaſpnges, that they might obtepn the 
free gouernance ofconſulles: which thyng biſhop Kd2t- 
an gainſaied, and at length, with ctirſyng and banning 
koꝛted theim to be at reſt. 

Milliam king of Sicilp ouerran and waſted the coun⸗ 
trey abont Boneuent:and therfoze was ftrike with the 
thunderbolte of exc@munication by the biſhop of Nome. 
C Friderich the emperour,paſſing into Jtaly in his four 
ney,ſubdued Derdona, and than pode towarde Reme, 
where he was met by the biſhop, and after crouned with 
p imperial Diademe. At which time was reiſed a greate 
comocion by the people of Rome againſt the Germains. 
¶ alcolme the mayden beyng.riit.ycres of age, ſutte⸗ 
ded her vncle Dauid in the kyngdome of Scotland, and 
reigned. rif. peres. @hoztlye after, one Somerled atfe⸗ 
cted rk) eroun; who was ſuppaelſed by Gilchziſt Erle of

In his time 
by bis great manhode and pollicye,the ſignoꝛie of Eng 
land was much augmented, with þ addicion of Scotlad, 
Ireland, the iles Dzcades, Bzitapne, Poytow,Guyan, 
and other pꝛouinces of Fraunce. 

¶ Lewys kyng of Fraunce maried Ales his thyꝛde wife 
the daughter of Theobalde Erle of Bleſence. 

¶ William kyng of Sicily, whan by fapꝛe entreatye he 
coulde not obteine peace of the biſhops of Rome, with a 
great puiſaunce ſpoyled the countrey of uel and chaſed 
the Grecians : and than foz fcare was receiued into the 
biſhops fanour. 

C Uitalis Pichaell, Duke of Uenſce, toke in batail Ul- 
rich the patriarch of Aquileia, with o. ot the nobles of 
Hungarye and Fozumiulu, and made the people of Fo- 
rumiulii tributary to Uenice, 

C Þcnrye of Englande caſt doune diners caſtels whiche 
were erected in p time of Stephen. He wet into-þ Nozth 
partes, t receiued of the Scots Cumberland, oꝛthum⸗ 
berland, which they ſaid were geuen to them by Paude 
his mother, and ſet an oꝛder in that countrey, 

The variance began firſt betwene the empero2 2nd 5 ci⸗ 
ty of Millain, which refuſed his doꝛmimon, and endeuo⸗ 
red to bzing othec cities of Italy vnder her ſubtection, 
C In Eaqlande were ſene in the firmament. u. ſunnes, 
and in the moone appeared a red croſſe. Aboute the ſane 
tyme in Italy in the month or Nouembec appear! d. ui. 
ſunnes, and the pere folowing. uit moones. Of the w hi⸗ 
the the middle moſt had a red croſſe. 

Ching Benry went with a ſtrong armye into Woles, 
and quieted that countrep,and after buulded the ſtronge 
caſtell of Nutlanve. 

About this tine came into England certain Scrwai⸗ 
Dd. ni. nes to 
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William kyng of Sicilie, the whole colledgeof cardi⸗ 

nalles, and diuers cities of Italy, conſpired againſt the 
emperoz Fridertch, which? was occupied in the warres 
againſt Millame, x gaue to the biſhop of Rome a great 
ſum me of money tocrcommunica:e the emperoꝛ. 
- About this tyme one Angus dt Sallowap rebelled in 
Scotland, which was ſubducd by Gilchzſt Erle of An⸗ 
gus. Not long after the Murrais roſe againll their king 
and were ſuppꝛeſſed with great laughter. 

Adꝛian biſhop of. Kome died, being choked with a fly 
in his dzink: who, a litle beloꝛe his death affirmeds ther 
was uo kynd ot life moꝛe miſerabte tha che papacie. 

E Alphdus king of Caſtple bied as he was coming from 
Mieruſalem, and lefte after him his fon Sanctius: who 
beyng llaine in Arabia, his brother Ferdinand lucceded 
in. the kingdom, and reigned. z. peres. 
Great diſtoꝛde t variance in Rome fo2 the election of: 
the iſhop:fo; ſome at the tardinals choſe one Octavia: 
but other ſome, the moꝛe parte, named Alexander. At, 
which time the emperoz (to whoſcaudgement the mater 
was referred) whan that Alcrãder diſdeined to abide his 
arbitrement, confpzmed Octauian. Than did Alerader 
lee into Fraute t there extammnntcated out of the num 
bꝛe of the faithful both Friderich the cmperoz and Octa 
utan the Antipape:and in a cannſayl at Claremount diſs 
anulled the actes of the counſayl of Paute. 
C This ſchiſme continued well nerc.rr.yeres, 
¶ Lewes kynge of Fraunce gaue his daughter Marga⸗ 
rete in mariage to Henry the ſonne ofthe kyng of Eng⸗ 
land, by reaſon wherof was appeaſed the war 1 grudge 
betwene France r England fs2 the lands of Poptow tc, 
C Friderich the emperoꝛ ca ne the fourth time into Jta- 
lpe, and waſted the citye of Terdona, robbed Cremona, 
ſpopled Pyllaine ( which hadde bent eauſe of much miſ⸗ 
chiefe) and caſt it to the earth. Fo2 whiche cauſe the Ues 
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the Uenectaus,contured and made confederacic againſt 
the emperoꝛ. At the ſubnerſion of Mylain, the women 
(which had libertie to depart with as much z&ther could 
cary)leauing their richeſſe and treaſure, toke with them 
their inkantes and pong chiidzen : with whiche erample 
of motherly charitie the emperoz beyng greatly delited, 
graunted to them all their whole ſubſtance and the ſafc- 
garde of their childꝛen. 

This pere (as ſaith Fabian) kyng Henrv of England 
went into Scotland, and made ſo fierce warr vpon their 
king William, that laſtly he toke him, + cauſed hym to 
make recõpenſation inyeldingto him the caſtel of Car⸗ 
lell, the caſtell of Bamburgh, with diners other, and re⸗ 
cepued ef himfcaltie and homage, 

Uladiſlaus, fo2 his valtat kmgthod which he declared 
in the ſicge + erpugnation of Pyllain, was by p empe- 
roꝛ oꝛneined the. u. king of Boheme,+had geuen to him 
fo2 his armes pᷣ ramping lyon, with the fozked tayle. 

The emperoꝛ Friderich ſought diuers means of peace 
and agreement with Alexander byſhopof Rome: But 
he would not in any wiſe agree. 

Almericus ſucceded his bzother Baldwine in the king 
dom of Hieruſalem, he vanquiſhed the Egiptias xtoke 5 
citie Alexãdꝛia, which he reſtoꝛed to the Souldan vpon 
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pꝛomiſc of a great ſum ot money foz p.ſame; but whan 


zomiſe was not kept foz. the payment therof, Almert⸗ 
cus beſtpged him in the toune called Cayʒum, oꝛ Cares, 
Stephen the third, was ozdeined kyng of Hungarie, 
and reigned. ix. peres. 115535 l 
Gupdo biſhop of Crema after the death of Octauian, 
was made biſhop of Rome by the.emperoz.. At whichs 
tyme Alexander was ſtill in Trance. | 
Thomas Becket biſhopgf Cantuybury(which ſedici⸗ 
oufelp vnder pzetence of defendyng the liberties of the 
church (as he ſaid) ſpake and did many thinges agatuſt 
the kynges p2erogatiue royall, and contrary to all good 
oꝛder of ciuile gouernaunce) wag expelled oute of the

C Friderich the emperour returnyngto Rome, ſubdued 
à gret part of the boꝛders of Hetruria, and beclipped the 
city ot Rome with a ſtrong ſiege: at which time a greate 
numbꝛe of his ſouldiours and many of the noble men pe 
riſhed with a ſodain peſtilence. 
C Wilham ſucteded his bother Malcolme and was o 
deined kynge of Scottes.

after he had murdered Zuar the Caliph. 
Thomas Becket, by the mcdiacton of Alexander biſhop 552 
of Rome, Lewys the French king, was reſtozed to his 
biſhopꝛike, ᷑ not long after by certaine gentilmen, was 
llain:the faulte wherof, was vniuſtly laid to the kynge. 
C Saladine. kyng of the Turkes adnered to his ſignoꝛy 
Aegipt and Surp. Be was a man of great puiſance, and 
a mighty and ſtronge warriour, u hiche w2ought muche 
ſcathe to the Chuſtians. 
C Baldwine the 4, was the 7. king of Hieruſalem. 
King Henry of England ſent ambaſſade to Alerander 
biſhop of Rome, to purge him of the falſe accuſation of þ 
death of Thowas Becke t. Among other thinges it was 
enioined him in his penance that it ſhuld be lauful to his 
ſubiectes as often as thepm liſted to appeale to the ſca of 
Rome, and that no man ſhuld be acounted as king, vntil 
ſuch time as he mere confirmed by the Romain biſhop. 
M herby it manifcffly appeareth 5ᷣ the biſhops of Rome 
in all their doinges endcuour onely to haue pꝛinces and 
kingdomes ſubiect to their becke, but this his iniunction 
was at no tyme fulfilled of the king of Englande. 
¶ Bela the.ni.and ſonne of Stephen kyng of Hungary 
reigned. rvui. peres. He, being not troubled with ertcr-

tuſtice. 
C Uyng Henry ſubdued Ireland, and adnered the ſame 
to his kingdome. 
C Peter, a biſhoppe of Lumbardy, wzate the boke of the

Friderich the emperour entred into Italy with a huge 
hoſt the. v. tyme. 
Lewys king of Frace ſent an Erle of his into Aſia with 
a great ſumme of money, whiche he had leuied of the be- 
neuolence of the people, to ſuſteine the chziſtians beynge 
m warre againſt the Turkes. 8 
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Thomas Becket was canoniſed by y biſhop of Rome, 


ſhed Siladine the Turk, and in like maner at the ſecond 
encounter about Tpberiadis. 

The people of Millain w their cofederates enconntring 
the emperour in Italy obteined of him a bloudy victozy. 
C Henrp, the ſonne of kynge Henry of Englande, was 
crouned the ſeconde tyme wyth hys wpfe Margaret the 
Frenche kynges daughter. 

¶ Emanuel emperoꝛ of Grete inuaded Cilicia and was 
ouerthꝛo wen and chaſed of the Turkes. 

King Henry þ ſon by p erciting of the king of France, 
Alinqur his mother, t certaine other nobles toke armes 
t arrered deadly war againſt his natural father. Diuers 
ſtrong batails wer foughten,as wel in England, by the 
deputies 4 frendes of both partes, as alſo in Nozmandp, 
Poptow, Gupan, and Bꝛitain, where they were co2po- 
rally pzeſent:but the victozy alway enclined to þ father, 
There toke part againſt king Hery p father, Lewys kig 


of France Milliã king of @cotlad, Herp, Geffrep, John 


bis own ſons, Robert erle of Leiceſter, Hugh of Cheſter 
t other: but in pende,the ſons W their alies wer conſtrei 
ned to bend ts their fathers wyl x deſire peace, which he 


gently granted, ⁊ foꝛgaue their treſpaſſe. William king 


of Scots, in this war was taken,+yelded fo2his ranſom 
the city of Carlel, the taſtel ot᷑ Bamburgh, the new caſtel 
vpon Tine, a ſwoꝛe foꝛ euer to be true to p king. And as 
wel he as his ſucceſſoꝛs, to do their homage as often as it 
chuld be required. The @cottiſh hiitozy reciteth an other 
cauſe of this war of Milliam, againſt king Henrye, and 
ſaith he was taken in the. 174. ycre of our loꝛde. 
Friderich the emperoꝛ, atter the diſcomſiture taken at 
Comum, made peace w his aduerſaries, and came to Ue 
nice to the biſhop of Rome, where he ſo humiled himſelf 
p he ſuffred the biſhop to tread vpon hym, at which tyme 
was ſonge this verſe of the pſalter,Super A ſpidem & Ba 
ſihicum ambulabis, conculcabis leonem & draconem: 
And whan Friderich ſaid chat he did not that obepſance 
24725 to 
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to Alexander but to Peter, be anſwered, Both to me and 
ta Peter. Of this outragious pꝛide, what is to be iudged 
euery ma may cſteme. But this is vndoubted that he ſte⸗ 
red ſuch moztal t cruell wars as we haue befoze ſhewed 
without any iuſt cauſe, onip foꝛ his pꝛiuate elcction, and 
would obey neither to counſaill noz auctozitpe, nc2 pet 
condeſcend to any attonemtt. Vea and beſides this, with 
vneſtimable pꝛide, did conculcate and treade vnder fcete 
the higheſt polver of pzinces, whiche god commannded 
with great reuerence to be obeyed, 

C\5iſhop Alerander,coming to Koine made peace with 


the citiſyns on this condicion, that their coniuiles ſhould _ 


not be admitted, vntill they had ſwozne to be obedientto 
him, and to enterpꝛiſe nothing, wherby the power of the 
Romain biſhop might be diminiſhed, 
In England fel great weathertng,+ tempeſt of thun- 
dꝛe t lighinyng in mdwinter:andin ſommer kolowpng 
fel hail of ſuch greatnes, that it ue both man and beaſt. 
Gu berte of Gallawap, rebelled in Scotlande, he was 
chaſed by Gilchziſt, and duuen into Jrelande: not longe 
after this, Gilchziſt was baniſhed fo; killing his wife the 
kings ſiſter:⁊ ſtealing after again into Scotland, liued a 
pooꝛe life a long time, vntil by great chance he was recci 
ued to the kinges mercy. 
L Mhilip the ſonne of Lewys kyng of Fraunce, after the 
diſceaſe of his father, toke on him the gouernaunte of the

C At this time were many Jues in Englande, ſohiche a-

tow and other, and fo2 the caſtell of Giſours, 

CuUypnge Phillip of Fraunce warred vpon the Duke of 
Burgopne, foz the caſtell of Uerginde. 

¶ Andꝛonicus, atter he had murdered Alerins, toke on 
him the imperiall croune,and reigned. tf.yercs. 

Bald wine the. v. beyng a child, was pꝛoclaimed king 
of Hieruſalem. 

Saladine kyng of Turkes, inuaded and ſpopled the 
countrep about Hieruſalem, and wzought muche trou⸗ 
ble to the Chꝛiſtians. 

William kpng of Sicilie, foz certaine iniuries done 
to the Latins,ledde a huge armie both by water and by 
lande, againſt the empero2 of Conſtantinople, and toke 
the citie Theſſalonica of Macedon, and ſubdued many 
cities of Thzace and Grete ts his obepſance. 

Gupdo toke on him the kingdom of Hieruſale:foz the 
which was great cõtention betwene hym & the Erle of 
Tripolis named Raitmfid: which diſcoꝛd gaue occaſtõ to 
Salandin þ turk moze cruelly to aſſaut p chʒiſtẽs in Aſia 
CVeraclius Patriarke of Hieruſalem, which had ben 
in diaers partes of Europe, came to kyng Henry, deſt- 
ryng hym of apde agaynſt the Turkes. 
¶ Iſacius vanquiſhed and put to death And2onicus em- 
pero2 of Conſtantinople,and reigned there. rvi. peres. 
¶ Urbane the. iii. byſhop of Rome. it. peres. 

C Friderich emperor of Germanie, oꝛdeined his ſonne 
Henry gouernour of the cities of Italy. 

In England the Jewes crucified a chylde in the town 
of Burpe. 

The Saraſens were chaſed and ſlaine at the citie An⸗ 


cone. Saladine the Turke beſieged — 
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the Chꝛiſtians, take pꝛiſoners king Guydo and the mats ;yortde,

He was big of ſtature 4 had a mery countt- 
nante, in þ which appeared as wel a pleaſant gentilnes 
as a noble t pꝛincely maieſtp:to his ſouldiozs he was fa- 
uourable,bountiful to his frendes x ſtrangers, a greuo⸗ 
enemy + hard to be pleaſed, deſiroꝰ of war + abhozring p⸗ 
dlenes. He inclined ſom what to pꝛide, lecherp,+ auarice 
but moſt of all, he is to be blamed, becauſe he ſemed to be 
imptous toward his father.

Alphons the viii. ſurnamed the good, recouered his 
fathers kingdom of Spayne, and reigned. 53.yeres..He 
tooke to wife Tlenoz, the daughter of kynge Henry of 
Englandelately diſceaſed. 

KyngRicharde, in his 102nep towarde Hieruſalem, 
ſubdued þ land of Cypꝛes:and than iopnyng his putſice 
with the frenchking in Aſta,coquered Acon: where was 
kendled betweene kyng Kicharde and Philip kyng of 
Francc,a grenous diſpleaſure. Foz whiche cauſe Phi- 
lipſhoztly after departed thens, and comyng into Frice 
inuaded the countrep of Aozmandys:; and excited alſo 
John the bꝛather of kyng Richarde, to take on hym the 
kyngdom of Englande in his bzothers abſence.

In this peare the Þcottiſhe hiſtozpe maketh mention, 

ol a great oucrthzolvw geuen by the Scots to the @ngliſh- 
men, at Roſling, and that king Edward bepng therwith 
meued, perced the realm of Scotland, and went thzough 
al the land from the nozth to the ſouth partes therot, and 
foꝛced them al to ſweare homage and feaultie, which ſes 
meth to be the ſame couquelt that we ſpake of in the rrv.

Boniface crouned and confirmed Albert in the empire

At the cozonacton of Clemet biſhop of Kome, by the fal 
of a walle, the duke of Bꝛitain was flatn,and king Phil⸗ 
lip of France maimed. A carbuncle was ſtrike cut of the 
biſhops miter, whiche was in value wozth vi. thouſande 
crounes. The biſhop ozdcined.111.cardinallcs, which as 
it were.tiit.ſenatours)ſhould gouerne the ceuntrey of 7- 
talpe to his behoulffe.

The Engliſhmen enconntred Robert Le B2uze 4 his

tie and innocencie of life, In feates of armes he was ve⸗ 
ry expert, as the noble pꝛoweſſe by hun atchieued do wel 
declare, Df his liberalitie andclemency he hewed manp 
great examples bꝛietelp, in al pʒꝛince ly vertues he was ſo 
excellent, that few noble men befoze his time canne be to 
him compared. At the beginning he was chiefly ozdered 
by ſir Roger Poztimer and his mother Iſabell. |

King Edward made pꝛeparation toward Scotland, at 
whiche time fell great variaunce betwene the archers of 
Englande, and the ſouldiours of ſp; John of Hepnalde, 
and ſhoztlp after the Cngliſh army beyng in the bozders 
was ſo ſo2e diſtreſſed fo2 lacke of fozage and other neceſ- 
ſaries,y they were al in danger.

A wonderful great earthquake in þ realm of England 
the like where was neuer ſene befo2e that day no; ſens, 

Byſhop Urbane publiſhed in England and other con⸗ 
treis, free remiſſid A pœua, & culpa to as many as wold 
either giue anp thyng, oꝛ them ſelues take armes t war 
againſt the Clementines:and in like maner bad Clemet 
done beefoze to his adherentes againſte the Urbantftcs, 
ſo that cither of the parts reputed other as heretikes and 
miſcreantes. 

Henry Spenſer, biſhop of No; wich, at the commande- 
ment of Urban, paſſed w great power of ſpiritual men 
other into France, t ſo into Flanders, t conquered p con 
trey befoze him, but by the great putſance of the French 
king, they were conſtreigned to returne withoute great 
wo2ſthip,and loſte as muche as they had wonne. 
¶ Pary the kynge ol Bungaries daughter, guided that 
kingdom after her father well nere the ſpace of li. peres. 
CLewys Duke of Angeow died in Italp, and the Fren⸗ 
chmen returned into their contrey. Charles de La Paix, 
conquered to his ſignozy the kingdome of Naples, 

About this time the Turkes waſted and burnt Boſſſna 
Croatia, and the farthcr partes of Illpꝛia. 
¶ The Erle of Nozthumberland, with certain other boz 
derers,made a viage into Scotland, and ſpoiled the con- 
trer euen to Edenbourgh. 

--Kynge Rycharde marlied the daughter of Uinceflans, 
emperour of Almaine. 

After the death of Lewys,Erle of Flanders, the bert- 
tage theroffell to the dukt ol Burgoypue. 

Mar in po ee Caſlile, in Flanders, in Pꝛo⸗ 
uince, in Frayhte;tn England, in Scotlande, and in J- 
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( John ſurnamed Galeatins,Gile of Ueron,toke Ber⸗ 


nabas, loꝛde of Millayne his vncle,and kept him in pꝛy⸗ 
ſon all the daies of his lyfe, ſepſyng to his owne vſe the 
whole loꝛdſhip and ſigno2y of Lumbardy, 

C Lhe nobles of Pungary finding the greued that they 
were gouerned by a woma,ſent fo; Charles king of Na 
ples x Sicily,and ozdetned him their king of p city of Al⸗ 
ba:who by the treaſon of Barye the qutene t hir mother 
Elizabeth, ſhoztlpe after was murdered. In reuengyng 
wherok a noble ma, called Johanes Banus of Þo2uach, 
fine the Erle Palatine : one Blaſius,y wer the doers of 
that miſchief,+ dzouned Elizabeth quenes mother in þ 
riner of Dunaw,keping Pary hir daughter in pꝛiſon vn 
til he hard of the comming of hir buſbande Sigtſmunde, 
bꝛother to the king of Boheme and emperoz of Rome, 

¶ An army of Frenchmen ſailed into Scotlande, where 
they accompanied with the @cots,perced the bozders of 
England, and ſpggled the contrey very cruelly. Againſt 
Whom king Richarde: ſped him with ſo great putſaunce 
that they were gladde to gene backe into Scotland, and 
ſhoztly after returned into Fraunce with great diſwozs 
ſhip. At this viage the king of England burnt the toune 
of Edenbourgh, and all the contrep there about. 
CKyng John of Poꝛtugall difcomfited the king of Ca- 
ſtile in a great battail nere to Juberoth. In this conflicte 
were ſlaine many noble men of Fraunce and other cons 
treis, that came ts aide the Caſtilians, 

The Saraſens about this tyme vered the empcroz2 of 
Conffantinople,and the countreys of Grete. The Tur⸗ 
kes warred in Hungary: where many of them wer ſlain 
at the ſtreicte entring into the countrey. 

The king of Armeny was chaſed out of his contrey by 
the Saraſens. 

The duke of Lancaſter, vncle to king Richard of Eng 
land, ſailed with a company of ſouldioꝛs into Spaine, to 
matte tlaime to the realme of Caſtle, foꝛ ſo muche as he 
had taken to wyfe the eldeſt daughter of king Peter that 
was erpelled his kingdome by Henrye the baſtarde bzo- 
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which fel among his people, he was faine to demiſle hys 
army,and ſho:tly aftcr loft all that he had wonne. 

C The kyng and the lozdes of France made wonderfuli 
pꝛeparation fo; the erpedicion of a viage into England. 
There was redy apparailed with great coſtes and char 
ges in the Hauen of Scluſe, and els where, 15cc.thippes 
with fo great plenty of pzouiſion,and all thynges nece[- 
ſarp,that the like therof was neuer ſene in France. But 
that viage was ſtopped and bzoken by the meanes and 
tonnſaile of the Duke of Berret. 

Great fowages x tares were repſed in Frate, x likewiſe

in England. which was after cauſe of great miſchiefe.

After the death of king Robert of Scotland John Erle 

of Carreke his eldeſt ſon,ſucceded and reigned. 16.peres 
whom the Scots called Robert after his father, becauſe 
they thought John an vnluckp name in a kinge: he was 
maimed with the ſtroke of an hoꝛſe in his pouth, and ther 
foze was vnable foz the gouernance of the realm. Wher 
foze Duke Nobert of Albanſe, continued as gouernour 
all the tyme of his reigne. 

Cruel war in Lumbardy betwene Galtatius lozde of 
Pillaine, and the people of Flozence and Bononie. 

The Erle of Arminake, coming with a great army to 
aide the Flozentines,nerc to the citpe of Alerandzta,re- 
ceined a wound, wherof he dyed, 

Peace betwene Galiatius and the Flozentines. 

After the death of Clement the-Antipape, Bennet the 
riti. was choſen of the Cardinals in France, the ſchiſme 
ſtil continued betwene the ii. biſhoppes.

Foz whiche cauſe he 
depziued them of their liberties, but the city was ſhoꝛtly 
after reſtoꝛed to the kyngs fauour by the erneſt ſuite and 
labour of Doctour.Gramiſend biſhop cf London, in me⸗ 
mo2te wherof the maioꝛ with his bzethern, reſozt perely 
ir. pztncipall daies to ſ.

The kno wlage ot good letters by continual wars being 
neglected 4d2iue out of Jtaly,cncreaſed greatly.in Ger⸗ 
many, France, England à Scotland. Foz augmenting 4 
furthering wherof, Pargaret p kings gradmother bnil- 
ded.ii.colleges in Cambzidge. Jn like maner TzUilliam 
biſhop of Lincoln, t Richard of Wincheſter builded 2,05 
ther in the vniuerſitie of Orenfoꝛds: of the which one is 
called Bzaſennoſe,the other Coꝛps Chiſip college. 
kong Þenry marted the ladye Hatherine late wyfe lo 
his bꝛother Arthur, hauing the diſpenſacid or Les biſzop 
of Rome, but not without great murmuring of the Car 
dinals and diners learned men of ot! e. realmes.

him. Luther again doth appeale fro the biſhop to a gene⸗ 
ral cofiſail, t waiteth his boke, Do captivitate Babilonica. 
Luther burneth all the decretalles of the'byſhopes of 
Rome, as wicked cdtaining many things oppzobztous 
both to God and chʒiſttan magiſtrates. 
Friderike duke of Daxonie, perceiuing him ſelfto be in 
diſpleſure at Nome foꝛ Kuthers tauſe by letters excuſeth 
bim ſel, fſateng y many good t lerned mt did appꝛoue Lu 
thers doctrine þ cauſe of ſo much ftir in thoſe maters was 
in Eckius, t other his buſy aduerſaries þ pzauoked him.

Chuſtierne the ti, king of Denmarke c No2zway,ouver- 
came t ſubdued g; Succers rebelling againſt him and bur 
ned their capitain @tura,after $he was befoze buricd, 

C The emperours ſouldiours gatte the toune of Mewzõ 

and beſieged the noble cities of Peſſiers and Turney, 

CLThe French king toke the toune and caſtel of Heding 
from the Burgonions. 

5 4 admiral of France toke the tonne of Fontraby in 
pa p. 

C The foune and caſtel of Turneꝝ was yelded tothe em 
perour. 

- The-pzinces of the empire together w the empero⸗ met 
taſſembled at Wozmacia,whither Luther alſo tame, ha 
ning his ſalfe conducte graunted by the emperour. 

Albert Erle of Bꝛandeburge 4 maiſter of Pruſſia was 
inuaded by the kynge of Polonia, becauſe be woulde not 
acknowlage Pꝛuſſia to bee vnder bis dominion, rather 
then the emperours. 

„Leo biſhop of Rome, on Palmeſondaye, as the vſc and 
manner of long time was euery pere, curſeth openly dt- 
uers-perfons,and among them chiefelpe Luther and his 
folowers,as moſt deteſtable beretikes. 

Al the ÞBelnettans ſauing only the Tygurines, entred 
in leagye # frendſhip-with the king of France, & became 
godfathers vnto his ſonne Charles then newly bozne. 
Cbuther in the counſail of Wo2mace by the emperours 
appointment was openly aſked of Eckius, firſt whether 
he would acknowlage thoſe bokes that were abzoade in 
bis name:and ſecondly whether he would recante them, 
oz cls ſtand in the defence of the, Lutber reherſeth his bs- 
kes t doth acknowlage them, t to the ſecond pointe,atin- 
dweretd that he could not recant them;onleſſe he wen by 
crips 
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means y he could to perſwade Luther to relent:but wha 
he could not be moacd,hauing his ſalf conduct he was di 
miſle d: by the coũſail of Friderike duke of Sarony, foz 
a time after kepte him ſelfe, in ſecret place 4 came not a⸗ 
bꝛoade, fo: feare of daunger ot that decree that foloweth, 
¶ The emperour at Moꝛʒmace with an open decree pꝛo⸗ 
clatmeth Luther and all his adherentes p2oſcripte + oute 
of the pꝛotection of the emppꝛe, ſo that it was laufull foz 
any man to kill him oz take him, which decree is thdught 
to haue paſſed without the conſent of the other pzinces. 

Cbis decrec got the new emperour great fauour of the 

ope. 
12 Wittenberge the diuines obteined of the Duke to 
haue the malle aboliſhed, ⁊ the vſe of the ſupper of pᷣ loꝛd 
to be had accoꝛding to the ſcriptures, in al his domintõs. 
C The ſcholemen of Paris condemneth al Luthers woz 
kes as hereticall. 

King Henry of @nglad wzate a booke againſt Luther, 
and therfoze the biſhap of Rome named hym defendour 
of the churche. To which booke Luther anſwered ſharp- 
lv, not ſparing the authozitie o: maſeſtp of the kyng. 

C In Germany at this time beganne a certapne ſecte of 
thoſe that feigned them ſclfs to haue talke with god, and 
they were commanded of god to kyll al wicked, that only 
tuſtc and innocent men ſhould lius in the wozlde. 

C Leobiſhop of Rome and Charles themperaur, entred 
league againſte the Frenche kynge, and toignyng they; 
powers, wanne from him diuers cities, and dzaue hym 
out of Jnſub2ia. The chiefe capitains in this warre was 
P2oſper Columna, and Ferdinandus Danalus. 

C Leo the tenth bichop of Rome dled not without ſuſpi⸗ 
tion of poiſonyng. After whom ſucceded Adꝛian one pere 
who was in like maner popſoned. 

C The Duke of Buckyngham was beheaded at Londs 
the. rv. day of Pap. 

The cardinal of England went ouer the ſea to entreat 
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Wzuges he communed With the emperour, and at Cales 
conſulted with the french ambaſſadours till Decembꝛe. 
But he bꝛought nothing to paſſe, 

Le wys king of Hungary maricd Parpe the emperonr 
Charles ſiſter, and Ferdinande duke of Auſtrich the em⸗ 
perours bꝛother, toke to wife Anna the ſyſter of Lewys 
the fozenamed king of Bungary, 

Mar betwene Leo biſhop of Nome t the french king, þ 
biſhops ſouldiours wan Millaine from the frenchmen, 

. Jn theaſemble was holde at Wozmacia the p2inces 
clectours 4 other pꝛyntes of Germanye,erpounded dili⸗ 
gently to the emperoz þ diners 4 ſundzy bourdeins wher 
W that contrey was charged by the ſec #clergy of Rome 
and p2opoſed to him weil nere an. 115, articles, 

The excellent clerke Budeus, Zaſius, Alciatus, Pirc 

kaimcrus, Peutingerus greatlawiers:Copus, Linaker 
the Engliſheman, Panardus, B2tſſorus, Maſſa, philici⸗ 
ons: Zonſtal biſhop of Durham, Meoze, Richard Pace, 
Polpdoze Uergil, Oecolampadius Zuinglius, Hutten, 
Capito, Egnatus, Pellicane, Uadian Scepeius, Poſel- 
lanus, Coꝛdus Euricius, ( many other men ot gret lear⸗ 
ning were famous in theſe dapes. 

The Frenchmen robbcd-the Engliche marchants and 
other the kynges ſubiectes on all partes of the (ca, 

* @olemanne the great Turke, conqucred the city Bel- 
grade, the moſt ſure and ſtronge garriſon of the Chziſtts 
ans, and vered the countrep of Hungary. 

The French lipng attached all Engliſhemens goodes 
at Burdeaur,and'deteined the kynges trybute, and the 
Frenche Queenes dower. 

The Genowais pelded theim to the empero2, and fo:⸗ 
ſoke the French king, - 

Call Frenchemen were attached in the city of London, 
and caſt in p;iſon. 

C The tardmalroade though Londs6 to Douer to mete 
with the emperour, beynge accompanied with. iu. Erles 
56. unigdtes, an. co. gentilmen. 8. biſhops. r. Abbotes 50 
chaplains 
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baptiſtes, and in other thinges cauſed trouble 4 buſines: 
which thing to repzelſe, Luther came againe to Wittens 
berge, after he had foz a certaine ſpace hid him ſelfe in a 
place vnknowen, as is afoze-lapde, 
C Luther erhozteth the people of Boheme to land in the 
trueth of the Goſpell opened to they by Þuſſe, and to 
fozſake the tpzanny of the biſhop of Rome. 
C Ferdinande Duke of Auſtrich,ſetteth foozth a ſharpe 
p;oclamation againſt the Lutheranes, i ſuche as did not 
obey the biſhop of Rome. 
The pꝛinces of þ empire meting at Noziberge cſulted 
as well of other things, as of war to be made againſt the 
Turkes: where thep appointed certain aid of men x mas 
ney to be ſent vnto Lewys king of Þungarie. 
C The emperoꝛ departyng out of Germamte, went inte 
Spaine, to repꝛeſſe a ſcdition there raiſed againſt him, 
Hugh biſhop of Conſtance pꝛeacheth x wziteth againff 
Zuinglius,and blameth bim to the counſail of Tigure. 
C Adzian biſhop of Rome requireth Fridertke Duke of 
Sarony ts mainteine the church of Rome, as his aunces 
ſfours had done, 

The bichop of Rome ſendeth letters to the counſail of 
Argentine, charging them that they ſhold not ſuffer any 
of the Lutherans bookes to be pʒinted there, 2 that ſuche 
as were p2inted ſhould be burned, 

C Charles the. v. empero2 of Rome came into England 
and was honozably recepued into London, by the Fatoz 
the aldermen, and commons of the citie, the kynge hym 
ſeif accompanying hyw. Prom thens he went to Winds 
ſo;e,and ſatte in the (fall of the Garter. at this time was 
talke betwene the empers2 and kyng Henry fo2 the mas 
riage of lady Parp the kings daughter, beyng about the 
Age of, vii. peares. After greate feaſtes, iuſtes, and 
honourable intertapnemente, he departed to Hamps 
ton, and ſailed from thenſe into Spayne, Durpnge thys 
tyme the Erle of @Surrey,lozde aompzall, bzcnt Bozles 
in Bu⸗ 
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after hauing an arnty apointed to him by the king, de par 
ſing ouet to Cale(s/pecced-Picardy,and bzft divers tau⸗ 
nes and caſtels. He beſieged Heſdyng, but becauſe win- 
ter dꝛue tree rater — ſiege and returned home. 

The Duke of 7 ne to enter this land with 

it armp:but when be rd that the Erle of Shꝛeul⸗ 
— was comming to gene him battaile,be tokea truce 
ſo;,vi.monthes. 
k Apeffilence in Rome, whiche conſumed an. ioo. thon- 
ande. 

The loꝛde Roſſe and loꝛde Dacres of the Roꝛthe, bur ⸗ 
ned the toune of Rel ſei in Scotland, with foureſtoze vil⸗ 
ſages, and duerthꝛue tygbtene toures of ſtone, wyth all 
their bulwarkes. 

The emperours ſouldioꝛs wan Gean from the french 
men, and the warre continucd cruelly betweene the em 
perour and the French king. 

The emperour Charles, king Henry of Englid, Fer 
dinande Duke of Auſtrich, the biſhop of Rome, the citye 
of Uonice,anddyuers other in Jtalye, were confedfrate 
againſt the Frenchmen. 

The Turkes beſieged Rhodes:and on Chꝛiſimas day 
toke it, to the great ſhame and rebuke of Chꝛiſtian men. 

The loꝛde Barques Doꝛſet warden of the Eaſte Par- 
thes, bꝛente diuers villages,holdes, and other places in 
Scotland, 

The city of Millain was vered w a ſoze peffilence, wher 
of died 50. thonſand within the ſpace of. 4-.monthes, 

The byſhop of Rome ſendeth the biſhop of Ap2uſia as 
ambaſſadour vnto the pꝛinces of Germanye ſyttynge in 
counſaile at Roziberge, who comming thither, declared 
his meſſage:the ſumme wherof was, that thep ſhoulde 
ſharpely punich the Lutherans:pe and that without cra- 
minacion o: cauſe heard in iudgement, becauſe they wer 
perſons verype infurious vnto the churche, and alrcadye 
tondemned, and therfoze that the pzinces them ſelfes did 
not well, iche thought thoſe men mecte to be hearde in 
judges 
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ſecte might be in woꝛthy maner ſupp;cſſed:4 put them in 
hope p ſome coꝛrectſon of maners in the church ſhould be 
had by tbe biſhop ſhoztly. The pzinces anſwered Þ as tou 
thing Luther, it could not be donc wout great perill of ſe 
dicion:but in the meane time 5ᷣ they would ſce,p neither 
Luther no2 any other ſhould publiſh in waiting oz ſermo 
nes any thing that might ſtirre men to alteration, vntil þ 
time of a generall counſail, which they requeſted þ biſhop 
very erneſtly that he would gather w al ſpcdc,to redꝛeſſe 
thoſe errours and fautes whiche by longe cuſtome were 
taken fo2 truth and holineſſe. 

Alberte Parques of Bzandburge and maiſter of Pꝛuſ⸗ 
fla bepnge ouerſet in war by the kinge of Polonta,com- 
meth to No2tberge to deſire ald of p pzinces of thempire. 

Che p2inces of the empire ſitting at Noziberge,requeſt 
of the biſhops of Rome, whercas the biſhops and people 
of Germany were muche charged with Annates + othcr 
paiments to the ſee of Rome, and that the ſame'paimen- 
tes were not beſtowed in mainteining war againfte the 
Turkes as it was agreed:that the ſame patments might 
now henſto;th be laied vp in thecomon creaſury of Ger⸗ 
manp, that they might haue moze readpe aide againſt the 
Lurkes. They declare mozeouer in certain notes what 
things they would deſire to be amended and aboliſhed in 
the biſhops of Germany,as letting the adminiſtration of 
ciuill gouernance, 
¶ At Zigure there was apointed a cominon diſputation 
of certaine pꝛopoſicions ſet fozth by Zutnglius, vnto the 
which becauſe the mainteinours ot the churche of Rome 
did reſo2te in great number, and woulde not diſpute any 
thynge to the contrarpe:the counſaple of the city p2oclat- 
med that all mens tradicions beyng lapde aſide, the goſ- 
pell ſhould be taught and declared oncly by the oldt and 
new teſtament, and the ſcraice to be made eccoztxnge to 
the ſame. 

Ckynge Penrye of Englande by l:cttcrs complayncth 
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vnto þ pꝛinces of Germany of Luther, who had watts a +: 
gainſt him to ſharply, deſireth the y he might not be ſuf» +: 


fred to tranſlate þ new teſtament into p mother tongue, 

John and Henry two Auguſtine friecs were burned at 
Bꝛurelles, becauſe they ſapde they ſhould not beleue the 
decrees of the counſailes and fathers which did not agree 
with the Scriptures. And they thoughte it no ſpune to 
bzeake the Popes decrees, 

Chaiſtiern king ol Dẽmark after he had loft Snuecerlad 
by the meanes of Guſtanus, æ fearing leſt foz his cruelty 
he ſhould be in danger of his life, ſeing p his own vncle x 
the Lubecks were in armes againſt him:at this time fied 
into &eland w his childzen + his wife Jſabel þ empero2s 
ſiſter. His kinſfolk raiſed war to reſtozehim into his king 
dome, but all in vain, The people of Denmark aſſebling 
in parltament,choſe Friderike his vncle p2ince of Bolſa 
tia an aged man to be king: openlyin waiting declared 
the cauſe of their ſo doing. And on the other parte ß king 
Chziltterne anfwered to their accuſations, and at Nozi- 
berge deſireth aide of the pzinces of the empire. 
CCharles duke of Burbone Conftable of France fe2ſa- 
keth the Frenche king, and fie:th ts the emperour, 
¶ Mhen that the free cities of the empire ſent their am⸗ 
ba adours into Spaine to the emperour: he founde him 
ſelke muche greued that Argentine, Noziberge,and Au⸗ 
guſta did beginne tofauour Luthers doctrine. 
¶ Ch iſtierne kynge of Denmarke, and his wife Jſabell 
(beyng dꝛiuen out ot his realmes by his vncle Friderike 
duke ot Holſt, and his own ſubiectes, ro his notable cru 
elty) tame into England, and were honourably receined 
and enterteinedof the kynge. 

C Sharpe warre and often ſ kirmiſhes betwene the bo; 
derers of England, Scotland and Fraunte. 

C The Erle of Surrey bzent.37. villages in cotlande, 
t haried the countrep from the eaſt marches to the. weal 
and ouerthzue diuers holdes and caſtels. 

¶ The French king pꝛepared a great armp to ſende into 
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an armpe of. 10000, men: who palling the water of Sone 

without battatle,toke diuers tounes and caſtels, and de⸗ 

ſtroicd the contrey befoze him. In Decembze he returned 
againe into Englanv, 

The Eric of Surrey bꝛent Acdwozth in Scotland, and 

toke diuers holdes 

C The Duke of Albanie beſteged the caſtell of Warke, 

and had in a readineſſe a great army to inuade England. 

But whan he had knowlage that þ Erle of Surrey was 

comming againſt him, he cawardly fled and gaue back in 

to Scotland. 

C The emperour recoucred the toune of Fontraby. 
Clementthe 7.a baſtard boꝛn, t a cruel tyꝛan, was o2def- 
ned biſhop of Rome,t toke part with the Frenchemen, 
C Intreatie was made by the Qucene of Scottes foꝛ an 
abſtinence of warre, 

In the kingdoms of Granade diuers cities were ſwal- 
lowed,and in Naples was ſo great tempeſtes of wpnde, 
raine,t thunder, p many toures, great plates, t mightye 
big trees were ouerthzowen and cafte to the grounde. 

The ſouldisurs of Guines toke a great bootic at a fair 
in the toune of Parguiſon, and ſir Robert Icrningham, 
and certain dimilaunces of Caleis, toke diuers J rench⸗ 
men puſoners. 

The loꝛde of Campherand other came from the empe 
rour ts king Henry. 

The biſhop of Dunkell and other ambaſadours came 
out of Scotland, 

Alegate came from the biſhoppe of Rome to entreate a 
peace betwene Tngland and Fraunce, 

Sharpe warre betwene the marches of Englande and 
Fraunce, 

Dir Raulfea Fanwike, Leonarde Puſgraue, and Ba 
ſtarde Heron were ſlaine in Scotland by to muche hardi⸗ 
nelle, in purſuynge their ennemies, at whyche time. zog. 
Scottes were taken pziſoners by the Engliſymen. 
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inges dominions. 


The alſembly of the pꝛinces of the empire was againe 


holden at Noziberge, wherfoze Clement biſhop of Nome 
ſedeth thither his ambaſladour cardinal Campego, ones 
again to wil the to puniſhe the Lutherias,t not to be diſ⸗ 
contfted that the paiments which he had out of Germa⸗ 
ny was not beſtowed againſt the Turke, as he pꝛomiſed. 
The biſhop of Argentine ſummeneth al the pzieftes to 
appece befoze him at Zaberna,entending to puniſh ſuch 
as were maried and had taken wiues. The counſaile of 
the city withſtand him, requiring that be woulde deferre 
his tudgement vntill the counſaile at Noziberge was en 
ded. The biſhop cõplaineth of this to Campeg1? the Po⸗ 
pes ambaſſadour there:and the citiſens ſend meſſengers 
to excuſe them to the pzinces: where, after many wozdes 
it was anſwered in the end by the Argentines, that their 
magiſtrates would then aſſiſt the biſhop in puniſhing the 
maried pꝛieſtes, when he had firſt cozrected ſharply ſuch 
pꝛieſtes as were open hooze maiſters and auoutcrers, 
The pzinces of Germany require anſwere of Campeg1? 
to their requeſts made pyere befoze vnto þ Pope whole 
ambaſſadour he now was: he anſwered p the Pope,eſies 
med them as hereticall, and therfoze not to be fulfplled. 
At Rouberge it was decreed by the pꝛinces, p the biſhop 
ol Rome t the emperoꝛ ſhould appoint a free counſaile in 
Germanp, the pꝛinces ſhould meete again at Spire the 
xi: dap of Nouember to conſult, how þ ſaid counſail ſholy 
20cede,prertain pꝛopoſicions ſhould be gathered by ler- 
ned mẽ out of Luthers bokes t exhibited vnto the pzinces 
at þ next meeting: in the meane time the woꝛde of God 
ſhould be purely taught acco2ding to the alowed interpꝛe 
tation of þ church. Shoztly after Ferdinand thempcrozs 
bꝛother t moſt part of the biſhops of Germany make an o 
ther aſſembly at Rateſbone,and ſet fozth a decree almoſt 
cleane contrarp vnto this. Thet vtterly codemn Luthers 
doctrine:and apoint certain ozders foz the clergy to kepe 
in apparell and outward maner of their lyfe..

CClement biſhop of Rome ſendeth vnto king Henry in 
token of great loue, the golden Roſe, that be vſed cuerpe 
pere to conſecrate befoze Caſter, 

The Zygurines in their dominion,caſtc doune all the 
Images out of their churches, and after make anſwer in 
wꝛytyng to the biſhop of Conſtance, who had ſet foogth a 
booke againſt them, and declare how much his wzptyng 
was contrary vnto the ſcriptures, 

Lhe emperozbeing in Spain,findeth greate kaute W 
the pꝛinces of Germany foz þ decree laſte made at Nozt- 
berge, ſaiyng þ they therin did in a maner abꝛogate þ de- 
tree made at Wozmace,t+ ſo diminiſhe his autozity. Be 
therfo;e doth diſanul their act, I chargeth the Germains 
to obey the decree of Wozmace,o2els to ſtand to their pe- 
ril. This themperour is thought to haue done, to allure 
biſhop of Rome, to aide him againſt the French king. 

Charles Duke of Burbone in this ſommer, beſiegeth 
Paſllcls in the quarell of the emperour, but he coulde not 
get it. Therfoze the Frenche kyng folowpnge hym as he 
returned into Italpe, taketh the citye of ꝙ pllaine, and a 
littell befoꝛe winter beſteged Paule. 

Antony Duke of Lozapne maketh a ſharpe pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion againſt all ſuche as kepe anyt of Luthers beokcs, o: 
in ſermons taught his doctrine,

Zuimgltus to audide the opinion of tranſſubltanciatio 
faid þ in the woꝛdes tõmonlp called, the woꝛdes of conſe 
wats thete was a trope oʒ figure, ⁊ that thetrecetued the 
body of Chzilt in dede, but yet ſpirituallp, oʒ in ſpirite. 

Luther thinking that opinion would bzing contempte 
vnto the Sacrament; wꝛote that in the bꝛeade and wpne 
was dhe very body of Thailt recetued with the mouthe.

the kyng in his anſwer, by cardinal Molſeps counſaile, 
blamed Luther much, and noted him of lightnes and vn⸗ 
tonſtãcie, Luther repetcd his doing, wꝛate that he was 


deteiued when be thought to finde John Baptiſt in pzin- 


tes couttes, and among them that wer araied in purple. 
C The vplandiſhe rebels in Germame, by the town cal- 
led Peters heme,contrary to pꝛomiſſe made vnto them, 
after they had yelded themſelues, were ſlapne in greatte 
number by the byſhop of Treuirs, bepng there pzeſent. 
C The viuines of Paris and Soꝛzboniſtes, dzowneditn 
barbarouſneſſe, were offended with Faber Stapulenſis, 
and becauſe he ſemed to be ſomwhat eloquent in certayn 
thinges, ſuſpected him to fauo2 the goſpell, and baniſhed 


hym out of France: wherfoze the king beyng pꝛiſoner in 


Spaine,commanded them toceaſe frome determination 
of thynges vntill he returned home.

Al the pꝛinces of Germany + ſkates of þ empire reſoꝛteti 
to a councell at Spires, by the empero2s appointment, 
CApeace was agrecd at Pad;uce in Spaine, betweene 
Fraunces the French king,and the emperour: amonge 
other condicions it was that they ſhoulde agree to reſiſte 
the Turk, and oppꝛeſſe the Lutheranes, Whervpon the 
kyng was ſet at libertte,lenpng fo2 pledges his. ii. eldeſt 
ſonnes, but ſhoztly aftcr he reuoked his othe bepng abſol 
ued by the biſhop of Rome, t ſaid he was fozced to ſwere 
o2 els he ſhould neuer haue bene deliuered. 

The emperour after the Frenche kynges delfuerance, 

gaue to Charles duke of Burbone, the duchy of Millaine 
on condition ta pape.4-0c0.ducates,andfinde a certaing 
number of ſoul diours perelp. 
At Baden in Heluetta, Eccius, Faber and Purner?, dit 
puted againſt Decolampadius and other: and in the end 
the Heluetians decreed, that no new dectrine ſhonld be 
amitted among them, but thefaith ok the church al Rome 
to be mainteine d. 

At Pert bozougb, the biſhop of Conſtance burned one 
John Huglius, becauſe he would not ſubmit him ſelfe to 
the doctrine of the church of Rome. 

Lewys king of Hungarp, by ambaſſadsurs, requireth 
aide of the princes of Germany againſt the Turke:whi⸗ 
che they apointed to ſend,but to late, becauſe the — 
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foze their toming, had ouertom the king in a great batail 


Becauſe themperoꝛ had charged yp pzinces of Germanie „lde. 


ſitting at Spire,not to medle W any matter of religion: 
but to tary foꝛ a general toũſel:the tities of higher Ger- 
many,thought good to require of themperoz,ſepng there 
was no hope of a generall counſell, y either he wold ap- 
point a p;ouinctall counſell in Germanie foz matters or 
religion,ozels cauſe the decree of Wozmace to ceale vn- 
till a general tounſell. And the ſame cities erhibited to þ 
pzinces at Spire a byll of certain requeſtes, that Pokes 
t Friers might be no moze made in place of them y died: 
that the pꝛiuileges of the clergie might be taken away, 
as lettes of ciuile adminiſtration:that certapn holy days 
myght be aboliſhed : that chopſe of meates t ceremonies 
mygyt be free. At this tyme becauſe the biſhops wold not 
ſuffce any matter of religion to be handled, + therfoze the 
duke of Saronie + the Landgraue wold haue departed ; 
at the laſt it was decreed, that either a generall o2 a pꝛo⸗ 
uinclall councell ſhold be had within the ſpace of a pere, 
in the mean time the decree of Mozmace coũſel to ceaſe, 
E After Lewes kyng of Hungarie, was miſerably dzou- 
ned in flight from the Turke: Ferdinande the emperozs 
bꝛother, by couenant made claim to the kingdom of Bun 
.Carte,t crpcllcd John Zepuſtus: who fleing to þ Turke 
foꝛ ſaccour, was ſhoꝛtly after by him pzoclaimed kyng of 
4)ungarte at Buda, which two pzincis tried their righte 
by ccuell warre, as wel to themſelues as to their neigh- 
boꝛs and frendes, ercedpng hurtfull and pernttious. 
The biſhop of Rome vaiuſlly findpng great faute with 
thempcroz,ſent him woꝛde Þ fo2 the defence of Italp, he 
had entred in league w the French king, other againff 
him. But themperoꝛ in his anſwers declared, the biſhop 
to haue ſhewen great vnkindnes,foz many benefits 5 he 
had done fo him aſwel in Germante againſt his pzinces 


as in other plates fo2 the maintenance of his aucto2itis, 
and requeſted the Cardinalles to exhoꝛte him to peace, 


© Solemannus the great Turk inuaded Hungary, and 
. ſpailed the citie Buda. With whome Lewis the kyug, 
and 
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great battaile, and were of him vanquiſſhed and llapne, 
with a great numbze of Ch2iſtian people. 

Ferdinande Archduke of Auſtrich, was choſen king of 
Þungary and Boheme, 

Charles maried Jſabell the kinges ſiſter of Poztugall, 

Uariaunce betwene the biſhop of Nome and the honſc 
of Columnenſes, 

The biſhop of Rome, the Aenetians, and diuers citics 
of Italy pꝛoclaimed warre againſt rhe emperour:and by 
their intiſement the Frenche king was moned to warrc 
agapne vpon the emperour: In ſo muth that the Empe- 
rours ſouldiours tote the toune and caſtell of Pyllaine, 
and ſhewed ſuche crueltie tolvarde the citiſpns,that they 
were in minde to haue fo2ſaken their citie, theconfedera- 
tes of Italy required to haue king Henry as pꝛotectoꝛ of 

their leagut: but he choſe rather to be an indiffer?tintrea- 
ter ot peate betwene the two parties. 

A pꝛoclamation publiſhed in Englande againſt all vn- 
laufail games, as Dice, Cardes, and Boules, which con / 
tinued not long in etfecte. 

Leonard Czſar a pꝛeacher in Bauary after long diſpu⸗ 
tatiõ w Eckius + other, in the ende was burned by þ bt- 
ſhop of Paſſaue,becauſe he agreed not with the church of 
Rome, The c6trouerſtes in theſe dais defeded as well by 
this ma, as many other vnder p name of Lutherans wer 
theſe, That only faith dtd iuſtifp, p there wer but two ſa 

craments, Baptiſme, ⁊ the ſupper of ß loꝛd:pᷓ Paſſe was 
no ſacrifice pzopiciato2y,y auricular confeſſion was a pꝛo 
fitable counſail, but no neceſſarp pꝛecepte: py onely Chziſt 


did ſatiſfy foz our ſins wout our merite: that the vow of 


chaſtitte did not binde:that ſcripture made no mentton of 
Purgatozy,that there was no difference of dais that p2at- 
er to ſainteswas not nedefull. xc. 

About this time began p peſtilent ſect of þ Anabaptiſtes 
which cauſed great tur in Germany,t this pere in a toun 
of Heluetia, called Sangalle, one of that ſecte in the pze- 
ſence ot his father t mother, killed his olone bzother,+ cut

and Paule Tomozius biſhop of Colein, encountred in a 
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city, he was put to like death him ſelt foꝛ his wicked act. 
At Berne in Heluetia becauſe diſcencion in religion en 
creaſed euery day moze and moe, the citpe pzoclaimed o- 
pen diſputations,and willed the biſhoppes of Baſil, Se- 
dune, Conſtance and Lavſane,on paine to fozfaitc ſuche 
landes as were in their dominion, to come to the ſame 4 
bꝛynge their diutnes with them.

The tontrouerſics 
pꝛopoſed, beſide thoſe a litle bcfoze mencioned wer theſe, 
That the true church ( whcrof only Chuſt is heade(dothe 
ſpꝛing of the woꝛd ol god, and hcareth no other voice, but 
that, that the ſame church do make no lawes beſide p aus 
tozitie of the ſcriptures oꝛ contrary to the ſame, ʒᷣ it could 
not be pꝛoued by the ſcriptures, that the bodye of Chaſte 
was co2pozally receiued in the ſaccament. 
The titpe of Argentine fo2b!ddeth buriall within the 
citp,and appointeth a place without the c1ty fo; the ſame 
purpoſe, 
CCharles duke of Burbone,paTing thozough Italpe to 
Haples, in the emperozs quarel beſicgeth Nome, and in 
the aſſaute was llapne: but the ſouldiours toke the citve, 
ſpoiled it, and bcſieged the biſhop Clement with his cars 
dinalles, in the monnte Adnan: from whens he coulde 
not be dimillcd by no meanes, vntill he agreed tz ith the 
ſouldiours, notwithſtanding that the emperour Charles 
him ſclf, being than in Spaine, and fearing the thunder⸗ 
bolte ofercommunication{Wwhich the ſouldiours nothing 
regarded) did ercuſe him ſelf by letters, that hc knew not 
of that his men had done: and therfo;e u illeo the biſhop 
to be ſet at libertp. 
C Don Hugo de Mendoſa, a great man bozne in Spain, 
tame to king Henry, as ambaſſadour from the emperoz. 
C The biſhop of Tarbe, the Uiſecount of Toꝛayne, and 
Anthonie Ueſcy ſeconde pꝛeſident of Paris, ce me in am- 


halavde to the kynge out of Fraunce, Ambaſla dours alſo. 
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came from the king of Þungarye,deſiring aide agaynſte 

the Turke. 

The Cardinall of England went with a great pompe 
into Frante, where he concluded a league betwene king 
Menry of England and the Frenche kynge, whiche both 
by the cardinalles meanes ſent their defiance to the em- 
perour,and a ſtrong armpe into Italpe te deliuer the bi⸗ 
ſhop, and dꝛiut the empero2s power out of that contrey. 

@ be great maiſter of Frace came to Londd with great 
triumph,foz the concluſion of the fozenamed leaguc. 
The emperoꝛs ſon of Tartary w great puiſãce inuaded 
Pannonte:but in the ende he was vanquiſhed and takt.

Lozde Lawdzike, and the Frenche kinges ſouldiours, 
toke and ſpoiled Paule.

rys named John Zepuſius, and toke from him diuers ca 
ſtels and tounes. 
Charles the emperoꝛ made opt᷑ pꝛoteſtatid diners tymes 
befoze the kings Heraldes of England France, ö what 
ſoeuer was done in Jtaly by bis ſouldiours againſt þ bi⸗ 
ſhop, was contrary to his will and commaundement.

The duke of @arony after deliberatid had 
Wother, did anſwer, v they loked fs; to haue a free coun- 
ſel, that in Germanie, by þ emperoꝛs apointmet, wher- 
in the whole contronerſieof religid might be determined 
by tbe ſeriptures, and iudgement of perſons ind itferkt: & 
not to haue him fit as iudge, who was their chiefe aduer⸗ 
ſarp, and decide matters by ſchoole learning and decrees 
and not by the wozde of god, with ather lyke matter. 

The biſhop of Nome ſent woꝛde ts cardinal Werger(? 
dis ambaſſadour with king Ferdinande: that if the bp- 
hop of Ahegnes foz agecould not diſpatch his ambaſſad 
in Germany,that the be ſhnld vndertake the matter, dut 
yp in any wile be ſhould not make to large a pꝛomiſe of « 
general councel,though Ferdinand did neuer ſo erneftly 
require it:fo2 as the biſhop of Nome pꝛetended a general 
touncell, ſo be mynded nothing lefſe. 

In the city of Panſer in Germanye began a meruax⸗ 
lous tragedy. John a Leyde a bogger of Bolland, e Þer- 
mu S tapzed, ſpaed the doctrine of the Anabaptiſts. Tho

To be ſhozte, the matter grewe to partes ta- 
kynge:ſo that a battaile was like to haue ben in the city, 
but fo2 a tyme it was quieted, vntill the noumber of the 
Anabaptiſtes in ſuch ſoꝛt incceſed, that either they dzoue 
all other out of the city, oʒ els with extreme and hozrible 
cruelty beyng as men in furious rage, compelled them to 
do outtyardly as they did. The murder and furious ma⸗ 
ner that they vſed was wonderkull.

The pꝛoteſtants in Ger;nany hearing y themperoz2 had 
ſent Mathew Heldus his ambaſſado2 , aſſebled together 
at Smalcaldie, to which place whe Held? came, he decla⸗ 
red 5 his meſſage aperteined not to thoſe, which lately w- 
out thempero2s licence had altered rcligid, foz in y point 
they declared a manifeſt conttpt of thempers2. This tou- 

ched eſpectally the citic of Auſbozough. The otter pꝛote⸗ 
ſtats firſt he pꝛailed foꝛ y they wiſely toke hede of þ crafts 
of p French king, r alſo þ they were not in baſte to1opne 
league w king Henry of Englad , The other pointcs of 
his meſſage eſpetially touched p iudgements of þ Cham⸗ 
bercourt,+ the councell that was apointed by þ biſhop of 
Rome at Mantua. In which matters the pꝛoteſtants had 
much controuerſy w themperozs ambaſſadour becauſe he 
u ould haue had p tudges of þ Chambercourt to appoint 
what matters wer religious 92 eccleſiaſtical, + what wer 
not,contrary to þ peace of Roziberge,t the agreement of 
Ferdinand at Cadame in Boheme. As touching the ge- 
neral councel,p pꝛoteſtãts ſaid,it was vtterly againft the 
decrees of þ pꝛinces of thempire, whiche had at diuers ti⸗ 
mes pꝛomiſed p it ſhould be kept in ſome place of Germa

equitp oz indifferency x therfoze thep viterly refuſed that 
co:nſail as partiall and in waiting publiſhed the cauſe of 
their ſo doyng, making full anſwcr to all ſuche thynocs 
as foz the ſame might be latd to their charge. 

Cardinal Poole (whd manp that knew him thought to 
haue had the knowlage and fanour of gods wozde) about 
this time, to purge himſelfof þ ſuſpicton of Luthers doc⸗ 
trine, ſet fozth a boke againſt king Henry of England, + 
greatly rebuked him, as wel fo2 that he pzoclatmed hiſeil 
head of the church, as alſofoz the diuozſement of punces 
Dowagier,t death of ſir Thomas Yaoze 4 the biſhop of 
Uochelter,+ that he ſente into diuers vniuerſities fo: the 


tontrouerſp of his diunzſemet. This boke (as my autha⸗ 


ſaith) was pꝛinted at his own charges, ⁊ ſom of the deliue 
red to ß Pope x cardinals,x the other kept very ſecret, vn 
til ol late peres one oz two were ſene in Germany, 


The French king in a parliament in Paris made great 


complaint of the emperoꝭ, ⁊ declared cauſes why Flaun⸗ 
ders Artoiſe ought to be recouered to þcroun of Frãce. 

The biſhop ol Rome being not contented wi the repozt 
that Uergerius had made of Germany, ſent thither an o⸗ 
ther ambafſadour the biſhop of Aquiſgrajne,

- penly notifyeth a delay of the councell from the time bee-

¶ The bychop of Nome ſents Cardinall Poole ambaſſa⸗

King of England ſet foꝛth a lyttle boke in þ name 
or himſelk x his nobles, againſt þ coũcel apointed by B.

C The biſhop of Rome, to ſtrengthen the ſce of Rome a- 
gainſt þ Lutberians, made divers learned men cardinals 
about this time, as Contarenus, Reignald Poole, John 
Bellay, Friderike Frigoſe, ę ſhoztlye after Sadolete, As 
lerader, Bembus, s ones apointed vpon Eraſm?. Some 
talked that he pꝛeferred theſe learned mt, betauſe he was 
very vll talked ot᷑ fo; his twoo younge nephues which he 
made cardinals as is befoꝛe ſaid in Anno. 1534, 

The Frech king in waiting publiſhed a boke, wherin he 
anſwered to al ſuch things as pᷣ emperoꝛs party did bur- 
dẽ him wal, This bcke he ſent to þ pꝛoteſtants t ſignified 
phe and his fon in law the king of Scots would admitte 
no conncel apointed by the Pope, but ſuch as ſhould be in 
a ſalfe place and free: willing them alſo to do the ſame, 

In the moneth of June themperozs army toke the toun 
Sampaule in Picardy,and beſieged Terouene,but they 
could not get it. 
¶ In Piemount the emperoꝛs ſouldiours ſubdued Che⸗ 
tiũ and affauted Taurine and kept it from vitailyng, but 
thoztly after Henry Dolphins of Fraunte makpnge bys 
wap by foꝛce, conueighed vitail into the toune.

This refozinacton 
was da wen oat but not put in execution. foꝛ it was ſtai⸗ 
ed by the archbiſhop of Capua, who ſayd, that it wer not 
gaod at this time to make any ſuch refo:macion, leſte the 
TLutheräs ſhold bragge x ſay, that they were conſtreined 
by them to take ſuch ozder, by which perſuaſion, both the 
Pope t the cardinals were cõtent to let the matter ſlip. 

C The biſhop of Nome pot ones again deferred the gene 
ral toꝑncell from. December to Pap, and appointeth the 
place tobe at Wicentia in the dominion ofthe Ucnecians 
alarge and a welthy citie. 

CChꝛiſtine Duches of Millaine, the daughter of the em- 
peroꝛs ſyſter queene of Denmarke, came out of Italy in⸗ 
to Germany: where was communication of mariage be 
twene her and the duke of Cneue, but it toke no cffecte, 

The Gelders rebelled againſt their pꝛince Charles Eg 
mondane, he alwates toke part with the Frenche king! 
at this time intended to haue made bis countrey French, 
UWherfoze his people roſe againſt him, and dzoue him al- 
moſt out ot all his dominions. 

The Germains hauing gotten a copy ot thercfozmacis 
dzawen by the cardinalles, tranllate it both into Douch x 
Latine, making aunſwere vnto the ſame, The chieke aus 
ti ours wherof was Luther and Sturmius.

By d ſpecial mocton of the loꝛd Cromwel,Pilgermage 

t idolatry were fozbidde;diners images alſo hauing ing1 
nes to make theit eies ope t ſhut, and other parts of their 
body to ſtirre,x many other falſc iuglinges, as the bloud 
of hailes and ſuch like, wherwtth the people of long time 
gad bene decetued, were eſpied out and deſtroied. 

Abbaies were ſuppꝛeſſed, and all friers,monkes, chan⸗ 
nons, nunnes and other ſects of religion: were roted out 
of this realmc,fo2 their iniquitp, and naughtineſſe. 

The pꝛoteſtants aſſẽbled again together at 1Bzunſwike 
where they recetued into their league Chaiſtian kynge of 
Denmarke, who was there pꝛeſent, 2 tonſulted to admit 
John Parques of Bzunſwike into the ſame league.

C In Paris, a gentelman of Tolouſe in Spaine,fo2 ca- 
ting of fleſhe vpon a faſtynge daye was firſt hanged, and 
then burned as be did hange. 

C Joachimeelectour of Bꝛandeboꝛough, ſente ambaſſa- 
dozs to the duke of Spain, tertiſieng him thatthe Turke

men, vnder Francis Sarmient a Spaniard, which thing 
the Uenecians were diſplealed with, thinking that they 
rather ſhould haue had the gouernance of that coune, bes 
pnge ſo npe vnto them. 8 
By the motion t perſnacion of Þeldns the emperours 
umbaſſadour tn Germany, diners pꝛinces and biſhops of 
Germany y fauoured þ church of Rome, at Noztberge in 
deſpite of þ pꝛoteſtants entred league foz a ri.peres, The 
thiet of this cofederacy were p Archbiſhop of Penſe 1 Da 
liſbozough, TA illiã x Lewys pꝛinces of Bauary,Gcozge 
pꝛince sf Haronic,Crike and Henry of Bꝛunſwike. 
The Chambcreourt of thempirc fo: certapne ceclefiaſtt 
cal ſuites and controuerſies had in ſolemn maner ludged 
and p2onounced the citic of Mindie to bee pꝛoſcripte and 
outof the pzotcction of the empire. This was a city of the 
p:oteſtantes, TW herfoꝛe the duke of Sarony 1 the Lant- 
graue complained to the pꝛinces of thewpirc,and deſired 
that they woulde not allowe that ſentence and iudge⸗ 
ment bepng contrarye to the decrees made by the Cmpes 
rour,and Kpnge Ferdinande, oz if the 15:inces woulde 
allowe that vntuſte ſentence, they ſax de, that they coulde

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>fChclt gainſt al ſuch as would pꝛotfer them violence, 
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C at Compendium, Pary the emperours ſiſter commo / 31 
ned with the Frenche king, and indenozed to withdzaw 
his fauour from William pꝛince of Cleue and Gelders. 
¶ The Ucnecians bicaule they thaught the league with 
the emperour to be dangerous vnto them, entred a truce 
with the Turke. 
¶ The emperour ſente letters oute of Spaine into Ger⸗ 
manpe, in the which he apointed Pathe w Helde and the 
biſhop of Londe to be his ambaſſadouars, and to haue full 
commiſſion to talke with the pzoteſtants and other pꝛin⸗ 
ccs,\02 a peace to be had and concluded. 
C king Henry cauſed the hauens to be foztified,+ rode to 
Doner,t cauſed Bulwarkes to be made on the ſea coſtes 
t ſent comiſſioners thꝛough the realm to haue the people 
muſtered. At which time many feared y the Pope would 
haue cauſed the tealme to be inuaded by other p2inces. 
In Pap the citizens of London muted all in bzighte 
harneis, with coates of white ſylke and clothe, and chays 
nes of golde, in thꝛee great battafles. 
¶ The abbottes of Redyng, Glaſtenburp # Colcheſter, 
W dtuers other, were attcinted of treaſon + put to death, 
C It was oꝛdeined, that ſuch religious perſons as were 
diſcharged of their pzofeſſth might purchaſe, pur ſue, and 
be ſued in all maner of actions. 

Auctozity was graunted to the king by acte of parlia⸗ 
ment, to nomtaate and make bilhops and biſhop;tkes by 
his letters patentes oꝛ sther wityngs.

The archbiſhop of Coloine, aſſembled the lates of bys 
dloceſſe the third time, fo refoꝛmation of religion, but the 
clergy raquired that Bucer + ſuch other ꝓ cache rs might 
be remoued, which the biſhop granted them, ik they were 
able to couince them either of falſe doctrine oz iſhoneſty 
ok like: in defece wherof Bucer offered him ſelf to ſtand in 
diſputaciõ. His chief aduerſarie was Gropper one of the 
diſputers at Ratiſbone, who had befoze time fauoured x 
pꝛaiſed Bucer, and was one of the chiefe caaſers that the 
archbiſhop did fomuch fanteſp him. 

The emperaz and the biſhop of Rome by theirletters 
and mefſangers,greatly pꝛaiſed and encouraged the cler

Jn Friceland roaſe a new pꝛophet named Geozge Da- 
uid, who ſayde be was gods nephew, t talked with wp!d 
beaſtes and birdes in their language, receiuing his foode 
of them.

John Pinerius gouernour of Pꝛouantce in Frannce by 
meanes of the cardinal of Zurnay obtained of þ king the 
erecution of the arcſtagainſt þ Wauldenſes, which was 
purpoſed 5, peres befoze foz their religion, wherin thet fo 
lowed þ pꝛoteſtants, wh he had gotten the erecuttd hers 
of: firſt he comaunded on paine of death p no man ſhould 
aid the Mauldenſes in any thing, but p they ſhoulde bee 
lain where ſoeuer they were met. Shoztly after he went 
againt them w an army, + the miſerable men fearing his 
coming, fled into the woodes 4mountatnes w their wp⸗ 
nes t childꝛen, he in the mean time waſteth ſpoileth e bur 
neth the tounes bepng lekte vopde. At Perindolum kyn⸗ 
ding in the tonne but one ponge man, they bound him to 
a1 Oliue tree and ſhotte him thozongh with gunnes. 

At Cab:ter the citie was pelded vnto him vppon pꝛomtſe 
that they ſhould ſuſteine no harme, but hs kepte not pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, but ſhewed machcrueltye, killing them cucrp one, 
ſome in the church, ſome abꝛoade, and burned. rl. women 
that were in a barne full of ſtrawe. The childzen that 
were ſaued were baptiſed agapne. thps ertremitie was 
ſhewed the rr. dave of Apzille, There were llapne parte⸗ 
ly in that toune, partelp abzoade aboue. 8c 0, beſide other 
places. Thep which fled into the woodes and monntains 
partely were famiſhed, partelp otherwiſc lapne, partely 
ſent to the galets.rrv.perſons that fledde into a cane by 
the touue of Puſſie, were ſmodered to death with ſmoke 
Certaine of the Heluetians ſued to the king of France to 
favour the Wanldenſes,but no intreatie would ſerne.

| C Che controuerſie concerniug the duke of Bzunſwiles 
lande was finiſhed,and the ſame by wziting put in ſcque 
ſtration in the emperours handes, t the Duke of Bꝛunſ⸗ 
wike on pain of pzoſcription willed to obey and be quiet. 
and pet he was not, but ſecretly pzepared an army to re⸗ 
couer by foꝛce that he had loſte. 
C The pꝛoteſtants ſent ambaſſadours to king Þenrye of 
Englande. 
¶ Charles duke of Pzleance the French kings ſonne di⸗ 
ed about. 25. peres of age, to the great griefe ofthe empe- 
rour that had fianced his daughter vnto him. 

Penry duke of Bꝛunſwike, neglecting the emperours 
decree and commaundement, gathered an armye-# inua⸗ 
ded the bozders of the pꝛoteſtants next vnto him: he tooke 
the caſtel of Stenb2acke, and beſieged Woulfebuttell: 
Wherfoze the Lantgraue at the apointment of his conte 
derates went againft him with bis ſonne in law aurice 

t Erneſte of Bzunſwike. Whe both armies met entrea- 
tie ot peace was made by the duke of Bꝛunſwike, and foz 
a time truce taken, But that was ſoone bꝛoken by þ duke 
and the matter bzought in that caſe, after certaine ſmall 
conflicts and ſkirmiſhes,that he could not ſcape but trye 
the matter with the Lantgraues whole armye, Then he 
began to feare t deſired to haue thoſe condictons of peace 
that be had befoze retuſed, that is, to peld himſelfand his 
eldeſt ſonne into their handes. 

William Erle of Furſtemburge y was take p2iſoner of 
p Frenchme,pateng zo000,crouncs foz his ranſom, was 
ſet at liberty, and came into Flaunders to the emperour. 
C Alberte cardinall of Menſe ended his life, after whom 
ſucceded Sebaftian Huſſeſtene. 
C The duke of Sarony and the Lantgraue by letters re⸗ 
queſt of themperour, that accozding to his decree the ny” 
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by the duke of 1B2zunſwike, which was to be pꝛoued byhis 
own letters, which he had to ſhew, t willed themperoꝛ to 
ſend one to ſec the letters x take the copp of the. The em- 
pero ſendeth wo2de to the Lantgraue that he ſhoulo vſe 
his victozy moderately + entertain the captiues and per 
ſons honeſtly accoꝛding to the maner of the emppꝛe. 
C The clergy and vatuerſitie of Coleine, after very gre⸗ 
udus complaint made againſt their biſhop to thempero2, 
carneſtip deſired his atde:and in the ende of July toke the 
into his pꝛotection, and ſummoned the Archbiſhop to ap⸗ 
peare befo22 him, either in his own perſon oꝛ by his pꝛoc⸗ 
tour, and ſo he did. The 18. dap of July the Pope ſummo⸗ 
ned the archbiſhop and certaine cannons that helde wpth 
hin to appeare at Kone within 650, dapes. 
¶ In December at Trident was ſet fooꝛth a Bull by the 
Pope erhozting men to penante, faſting, and pzater,and 
after geueth remiſſion of ſinnes abundantly. 
Cliyage Henry of England and certaine of his councell 
admoniſh2d the ambaſladours of the ſazoteſtantes of the 
warre that was purpoſed by the Emperour and other a⸗ 
gainſt them, and diſcloſed who was the chiefe woozkers x 
ſteerers of the ſame, 
In Januarpe the Pꝛoteſtantes aſſembled atFranckes 
ode, where they conſulted aboute the counſel of Tridet 
the p:olonging oftheir league, the charges of the warre 
againfſte the Duke of B2unſivike, and that they ſhoulde 
not in this tyme of ncede fo2ſake the archebiſhop of Co» 
loine, alſo in what aner to ſue to the emperour to2 ſare 
tie of peace and amendment of the chambercourt. Xn this 
aſſembly the ambaſſadours of the archebiſhop of Coloine 
complaine ot the inturious dealpng of his clergy, and the 
citacions of the emperour and the Pope, wherby he was 
commaunded to appere. ; 

The Paulſgraue one of the clectours beginneth a refo2 
mucion of doctrine i ceremonies in his dominid; lo that þ

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The yer: x. daꝝ of January y ſeruice was vſed in p mother tongue 
of Chu. in his chief church at Þeidelberge., The pꝛoteſtants ſente 4 


ambaſſadozs to retsite foz his ſo doing, + deſire him that 
he mould reteiue 4 admit the doctrine of their confeſfſis at 
Auſbozough,and perſuade the empcrour to peace, 

¶ The Paulſgraue of Rhine was very earneſt with þ bi 
ſhop of Penſe and Treutre,being both elcctozs that the 
would ſend their ambaſſadours with him and the Erie of 
B2andbourgh,to entreate foz the archbiſhop of Coloine: 
but they,fearing the diſpleaſare of the empei sur and the 
Pope would not agree ſo to doe. 

C As touching the diſputation appointed by the empero3 
to bee this pere at Ratiſbone, when the dinines of bothe 
partes and the iudges were come together the 27. of Ja- 
nuary it began:where it was agreed that leauing out the 
ili.firſt articles of the confeſſion made at Anguſta oz Auſ⸗ 
bozough, which were concluded and agreed vppon at the 
laſt diſputation,they ſhould now examine the other arti⸗ 
cles folo wing. The v. day of Feb;uary Petrus Palueda 
one of the Catholikes, maketh a long diſcourſe of inftift- 

tation, at whiche time Bucer bꝛake of his talke,ſaycng, 

that was onc of the articles agreed vpon. Paluenda de - 
nied it. Wherfoze Bucer handled the ſame article 4 con* 

futed Paluendas arguments, in thende concluding that 
mai was freely iuſtified by gods mercy wout merites, im 
puting our faith fo2 tuſfice, Billicus a frier endeuozed ta 
cofate Bucers ſaieng. The i;. ot Febzuary Maluẽ da an- 

ſwered Bucer and concluded that wozkes did pzepare to 

juſtification, that chartty was the fozm of iuſtice, that the 

wozkes of them that be ſuſtified do make perfite tuſtikica⸗ 

tion and deſcrus eternal life. The. xv. of Febzuary when 
the emperour made new lawes of their diſputations that 

liked not the duke of Haronp, and this eſpecrally that the 

diſputations ſhould be in wziting, and not be ſene of any 

man befoze the en perour had viewed theym. The Duke 
called away his diuines, and ſhoꝛtlpe after the diſputaci- 
ons bꝛake vp. 


 C The. 7. dap of January the councell of Trident began 
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them ſelf and the ir oꝛder of the clergy. Afterward Fonſe 
ca biſhop of Caſtermare, apointeth the oꝛder and wanets 
of their pzoccding in that counſell,that ail of the counſel] 
ſhould oftentimes be confeſſed,+ thereby be clcarcr frem 
ſinne:tbat the biſhops honld euery ſondap ſaye mallt all 
the time of the counſel:that they ſhould be modeſtly apas 
railed:that they ſhould line ſoberly: that in pzonouncyng 
their ſentences they ſhould folowe the decree of Tolette 
coiicel:thar they ſhould handle maters modeſtly, and not 
raple oz chide, and other ſuch like. 

The ſecond ſeſſiõ of Trident councel was the. 4. of Fe 
bzuarp, in which nothing was done but only the articles 
of the creede red and confelled: and thencrt (cffton apoin 
ted to be the $.of Apzil,at which time it was thought that 
moe biſhops would come. 

Foz ſs much as the rumour of war againſt the pzotcfta- 
tes increaſed, the Lantgraue ſente letters to Sranuella⸗ 
nus the empero2s chancelloz,declaring how many t how 
ſure tokens there were of war pꝛetended againſt them by 
themperoꝛ, ſaping that he meruailed that theemperoz ha- 
uing peace with the French king, e truce with them, dyd 
gather ſouldio2s & appoint an army, Granuellane anſwe 
red that themperoz did not gather any{armyp,no2 thought 
to make war,and ſo much as he could, put the Latgrane 
out of that ſuſpicion,and ſo did diners other of his coun⸗ 
cell,but the ende pzoued contrary. 

Che citiſens of Auſbozough vnderſtanding krö dpuers 
places that the emperour and the Pope pꝛepared foꝛ war 
againſt þ pꝛoteſtants, ſignified the ſame to þ Paulſgrane 
and the Lantgraue they fozthwith reſozted to Frakfozd, 
where the other were aſſembled,and there apointing an 
ambaſade to be ſent to themperoꝛ the biſhop of Coloyne 
immediatly departed, wherupon woꝛde was bzought to 
the emperoꝛ that the pꝛoteſtants did conſpire againll him 
at Frankefo2d,andy was pꝛetended as the fyzit cauſe of 
open hatred and diſpleaſure,

The ſum of their meſſage was, p them⸗ 
peroz wold refer his caſe ambg other matters ofreligts, x 
ſtay the act ion et his clergy againft himifo21f any violfce 
were offredi him foz religis,they ſaid they conide not ho- 
neſtly foꝛſake him + leaue him ſuccozles, The emperoꝛ as 
gain foz his part declareth how tuſt x greuous maters be 
had againſt him, and how gentillp he had delte with him:

In thend of March when themperoꝛ tamt to Spire, en⸗ 
tending to go to Ratiſbone to the conce!l:the Lantgraue 
by the aduiſe of Gcanuellane # Nauius two of the empe- 
rous counſcl, went tothe emperoz and together W hym 
þ Paulſgraue x the ambaſſado2 of þ Erle of Wirtebergo 
Themperour 4 the Latgraue talked longe together, and 
chiefly about the rumour of warte entended, which them 
pero2,by al $ meanes he could, quenched and alaped, e in 
like maner did Lantgraue excuſe their aſſebly at Fraks 
koʒd, where they were repoꝛted to conſpire againſt them⸗ 
pera2, Mozeouer the Lantgraue complained that the con 
dicions of the diſputation at Ratiſbone were not indiffe⸗ 
rent, t made declaratiõ concerning Trident coficcl, why 
thep now and al wais haue refuſed . To this themperoz 
ſaid, p it was pꝛauided 5ᷣ the fathers there aſſebled ſhould 
refozme themſelues, ił any thing were there decrecd a⸗ 
gatuſt the pꝛateſtants, that it was not his purpoſe by any 
foꝛte to conſtreine them. He grenonſipaccuſed the biſhop 
of Coloin, calling him vnlearned, ſaipng that newly to 
change al, was rather to defoʒme then to refo:m religtõ. 
The. Lantgraue defeded him varneſtlp, ſalpng, he was a 
good man, 4 deſired to refo2me hi#thurchjacozving to the 

woꝛde of god, ⁊ as touching that it was ſaid he token way 
the canvns.goods:he anſwered that it was malictouſlye 
keigned of ths, becauſe,acco2ding to the tawes-of the em⸗ 
pire,he leuied a patment of therrfozthe wars _ — 
Turke 
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an agreement in a controuer ſp latcly falle betu ene them 
about their lades: when he tame to ale by utert be was 
bone, and had pꝛeached certaine ſermons, he fel ſick and 
not long after died, about the 19. day of Feb2uarp beyng. 
S. perts of age, was taried to Mittemberge where he 
was buried with much ſolemnitp. 
C The. 8. of Jpzpll was the thyꝛde ſeſſion of Tridente 
counſel: where it was decreed, that the olde and common 
trandlation of the Byble ſhoul de onelp bee vſed in chur- 
ches and ſchsles:that in interpꝛeting the Scripture, the 
oncip rule ſhoulde be, the anctozitie of the fathers and the 
conſcnt of the churcht:that pzinters ſhoulde ſctte foo2the 
no bookes without the conſent of the pr 92dinary: that ino 
man ſhould abuſe the ſentences ok the ſcripture to va ne 
thinges and trifles, 
At Spire the Paulſgrauc,the Lantgraue, Granuclkiane 
Raule, t ihe erle of Wirteberges ambaſſador, conſulted 
of aconcozdto be had in religſon. The Lantgraue pzaps 
ied the decree lately made at @py22,4 coũſailed it to be fo 
lowed. But as touching a generall coũcell, becauſe there 
was ſmal hope to haue any. he thought good religid ſheld 
be refozmed by a pꝛouinclall counſel of Germany. G ran⸗ 
ueitane anſwered p þ decree of Spyꝛe was made onely tg 
ſerue the time, ⁊ as foz a pꝛouintial councel it aperteined 
to ßᷣ redꝛeſſe ot maners, + not to p amendment of religio, 
The Paulſgraue crhoꝛted them to go foꝛ: ward with ſom 
ſuche maner of diſputation as was begun at Ratiſtone, 
In thende when they could not agree,Granucllane was 
carneft-withthe Lantgraue, that be fgould bimſclf go to 
Ratiſbone tsunſel, and inlike manner aftcrwarde was 
thempers2.but the Latgraue made his crcuſe that he ca 
red the frendes cf the duke of Bꝛunſwike in his abſence, 
and ſo was frendip dimilled. 
C Johannes Diazius a learned man bo:ne in Spavyne,

to þ repꝛoche both of himſelt᷑ t᷑ of his coũtrep, came to his 
brother being then at Auburge,x after talke perteiuyng

¶ The pꝛoteſtants being put in comfozt of the emperoꝛs 
fauour by means of the Lantgraues letters, make ſprede 
to Ratiſbone,and there firſt to the emperour and after to 
king Ferdinande complain of the murder of John Dia⸗ 
ztus,eche of them anſwered that they would talke wyth 
the other, and ſo gene them anſwer. 
C The. n. of Apull the Pope by his letters ſendeth fo2. ii 
byihops of Heluetia to come to the counſel:and not long 
after by the labouring of the clergie of Boloine, the vni⸗ 
uerſitie of Louen and the biſhops of Leodin and Utrike, 
ercommunticateth the biſhsp of Coleine, depʒiueth him of 
the archebiſhopnke and geueth ſentence againſte hym to 
pay the charges of his aduerſaries. 

At Ratiſbone themperoꝛ pꝛopoſeth the controuerſphow 
agreement of religion might be made, and _ =

The rumoꝛ of war againſt the pꝛoteſtants increſcth, x 
thempero: with great (pede ſent the Cardinal of Tridit 
in poſt to Rome, to ioyne league with the pope againſt y 
Pꝛoteſtants. In the meane time he ſendeth his capitains 
with money in all partes to gather vp ſouldiers. Be had 
befoze giuen in charge to Mar imiliã Erle of Burp, to ga 
ther as many both hozſemen and footmen as he coulde in 
the lower part of Germany, The embaſſadozs of the pꝛo⸗ 
teſtantes vnderſtandyng this, deſired the Emperour to 
know his minde. He ſaid, the pꝛouiſion of war was only 
agatuſt certaine vnquiet and ſeditious perſons, makyng 
no ſignification of any thing againſt them. 

The.17.of June the emperoꝛ ſent letters to diucrsc i⸗ 
ties of the pꝛoteſtants, as to Argentine, Noziberge, Auſ⸗ 
bo2ough, Ulmes, indeuozing to perſnade them that he in 
tended no warre againſt them, but againſt certaine other 
traito2s and rebelles, againſt whom he ſapde, he did not 
doubt but they woulde aſſiſt him, andin the ſame maner 
wꝛate to the pzince of Mirtemberge. The Councell of 
Argentine recetning theſe letters, in their anſwere pur 
ged themſelues and their confederates, and anſwer to all 
things that might be lapde to their charge, deſiring the 
Cmpcroz, that laping aſide warre and fozce, he wold pus 
niſhe the offenders by law and rigbt. 

The. 7. of June it was decreed at Tridẽt, that in eue⸗ 
rp Abbey and Colledge ſhould be one Diumitie lecto2 at 
the leaſt, that once in the weke Btſhops,pz:tefts,and Pa⸗ 
ſtoꝛs ſhould pꝛeach to the people, that ſuch as did pzcache 
02 reade chold be both fo2 their learning and lifc allowed 
of the Blighap oz abbot: That pzoniſton were made, that 
no faiſc doctrine ſhould be taught: That onginall lynne 
was cleane taken away by Baptiſine, and that in ſuche 
ſo:te, as concupiſcence remapning was no ſinne; That 
our Lady was not conceiued in o1ainail ſpnne.

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The. xxvi. of June the league betwene lhemperoꝛ and 

the Pope againſt the Pꝛoteſtantes, was openly pzonofi- 
coat Trident, The Pope laid in the Uenetians hands, 
fo; this warre, 200c oo. crownes : and mozeouer foz the 
ſpace of a half a pere did fynde,102c0, Ftalian footemen, 
and. Foo. light hozſemen. 

The Paulſgraue ſcnt foz Paulus Fagivs from Argen 
tine, and apointed him to be chicks pꝛeacher at his citie in 
Heldeberge. | 

The ambaſſadozs of the pꝛoteſlantes beyng at Ratil- 
bone,t ſeing ſo manifeſt pzeparation of warre in all pars 
tes, returne home, 

The emperour ſent ambaſſadours to the Heluetians, 
and after he had ſignified that his warre was againſt cer⸗ 
taine rebells and traitours, willed them to be quiete and 
not to make any ſlirre againſt him. 

The Paulſgraue requiringof thepero2 againſt who his 
war was pꝛepared, had þ ſame anſwer 5 befoze was w:i- 
ten to þ cities, with manifeſt ſignificatio Þ it was againſt 
certain pʒinces of the pꝛoteſtãts, not ſo much foz religion 
as fo2 other things: wherfoze immediatl he ſent woꝛd to 
þ dukes of Sarony,+ Wirteberae,4 to the Lantgraue, : 
declaring the comon danger like to inſue, willed themra 
ther to bend ſom what in their right, & ginc place, than to 
ſuffer a ciuile war to be raiſed in Germanie: but p duke x 
the Lantgraue knowing religiõ to be the cauſe, althogh 
other things wer p2eteded, with al ſpede muſtrev and nas 
thered ſouldioꝛs:t the. 4. ot July ſent letters totheEnipe 
ro2, wherin after long declaration of their willing cbedt- 
ence t reuerence toward him, they greatly coplaincd y be 
fo:e their cauſe was heard, cõtrarp to the lawes of them⸗ 
pire t his owne othe taken, he made war againſt them on 
Ip at the pleaſure of the Antichzift of Nome, the councel 
of Trident. Atter theſe patuate letters the pꝛoteſtents ſet 
fo:th a boke wycrin by many certaine tokes ſignes they 
end:qa92ed to declare:that although themperoꝛ greilp diſ⸗ 
ſenbled the matter, yet his purpoſe was only to or pꝛeſſe 
the Golpel, and ſozce them to obey the countel of 12 
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The duke of Mirtemberge and cities of vpper Serma⸗ 
nie were firſt in redineſſe of warre, and diuided their ar⸗ 
mie into two parts: Scherterlin was captain of the tone 
and Hedecke of the tother. 

Peter Daneiſe, the French kings ar1baſſado2, at Tris 
dent, making a long ozation of the great benckites of the 
kings of Fraunce towarde the ſea of Rome, required to 
haue his titles and pztuileges confirmed, 

The empero2 charged the archbiſhop of Coloine vpon 
great perill p be hold not ſuffer any of his people to aide 
the pꝛoteſtants: which thing the biſhop fulfilled, + publi⸗ 
ſhed the Cmperozs cõmandement in his dioceſſe, willing 
alſo common pꝛaper to be made to turae away the greate 
dangec that was like to come vato Germanie. 

A peace was concluded betwene the kings of England 
and France, pꝛoclaimed on M hitſundap, to the gret top 
of both realms. Boloin as ſom wztte was left in the kin⸗ 
ges hand of England, vntil the French kyng had payd a 
great ſumme of monep that was agreed vpon. Foz con- 
firmatton of this league, Wiſcouut Lille, bigh admiral, 
the biſhop of Dureſme with a goodly company were ſent 
into Prance,and the king became godfather to lady Jſa- 
bel the Dolphins daughter. being at that timc bozne. 

The Pope ſendeth letters to the Heluetians, wherein 
after lamenting that ſom of them had fozſaken their mo⸗ 
ther the church, as Tigure, Baſill,+c.he erhezteth the o⸗ 
ther to come to the holp aſſemble of Trident councel, and 
declareth that he and the emperour determined to compel 
the pꝛoteſtants to ſubmit them ſelues to the touncell and 
olde religion, deſiring their aide and aſſiſicnce thetin. 

The Carvinall of . Andꝛebos in Scotland was ſlain 
in his owne caſtell, by a gentleman whoſe bꝛother he bad 
much troubled fo: Luthers doarine. Alberte and J ohn 
p2tnces of Bꝛandeburge in Germante being both of the 
pꝛoteſtãts religion, John alſo of their league t confedes 
racic, aided themperoz againſt th, whertoꝛe thothet p20s 
teſtants admoniſhed htm of his oth 4 league, the anſwe⸗ 
red, that themperoz had put him in ſuretic,that he would 
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not alter Religion, but that other things were the cauſe 
of his warre, and therfoze that his othe did not bind him, 
fo2 fo muche as the league was onelp foz religion. The 
Pꝛoteſtants by his owne letters declare, that his anſwer 
was not true ina'w part. 

Tobe Pope p2ociaimed pꝛoceſſion, pꝛaper, and faſtyng 
to be had, that God might giue hym good ſucceſſe in hys 
warre againſt the Pꝛoteſtants. 

Franchus the Popes embaſſadoz to the Heluetians re- 
quireth of them, that they would openly declare whe ther 
they wold ioyne them lelues in league with the Pope a- 
gainſt the Germans, and ſubmit themſclues to the coun⸗ 
ſell of Trident. This was done to put them in feare, bi- 
cauſe the ſeemed to doubt in the matter. 

- The Lantgraue hauing made gret ſpede the.16,day of 
July led fozth his armie againſt his enimies, t togitherw 
the Duke of Sarony paſled thzough Francone to their cõ 
panions. Their purpoſe was to ſtay the Italiàs, t pzeuet 
them p they might not come to the emperoꝛ, and therfoze 
ſent Scherteline to the Alpes to kepe the narrowe paſſa- 
ges, who by the wap toke Fieſſe E Ereberge, the other ar 
my that Bedecke gouerned, toke Dilling and Doward. 

The Emperoz being at Ratiſbone loketh fo2 the copa- 
nie of Spaniards that he ſent þ pere befoze in Auſtriche. 
And in þ mean time by pꝛoclamation pꝛoſcribeth þ duke 
of Sarony 4 the Lantgraue,alleaging theſe cauſes, that 
they had made war againſt certain pꝛinces of the empire, 
that they had ſpoiled the t oppzeſſed certain biſhops, that 
they refuſed and ſubuerted the iudgement of the chäber⸗ 
tourt, and entred league againſt him making no menti⸗ 
on of religton, Sho2tly after he ſent a copie of this pꝛo⸗ 
ſcription vnto Maurice and Auguſt painces of Saronie, 
and commaunded them as being next of their kin to enter 
vpon the goodes and landes that appertained vnto them: 
thꝛeatning grieuous puniſhment onleſſc they ſo did. 

In this meane time about the. vii. day of Auguſt hap⸗ 
ned a verp ſtrange thing: fo2 at Bechline, the emperozs 

palaice was ſct on fire by lightenyng, and by that _ 
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ſion was burned. Goo. veſſels of gunpouder, i ſhold haue 
ben ſent vnto the emperoz, and with the ſame were bur- 
ned, 800. houſes,and. 1850, men, women, and childzen, 

Foz ſomuch as þ pꝛoteſtantes had ſent ambaſſadozs to 
the Beluetians, requiring frendſhip at their hande, thoſe 
cities as were catholike aaſwered, that they wold medle 
with neither partie. The other Heluetiãs that had altred 
religion, reieced the biſhop of Rome that is, Tygure, 
Berne, Baſil xc. ſaid, that they wold know of themperoz 
by letters whether he wold ſuffer them to kepe their reli⸗ 
gion 02 no:t when themperoꝛ had perſuaded them that he 
would not medle with religion, then they aunſwered the 
pꝛoteſtants þ they wold obep the emperoz. Foz in all this 
war themperoz vnderſtading that many Pꝛinces and ct- 
ties wold be quiet if they might haue onely thetr religion 
permitted, vſed this policie that he pzetedednot to medle 
with religiõ, but to redzeſſe other enoꝛmities:and by this 
means had not only diuers places quiet, but alſo vſed the 
belpe of many pꝛinces and cities, which fauozed the reli⸗ 
gion of the pꝛoteſtants. But the duke of Sarony and the 
Lantgraue percetuing his purpoſe and meanyng, made 
pꝛouiſion to reſiſt as pe haue heard, foz if all pzinces and 
Cities of that religion had iopned together wholly, the 
matter had gone much harder with the Emperour.

Foꝛſomuch as few of the p2inces and tities of the pꝛote 
ſtants did contribute to the charges of the warre, e peace 
toulde not be obtained of the empero2, but on very grie- 
uous conditions: it was appointed that al the other ſoul- 
diers ſhould be diſmiſſed lauing. 1000, hozſmen, g. Soco. 
kotemen, to remain in conuenient places fo2 wintering, 
and ſo they departed. But the ©mpero2 folowing them, 
wan Bophing, No2ling, Deting, and Dingelſpull. 

The Emperoz in Decembze ſente to Ulrich Duke of 
Weirtemberge, willing hym epther to pelde htmſelf and 
al his lo2dſhip into his hand, ozelſe he would 1nnade him 
with ſwoꝛd and fire: wherfoze ſhoztly after he ſent to the 
Emperoz, and ſubmitting him ſelfe, deſired his parden, 
whiche was not pet graunted him. 

There came to themperoꝛ from Naples $02, hoꝛſemen 
in the guidyng of John Baptiſt Spinell their capitaine, 

When the emperour was at Hale, the Paulſgraue of 
Rhine electour, came thither to reconcile himſclf,foz that 
be apded the pꝛoteſtantes at Ingolſtade with. 4-00, hozſe- 
men. The Empero2 after he had take him vp with ſharp 
woꝛdes graunted his pardon. At the ſame tyme the Citi⸗ 
zens of Ulmes deſired in like maner their pardon, which 
was graited to the,paying fo2 the ſame a fine of. 100000, 
crownes,and.rit.great gunnes. 

Darmſtade a Citie of the Lantgraues was taken by 
Maximilian erle of 1Burte,and Frankefo2d pelded alſo to 
him, and was ſet at a fine of. Soo oo.crownes. 

The duke of Saronte the. rrit.of Decembꝛe after com- 
plaint made by embaſſadozs to þ ſubieas of Paurice, fo: 
occupying his landes, intending by fozce to recoucr ttc 
ſame, ſendeth his defiance bothe to Maurice and to them. 

The embaſſadozs of the Þ2oteſtantes after they hadde 
ben with the French king concerning their league, came 
into England about the ſame matter, where thep ſound 
king Þenry ſoze ſicke: who at the ſame tyme vnderſtan- 
dyng certapne thyngs by Thomas Duke of Moꝛtfolke, 
condemned hym to perpetuall pꝛyſon, and caſte hym in

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lere the toure of London. Shoꝛtly after bis ſonne the Erle of The yere 
gum An · Surrey was condemned e beheaded,foz certain wo2des, 


yi. that he bad ſpoken: by the which he put the king in feare P Wi de. 
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ſuſpicion of ſome trouble 4 ſturre after his death. Theſe 
things done about thend of January king Henry depar⸗ 
ted out of this life:apointing his firſt heyꝛe to be his pong 
ſon pzince Edward, t the ſecond lady Mary his daughter 
by his firſt wife queenc Katherine: + the third lady Eliza⸗ 
beth by his ſecond wife queene Anne Bullepn. 


De gracious pꝛinte Edward after his fathers deathe 
began his reign beyng but 9. peres of age, t on ſhzoue 
ſonday after was crouned with great ſolemnitte.By hys 
fathers will were apctnted.rvi.gouernours and ouerſe- 
ers ot this yonge p;ince,the chiefe wherof was his vncle 
Erle of Hertfoꝛd who by the conſent of the reſidue ſhoꝛtly 
after was made duke of Somerſet and pꝛoclaimed pzotec 
tour of the king and realme. 
C On the. 3. of January was the ſirt ceſſion of Trident 
conncell, wherin the article of Juſtification of fayth was 
condemned,anvfree will, the ſacrament of penance, and 
purgatozy eſtabliſhed, 

Herman arche biſhop of Colepne,by the councell of the 

noble men and frendes of his Dioceſſe, wyllyngly reſig- 
ned his dignity and autho2tty,and diſcharged the people 
of their othe and obedience towarde him. After whome 
Adslphe Schauenburge ſucceded,not ſo much by the elec 
tion of the nobilitie, (as the manner was, as by the com- 
maundement of the Empero ur. Wherupon immediatlp 
by the new biſhops commaũdement the ald religion was 
reſtozed,and the new oꝛders diuiſed and apoſnted by M. 
Bucer were diſſolued in all that dioceſe, 
The pzice of Wirteberge by p intreaty of þ Paulſgraue 
obteined his pardon of þ empero2,+ immedtatly ſent am- 
baadours to ercuſe himſelf that foz ſicknes he could not 
come perſonally. In march folowing notwithſtading bis 
ſicknes he came to Ulmes to p empero2,+ beyng caried in 
a chure ſubmitted himſelfe and deſpꝛed his pardon, 
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The yerc [The yere CAmbaCadozs were ſent to theemperoz front the cities Ini 
ofthe jofChuſt. of Peninge, Btbetake, Raueſburge, Campdunc, and mA. 
wrorlde. Ana, ta intreate fo pardon. The citie of 'Pening was 
| ſet at.52000.erounes, whereat they flaping thought to 
condicion withthe empersz, that they might keepe their 
religion but Nautus the emperoꝛs tounſailour wylted 
theim in any wyſe not to moue the matter. Foz it was 
| thought that he durſt neither openly to denſe it, leſte he 
ſhould diſpleaſe many that hytherto had taken part with 
4 hem, noz yet to graunte it, becaule of the byſhoppe of 
Rome, "as to 
CAgreatſedition happened at Genowvay by the means 
of Erle Fliſcane, wherin John Aurta a noble and woz⸗ 
thie genuilman was ſlapne . The Emperoz imputed the 
cauſe hereof to Petrus Alopſius Duke of Placen ce. 
C The Duke of Saronic the. 18. of Januarie aſſautcy 
Ltpſia, and departyng frem thens dydde not onelp reto⸗ 
uer all that he had loſte in Turinge and Piſne, but alſo 
wanne from Maurice all his cities ſaupnge Lppſm and 
Dꝛeſte. In the meane tyme the clectoz of Bzandburgs 
trauapled fo2 peace, as well betwene the pzinces of &a- 
ronpe, as alſo betweene the Empereure and the other 
Padteſtantes, | 
C Kot onely the ſoulyſours of Boheme refuſed to warre 
ag unſt the Sarons,but alſs al the proplc of Pꝛage deſt- 
red of their kyng Ferdinand, that they mpqbt not be tõ⸗ 
ſtrained to this warre againſte their conſcience, but the 
king anſwered that not religion but rebellion was cauſe 
of that warr:and to make the matter mo2e heinous ſaid, 
that the Duke of &aronie had excited the @urke to in⸗ 
nadz Hungarie and Boheme. 
C Zhe Empero2 bearpng of the ſtate of @aronſe , ſent 
Alberte pzinte of Bꝛandburge wyth an armie of hozſe- 
men and faotemennc, and alſo one Sandep with a band 
of @yanpafdes and Jralians: to yelpe Paurice agapuſt 
the Duke. | | 
« Anna QAutene of Hungarie and kyng Ferdinandes 
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C The cltizens of Auſ boꝛough had their pardon grau, The per 
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great gunnes furniſhed, and recciue d the emperozs gar⸗ 
riſon into the citie. cherterline their capttayne , whom 
the Emperoure required, fledde with all his familie to 
Conſtance, 
In Febzuarſe Jodoke Gcunnynge the Emperours 
Capptain, conſtraigned Cunrade Erle of Deckelburge 
and the cities of Dſnburge and Ppnde , with certapne 
ther to ſubmitte theim to the Emperoure. He wanne 
alſo the caſtell of Ritberge, and thenſe went tothe citic 
ol Bꝛeme, where he was ſlain:and in his place was ap⸗ 
pointed UAriſ berge: who aTauted the citte, but cre it wer 
long the citeſins of Hamburge tame to ayde the citie of 
Bꝛeme, and cauſed hm to recuile. 
C The Duke of Saronie, whan be heard of the Empe⸗ 
rors ſucceſſe ſente to the counſell of &traſburgh to ens 
courage theim to bee conſtaurt and vbalpaunte in they; 
Swne dofence , and in lpke maner dydde the Kynge of 
Fraunce, who by his ambaſſadour made theim lpberalt 
pꝛomife: but befaze the ainbaſſadours tame, they hadde 
ſente to the emperour foz their pardon 3 whiche was af- 
ter graunted theym, and were putte to a fyne of, ic ooo. 
crounes, and. xu gunnes. 
C Ferdinand com ming to Letmerike in Boheme erhoz⸗ 
ted the people to warre agapnſte the Duke of Saxonte. 
Manp agreed willpngle, and diuers refuſing it in the be 
ginng, foꝛ fcare of diſpleaſure after were contented. But 
al the nobility and the citiſens of P2age required to haue 
an aſſembly of al the ſtates of the realm at Pꝛage, i tt᷑ the 
king could not be there, they deſtred that he would not be 
diſpteaſed,ifthcy aſſemble d together themfelues,and im 
mediatelp entred league betwene themſelues fo2 the de⸗ 
kente of their liberty. The king apointed an aſſemblpe at 
Pꝛage the. 18. dape of Apail, deferring the matter longer 
then they would haue had it, and in the meane time char- 
ged theym that they did neither attempte any thing; noz 
gather any aſſembly, | 
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The. yerc| The yere The Frenche kingſent2eocoo,crounes to ald the duke an 
ofrke of Crit of Saxony,and the Lantgraue,intending to haue donne * ky 
vrorlde. much moze in their quarell it he had lyued. 

¶ On the thyꝛde ol arch was the. 7. ſeſlian of . 
counſel, where the doctrine of the church of Rome concer 
ning the ſacraments was confirmed, and certain lawss 
made fo; the occupiyng and placyng of benefices. 

CFo2 ſo much as the Popes phiſicion had ſayde that the 
Apze at Trident was cozrupte,mang of the biſhoppes de⸗ 
parted from thens to Bononte : diuers that were vnde t 
the emperours iuriſdiction, remained at Tridente by the 
emperouts commaundement,and ſs the counſell was di- 
ulded, wherwith the emperouc was muche diſpleaſed as 
afterwarde pe ſhall here. 

C The Parques of Bzidburge intreated very earneſtly 
with themperoz foz the Lantgraues pardon:but the con- 
diclons wer ſo grenous as the Lantgraue would rather 
venter the extremity, then ſubmit himſelf vnto them. 

C Foz ſo much as Paurice and bis bzother Auguſte came 
with king Ferdinkd to Paiccia in Boheme with their ar⸗ 
mp, ot purpoſe to iopne with themperozabo was going 
againſt Friderike duke of @arony: the nobility of þ coũ⸗ 
trep «the citizens of pꝛage, required king Ferdinande 5 
thoſe two w ther band might departe,ſignifieng y it was 
dangerous to their libertp to bzing ſo many Spantards e 
Italiãs into their tountrey. And in like maner they ſent 
moꝛd to Maurice + Auguſt Þ onleſſe they would departe, 
ſuch oꝛder e remedy ſhould be found as the time t matter 
requyꝛed. Not long after they ſent to the people of Poza⸗ 
uia, deſiring aid of them againſt the Spaniards and Jta- 
liana, and in the meane time ftirre vp their owne people 
to take armes againſt them. The nobilitie of Boheme be 
ing in armes tntreated their king foz the duke ofSarony 
at which tyme, altbough the emperour and kyng Ferdi- 
nand commaunded them with great thzeatnynges,chars 
ged theym to leaue armes and be quiet, pet they woulde 
not lo be feared, 

¶ The laſt day of Parch died the F renche * 


* 
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to his dign: tie, who had bene bamſhed from the court the 
ſpace of ſyre peres: and many of thoſe that bare greateſt 
ſtroke vnder his father were remoued, ſome caft in pziſon, 
other beyng nothing eſteemed, departed from the tourte 
themſelues. 

C The 22. ot Apꝛill the empe rour came to iſſene by the 
ryuer Albis, not farre from the duke of Sarones campe: 
wherkoze the Duke made ſpede to Mittemberge, but the 
emperour folowed him, and by the wood Lochan onerta- 
keth him, and iotming batail viſcomfiteth him, and taketh 
him pꝛiſoner. 

In the aſſembly of the Bohemians at Pꝛage, the kinges 
ambaſſadours required þ they ſhould quietly vimiſſe their 
ſouldtours and diſſolue the league lately made betweene 
them and the duke of Saronte: bu. v aunſwered , that 
that theyhad done was neither vniuſt,noz againt the aũ⸗ 
tient maner and cuſtome of their countrep and ſo appoin- 


ted to ſend ambaſſadours vnto their king: but when they 


heard that the duke was taken, they chaunged their mind 


-and obeyed the kings requeſt. 


¶ The emperour in his campe by Wittemberge condem 
neth the duke of Saxonie to dit:but by the intreatie of the 
Marques of Bzandburge, his life was graunted him with 
molt greuons conditions, among the whiche was, that he 
ſhould ſubmit htmſelfe to the old religion: but he choſe ra- 
ther to dye then ſo to do. Uherfoze the Parques of 152ad 


burge obteined that condition alſo to be remitted: butall 


bis landes and gooddes were geuen to Paurice,ſauing a 
penſion of $0009,creunes, which the ſame Maurice pated 
him perely. 3mmedtatly herevpon, Mittemberge yelded 
to the emperour, and diuers other pzinces and cities alſo 
gaue ouer , 

The Lantgrang was contented to yelde all that euer 
he had to the emperours pleaſure,ſo that he might not be 
kept pꝛiſener, whiche condicton the Marques of Bꝛand⸗ 
burge,and Paurice the new duke of Harony that had ma 
ried his daughter vndertoke to obteine: and foz the perfoz 
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des. M herfoꝛe the mance of his pardõ was dꝛawen out, zl 
and of him ſa receined that the emptrour wold make furs 
ther tnterpzetation of certain pointes therof, 

At Naples in Italp was a great inſurrection of the peo. 
ple againſte the Spantardes: but after greate murder on 
both partes, the Spantarvs hauing the caſtels and ſtrong 
holdes, got the vpper hand: wherfoze thep put to deth the 
ehiefe capitaines, and baniſhed the reſidue. The cauſe of 


_ this farce was as wel others oppꝛeſſion, az chiefely that 


Peter the Ufcerop attempted,after the maner of pain, 
to make pꝛiuie inquiſicion ofeuery mans faith and conſct 
ence in religion. 

The kinge ot Fraunte latelp deade was buried with 
great pompe at &. Deniſe the 4. of Pay: and thither alſo 
were bꝛougbt the bodies of his two ſonnes Frauncis and 
Charlea, and lated in the (ame tombe with their father. 

An aſſembly ot the Empire beganns at Ulmes, whichs 
not long after bzoke vp by reaſon of the plague. 

The Lantgraue of Heſſe came to themperoz to Haule to 
tonſulte of the condicions ot᷑ peace pzopoſed, But he was 
tonttreined in al pointes to ſtan) to thempero2s pleaſure, 
and to pꝛoteſt himſelftoſtandin matters of religion to þ 
decrees of a holp,free,and general countel. Wherfoze he 
being bought vp into this ſtre ict, on his knees in þ ſight 
of a great number of pꝛiutes, deſired his pardon of the em 
perour. Afterward he went to ſupper to the Duke of Al⸗ 
ua together with the Parques ot Bꝛandburge, and Mau 
rice Duke of Saronye, and thers atter ſupper was com⸗ 
maunded to remayne as pꝛiſoner. Then he beganne to 
tcomplapue and take the matter grtuouũip, ſaping, the em 
perour kept not pꝛomiſe:and the next day the Marques of 
Bꝛandburge and Paurice went to themperoz and intrea 
ted fo: the Lantgraue, dut all woulde not ſerue. Fo: the 
emperour anſwered that he bꝛake no pꝛomiſe although he 

kept hym.xiiii.pere in pzyſon, Foz his meanyng was on- 

lye to pacdon him ot perpetual impzyſonment. This mat 

tet acter warde turned the Emperour to great * 
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eum An The Frenche kinge appointed vii, Cardinalles to des 
gle. part and goe lye at Rome: either of purpoſe to ridde hys 
tourt of them, oz els, as it was moꝛe likely to pꝛocure the 

Popes fauour toward him: and fo; the ſome purpoſe ma⸗ 

- riedhis laſte doughter of ix. yeares oł age vnto Ozatius 

Farneſius, the Popes nephew. 

The Pope to gratifie the Frenche kynge made Cardi⸗ 

nall one Charles Guiſe Archbifhop of Uhemes, in whom 

the French king much delyted, 

Benrp the Frenche king by meanes of Sebaſtlan Mo⸗ 
gelſberge hire th ſouldiozs in Germanp, pꝛett᷑ding þ ſame 
to be, that he might be moze quietly t ſafely crouned, and 

not long after in the pzeſence of the 12. Piercs of Frauncs 

was crouned king at Rhemes by þ Archbiſhop, with ſuch 
lolemnitie and ccremonies as to theſame belongeth. 
« Ferdinande beyng at Letmerike in Boheme,after be 
bad cauſed the citizens of Pꝛage, and the nobilitie to ſub- 
mitte themſelues to his inquiſition and judgement, punts 
ſhed them fo;zentring league againſt him. Thecommens 
be ſpared, and required certaine of þ nobles to puniſhmet 

Me pzeſcripted Goſper Pflugivs, the chiefecapitaine lets 

tyng hym at a fine of $020.crownes. 

Pauritius, the duke of Saxon enterteined very gently 

e liber ally vſed Pelancth6 and other pꝛeachers t diuincs 

ol M ittenberge reſozting to him at Ltpſia:making them 
earneſt pꝛomiſe to defende and maintapnc religion. 

In Englande theLozd Pꝛotectour with the reſt ofthe 

tountel, that gouerned the realme, mynding a refoꝛmati 
on of religion, ſent tommiſſioners into all partes, willing 
them to take all ymages out ot churches, fo2 auoidyng of 
tdolatry, with the ſame tommiſſioners were ſent certaine 
learned men and pꝛeachers to dehoꝛte men frem the ſuper 

Ricious vſe ot beades, and uch like thinges, and to learns 
to wo:lhip God truly, and vnfainedly in heart and mend, 
With due obedience toward their Pzince. 

At the ſame tyme pꝛoteſſion was commaunded to bee 
no moze vſed, and ſho2tlye after was a Parliamente 
holden of all the ſtates of the tealme, wherin beſpde other 
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bſed at his pleaſure, and an oꝛder alſo was taken foꝛ thuſe 3 l. 
of the loꝛdes ſupper, that it ſhold be in both kinds of bꝛead 
and wine. Certain greuous ſtatutes alſo made cõcerning 
religis in the time of king Benry were repealed: and eſpe 
clallp the act of the 6. articles, which had bꝛought many in 
trouble. Foꝛ although king Henry did cleane diſanull the 
autozity of the Pope, vet in al other things and vles ot re- 
tigion he folowed the doctrine of the churche ol Rome:ſa⸗ 
ning that be cauſed common pꝛaper in time of pꝛoceſſions 
to be vſed in Engliſhe tongue. 

C About the ſame tyme doctour Smith of Oxkoꝛde, reuo⸗ 
key openly at Poules croſfſe certain articles conteyned in 
two bookes of his makpng,one fo; defence of the ſacrifice 
of the maſſe: an other to pꝛoue p vnwzitten verities ought 
to be beleued, vader pain of damnation. 

Lhe loꝛde Pꝛotectour and the Erle of Marwike went 

into Scotland with a ſtrong army,. requiring the Scots to 
falfil their pzomiſe made befoze to king Henrp,cocerning 
p mariage of their yong quene with noble pꝛince Edward 
his ſon, our ſoneratgn loꝛd. But the Scots alway vnfaith 
fall of pꝛomiſe, ſfubburnly came againlt the, with a great 
puiſance. And not long after the two armies encountred 
in the feldes of Puſclebozongh,at a place called Pinker- 
flough,the Englich part not thinking as then to haue ba⸗ 
taile. At which time becauſe the kronte of the @cottiſh ar⸗ 
my was ſo terribly ſette with pikes, our hozſemen(whiche 
gaue the firſt onſet) were fain to recule back, with loſſe of 
certaine gentlemen: whiche reculing muche abaſhed oure 
footemen: but yet by the great wiſedome and diligence of 
th: Loꝛde Pꝛotectour, and the valiaunt heart and courage 
ofthe noble Erle of Marwike, and the good ſtomake of 
our ſouldtours, wherwith god at that pzeſent had ſtreng⸗ 
thencd them, they gaue a new onſette, and withoute anye 
notable fight diſcomfited the Stottes, and obteined a no- 


ble victozpe . Af this tyme were llayne of the @cottes be- 


twene. rii{. and. riiil.thouſande, and not paſſyng an hun⸗ 


dated Engluhmen. 
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u Annize- C Peter Alopſlua, duke of ꝑ lecente, and ſonne to Paul,

gum Aa · hiſhop of Rome a very wicked 4 naughty pr rſõ, was latin 


in pᷓ caſtel of Placence of 36. perſons ̊ tonſpited his deth. 
Mis body was hanged in chaincs on þ walles of þ caſtel: 
a topt᷑ul x glad ſight to y people, which ſhoꝛtely eftcr caſt 
him doun into the dich, ꝛ with their daggers rente # man 
gleo his body in pieces. Jmmediatlyafter his death Fer- 
rand Gonzaga themperozs capitain lipng in the countrep 
of Pyllanots,came to the gates with a garriſon ofmen, 
t entring into the citte, kept it to th?perozs behalf, wher⸗ 
by the matter was thonght to be done of purpoſe: this act 
was done the. r. ok September, ok whiche dape the Pope 
' bis father beyng a great aſtronomer, willed him to take 
hede, and of the ſame had ſent him letters befoze, 
The mperoꝛ ſctteth fines vpon al the pꝛoteſtants + other 
p2inces of thempire fo2 the charges of that war, which he 
ſaid, was enterp2iſed foz the ſalfegarde of their countrey. 
Lhe ſum 5 he gathered in Germanye this pere, as þ boo- 
kes of accompte declared, was aboue.16002co, crounes, 
The citie of Auſboꝛough, beſides the emperours fine, 


pied great ſummes to kyng Ferdinand, to their biſhop, 


and to the Cardinall of Trente:all whiche ſaid they, wer 


indamaged by that city,Certatne pzinces and noble men 


were cleane excluded from all hope of Pardon, and pꝛo⸗ 
ſcripte by the emperonr to the fozfaite of all they landes 
and gooddes. The citie of Pagdeburge was alſo by pꝛo⸗ 


clamation pꝛoſcripted. 


In thende of Julie, the emperour came to Anſbo2ough 
to the aſſembly of the empire, where all the clectours and 
othcr pzinces of Germanye, were gathered togett er in 
greate number, Aboute all the citie and in diners partes 
of the countrey nie therto wer cõpanies of Spantardes, 
Italtans, and other ſouldiours, to the terror of them that 
were pꝛeſent. The chief matters pzopoſed, were concer- 
nyng the councel of ZTridet,foz the election of the iudges 
of the chambercourte,and fo; apde to be had agaynſt the 
Turke. The vill. day of October, the emperour required 


of the pꝛinces, and pꝛiuatly of the Paulſgraue and Pan- 
Uu. ui. rice 
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| The? vere 2 rice duke of Sarony, whether they woulde ſubinft them⸗ mir 
deere halt ſelues to the councel ol Crident ez noꝛat the firſt they re⸗ 
f fuſed it, but aſter,fearing thempereurs diſpleaſate; they 
were contented to permit the matter to his wil. The free 
cities alſo bepng demaunded ihcther thei would cozrect 
eꝛ adde anꝝ thing to the anſwer ofthe pꝛinces, ſaid it was 
not their parte ſo to do, and ↄſtred a waiting to the empe⸗ 
_ what condicios they would admit þ coũcel. Wher 
kae themperoꝛ as though they had fully ſubmitted them⸗ 
ſelues, ſente the Cardinall of Trident to the Pope to rc⸗ 
uoke the councel tz Trident. M herkoze he commpng to 
Nome, in a great aſſemble of the cardinalles requiteth te 
haue the councell called to Trident, that was befoze de⸗ 
parte d, as is ſaid, to Bononia, t alſo that le gates might? 
be ſent into Germany to rcfozme their churches. In the 
ſa:ne aſſembly James Pendoza by the emperozs apoint⸗ 
ment p2otefted, that onlefle they Wauld do as the Cardi⸗ 
nall ot Trident councelled them withoute delap,tyat the 
empero2 would plainly pꝛangunce that councel that they 
bad begunne to be vnlaufall. 
¶ The Pope after conſultation had with the biſhops and 
fathers ar Bononie,anſwered:if they whiche tar:cd be⸗ 
hinde at Trident, beyng fcwer in number, wold came to 
Bononte kirſt: It thei at Bononie might be put in ſurety 
that all Germany would ſubmitte it ſelfs to that councel 
without erception. Ji the fathec3 there aTembicd, migbe 
be warraated to depart ſafely and freely whan they luft, 
and at their pleaſure make an ende of the counſeil, that 
then they would al returne to Trident: Ind this anſwer 
P:ndoſa was willed to ſend to the emperour. 
a 1a} Ts wife,ſabourcd to the Pzince3 very: 
earneflp 1 81 t they waulde ſue faz ber huſbande to the 
emperour, 


erfo28. as well all the pꝛinces and ſtates 
the emppꝛe, as Lage Pazye.alſo the Empereurs ker 
ſpaks fo hy. n, bat he mightbs let at liberty: but nothing 
touldt he abtepned. 
£55: e cequired bf the Lantgraue to hate - 
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but the Lantgraue made his ercuſe that hig ſonnes had 
them, and would not departe with them, bekeze he were 
deliuered. With which enſwere, the Cmperovr wes dil 
plealed, and diſcharged all his acquaintance ſrem hem, 
ſauyng one 0; two. 
C The Archebyſheppe of Khewes , ſentees Owbaſſa⸗ 
dour to the Pope from the Frenche kynge , deſp2ed bys 
gracious fauour and frtendſhippe towarde the Realme 
of Frannce , and fome what ſtirred him vppe to diſplea⸗ 
ſure agapnſte the Empereur , with whome he was be⸗ 
fo;e offended fo; the death of his ſonne Aloyſius Duke of 
Placence, 
CPÞeter Martir, a Floꝛentine bozne , and Doctonr of df- 
uinttie, tame from Argentine into Englande by weanes 
of Cranmer Archebiſhoppe of Canterburpe, and by hym 
and other of the councel was ſent to Orfo2d there to rede 
diuinitie, and interpꝛete the ſcriptures, At his firſt com⸗ 
myng be was fauoured: but afterwarde, percciuyng hys 
opinion of the Sacrament, the moſte parte were greatlye 
offended with him. 
¶ Fo2 ſo muche as the Pope and biſhoppes aſſembled at 
Bononie woulde not returne to Tridente, but on ſuche 
condicions as they woulde themſelues: the Cmperour 
ſente to Bononie his ambaſſadours, whyche,after they 
hadde declared that the councell was not laufullp tran (- 
ferred-from Trident io Bononte, opt̃lp pꝛoteſted al ſuch 
thynges as they ſhoulde there detree, to bee vnlawfull 
and of no foꝛte, and therfoꝛe that the emperour him ſelfe 
ſo much as he might oꝛderlp would vndertake the care of 
the common weale of Chꝛiſtendome which they neglec⸗ 
ted. When the emperours ambaſſadour had ſcant begun 
to ſpeake in this maner, Cardinall Pontand the Popes 
legate interrupted hymfo2 that he termed it an eſſem⸗ 
blye of Biſhoppes at Benonie, and not a councell. Aud 
after with vehement wozdes repzoucd the cmpecronr ko: 
ſendpng that pꝛoteſtation, ſaying that he was a Chews 
Uu. uu. 0 
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perours ambaſſadour made at Rome to the ſame effecte, * 
¶ CTye king of Poleland fcaring the emperours power, 
lately increaſed, ſendeth anibaſſadours vnto him to Auſl- 
bazough, ſignificug that Pꝛuſſia was of his dominion,x 
not of the empire. Fo; he feared leaſt themperour would 
by foꝛte expel Alberte of Bꝛandburge, whom hc maintei⸗ 
ned to be the right maiſter of Pꝛuſſia, although the empe 
rour had pꝛoſcripted him, and appointed an other called 

oulfgange. Unto this meſſage,the ſatd TUoulfgange 
anſwered in the aſſeble of the painces, diuerſly declaring 
that the dominiontzerofaperteined to thempire,and that 
the ſarrender made in the time of Caſumre king of Þole- 


lande, wherby the king nowe did clatme it, was extoꝛted 


by fozce without the conſent of thoſe that had to do in it: 
and thcrfoze ſentence was geuen at this time againſt the 
king:and the pzoſcription of Albert confirmed, 

¶ Becauſe the emperour perceiued ſmall hope to be ofa 


general councel in Germanp, he conſulted with the pꝛin⸗ 


ces about the agreement of religion, and apeinted Julius 
Pllugius biſhoppe of Aumburge, Pichaell Sidone, and 
John Illebp to dꝛawe out a booke fo: the refozmation of 
the articles ot religion and ceremonies, which is that thei 
callcd the Interim. 

C The Duke of Somerſet # otherof the countel in Eng⸗ 
land, ſet foꝛth in pzinte,and ſent vnto the Scottes a long 
and pithye ozation,erhoztpng them to peace, and accozs 
dyng to their pꝛomiſe to geue ticir pong Queene in ma; 
rtage to kynge Edwarde, and ther by knit and linke both 


the real mes in one. Declarpng by many examples aſwell 


of England it ſelfe,as other places, how perilous a mat; 
ter it was foz them to vſe the apde of the Frenche men, oz 
any other fo2ctnours within their realm. But all was in 
vain, as appered after to the great loffe of bath realmes. 
C Sebatian Mogelſperge, whiche had gathered ſouldi⸗ 
durs in Germany foꝛ the French king, as he came home, 
was app;ehended,andfoz the ſame put to death with cet

one of the electo urs. 

¶ In France began great perſecution by p2iſon and fier 
againft ſuch as mainteined Luthers doctrine. 

¶ In Pay the empecrour callynge together the ſtates of 
thempite, required that the pzinces woulds recetue and 
admitte vniuerſally the maner of religion ſet fozth in the 
booke that he apointed to be made. The biſhop of Penſe 
withoute commiſſion, anſwered in the name of them all, 
that they were contented, Wherfoze thempcro2 willed p 
booke {mnedtately to be pꝛinted aud publiſhed. Joachim 
the Parques clectoz of Bzandeburges bꝛother was ear⸗ 
neſt with thempcroz to ſtand ts that warrant t pꝛomiſe, 
not to medle with religion, which themperour made him 
When hetooke his part againſt the duke of @þarony, The 
duke of Zwepb:ugge beyng commaunded to be at Auſ⸗ 
bozough, deſired of themperoꝛ that he might continue in 
that religion, that he was bozne and b2oughte vp in of a 
childe. The Lantgrauc hoping to obtepne fauour and li⸗ 
berty receiutd the emperours boske, and ſubmitted dim 
ſelfe vnto it, but all would not helpe him. 

The Duke of Saxonte, beyng kept pꝛiſoner, was cars 
neſtly required to ſubſcribe: but he wold not tn any wiſe, 
and fo2 that cauſe after was vſed moze ſtreightly, in ſo 
much that his pzcacher, which was hitherto permitted, 
ficd fo2 fcare of danger. The ambaſſadozs of the pꝛote⸗ 
ftantes cities, bepng at the counſell of Anal bozough,and 
refuſpng to ſubſcribe to the booke:obteined licence to re- 
ferre the mattier to the counſell of the citie at home, and 
ſo to geue further anſwere. 

This matter cauſed alſo great trouble among the pꝛta⸗ 
chers of Germante. 

Martin Bucer was ſent fo2 to Auſbozough by thePar- 
ques of Bꝛandboꝛough, and thrre by hym and Cranuel- 
dane was partcly with intreatie de ſpꝛed, partely with 
223 commaunded to ſubſcribe to the mpcroꝛs

Fon 4% CPaurice Duke of Saronp, the. 24. daye of Febzuarye

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The yereſ ſhe yer. broke, but he conſtantly retuſed ſo to doo, and with great 420i 
ofthe of Chrat danger dt his life retut ned to Argentine. 8 
vyoride. . Wufculas, a terned man, and pꝛeacher of Auf boꝛoagh 
perceiuing the counſell of the citie not to ſtand conſtant⸗ 
ly in defence of religiö, went to Brrns tn Switcherland. 
¶ Dꝛentius alſo beyng aſ ke d his opinion, diſaloweth the 
boke and wꝛiteth againſt it: wherfozethe Spaniards go⸗ 
pnx to Haull to fetch him to the emperours chancellour, 
Granuellane ſpopled his houſe. But he goyng fcozth of 
the titie a littell bete ſcaped awape: and not long at᷑ter 
was ſente fozby Utrich duke of Wirtemberge, and en⸗ 
tertained in us bouſe with all his kamttie. 
C Andꝛeas Oſiander, Eraſmus Sarcerius, Erardus 
Schneffins, t other pꝛeachers of the dukedome of Mir⸗ 
temberge fled, becauſe they wold not alow the emprroꝛs 
boke.'Whan the Emperoꝛs boke of Interim was ſent ts 
Nome, the Pope added his tozrection vnto certaine arti- 
cles ot the ſame, as concernyng the mariage of pneſtes, 
of! the vſe of the @acrainent in both kyndes, ok the reſto⸗ 
ring of p church goods « diners ſuch like things. Theſe 
caltfgations liked well the byſhops that wereelectozs of 
Germanie, but they pteaſed not their pꝛinces ſo wel, al- 
belt they dyd not greatly ſpeake againſt it. 
C ambzoſe Blaurer minifter of Conſtance # many of the 
cavifens fozſake the cittefo2 religion, t go to other places, 
Cat Ulmes their miniſters , and many of the citiſens 
that wold not peld in religion were by Granuellan cat 
in-paiſon. 
C Paximilfan kyng Ferdinandes ſonne departing from 
Auſbo:ough into Spapne, tooke to wpfe Lady Pary his 
vncte the emperors daughtcr, to the great admiration of 
many men. | 

The Uenetians moued with the erample of the empe- 
rour let fozth p2oclamation, that all ſuch bookes as were 
of the pꝛoteſtan tes religion ſhould be called in, and ſuche 
as had them put to'grenous puniſhement. 

Tye citiſens of Argentine bepng ſomwhat low in ans 

ſwering to the emperoꝛs booke, were wiiled earneſtly —

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be ſuffred vntill the decree of a general counſell. Gran⸗ 
vellane the empcrozs Chance llour bothe refuſed they; 
letter, and ſharpely rebuked the ambaCadozs, that ſeing 
thcy hadde in their ſubmiſſion committed the maitcr to 
the emperoz,they would not nowe ſhewe that obedience 
that they ought to do. They anſwered, that they conſen- 
ted only that the emperour ſhoulde take ozder in all Ci⸗ 
uile matters, but not in religion. And therfoze that vios 
lence might perhaps be vſed towarde them, but nothyng 
ſhould make them beleue otherwiſe, than they had lear⸗ 
ned by Gods woꝛde. In like maner pe and moze ſharply 
were the embaſſadoꝛs of other cities vſed. 
¶ Myꝛle this gecat ſturre ans trouble was in Cerma⸗ 
nye:; in Cnglande by reaſon of continuall pzrachvage 
and teachyng of diners that were to that office apointed: 
the people in many places declared theim ſclfe very foz⸗ 
warde and redy to fo2ſake their olde religion: and ther⸗ 
foe by tie aucto2itte of a parlyamente, the vic of the 
Maſſe was cleane foꝛbidden, and a boke made et an vnt- 
fo2:ne ozdcr of common pꝛaper and admpmſtrations of 
the ſacramentes in the eaglyſhe tongue, 
«E Comunde Boner Byſzop of London, as in the tyme 
of kyng Yenrp he was rradpe and wyllyrg to diſanull 
the Popes authozitic here in Englande, ſo at this tyme 
he was very erueſt in þ delence of al other articles pertat⸗ 
ning to the doctrine 07 the church of Nome: and thirioze 
las,dep2iucd of his biſhopzike,and call into the Barſhal 
ſcy; After whom, Nicolas Ridley late bilhep ef Noche⸗ 
tex was by the kinges autho:itie tranſlated to Loudon,

¶ In the aſſembly of Anſbozough, Ferdinande was alo- 
| wed euetie pere.iocooo.trounes to foztifie places night 
the Turke, and to mainteine his garriſons. Thempero: 
after the aſſembly was diſſolued, ſent to all the pꝛintes to 
put the decree in execution, and eſpecially to the biſhop of 
Argentine, that the refozmacton ofreligton accoꝛdyng to 
his booke ſhoulde take place by the. r. day of Julp. 
(John Fridertke late Duke of Saronie was willed by 
the emperour tocommannd his ſonnes to obey his decree 
and oꝛder of religion, whiche as pet did ſuffer their pꝛea⸗ 
chers to wlte and teache in their dominions contrarie to 
the ozder taken: But the Duke anſwered that he coulde 
not will his ſonnes to dot that thyng, Which he could not 
perſwade him ſelfe to dooe with a ſalfe conſcience. 
¶ Ot all the titees of highe Almaine only Conſtance was 
not pet reconciled to the emperour. Wherfo2e they ſente 
ambaſſadours to intreate:and that they might haue their 
religion; offered. Sooo. crounes and. tiff. great gunnes. 
But the emperourdid ſcantelp vouchſafe to make them 
| any anſwer. 
¶ at Auſboꝛough the emperour changed their Senate, 
-placed ſuch as he thought did fauour his partie. 
The Spaniardes that were about Conffance,by them- 
"perozs comandement, bpon a ſodain did aſſault the city, 
but the citcſens repelledtheim with the lofſe of Alfonſns 
Uſtnes their capitaine, and a greate number of ſouldto2s, 
When he perceined that way woulde not ſerue, he pꝛo⸗ 
ſcribed them: and then by the counſell of the Switche 
ners, bothe they and the citcſens of Lindawe ſubmitted 
themſelfe,and receined the ozder: But that not withſtan 
ding, their pꝛoſcription toke place, wherfoꝛe they ſoyng 
| none other remedp, pelded them ſelnes to Ferdinande, 
and the houſe of Auſtrich, who gladly vndertoke the de⸗ 
kence of them,bepngnow become his owne RN 
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um An Fheempers2 went from Auſbozough to Ulmes, where the 
inlyke maner he appointed new ſenatours, 2 wasearneſt vorld 


w the pzeachers to retepue his oꝛder of religio:ſuch as re⸗ 


fuſed he call in pziſon. From Ulmes the emperour depar 


ted ts Spire, from thence to the city of Menſe, intending 
by Rhine to paſſe into the lower parts of Germanic, The 
ambaſſadours of Argentine ſtyl foloſvedhim, ſuing that 
he would permit them, at the leaſte wiſe in ſame of they; 
churches,to baue their fozmer religion, and the reſidue to 
folow the church of Rome. Themperoꝛ ſo dimiſſed the as 
though they might obtein that at the biſhops hand, e pt bs 
would not, then they ſhould knowe further of his mynd. 
after the Pꝛoteſtants, were bzought into this Ureicte 
many actions were entred againſt theim in the chamber 
courteof the empire:and alwapes tudgemente geuen as 
gainſt theim to their further vndoinge. 

Citadelle in p countrep aboute Paule in Italſe, a gentil⸗ 
man called Francis Spiere being a pꝛoteſtant, dpon grief 
of conſcience Þ he had befoze the Popes legate at Aenite 
recanted t᷑ abiured his opinion t rcligiõ, ſell into diſperati 
on, and vpon depe cogitacion into great ſickenes:at which 
time he could not becomfoated vp anpe man, but til cricd 
when he hard any teſtimonie 4 ſentence of the ſcripture,p 
nothing could ſaue him that had offended againſt the holy 
ghoſte:and in that maner pitifully-ended his lyfe. 
E The duke of aumail the duke of Guiſes ſonne after he 
had bene a longe ſuter to the P2pnces of Lozapne, dough⸗ 
ter to the Emperours ſyſter, and could not obte ine, at the 
laſte maried the Dukes doughter of Ferrare. | 
CPaurice Dake of Saronte retourning home from Auf 
bozough pꝛotlaimed the @mperours decree concernynge 
religion. Upon that occaſion after the dinincs aud prea⸗ 
thers of the vntuerſities of Lipſia and Wittenberge had 
diuers times aſſembled, at lẽgth, thei cõcluded vpon thoſe 
thinges that they called indifferent, to receyue them as 
the Emperout had pꝛeſcribed, and dꝛe bo out a boke of re⸗ 
ligton, which they folowed in all the Dukes dominton. 
This thing was by other pꝛeachers of Germanie ſoze im 
pugned 
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yete of (ot Chrilt ꝑungned, faping, that by the interpꝛetation orthtir indir gan 
the ferencie, they opened a way to the whole doctryne and ſa g/i- 
vroild perllition of the Churche ot Rome taking thoſe things foz 
indifferent, in which was manifeſt errour , 
¶ Petrus Paulus Uergerius a Cardinal, being ſuſpec⸗ 
ted inß Courte of Nome tofauoury Lutherans:e purpo 
ing to clere him ſelfe of Þ ſuſpicien, was in mind to haue 
wꝛiten a boke agianſt the: x foʒ that purpoſe reading theit 
wozkes very diligetly,4 examining their rtaſons g autoz( 
ties was fully reſolued, vᷣ their doctrine was true # good, 
. alſo perſwaded his bꝛother p Biſhop of Pola toembzace 
the ſame religion. wherfoz afterward ſeing the example of 
Frauntis Spiere at Pauie, who died in deſperacion foz 5 
ve had abiured his faithe, fozſoke the churche of Rome,: 
tettaine peres ałter, taught among the Gryſoners, 
¶ In certaine partes of Aquitaine in Fraunce, the peo- 
ple roaſe againſte the kynges efficers,and cauſed greate 
ſturre foꝛ the paiment of their taxes of ſalte, hut ßᷣ conſta- 
ble of Fraunce was ſent againſt them, ſuppꝛeſling theit 
farie tokepaniſhmentof certaine ot the chtefe capitains. 
Becauſe the coũſel of England wer yet til in ſome expec 
tation to attain p ysngquene of Scottes, by thaduiſe of þ 
Frenchemen, to extlude al hoape about this time ſhe was 
conueld pztuely into Fraunce, there to be maried vnto þ 
Dolphine: faz þ Scattes al this pere had the aid of certain 
garrtfons of French mien, which diuers times ſkirmiſhed 
with the Engliſh men that lay in p boꝛders at that tyme. 
¶ In this pere the great Turkes eal deſt ſonne that fledde 
into Perſia, betauſe his father was wyllynge to pzefccre 
His other ſonne to the Empyꝛe, gathered an army of Per- 
ſtans, and inuadede his fathers dominions nerte to Pers 
ſia, takyng many tolvnes and holdes. But hys father 
wet agaynſt hym with an arinpe ot. Soοοο. men, ; con⸗ 
ſtrevned the Perſians to fleet recuple whom ward: but in 
the waye they in ſuchfezte baurned byllages x townes, 
ſpoptedalynanerefpzoutfion,that the Turkes Army fo⸗ 
lo wrugtheim was ta ſuche dyſtreſſe, t nede, that almoſt 
205 opo.ot᷑ the im peryſſhe d wuyth lamin and plague. 
Cor Lhomas Seimar highe admiral of England on 
1 ther 
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octaſion JF knob not, conceiued a ſtomake againſt þ lozd 
pꝛotectoꝛs wife Daches of Somerſet,+ ther vpon alſo in p 
behalt ot their wifes diſpl-aſare 4 grudge, bega betweng 
the two bꝛothers. which by perſuaſion affrendes, and the 
autozitie ofthe councel was ſappꝛeſſed betwene them fo 
à time: But ere it were long it bꝛake out,to the trouble of 
b realme, r as it appeared to the confuſion of them bothe , 
fo2 it was laid afterward to the lozd admirals charge, iᷣ he 
purpoſed to deſtroy þ pong king, tranſſerre the croun vn 
to himſelt, ⁊ foz t hat treaſon being afterward attainted x 
condemned, rr. dap of Parch was beheaded at the toure 
hyl. Many at p time ſapd,that the 1ozb pzotecto2 wold not 
ſtande in his dignity long aftec,affirming that the fall of 
p one bꝛother wold be þ tuine of þ other: diucrs alſo repo; 
ted p the duches of Som. wzought his deth: but whether 
they ſpake of ſtomake oꝛ of trath,J am not hable to ſudge. 
King Phillip the Emperours ſonne cams from Spain 
into Italp, and ſo though a part of Germany went into 
Flaunders to his father;and in Map folowing, was retei⸗ 
ned at Bzuxels, Maurice, t the Parques of 1Bzandburge 
deſired him to entreat foz the Lantgraue: hut he was ar⸗ 
terward moze ſtreightlp vſed. 
The citiz?s of Argetine being very ſtreighilp vſed of their 
biſhop foz religion, ſent ambaſſavozs to thempero2 to ins 
treat p they might haue their pꝛeachers cõtinue w them. 
The citizens of Magdebozough which were befoze pꝛo⸗ 
ſcript, were now pꝛoclaimed to be open pꝛape foz all that 
would inuade them. Partin Bucer and Paulus Fagins, 
two learned men and pzeachers of Germanpe came into 
England by the pꝛocurement of Thomas Cranmer Arch 
biſhop of Caunterbury:x after they had bent of him fo2 a 
time cntertained at London, were ſent vnto the yntuerſi⸗ 
tie of Cabzidge,thece to pꝛeach + interpʒet the ſcriptures, 
Woulfgange pꝛinte of Biponte with often letters be⸗ 
rug commaunded of the Emperour to declare his minde 
plainly, whether he would recefue the oꝛder appointed in 


religion, at this time erpzeſſely wilteth to the un a 
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m An ther to the loꝛd pꝛotectoꝛ and the kinges vntle hadmarted ofthe 
quene Catherine late wife to king Henry. he vpöd what vvorld. 
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t Chriſt his tudgement of it: ſaying, that as he denied not that dys um z

uers thynges in hys booke dyd agree with the doctrine of li. 
the goſpel,fo he did pꝛoteſt that many pointes of the ſame 
were contrary vnto it:and therfoze moſt earneſtly deſired 
him, that he might not be fo:ced todo contrary to his con- 
ſcience, and ſo b2tng his ſoule in danger. 

The B. ot etes chaunged his life, and became a mari⸗ 
ed man, taking to wife one of the ſtocke of Ecmond: after 
him the cardinal of Lozatne was made biſhop of Metes. 

T he king of Feſſe a king in Atfeike being dꝛiuen out of 
His realme by Serpphe, which is as much toſapas one of 
Machomets houſe:who from baſe decree was adnanced to 
that dignitie, at this time came to themperoz to deſire ain 


and ſuccour againſt bis enemy. 


C The Pope ſentit. biſhops as his legates into Germa- 
ny with autho2itye to graunt pardon and remiſſion to all 
ſuche as would ſubmitte them ſelfe,and returne vnto the 
thurche:to permitte that they myght vſe the ſacrament in 
both kyndes of bꝛead and wyne: that they mighte eate al 
maner of meatcs indifferentlp, ſo that thephad reſpect to 
the perſon and place and other diners ſuch like pzinilegcs 
that other places of the church of Rome did not vſe. This 
commiſſion was in Pay declared to the Emperour, and 
by him to all the partes of Germany. 

Peter Partir that was appointed reader of Diuinitie 
at Drfozde,teachyng farre otherwiſe of the Sacramente 


ol the aulter, then the churche of Rome beleueth, much dil 


pleaſed the diupnes and learned men of that vniuerſitic. 
Wherfoze this pere in Map it was agreed that they ſhold 


diſpute ot that matter. Peter Partir p2opoſed and de⸗ 


fended thele pzopoſittons. That the ſubſtaunce of bzeade 
and wzne was not chaunged: That the body and bloud of 
Chꝛiſt was not carnally and bodily in the bzead and wine 
but vnited to the ſame ſatramentally. The booke of this 
diſpatation was after ſet fozthe in pzinte , wherein it ap- 
peareth,that Doctonr Core, and maiſter Pozriſon, that 
were appointed by the kynge to bee tadges ofthat diſpu- 
tation, do geue ſentence that Peter Partyz had the _ 
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hand, and ſufficietly anſwered to all argumentes bzought >fthe 
againſt him: but Docteur Chcdſey and other that diſputed #v021d, 


did neuer acknowledge themſelfe to be ſatiſficd. 

Sho2tly vpon this began great ſedicion in Cngland,fe2 
the common people in all partes of the realm, 4 eſpectzily 
in Nozthfolke 4 Denonſhvze roſe againſt the nebles + gen 
tlemen: Some of them,and namely of Nozthfoik,nor we- 
ctoning religion, found themlelfe greueo with parkes, pa 
ſtures, and incloſures made by the gentlemen, and requt- 
red the ſame to be diſparked and ſet among the commons, 
They of Deuonſhpꝛe did not only require p,but alſo their 
old religiõ, ⁊ the act of ſire articles to be reflozed. Into Des 
uonſhy:e againft the rebels was ſent the 102d Ruſſell lozp 
pꝛiupt ſealewith a number of ſouldiours, where in diuers 
conflicts many men were flapne. Into Nozthfolk againſt 
capitaine Kytea tanner,and his company, John Dudley 
Erle of Warwike wee with an army: were both he bim⸗ 
ſell and a great number of gentlemen that were with him 
meting with the rebels, were in ſuch daunger,as thephad 
thoughte all to haue died in the place, But God that cons 
foundeth the purpoſe ofrcbelles, b2oughte it ſo to paſſe, 
that as well there as in all other places thep were partie 
by power conftreined, partipe by pzomiſe of their pardou 
pecſuaded to ſubmitte themſelues to their P2ince,and des 
luer their chiefe capitaines to puniſhment : but pet aſte r 
the loſſe ef certapne thouſandes of Engliſhemen, the cn 
upe of this was by ſome laid vpon the Lozde Pzotectear, 
Fozit was thought that he mynded a rebzeſſe of the great 

incloſing that many gentlemen befoze that tyme had vſed 
and that the common people,vpon occaſion thereof, was 
Comacked to be the bolder in this attempt. 

Cn zunethe Frenche kyng came to Paris: where, te⸗ 
cauſe it was the firſt tyme after his fathcrs death, be was 
reteyued with great ſolemnitic;andafter he had me de bis 
pꝛapers inthe churche was pzeſcnt at the cxecuiten of dps 
uers that were burned fo: Lathersto:trinc At the ſame 
ti ne by the pcrſuaſ.on of the dinines of parts. te ty epen 


p2otcſtation declated, that bs woulds be metall eremp 
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out of this realme. 

¶ In Germany the pꝛeachers of the Latgraues domints 
refuſcd the Popes pardon that was offered bnto them by 
the bichop of Penſe,ſaying,that they had noneede of hxs 
diſpenſatfons . 

In Julpe the Lantgraues wyfe mother in law to Pays 
rice Duke of Sarony,fo2 very thought that her haſbande 
was ſo long kept paiſoner ended herlyfe. | 

The cities of Baſile and Schaphuſe in Heluetia entred 
league with the krenche kyng, whereat all men greatlye 
merueyled ſeyng the king did fo extremely perſecute their 
religion in his realme. . | 

At Argentine the councell of the city by the ancthozitle 
of themperoz agreed with their biſhop, that he hold haue 

fit.churches to vſe the maſſe and fozme of relig1s ſet fozth 
by themperour, and their pꝛeachers to eccupy the other. 
Lhe citye of Pagdeburgs ſuſtaining dailpe greats 
toſſes after the Empecours pꝛoclamation made agapnſte 
them, as is befoze ſaid, ſet foꝛth a booke wherin they aun⸗ 
fwere to all thinges laide to their charge, declarynge that 
they coulde not with theic conſcience ſubmitte themſelfe 
to the Empetours religion, t diuers thinges were ſclaũ⸗ 
derdullp repozted of them. : 
The Archbithop of Penſe, Treuire and Coloin gather 
a p:outinctall ſpnode in Germanp, and in the ſame conkir⸗ 
med the doctrine ofthe church of Rome in al pointes:not 
only touching the ſacramẽt, but all maner of ceremonies 
alſo, as boly water, Pilgremage, wo2zſhipping ofimagce, 
Purgatozy,halowyng of belles, candeis and ſuche lyke. 
The king of Fraunte perteiuyng ſuch ſedicion 4 trou⸗ 
ble in Englanve. as is befoze mentioned, and taking gre⸗ 
uonſip the loſſe ot Bullen did not ompt the occaſion, but 
in the meane tyme aſſauted certapne holdes aboute the 
towne butlded of the Englyſhemen foz the defence of the 
ſa me, and namely toke the fozte called Rewhanen,+ ther⸗ 
by much indamaged the Englyſhe Garriſon that tape at 
Ballen. The lode of ls was lag tothe Logd Pyotect3z 
| £cail 
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of ZHarwike as chiefe, with the conſcnt of other nobles of 
the real:ne, by open pꝛoclamation accuſed him of miſgo⸗ 
uernment as wel in this as in diuers other matters. wher 
foze, when he fled with the pong king to Windſoz caſtel, 
they cauſed bim to be fette from thence,and bzoughte as a 
Traitour to the toure of London. aſt men in thoſe dais 
thoughte that the diſpleaſure of the Carle of Warwpke 
concepned againſt the Lo2de pꝛotectour inthe time of the 
rebellion was a greate cauſe of bis trouble at thys tpme. 
C The emperour ledde bis ſonne Phillip th;ough Flaun 
ders and all the lowe countreys,and commaiided the peo 
ple to be ſwozne to him. At Antwerpe he was recctued 
with great pzouiſion. 

Paule the. 3. Biſhop of Rome died the r. of Nonember, 
bis Funerall was ſolemniſed 9. dais together, the people 
continually reſozting, (as the maner ts), to kiſſe his fcete 
as he lay in the beere. The charges of his burping came to 
q oc oo.crounes. A litle befoze his death a boke was wzit⸗ 
ten in the Italian tongue, repoꝛting many cutl thinges of 
him. The xx.ot Rouem ber the Cardinals gathered toge⸗ 
ther out of all places to the election of a new Pope. Amog 
them were. 3. actions. They that fauoured themperoz, 
were ol his dominions, wold haue choſen Cardinal Pole 
The French Cardinals choſe @alutati, They ol p houſe 
of Farneſius g the Italians enuied the Frenchmen, and 
wold not ſuffer Salulate to be choſen,+ Cardinal Poole 
was ſtald, becauſe ſome repozted p he fauoured the Pzote 
ſtants. In thend ontane p Popes legate, at Tridente 
was elected, but firſt he put in ſarcties to the Farneſians 
that their cooſen Octauius ſhoulde haue the citye of Par 
ma. After his election this B. was called July the iii. 
CPaulus Fagins, who accompanied Partine Bucer 
into England, a man both very wel learned in Diuintty 
and alſo excellent in the Hebzue tongue, about the end of 
Nouember in Cambzidge though a quartane ague paied 
bis det tu nature.

The. xvi. of dap Januarie one Arundell with certapne 
| other rebelles in Deuonſhtre, were taken, c bzoughte to 
RL ondon,t were hanged dzawen 4 quartered at Tpburn. 
About the ſame time pte capitain of them 5ᷣ roſe in Ho 
thefolk, together with His bzother was condemned + ſente 
to Po2Wwich to be hanged in chatnts. Theſe two capitains. 
Arundcll x Kyte were bꝛeught to Londen about one time 
eſo was the pꝛophecie falfilied, that thcy and their com» 
pante bad great aftiance 4 truſt in, that is, that thr p hold 
mete at London; which they interpꝛete d to pzoſperitie,as 
conqueroꝛs, and not to puniſhement as traitours, 
¶ In Argentine the Paſſe, that had ben aboliſhed p ſpace: 
of. rri.peres, was now by the byſhop re ſtoꝛed in.iii.chur⸗ 
ches, with other ſeraice 4 ceremomes of old tune vſed, to ß 
great admiration of all the pouth, p had ſene no ſuch thin- 
ge 3 befp2e. At a ſermon that one of the biſhops thaplains 
made þ firſt day of Febꝛuarie, a pong man in the copanie - 
made a noiſe ⁊ {furre : where with the pꝛeacher 4 the other 
pꝛieſts, being ſoꝛe afraid,ſodeinlylockev themſelues into 
the quier, t other ſaife plates of the churche: and aſter that 
foz feare of trouble would vſe their ſeruite no moe, vntil 
in h ip folowing, the officers of the citie, hauing cõman⸗ 
dement krõ the Emperoꝛ (to whom complaint was made) 
wirranted them that no violence ſhould be vſed. 
C Abante the beginning of Fcbzuarte the Ambaſſadozs 
sf England and France,conſulted of a peace to be hadde 
betwene bothe realmes, which after was concluded and 
pꝛocl aimed the. xix. of Parche. In Apzill the towne of 


Bollopgne, and all the Foztes thercaboate were de⸗ 
liacrce . 
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liuered into the French mens hands, ſo that the kyng of 
France ſhould pay vnto England a certain ſumme ot mo 
ney fo; the ſame. Jn this mean time the Duke of Somers 
ſet king Edwards vncle was deliuered out of the toure: 
andfo2ſo much as the Erle of Marwike was the chicfe 
cauſe of hys trouble, to renue and confirme friendſhyp 
betwene them, a mariage was concluded betweene the 
Erle of Warwikes eldeſt ſonne and the duke of Somers 
ſetts daughter. But this friendſhip and allfaunce dyd not 
long continue betwene them, as after ſhal be noted. 

The.rrit.of Febꝛuarp, Julie the third was conſecrated 
Pope of Rome. Two dais after, acozding to their cuſtom 
he opened the golden gate, and gaue the golden hammer 
wherwith that ceremonie was done vnto the Cardinal of 
Auſbo20ugh, who not long after, bꝛought it with him in⸗ 
to Germany. At this time the cmbaſadozs of man pun⸗ 
ces andcities reſoꝛted to Rome, to ſalute the new biſhop, 

The. ii. dap of Yap one Joane nell, otherwiſe called 
Jone Butcher, o: Jone of Bent, was burned in Smith- 
kield foꝛ this he reſꝑ, that Chriſt toke no fleſh ofthe virgin 
Pary, but paſſed though hir body as thzough a cundite. 

Not long from thys tyme certapne lewde perſons at- 
tempted a newe rebellton in ſome parts of kent;but they 
were ſone repzeſſed, and certain ot the chiefe as Richard 
von, Goddard Goꝛran, and Richard Iceland were aps 

zehended and put to death foz the ſame. 

On the.rrvi.of July the aſſembly of the Empire bekozs 
appointed beganne at Auſbozoughin Germante: where 
it was p2opoſed, that they might goe fozwarde and ende 
thole things that were begun in the fozmeraſſemblie the 
laſt pcare. But Maurite duke of Saronte pꝛoteſted, that 
he woulde not agree thereto, bnleſſe thep woulde begyn 
all a freſhe, and that his pꝛeachers and diumes might be 
permitted to debate matters with the other. 

Henry duke of Bꝛunſwike of olde grudge againlt reli⸗ 
gion, beſieged the Citie of Bzunſwike, and wit) ſwo2de 
and fire ſpoyled the countrep thereaboute , But ſho2tely 
after he was willed by the emperour — leaue of his pur⸗ 

Xr. ili. pole 
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Poſe vpon further peryll. 
Granuellan the Emperoꝛs chancello; died to his great 
ſozow, whoſe ſonne biſhop of Arras ſuccedeo in his place 
In the end ol Yay the Emperoꝛ accompanied with his 
ſonne Upng Philip, came from Bure ls to Auſbozough 
to the councell, bzynging with hym as paiſoner the late 
Duke of Sarony,t left the Lantgraue in p2iſon at Pech⸗ 
line. Alter the Emperoꝛs departing out of Flaunderg, 
there was ſet fozth by his authozitic a very greuous and 
ſtreight pꝛoclamation againſt al ſuch as in any wiſe were 
ſuſpected to fauoz the doarine of Luther, Zuinghus Oe⸗ 
tolampadius, and ſuch like. The ſumme of it was, that 
ſuch men as wer cout of thoſe things, if they did reuoke 
and abiure their opinions, ſhould be put to the lwo2de, ; 
women ſhould be buried quicke : If they woulde not ab- 
ute, but ſtande in the ſame, then they ould be burned. 
JLzowcoeurr they died their lands and goods were fozfait. 
Sharp puniſhment alſo was apointed to ſuch examiners 
oz iudges as were fauozable o2 remiſſe in their office, and 
to them that dyd not bewzay ſuch perſons as they did ſuſ⸗ 
pect. Foz feare of this, the Merchants of England, Ger⸗ 
many and diuers other countreps that lap at 2ntwerpe, 
were minded to depart and tranſferre the Parte to ſome 
other place. N herfoze, bycauſe that thyng woulde baue 
bene great loſſe to that citie and countrep: by m ants of 
the Emperozs ſiſter Marp, the citizens of Antwerpe cb- 
tained, that ſo ſtraight examination might not be vſed in 
their Citie, and eſpecialip foz ſtraungers. 

Geoꝛge duke of Hegelburge hired the ſouldiers that the 
duke ot B2zunſwke dimiſſed,4 being intreated of the cler 
gie of Magdeburge, aſſauted the citie t waſted the coun- 
trey about the ſame, wherfoze þ vpladith me of the coun- 
trep, toyned theſelues with the towns we of Magdeburge 
to aydethem:but the countrepmen being afrapd at p firſt 
b2unt fled, and in the purſute were almoſt all ſlatn. After 
this conliict i ouerthzow the citizens of Bagdceburge ſct 
koꝛth a w2:ting wc rin the declared their ſtont neſſe and 

conſtancie,affirming that they weuid all bye rather tan 
lubwit 
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ſub mit them ſelucs either to Trident Tomeell, 02 to the 
Empero2s oꝛder of religion lately made at auſbozough. 

At Auſvozaagh the citizens had like to haue rien vpon 
the @panparces that were tere with rhe rmperoz: op⸗ 
cauſe they deluded a pzeacher of the ꝛoteſtants in tyme 
of his ſermon. But the Paioz ane officers quicted the 
mattcr wito great pane, 

Bicauſe diaers pꝛintes of Germany had infreted p citt- 
zens of Dagdeburge to ſubmit the .nfcifs, x they woldnet 
t bitauſe at this time newe 4 greuons co:nplaintcs were 
bought againſt them to the emocro2 by the ciergie of the 
citie, certaine other thempero; aligned. $500, fotemen 
t. ioo hoꝛʒimen tothe clergp againſt them : x out of þ c0- 
mon treſure. 60905, crouns fo: a a months ſpace to main 
tam p ſouldiers. Maurice duke of Saronp was apointed 
captain in this war. The citie of Bꝛeme was much mo: 
getly delt withal:bicauſe it had anſwered, p if they might 
be (uffred to haue their religion, thep wold glably ſubmit 
them ſelues to eny thing, that themperoꝛ would require, 

The Uicerop of Sicilie wan the town of Aﬀfrik, beſics 
ging there a certaine citie bath by ſea and land, at the laſt 
tooke it, and brought into Sicilie. $005, pziſoners. D2as 
gutus loꝛde of that citie led to the Turke, Whercvpon 
the olde variance began againe betwene the Turke and 
the houſe of Auſtriche. 

July biſh p of Rome in Nonember appointed a coun⸗ 
cell to be holoen at Trident in Map folowyng, and ſent 
his buli thorof vnto the emperour. 

The Emperoꝛ at Auſbozough conſulted with the p2in- 
ces, what was the cauſe that his decree was not rceetued 
and put in execution. Dome lapde the cauſe vpon the pzi⸗ 
uiledges ot the cities and pzinces : other vpon the long cd 
tinuance and time that the people had ben tangire and 
bꝛonaht vy in the contrary religion: ſowe vyon the cous 
tatiõ of pouth in {choles,p ſtubboꝛneſſe of pꝛeachers + mi⸗ 
nickers, the negltgece of magiſtrates, and i ck of pzicſts, 

In thend of 2oueber Paurice duke of @*rony etting 
bpon Bagdeburge, got the ſuburbes of the Citte bat tie 
tolunes men letts the.n on fpꝛe, and toke a wap that ens 
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moditie from they2 enimies. 

Not long after Paurice encountred withHedecke and 
Manſſfield (which gatheryng ſouldiers in the ſea coaſtcg 
of Germany, came to aid Pagdeburgc)and not far from 
the citie ouercame them, and cauſed He deck to take port 
with him. The emperour vnderſtanding that many gen 
tlemen very good capitaines and men expert in warfare 
fo: religion ſake went to Pagdeburge: made pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion that he would par don all ſuche, as wythin fourtene 
dars would fozſake thel citie, and come to Bavurice, and 
ſuch as would not, ſhould be extremely puniſhed, 

On the. x. day of Detember, the hoꝛſc men ot᷑ the city of 
Pagdeburge, iſſuing out in the night, ſet vpon their cnt- 
mies hozlemen and killing a great number of them, as 
they returned, met with the duke of Megelb urge, whom 
they ouercame alſo, and caried as pꝛiſoner into the Citp. 

Maximilian the emperozs neucw came out of Spapne 
to Auſbozough, and there met wpth hym Lady Mary re⸗ 
gent of Flaũders which cam oat of Flaũders. And there 
talke was had betwene the emperoz and his bꝛother king 
Ferdinand of the ſucceſſion of the empire. It was rcpoz- 
ted, that the @mperoz was minded to haue ſet vp his ſen 
king philip, and Ferdinand alſo his ſonne Parunthan, 
as being fo2 his manners and curteſpe moze kauoured as 
mong the Germans than Philip was. 

The Lantgraue whowe the emperour had lefte p2yſo- 
ner at Pechline (being paſt all hope of libertie, and per- 
teiupng hys lonnes to be ſtil commaunded of the Empe⸗ 
roure to delpuer the Obligations that Paurice and the 
Marques of 15;zandbo;ough were bound foz their father) 
at this tyme was in mynde to haue ſtollen out of pzpſon, 
and fledde, by the help of Tonrade 1Bzedeſtene and John 
No ncle. But euen at the verp poynt, hys purpoſe was 
bewꝛaped, ſs that dyuers of his helpers were pariely in 
doing of the thyng ſlapne, partely after bebeaded fo2 the 
ſame, and hymſelfe caſte into ſtraightec p;plon, and har⸗ 
der kepyng. 

In December certaine of the Dioceſc of Pagdeburge, 

and 
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and efpecſally the clergie, ſet foꝛth a wziting againſt the 
citizens ofthe town of Pagdeburge: wherinthep reherſe 
the great iniuries that thep had receiued of the Citie, and 
doth value their loſſes at. $0200, crownes, ſaying that 
they reſiſted not the empire not ſo muche fo2 religion, as 
to kepe the pzap and ſpoile of the church goods. Shoztelp 
after, the councell of the citie ſetteth fozth an anſwer,de- 
claring many pointes of the accuſations to be falſe, and 
alleage rcaſons fo2 their defence in the other. 

WLhe.rriii.dape of Januarie was a parliament holden 
at Meſtminſter, i was continued until the. rv. of Apzyl, 
At this tyme beſpde diucrs other thyngs, it was enacted, 
that pꝛieſts chilozen (hold be legitimate: and pꝛohibition 
made that no man ſhould iake vſurp fo2 lone of monep. 

At Auſbozough the emperoz admoniched al the ſtates of 
the empire, that they would ſvbmit ihemlelſe to Trident 
councel:and vpon their ſafe conduct graunted, to reſozte 
to the ſame. Jn that aſſebip it was alſo decrecd, but with - 
great paine obtained, that Ferdinande ſhould haue that 
aide againſt the Turke that was agreed vpon ß laſt pere. 

In Fcbꝛuarp a very heynovg murder was com ted at 
Fenerſham in Bente. Where one Arden a Gentleman 
was killed by the conſent of bis owne wife. Foz this act 
{uſt puntſhement was aficrwarde taken vpon thoſe that 
were the doers and conſenters to the ſame. The wyfe hir 
ſelfe was bur ned at Canterburp: two other hanged in 
chaines at Fencrſham,and a woman burnt : Moſby and 
his ſiſter hanged in Smithfielde at London, and Blacke 
Till the Kuffian that was hyꝛed to do the acte, after hys 
firſt (capc, was appꝛehended and burat on a ſcatfolde at 
Fitſhing in Scalande, 

Aboute tne ſame time Stephen Gardiner Biſhoppe of 
Wincheſter, bicauſe he woulde not conſent to kong Zds 
waros pzocedpn ga, was dep2'ued of bys biſhopeyke, and 
ſo committed tothe Toure of London agayne. Juto byg 
place was tranſlated Doctaur Popnet, who befoze was 
Biſhon of Rocheſter. 

Martins Bucet who cam: befoze out of Germanie =

The thyrde parte cf 


fo Englande (as is ſapde) in the ende of Octoder ended 
dis life at Cambaidge: where he was buried of the vniuer 
ſitie with great ſolemnitie. After his death was ſet fozth 
to his greate pꝛaiſe a bocke ot Cpitapucs, as well by the 
learned men of both the vntuerſitics as diners other. 

Oſiander, who had ben a pzecher at gouberge in Gets 
many,and was now fleddeinto Pꝛuſſta, taught that no 
manne was tuſtified, not by Faith, but by the Juſtice of 
Ch2iſt inhaviting in vs ;vnts which doctrine he bad pcrs 
ſuaded albert pꝛince of Þ2uſſia:in ſo much that ott;cr pꝛe 
hers whiche ſpake agapnſt it, and namelp one Merline, 
wert expelled out of Pꝛuſſia. Bany of the pꝛeachers in 
Germany wzate afterward againſt this opinion. 

The biſhop of Argentine complained to the counc.1l of 
the citie, ot the pꝛeachers that dpd wpth their woꝛdes in⸗ 
tenſe the people in (uche ſoꝛt that Pueſtes were in great 
daunger, aad ſapd, onleſſe they would ſec it redzeſſed, he 
woulde kynde an other remedie. 

The french king reteiued into his tuitid Cccauius Far 
neſius pꝛince of Parma, who feared much leaſt the eps 
ro2s captain Gonzaga wold take Parma fro him. Wher 
fo:e the French king,foz moze furetie,ſctte a garriſon of 
bis ſouldiers in the city, With this pope Julp was much 
diſpleaſed:and ſetring fozth a wait oꝛ pzoclamation,ſum-s 
moneth Farneſius to appere befoze him within. 30. days; 
onleſſe he dyd obey, by the ſame he condemneth him, + gi⸗ 
ueth ſentence of pꝛoſcription againſt him. Wherfoze not 
long after, when he dio not obey. the empero2comanded 
bis lieutenant Gonzaga to aide the Pope againſt Farnc⸗ 
ſius, and there vpon imme diatly the Popas power beſte / 
ged Pirandula, and the Emperours Parma, 

By reaſon ofthis warre the councell that was appoin⸗ 
ted to be at Thident the firy of Pay, was deferred vntill 
September. 

The kyng of Frannca ſette foꝛth a very ſharpe p2oclas 
matton againſt the Lutherans moze vehement g extreme 
then any had ben befoze tyme. . 

Foz ſo much as the Emperoz had giuẽ ſentence 9 
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theLantgraue concerning the Lozdſhpppe of Dſecia, he 
made his pꝛoteſtation, that he coulde not be defended in 
tudgement.acco:ding to the right of his cauſe, by reſon he 
was kept ſo fkraight that he could not talke with his fren 
des, and tnſtcuct them in the matter 

All this tome the Citie of Pagdeburge was beſieged, 
and their aduer ſarie; had builded certaine fozres, whers 
by they were kept from the commonitic of the River Al⸗ 
bis, by which they were wont to haue all their pꝛouiſion 
of victuall and other thyngs. 

About this tyme were (ene dyuers ſtraunge and mon⸗ 
ſtrous thyngs,as th:ee Sunnes, thꝛee Poones, ſomtime 
pale of colour, ſometime bloudie. 

In England alſo was aa carthquake in Doutherp and 
part of Piddleſer, 

The French king ſendynx his ambaſſadour to Rome, 
ercuſeth himſelfe to the byſhop,fo2 that he dyd ſet a garri⸗ 
ſon in the citie of Parma: ſaying, that hee dyd it to thys 
.ende, that the landes of the churche might not come into 
the cmperours bandes. 

Potine, the Frenche kvngs Capttayne tooke dpners 
ſhyps of Flaundsrs ; and Bziiacie wanrertaine tou nes 
in }d1emont, 

The Turkes naue after he had fo2 a time beſiege d the 
caſtle of Melta, take the city Trinle in Aﬀcike, Toe upe⸗ 
rour ſettyng fo2th a pꝛoclamation laide the faulte of thys 
loſſe vpon the Frenche king: and hee by an other pꝛocla⸗ 
mation ercuſed himſelke. 

The btiyoys and pzclates reſo2ted out of diners parts 
dnto the counceil of Trident The emperoꝛ t Ferdinand 
ſente their ambaTado2s thyther. Cardinall Treicentius 
was pꝛeſident of the Councell foz the Pope. 

UW hen that the G-rmains were momſh*d by the Em⸗ 
perouar to reſozte to the countell of Trident, Phiſen Bes 
lanchon, by the co-mmaundement of Baurice Duke of 
Saronte wiate a booke of thoſe articles whiche ſhould be 
by them pꝛopoſed and defended inthe councell, and cers 
tam were appointed which ſhould in the name of a. — 

pꝛote⸗ 
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Pz2otelkantes dndertake that charge. | 
Chꝛiſtopher duke of Mittemberge reffozed Bzftius a- 
gain to his miniſterp, æ made him pzeacher at @tutgard, 
- Paurice Duke of Saronye by his Letters required to 
haue ſafe conducte foz his pꝛeachers, that he purpoſed to 
ſends to Trident, not only of the Emperour bimſeite but 
alſo in the name ofthe whole Councecll. Foz ſo he ſapde, 
it was to be feared leaſt the decrce of Conftance councecll, 
ſhoulde take place, where it was enacted that pzomyſe 
was not to be kept to heretpkes, as the byſhops now dyd 

counte the pꝛoteſtants to be. | 
The pꝛeachers of Auſbozough being demaunded their 
opinion in the Sacrament of the Loꝛds ſupper,conſtant- 
ly aunſwered, that · they dyd not thynke any tranſubſtan- 
tiation therein. And therefoꝛe were banyſhed out of the 
Emppꝛe by the Emperours Chauncellour biſhop of Ar- 
ras : Likewiſe was the matter handled at Penpng, and 
other places of Hueuta, Jt was thought the Emperour 
would hane done the like in all Germante, if warre had 

not happened betwene him and the French King, 

Trident Touncell beganne the fy: dape of Septem⸗ 
ber: At whiche tyme the Frenche AmbaCadovr offercd 
the Kings letters, intituled, to the Alſemblp of Trident, 
not callyng it a councell. And with the ſame pꝛoteſted in 
the Kyngs name, that be dpd not acknowledge that fo; 
a gencrall Councell, but an aſſemblie of Biſhops, gathe⸗ 
red to the commoditic of a fewe. And therfoꝛe that the de⸗ 
crees of the ſame coulde nepther bynde the French King 
noꝛ any ofhis ſubiecs: yea and that moze is, if the Pope 
dydde continue to vere him with ſuche hoſtilitie as he be⸗ 
ganne, that hee woulde vſeſuche remedye as his auntt⸗ 
ſters haue bene wonte to vſe befozetyme agaynſt the ſca 
-of Rome. The Byſhop of Nome was wont to haue 
out of Fraunce.100co>,Crownes pearelp ko: Annates, 
fp2ſte Fruites, and other lyke papmentes. M hych thyn⸗ 
ges the Kyngs of Fraunce ſund y times dydde ſtape as 
it were to bzydle the Byſhops of Kome,and ſo the kyng 
at this tyme ſpgntfied that he woulde doe: and not = 
after 


bad p any mony ſhold be paid out of his realm to tᷣ Pope. 
with whom at that time he had open hoſtilitte and warre. 
In Englaude this Sommer was a very daungerous 
ſweatc, wherof a grtat uumber dyed within the ſpace of a 
night oz a dap after thep.were fixſt taken. The maner of 
this ſweate was ſuch, that if men dyd take cold outwards 
lp, it ſtroke the ſweate in, and immediatly killed them. at 
thcp were kepte cloſe, and with many cloat hes, it Ciſcled 
them, and difſolucd nature.

When he came to Mplleburge, Pau⸗ 
rice and the other Patincesſentc their ambaſſadours, deſy⸗ 
ryng hym to ſta pe, and to fauour the pooze people, and e⸗ 
ſpectally the citie of Argentine: foꝛ as then Banrice was 
in communication ot peate with the Emperour. To tuys 
the kynge aunſwered: ſeeyng they were in good hope to 
haue their pꝛinces delpuered, that be, to gratifyc the pm, 
would gladly returne into Fraunce, The Frenche kynge 
was muche diſplcaſed that Dulte Paurſce woulde enter 
communication of peace without his knowledge, but eas 


then he diſi;nuled his griefe,and ſhoztlyc after retourned 
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ef che o. Cbrilt (to France, Ibis returne he ſpopled ( lvaſtedthe coun n 
vrotld. trey about Luceburge and wanne from the Cmpcronr a 
| ſteney , Danuiller and Juzpe:where he toke Erne ſte crle 
| of Pan lfclde and a great number of other pziſoners, 

C Fo2 ſo much as the communtcatid of peace p duke Pau 
rice had w themperoꝛs councel did not take effect, the 18.of 
Map, be t the other pzinces cofederates (ct vppon thempes 
roꝛs ſouldioꝛs at the Alpes, t killed t toke p:iſoners aboue 
| 0c9,of them, Atter,they toke the ſtrong caſtel of Ereberge 
| t a great nũber of ſauldioꝛs in the ſame. From thens the y 

went to Ilbꝛugge, but the cmpero2 was befoze depa!: ted 

thens,+ had ſet at liberty Friderike the eld duke of &aro- 
np, as it were to ſignitie to Paurice that he ſhould clapme 
againe the duke dome of Saronp and ele ctourſhip that he 
no inioped, and therby to put him in the moe feare. 

C In this tyme Marques Albcrte of Bꝛandburge ſhewed 
much extremitie to diuers cities 4 noble perſonagts much 
againſt the mind ol Maurice ⁊ the other confederates. Ve 
beſieged the city of Roziberge+ required what the p would. 
geue toward the charges of the war:thei made their excuſe 
that they had agreed befoze w duke Maurice, But hc wold 
not ſobe anſwered, 4 continued til to vere them. Be as 
ffed,ſpoited,+ burned in the dowinton of that citp,100, vil- 
lages 70.caſtcls x maner places, a great nũber ofchurches 
t aboue coo.aners of wood. At p length by p erneſt laboz 
of Maurice 4 the Lanigeaues ſon agremet was made, but 
ſo,thath tſtypated tohim'2oeoo,crouncs. From thens he 
went to Ulmes and beſieged that city, But they anſwered 
that t3ep wold dye rather then do as he willed them. 

At Paſſaw Dake Paurice intreating of peace with the 
emperozs ambaſſadp2s # diuers other pzincesof Germany 
beſide the matter of religtõ + deliuerice of the Lantgraue 
pꝛopoſed a great nũber ofarticles touching p late of Ger 
manp, ß liberty of thempire, t the pꝛiulleges ol p clecto2s 
wh ch wer ol late diſo2dzed by thempero2:4 therfoze requit 
red to haue redzeſſe in the ſame,+ that w ſo much ſpecdec as 
might be. But wh? after long coſultacton they coulde not 
agre vpon al points, i thempero; til pꝛotracted the 8 m - 
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an An would gene no reſolute anſwere:Maurite and the pꝛinces kibe

beſieged the city of Frankeſo2de, 
In this mean time Marques Albert, who fozſeke his conſe 


derates x ſought his own commodity, wzeught much trou 


ble ⁊ great hurt vnto the biſhops other ſpiritual me. Be 
waſted x ſpoiled the biſhspy1ke of Penſe t cauſed p biſhop 
fo; his ſalfegard,toconucigh him ſelf away. From theus 
bc went to Treuire, required er the biſhop bys chiele ca- 
ſel ſtanding vpon Khine. The biſhop of Moꝛmes to bee 
at quiet gaue him oo cronnes: He beſizged Frankfoꝛd 
after the departure of Paurite, 2 from thens returned to þ 
city of Penſe, x deſtroping their churches, ſhips, caſtels # 
other buildings, cauſed the citizens to be ſwozne vnto him 
and fo2ced the ſpiritual men to pape him monep. The lykg 
al moſt he did at Spire, e thes returned into the biſh opzike 
of Treutre. After long reaſoning es debating p watter foz 
agrement betwent themperoz 4 duke Paurice, on the :4, 
of July, Henry Plauie Burgraue of Piſnte i chancelour 
ol Boheme was ſente by king Ferdinand into Baurices 
campe:+ there, after he had declar: d vnto him how great 
danger was like to come to him, aſwel by themperour, as 
alſo by his vncle Friderike late duke of Baron, who the 
emperour had alrevy ſet at liberty:at the lengthe pcrſwas 
ded him to peace. The conditions offred were theſe, That 
the Lantgrane ſhould be ſet at liberty:that their religion 
choulde be quiete vntill a certaine oꝛder were taken ſoꝛ the 
ſame in the nert aſembly of the empire that Maurice and 
the Pꝛinces confederates ſhoulde ſuffer they: ſouldiours 
to ſerue king Ferdinand in Hungarit: that the pꝛote lan⸗ 
tes ſhould be admitted to be tudges in the Chambercourt 
with diuers other ſuch lyke, 

Can Englande this Summer was boznc a warneilous 
ffrange monſter at a place called Middleton (r.miles from 
Ortoꝛd. A woman bzought fozth achilde wiicy had ii. pet 
fit bodies from the nauell vpward, + were ſo iorned toge⸗ 
ther at the nauell, that when they were layed in lengthe

The emperour, after peace concluded, beyng accompa⸗ 
nled with a great bande or Germains, Italiaus and Spa⸗ 
ntardes went to Auſboꝛoughe, and there reſtozed the Se⸗ 
natours that Paurice had depoſed, and reſtrained the city 
of certain liberties, diſalowed the pzcachers 4 and permit 
ted the reſidue to lal abo the conteſſion of the Pꝛoteſtantes 
at Auſbozough.. . 

The firſt day of September Friderike late duke of Saro⸗ 
ny was ſent home into his countrep,and ſhoztly after the 
Lantgraue in like maner was dimiſſed x ſer at liberty, 

Parques Albert,foz ſo much as the French king and he 
did not agcee in his alowance fo; his ſouldiours,fozſocke 
the kynges part, an? went vata the emperour, who kree⸗ 
Iy pardoned him of all thynges; and foz bis ſake recepued 
into his fauour the Erles of Oetꝑnge and Panſtelde:pea 
and moze ouer confirmed ſuche couenauntes as he hadde 
made with the ByHoppes:notwithſtaading that he hadde 
bcefoze rep2ouedand diſalowed the ſamne,grauntyng the 
biſhops liberty ta recouer their owne.. 

The emperour paſſyng though the Paulſgraues land 
went towarde Argentine;and the citizens ſente ambaſſas 
dours to meete him, carneſtly deb ring that he woulde not 
ſhew anyerttemiticto them no2 alter any thing of y ſtate 
of their common weale. He after pꝛamiſe made of muche 
gentlenes the. rv. of S2ptembec entred into the citie,and 
after dinner departed. His ſouldfours at that time did er- 
ceding much harme in the countrey about, the duke of Al- 
ua their capitain winkyng at the matter. . 
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An Uthilethe empero2 did beſiege the citie of Betz, Wolf, be ef Chu. 
gang maiſter of pꝛuſſia tooke Eluange: but he was put 4. 


= 


from thens by the duke of Wirtemberge, who wan from 
hym a tolone oz two moze to recompence the charges of 
his warres. 

The Duke D'aumale the French capitain came with a 
great armp into Lozaine,andthere ſet vpon Erle Albert: 
but foꝛtune fau22ed him not. Foz he was ouercomme by 
Albert, wounded, aud taken pziſoner, 

Themperoꝛs army that lape in Flaunders dyd muche 
harme in Frante, and tok? the caſtell of Hedyng. 

On the. xr of Qduember the emperaur came into his 
camp at the ſiege ot᷑ Yetis, where his army had lien froin 
the. rrii.ot October. Akter his co:a:npng he battered the 
walles ſoze with gunchot:but after a tyne, percctupnge 
that he could nat pꝛeuaile, and that winter was come, he 
reiſed hisſiege in the end of Dꝛcemberꝛt at that time with 
ſicknes and cold, loſt the thiro part of his army, 
¶ In England this ſummer pat, kynx Edward went in 
pꝛogreſſe into the well countrey, wher he had ſo much erer 
ciſe of hauking and hunteng as was thought by ſome at 
that time to be dangerous vnto hls health. Toward wins 
ter he returned to London, and from thes to Grenewich, 
where al the Thziſtmas ſeaſon was paſſed with much ple 
ſantnes x mirth,vatil at the length in Januarp, he fel ſick 
of à coughe, which ended in a conſumption of the lights, 
The. rrit. of Januarpe the Frenchemen ta the citye of 
Petis tomm aunded, that in pꝛoceſſions thankes ſhoulde 
be genen to Gad, that they had ſo wel reſiſted the Tmpe- 
rour. And im nedlatly thervpon cauſed ſerche to bee made 
fo: al the bookes of the Lutherans # burned them openly 
in the market place. Their biſhop Cardinall Lenoncourt 
changed their Senate, and contrary to the old maner and 
tuſtome choſe ſpirituall men into the ſame. 
¶ In Germany the ſouldiours ofcrle Alberte daply inda⸗ 
maged and wanne ſomewhat from the biſhoppe of Bam⸗ 
berge. Wherfoze at the length he obteined of the chamber 
court to haue a letter of reſtitution. Whan Albert _ 
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emperoz willed him to put the matter in arbitremẽt. Foz 
Pp putpoſe certain pzinces. met at Heidelberge: but, ſoz ſo 
much as they could not agree, Albert begi his war again. 
In Sarony a cõtrouerſp roſe cocerning þ enſignes of 5 
electozchip betwene duke Paurice x John Friderike ß old 
duke p now iwas ſet atliberiſe. Foz Friderike kept ſill þ 
ſaid inſignes, x counted himſelke electoz, Ambaſſadozs of 
bothe partes aſſembled to make agrement in this matter, 

The duke of Mirtenberge fel at axrement with Molt 
gange maſter of Þ2uſſia, and receiuyng of hym. 30 c. 
ccownes,reſto;ed the townes that he had taken. 
Marques Albert waſted e ſpoiled the domtnions of the bi 
ſhops and the citifens of Noz1berge. He toke Bamberge 
and Schuinfurte townes of thempire, and diuers caſtcis 
pertainyng to the citie of Poziberge. 

Henry duke of Bzunſw:ke with ſwoꝛde and fire ſpoiled 
the landes of dfucrs biſhops of Germanie, and conſtrap⸗ 
ned them to pap great fines. 

. About this time in England by the encouraging of ons 
Sebaſtian Gabelo thze great ſhips wel furniſhed wer ſet 
kooꝛth foꝛ the aduenture of the vnknowen vyage to Ca- 
taia, and bp chauncs one arriued in Poſcouta, and other 
eaſt parts by the nozth ſcas. And about the ſauie time.f, 
other ſhips wer ſent koꝛth to ſeke aduentures ſouthward, 

In Pap whiles king Edward lay dangerouſly ſick loꝛd 
Gilfozd, the duke of Nozthaberlandes fowerth ſonne,ma 
ried lady Jane the duke of Suffolkes daughter, whoſe 
mother beyng then aliue, was daughter to Parp kynge 
Henries ſiſter, whyche fyztc was marled to the Frenche 
uyng, and after to Charles duke of Buffolke. 
¶ Zn this time many were puntſhed in Englande fo tal⸗ 
king rachel that the kyng ſhould be dead: and diuers al⸗ 
ſofo2 ſaping that he was popſoncd, Foz that rumo: was 
ſpꝛed thʒoughout the reale. 

In Germante about the beginning of June themper 92s 
ambaJadozs and certaine pzinces ot the empire — i 
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and the biſhops, Albert required his couenats confirmed: 
by the emperoz bimſelfe to be kept: the biſhops deſired to 
daue them bzoken x diſanulled. Wherfoze the emperour 
by his letter ſignified to the pzinces: Fo2 ſomuch as he be⸗ 
ing conſtrained by the tronblous ſtate of the time did con 
firme Albertes couenantes, t not becauſe tzey wer reaſos

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nable,that thaſe pzinces ſhol) by ſome meanes conſtreyn * 


hym to peace and quietneſſe,but nothing was concluded. 
Whe,rr.of June the emperozs armye got, ſpoiled, and 

burned the citte of Theronen in France, after he had be- 
ſieged it the ſpace almoſt of. viit. wekes. From thens the 
ſame army went into Artois, and wan againe the caCell 
of Hedpng, which the kyng a littell befoze had recouerct. 
At that time was ſlain the kings ſon in law Ozatius Far 
ncſtus,+ the marſhal of France was taken pziſoner with 
dluers other noble men. 

¶ In July Sigiſmund kinge of Poleland tooke to wyfe- 
Lady Katherine kyng Ferdinandes daughter, and late 
wife of the pzince of Pantua. 

CAtLyons in France at theſe dayes by meanes of the 
Cardinall of Zurnone were appꝛehended. ir. perſons, : 
tho2tly after al put to death foz religion, The queſttos pꝛo 
poſed to them at p̊ time of their examination were, ot p car 
nall pꝛeſente of Chaiſt in þ ſacrament : ef Baſſe,of Pur⸗ 
gatozyp,of auricular confeTion,of ceremontes,of pzaicr to 
the dead of the ſupzemncyof the Pope, ot free wil, ot tuſli⸗ 
licattõ by woꝛkes, ot the power ot the biſhops a church, of 
monaſticall vowes, of chopſe of meatos, of Images. tc. 
Foz ſo much as marques Albert dyd much imarte inGer 
manp, not only to the biſhops, but alſo to diuers punces 
and cities, pca and that vnder the name of religion, dulie 
Maurice of. S1rome with certain other went againlt him 
and mette the.ir.of Julp at the riuer Uſurge, where Al- 
bert was ouercome. But Duke Maurice was ſo triken 
with a gunnc that he dyed within two days after. Befoze 
this in Germanie were ſcene dzoppes of blood vppon the 
trees, and certaine other ſtrange ſightcs. no 
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ſayd befoze was long ſick of a conſumption of the lightes gli. 
x the. vi. of July ended his lyfe. Þe was in this his youth 
a pꝛince of ſuche towardnes in vertue,learnyng, and all 
goodly giftes, as Europe ſeldome tymes oz neuer hathe 
ſene the like;and therefoze no meruaile, conſideryng the 
ffateof our realme, it᷑ all true Engliſh barts did much la⸗ 
ment ſovntimely death in ſo tẽder youth, and ſo toward 
a pʒinte. They that deſire to know moꝛe of his death and 
fo:tunemap rede Cardanus de genituris in genituta prima, 
Kyng Edward befoze his death, by perſuaſion of p duke 
of Nozthiiberland t the reſidue ofhis counſel,made an oz 
der fo; the diſpoſition of þcrowne after his death: wher⸗ 
by he dilherited his two ſiſters Lady Parie, 4 Lady Cli- 
ſabeth:cotrary ts an acte of parliament made in the latter 
time of king Henry, t cdtrary to bis fathers wil: conuep⸗ 
ing the crown to lady Jane þ duke of Suffolks daughter, 
t nete vnto king Henries ſecond ſiſter, To this o2der ſub 
ſcribed al þ kings counſel t chick ot þ nobilitie,y Payze x 
citic of London, ⁊ almoſt all the (judges &# chieflawyers of 
the realme,ſaupng Juſtice Hales of Rente. The cauſes 
laid againſt lady arp were, as wel that it was feared ſhe 
wold mary with a ſtranger,x therby intangle þ crowne, 
as alſo p ſhe would cleane alter religion, and bzing in the 
Pope. Foz lady Eliſabeth other matters were alledged, 
Wherfo2c accozding to this deniſe the. x. of July Lady 
Jane befoze mẽcioned was p2oclatmed Quene by y coſent 
of the counſel t nobles. This matter was grenouſly take 
of the comon people, i a great nũber of gentilme?, not on- 
Iyfoz the loue they bare to lady Mary,t right of her title, 
but aiſs becauſe the crown was coueyed to hir, vnto who 
the duke of Nozthumberladhada little befoze maried his 
ſonne the lozd Gylfoꝛd, foʒ that cauſed many of the com- 
mon people to ſurmiſe that all this was his wozkyng. At 
this tyme the ſlate of this realme might wel ſeeme moſte 
miſerable, wherein the nobilitie and counſell on the one 
part, and the gentilmen e commons of the other, appercd 
to bee fully bente to mapntapne two contrary ww” 
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* Koz when it was heard that p lady Pary was fled to Fra 
mingham caſtel in No2thfolk, the people of p countrey al- 
molt wholly reſo2ted vnto her, in Dxfo2dſhire ſir John 
Williams: In Buckinghamſhire ſir Edmüd Peckham, 
t in diuers other places many men of wozlhip,offcing the 
ſelues as guides to the comon people, gathered great poly 
ers and W al ſpede made toward Nozthfolk, where Lady 

Mar was. In this meane time the duke of No:thumber- 

land by conſent of the conncelwent w an army to fetch her

At whiche tyme the 
people ſhewed they: ſtomackes in diuers places as he paſs 
ſed, vſing woꝛdes of much repꝛoche againſte hym . This 
was the matter ended without bloudſhed, which men fea⸗ 
red would haue bzanghte the death of many thouſandes, 
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$) ter this maner quene Bar y with muche trou⸗

Winch*fer,whs the did not onely ſet at libertte,but alſo 
made him high Chicellozof Englad. Foz the great fauo: 
that ſhe ſhewed to the lozd Courtney,who ſhe made Erle 
of Deuonchtre, manp mẽ wer in opinid that ſhe purp oſed 
to haue maried him, but in the ende it appered otherwiſe, 
After the death of Maurice duke of Haxonp, as is befoze 
ald, his bꝛother Auguſt bey ng in Denmark, and hearing 
therof, about p beginning of Auguſt came from Demark;, 
where be was w his father in law, t cauſig þ people to be 
ſwon to hi, in an afſebly of þ dukedom was ſaluted duke x 
clectoz. Shaztly thervpd John Friderike þ olde duke ſent 
ambaTadozs as well to þ tates of p dukedome, as alſo to 
king Ferdinand z the king of Dẽmark, requiring his poſ- 
ſeſſions # dignities again, To the ſame purpoſe he ſẽt his 
ſon Witllta to themperoꝛ:but no full aunſwer was made, 
oder taken, but that it remapned ſpll in contronerſie, 
C henry duke of Bzunſwike, hauing aide of the biſhops 
of Germany e the citie of Roziberge, made war againſte 
Erle Albert, to retouer thoſe things 5ᷣ he had takt away, 
Not long after the duke ouercame C rie Albert, put him 
to flight by the citye Bzfiſwtke. Albert fled into Turing. 
Whereas war was very like to haue continued betwene 
Erle Albert, and Auguſt of Sarony in the quarrell of hys 
bꝛother Maurice, the matter was taken vp, and agrement 
made betwene them by meanes ol the kyng of Denmarke 
and the electoz of Bꝛandburge. 
In england, as al ſoztes of men almoſt did reiopte that 
Quene Mary had reconcred the croune:ſo many notwith 
ſtandiug much fearcd alteracið of religiõ by her.

Not only biſhops 
but alſo a great nũber ofarchdeacons,Deanes,t all other 
beneficed men þ either were maried oz would not fo;ſake 
their opinibs, wer put out of their liuings, other knowe 
to be of þ contrary wer ſet in þ ſame:eſpecially if any wer 
aline p in the time of king Henry oz Edward wer put out 
of þ ſame btſhopztkes oz benefices, As biſhop Day of Chi- 
cheſter: Heth of M ourteſter: Troublefield of Exce ſter.ic 
¶ Foꝛ ſo much as there was a rumoꝛ ſpzed in Londõ that 
Cramer B. of Canterbury had recated, 4 cauſed maſſe to 
be laid in Caterbury,he ſet fozth a boke, wherin he p2ote(- 
ted y he neither had ſo done noz minded to do. And ſaid, xt 
it might pleaſe þ quene,y he with Peter Party2 x certain 
other, wold in op? diſputatis defed þ doctrine of þ Lo2des 
ſupper, 2̊ befoze time he had taught 4 ſet fozth. But whyle 
he was in hope to obtapne diſputation, at the laſte he and 
other byſhops were ſent to the Tower.

religion that in king Edwards time he had ſetfozth and zl. 
mainteined: laying pfaut of al thoſe miſerſes,y of late ye- 
res had happened to þ realme of Englande, vpon þ newe 
religion (as he termed it) where by he (ated we were ſene- 
red fcom þ moſte parte of Chziſtendome. At the ſame time 
were put to deathe ſir John Gates, t ſir Thomas Palmer 
knightes: which, as thei confeſſed their offence towarde p 
Nueene,ſo did thei die in p taythe + religion of þ Goſpell, 
that of late in kynge Edwardes time they had learned. 

C eter Martyz, who in kynge Edwardes time was re⸗ 
der of dininitee in Drfozde, was tommaunded not to de⸗ 
parte out of the vniuerſitie:but not long after, haupng li⸗ 
cence of the countell, he went to London, and there obtai⸗ 
ned his ſalfe conducte of the Q ueene, and departed oute of 
England to Argentine whente he came. 

¶ In thts tyme the people ſhewed thepm ſelues ſo readye 
to tecetue their olde religion, that in many places of the 
realme,vnderſtanding the Queenes pleaſure, befoze any 
lawe was made fo; the ſame, they erected agapne thepz 
Fulters,and vſed the maſſe,and Latyne ſeruice in ſuche 
ſozte as was wonte to be in kinge Henries tyme, 
CZhis was ſo fauourably taken ofthe Nuene and coun- 
tell, that ſuche, as did ſtape any thyng at the lawes made 
befo2e concerning religion, were marked, and in diſplea⸗ 
ſure fo: the ſame. As namely one ſpz James Haples Ju- 
ſice of the common place, whychebefoze refuſed to ſub- 
ſcribe to the diſheriting of Aueene Parte, was punyſhed 
and impziſondd, becauſe,at a quarter ſeſſions he dyd gene 
charge vpon the ſtatutes of kynge Henry and Edwarde, 
concerning the ſupꝛemacie and religion. At whyche tyme 
he was put in ſuch feare ol txtreme puniſhment that was 
in pꝛeparing fo2 heretiques:that thzoughe trouble andan⸗ 
gupſhe of mynde, fy2zſte he woulde haue kylled hym ſclfe 
with a knyfe,as he lape impꝛiſoned in the fleete, and af 
ter ſubmitted him ſelfe in religion, and ſubſcribed. But 
that acte did ſo muche ſticke in his minde, that, in extreme 
dꝛſperacion, he dꝛowned him ſelfe in a rpuer not far from 
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Tue laſt day of Septẽ ber, the quene paſſed thꝛough ß ci⸗ 
ty to Weſt ninſler, t the nert day folowing, being Bichas 
elmas dar was crouned by the Bythop of Minchelter.

death in England. The faide William Thomas fo2 that 

offence about the $.of Pay was hanged dꝛawen and quar 

tered at Tiburne by London. 

King Ferdinand had ſet fozth pꝛoclamatſon in his domi⸗ 
ntons, ltretghtly charging hys ſubiectes, not to alter anye 
thing in thuſe of p lozds ſupper, otherwiſe than the catho- 
like church teacheth, Upon occaſion of this al þ nobles and 
cities of his dominios moſt bibly wꝛite vnto him, e beſcch 
bfm p they might be permitted to vſe þ ſame in both kinds 
atto ding vnto Chꝛiſts inſtitution: detlaring manye rea- 
ſons why they ſhold ſo do. To this ſapplication, king Fer 
dinand anſwered fed Utenna, that he dadnot thought they 
wonld haue made any erteption to his commanridement, 
03 bzing his anthozitie in queſtion: and therfoze willed thi 
as trur ſublects,to obey 4 attempt no alteracton contrarye 
to his commaundement, The ſtates x cities agaxne mads 
aunſ ver vnto this, acknowledging their duetpe of obedi⸗ 
ence in al things: but they could not obtem then purpoſe. 

In thend of June the French kingentring with a great 
army into themperoꝛs domintons by p rtuer Meuze which 
ruͤneth by Toulle Uerdiune,toke Boutne,Dinant, Bart 
burge, Binſie. Afterward he beſieged Rentze in þ boun 
des of Arras. But, when he had knowlage p themperour 
was come w his hole power, after certa\ſkirmiſhes made 
f the loſle of both parts, he raiſed his ſiege t departed. ꝗ⸗ 
bout the ſame time þ French kings army in Italy by &e- 
nes ouer which &trozza was capitain, being intrapped of 
Chemperozs ſouldioꝛs, was put to flight and a great num 
ber laine,eſpectally of the Switzers that he bad hyꝛed. 
CKynge Pbillip the Emperours ſonne aboute the xtx.of 

Aare, pasruxe out of Sparne, came inte England, and

met vw the quene, u whom after he had long and familiar 
talke,the ſecond dip. beyng ſ.

Kot long after at Hedyng whi⸗ 
the the Emperour laſte peare bad beaten downe, be now 
beganne to builde a newe holde, and foz the ſame purpoſe 
kepte an armye whiche ſpoxied and waſted that countrey

Fo; ſo much as quene Mary had ſent the Lo2de Paget 
t other ambaſſadours foz Cardinall Poole: about the 23, 
of Rouembcr he came out of Bzabant into England and 
was receiued with muche honour in all places as be paſs 
ſed , At the ſametime he was by Parliament refto;ed to

The nert day the whole court of parliaments 
dꝛue out the fo2me of a ſupplication, the ſum wherot was 
th it thep greatly repented them of that ſchiſm e that they 
bad lpued 1n:wherby thep had refuſe d and denied the vo x 
and apsſtalikeſeate,and conſented to ſuche actes as were 
made againſt it:and therfoze at ttis tyme thep deſired the 
quene and the cardinall that by theirmeanes, thep might 
hee abſolucdfromthoſe tur ſes that they hadde by the lawe 
deſerued and be reſtozed to the boſom of the holy church £ 
jsbedicnce of the ſeeof Rome:\ignifying that they wold de 
ſo much as in them lay to abꝛogate al ſuch acts and lawes 
as were made to the contratve. The nerte dar, the king. 
Nuene, and the Cacdinall verng pꝛeſem: the Bichoppe of 
Wincheſter declared what the parliamente had determ!- 
ned concernyng the cardinals requtſt, andoffrcd vnto tbe 
kyng and Queene the ſupplicacion befoze mentioned, de- 
ſvꝛwyn ythat they woulde retceyue the ſame: when they had 
dye ned it, they deliuered it againe to the biſhop to be red:

mente. Immedlatlp he, making pzayer vnto God, by aue⸗ 
thozitis to hy:n committed abſolued and reſtozed theim ta 
the churche of Rome. When all this was done they went 
bnto the Chappell:and there ſpngynge Te Deum, wpth 
great ſolemnitie declared the iope and gladneſſe, that foz 
thys reconciliation was pꝛetended. Repozee of this was 
with great ſpeede caried bnto Rome, and the Pope cauſed 
pzoceTions to bee made, and thankes to be geuen to God 
with great iope, foꝛ the conuerſion of the Engliſh men to 
bis cyurch:and therfoze pzaiſing the Cardinals diligence 
and the denotion of the kynge and Nncene,on Chziſtmas 
eaue by his Bulles ſet fozthe a generall pardon to all ſuch 
as did truly reſoyte fo2 the ſame. 
¶ On the rrir.of December kyng Ferdinand came to the 
aſſemblp appointed at Anſbozough, with ful commiſſion 
from the emperoꝛ to diſcide ſuch matters as ſhould be mo 
ned. \But,fozſo much as he fond none of the p2inces there 
he ſent bis letters and meſſer.gers vnto them, willing the

About the beginning of Jannary the parltament in Eng 
land wis diſolned:wherin,a:nong other things, it was e⸗ 
nacted, that the ſtatutes beſw2e time made fo2 the punpſh⸗ 
ment of Heretikes, t the confirmation of þ Popes power 
ſhould be reutued t in ſo go9d fo2ce as euer they had bene 
befoze ki ig Henries reign:th t ſuch acts as were made a- 
gainſt the ſupꝛematy of the Pope ſhold be cleane abꝛo gate 
and aboliſhed. Bany thought that the croune ſhould haus 
beene geuen by this Parliamcattoking Phillip, but no⸗ 
thing was done concerning that matter. 
¶ Mhen this ſtape was made hy lawes, and ſlatutes re- 
newed fo; the puniſhment of Heretikes: then beganne the 
perſecution of thoſe that had bene pꝛeachers in kyng Cd- 
wardes reigne:ot᷑ the whiche many were kepte in * 
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ſome fo2 quarels of det and other things laid againſt them l. 


vntil ö ſcatutes were confirmed wherby tadgement might 


pꝛocede againſt them: wherkoʒe at Lõdd in the beginning 
of Febznary John Hooper late B. ot Glouceſter, J. Bꝛad⸗ 
foꝛd, Laurente Safiders, Ronland Taploz John Rogers 
pꝛeachers, and ſhoztlp after Ferrat late biſhop of S. Da⸗ 
nids; becauſe they would not reccine the Pope and abiure 
their opinions, were condened,and not lang after coucigh 
ed all to thoſe places where they had taughte, there to bee 
barned. The conſtãt deth sr theſe pꝛeachers amaſed great 
ly many Englichmen, and confirmed their mindes im that 
doctrine that they had learned of them. 

¶ About the v. of Febꝛuary kyage Ferdinand, althonghe 
very few Puntes were pꝛeſent, beganne the aſlemblp at 
Anſbozoughe;and there alter he hadde declared the great 
diltgente and trauail that the E mperour badde bſed from 
tyme to tyme to quiet the ſtate of the E mppꝛe, in the ende 
be plied thepm to conſulte as well fo2 ſomme vnitle of 
religion, epther by general conncell oꝛ pzoaincial ſpnode, 
oꝛ pꝛiuate diſputatiꝭ and taſhe of the diuines and learned 
men ak bothe'pattes:as alſo fo2 ſomme oꝛder to bee taken 
concernyng apde againſt the Turkes, the eſtablicheng or 
iudgementes, the value of monep and diners other thyn⸗ 
ges, touching the ciuile gouernment of tde Empire. 

' While this was dopng in Germany, woꝛde was ſente 
out of Bobe ine that king Fernand, befozc his comming 
to Anſbozorigh, had commaunded about, 200. mintſters r 
p2eacyers to depart out vf diuers partes of that countrep. 
It was ſigntkied ao that cardinal Pozone ſhould be ſent 
krom the Pope to the counceil of Germany to attempt the 
like that Poole had done in England. Foz the retourne cf 
that realme vnto the church of Rome, and the pzoſperons 
ſucceſĩe therin, perſuaded the Pope and cardinals that god 
maruelouſly fanoured them, and wold veftoze agatutheir 
power and dignuitic in al places. 
¶ Lhe cafell or Blaſſeburge that was taken ſrom Carle 
Albert the laſt pere was at this time beaten to the 9 
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Au zuſte Duke of Saronle excuſeth hymſcife by letters 
buto kpnge Ferdinand, that he coulde not conuententlye 
tome vnto the councell, and deſpꝛed that he would ad mitte 
and allobo to the pꝛoteſtautes the doctrine of the tonleſaon 
of Aaſbozonrh, 

The pzeachers of Germanye comfo2ted the miniftcrs 
that wer ex helled gut of Boheme, and pzofered them ſuch 
gentell interteinment in their churches as they coulde bee 
üble to ſhewe. 

The Frenchemen which the pere bekoꝛe the capttain Bu⸗ 
ſacke took? Cp3zave in ⁊talte, at this time about Marche 
toks Caſule, and diners other plates by the rpuer Por, 
In Englande certayne perſonnes were appoyncted in 
cammiſſion ſoꝛ cramination of Yeretikes „ and a greate 
number were bzonghte in foꝛ matters of religion oute of 
all partes oft1e Nealme, but eſpecially Uente, C ſſex, and 
Noꝛthefolke:beſpde thoſe which were appꝛehended at the 
beginning of the quenes reign. Many led out of 5 realm, 
F ntanp oſtced thetelues to puſon & punich ent: ſo p in this 
vtre in 1722p places ⁊ muers times there were burned to þ 
nber of 80, beſide thoſe Þ died in paiſon,of the which ſom 
{ozre call into the fieid vnburied, ſome buried in the cours 
tes and hacke ſpdes of the pꝛiſons where they dyed, 
* Acco2ding to the agrement mays the lam ate betwene 
Auguſt and John Friderite late Ouke of Saxony, about 
the. vi. of Marche the ſapde Auguſte nowe Dake of Saro⸗ 
nie, Joachim Marques of Bzandbozoughe, the twoo ſon⸗

¶ Cardinall Poole had earneſtly laboured foz peace to be 
made betwene the Emptrour and the Frenche kynge. 
Wherfoze at this time a place was appoyncted betweene 
Calles. Arde, and Graneline:to the whiche the Ambaſſa- 
dours ofthe Empire, Fraunce,and Cnglad reſozted, Fr5 
the Emperour was ſent the Biſhop of Arras with other: 
from the Frenche kpnge,the Cardinall of Loꝛapne, and 
the Conftable of Frace:out of England Gardiner biſhop 
of Mincheſter, the Lozd Arundel, and Lo2d Paget: Car- 
dinal Poole ſat as pꝛeſidente and vmpiere in the name of 
the Aueene of England. This matter was in great expcc 
tation, but in the ende nothing was concluded. 

Longe perſuaſion had bene in Englande wyth great er⸗ 
pectatiou foz the ſpace ofhalfe a peare o2moze , that the 
quene was concefucd with childe.

The Archbiſhop of Piſe died, and one Daniel Bzentley zun 


_ commaundement was geuen that in all chorches ſuppli⸗

to be nie,midwiffes,rockers,and other things were pꝛo⸗ 
uided and in areadineſſe.

Koꝛ þ people wer ceriified p the 
quene neither was as tha deltuered, noꝛ after was in bope 
to haue any child. At this time many talked diuerl:ſome 
ſaid this rumoꝛ of þ quenes conception was ſpꝛead fo; a po 
licy:(ome other affirmed þ ſhe was deteined by a tympany 
oz ſo:nme other like diſcaſe to thinke her ſelſe u yth chyize 
and was not: ſome thought ſhe was with childe, and that 
it did by ſome chaũte myſearie, ozels that ſhe was bewit⸗ 
ched. But what was truth Jam not able toaſfirme. 

A great ſtur t trouble was like to haue bene made at Ce 
neua by occaſion of certain Senatozs that hated Calutine 
t the Frenchmen,and therkoze waulte haue had them ex⸗ 
pelled, But the matter was ſhoztly after quietly ended. 
¶ Lhe Turkes naup houered vppon the ſcas of Tbuſcan 
ano aſſauted the towne Plumbine, and zlua an land per 
teinyng to the duke of Flozfce, But he was put by in both 
places and failed of his purpoſe. Marques Parignanc the 

E mperours capitapne alpttle befo2e had taken from the 
Frenchemen in thoſe partes Hercules pozte,and kepte it 
with a Garriſon, 

In Englande Ladp Elizabeth the Queenes ſiſter, whl⸗ 
che from the time of Miates conſpiracie had bene kept in 
the Tower, was at this tyme conueped ae p2yſoncr with 
a number ofſonldiours from Londen to cd ork bes 
ſyde Orfo;de,as moſt men thought, becauſe that parte of 
therealme dpd moze fauour the Quenes pꝛece dinges and 
was leſſe daunger to ſtirre and rebellton, then the titpe of 
London t countreis about the ſame, Allmen at that iywe 
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Theyer: kalked i lady Eitzabeth was veri ſharplyt bncarteoufly \ nn! 1 /

¶ Cbe Dake of Alua x the Emperozs ſouldioꝛs vytailed 31. 


Waulptag:and in line maner did the French kyng vltalle

¶ Toe French king by pꝛoclamation charged his officcrs 
to put to execution al (ach as the eccleſiaſtical iudges 4 cx- 
aminers of heretikes had cõdemned, t not to admilie any 
waner of appeale:whã this pzoclamation was offred by þ 
biHop of Lozaine to the parliment of Paris, as the maner 
iss, to be ratified;thep ſent an an{were vnto the kyng that 
by this comandemsnt he might ſeme to do much inlurte to 
bis ſubiects, and pꝛeiudictallp to the crowne of Fraunce, 
fo; ſo muche as appeale was by the lawes permitted from 
the eccleſiaſticall iudges vnto his officers:and thertoze des 
ſired hym that he would take ſome cther-o2der foz the re⸗ 
pʒeſſing of hereſies: bicauſe it was ſene by experiente now 
this many peres, that ſharp punpſhement had ben vſed by 
pꝛiſon, ſwooꝛde, and fire:and pet thep-dyd dayly ſncreaſc, 
and thcrefo2c ſignified, that th:y thought it would moze 
pꝛeuaile, it the biſhops dpd vice moze gentlenelſe, ſa that 
they dpd tcache and pꝛeach, and reicozmpng them ſclues in 
all other pointes doo their duetie moze diligently, 
The citie Lucarne 1:1 Griſonlad by Italie required of þ 
Sultzers, vader whoſe domints they ar, that the doctrint 
of the goſpel might be permitted vnto them.

Great troable in Rome, and the Pope, gathering a po 
wer, ſet warde in diuers plates ot the Citie, t impaiſened 
&. Fleure Sfozcia t Columne Cardinals being both the 
empcrors frends, Berequired alſo a great ſomme ot mo⸗ 
ney of the Duke of Flozente, whichc bothe Clement the 
vii. and Julp thirde hs d lente hym. Foz this cauſe men 
thought the Pops would haue made great ſturre againſt 
the Empersur, but he dpd not. 
C John Bzadfozd one of the pꝛeachers of kyng Edwards 
tymt that was befozecondemned,and hitherto was kepte 

in pꝛiſon, was nowe burned in @mitbfield at London a⸗ 
bout the firſt of Zulp. This 5zadfozd was a man of verp 
ſobcr and honeſt lyfe,and therfoꝛe the biſhops wold haut 
ben bery glad te haue had him recant t abiure bis cpinits, 

Dyucrs marchaunt ſhyppes of &payne were taken 
of the Frenchemen with a great pꝛape, and ledde into the 
bauen of Diepe. 

Peter Soto a frier at the vniuerſitie of Dilling toꝛate a 
boke agautt the confeſſion of the duke of Wirtemberge 
offered it to the Councell of Trident. Not longe after 
Bꝛenttus, a pzeacher of the Dukedome of Mirtemberge

This Courtney was of the bloud ret 
al, and th:refote bothe in kynge Henrpes time beynge a 
chylde, after the deathe of his father Parqucs of Crcefter 
was kept paiſoncrin the Tower: and at thys tyme , after 
TWyates rebelllon, was fearcd and ſupected life ſoinms 
ſturre mpghte ryſc bp his occaſion. 
CF22ſomuacy as þ towne of Wulpfan,kept by the &@pa- 
niardes in the ©mpcro2s behalfe dyd much indomage the 
Frencyzemen: about the ende of Augult the French kyns 
ges armp with their wyole power beſieged it. After mas 
ny conflictes to the loſſe of both partes in the end of &cp- 
tember he toks it, and bette it downe to the greunde. 
C In Germany the cötrouerſie of the Lozds ſupper, that 
fir began betwene Zuinzlius and Luther, and bat ben 
quatled and alared almoſt ef. xxx. pearts, at this time łe⸗ 
gan again, by occaſion of the pꝛeachers of Bꝛeme : Pan- 
burge, that wꝛote a gapaſt Caluint, John Alaſco, and o, 
ther that folo wed the czurche of Schurike 
Becauſe the QAuene had long kept her palace, and not 
cone ab20ade a good ſeaſon, muche mutter onge and tal⸗ 
kyng was in all partes of this r:alme that fhe was Trad, 
and ſo much the moe becauſe the mpdwpues and reckers 
befozc tyme pzouided, were nowe d:miilcd and (cnt home. 
TM herkoze, beyng at weſt nynſter, end purpolyng to go 
to Grenewpche, ſhe was perſuaded by the counſell, the 
mo2ow afcer Bartholomew dap to paſſe th2zongh the citp 
of London, that ſh: bepng ſene of the people,might quiet 
mens myndes, and put ihem out of doubte 


About this tyme TW hite biſtzop of Etncelne, Bꝛokces b. 
ſhop of Glouceſter, and Holiman of Bꝛziſtowe were ſent 
in tom niſſion to Drio2ve from Cardinali Pcole the Pos 
pes legate, agapne io eramine Ridley and Latymer: and 
if they woulde not tecante and returne to the churche of 
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Home, to gene ſentece againſt them, and commit them 
to the (ecular power. A hertoꝛe, not long after, becauſe 
they ſtode conſtantly to that they had taught, and wold 
not reuoke, they were bothe burned in the townediche, 
about the xoi.ot October. In time of their examination 
bicauſe the biſhops declareo them ſclues to bee in the 
Popes commiſſion, neither Kidlep no2 Latimer would 
thewe any ceuecenceto them:and therfoze were ſharply 
taken vp by the byſhop of Lincolne:who commaunded 
one of the officers,to take of their cappes , bicauic thcy 
would not doo it them lelues. 

Long controuerſie had ben in Germany betwene the 
Lantgraue + the Erle of Paſſaue foz the loꝛdſhip of the 
Chattians, Panp tymes the puncis appointed foz that 
purpoſe mette to make an agreement: and at this tyme 
p matter was cocluded, Butbicauſe the Erle of Paſſaue 
required to haue the money papd out of hand, all was 
agapne bzaken, and nothyng ended. 

In October thempero; called all the pꝛinces 4 ſtates 
of Fiaders vnto 1Bzuſſelr:t there, after oeclaratio made 
of his licknes wherwithhe was troubled, ſignified, p he 
wold ſaile into Span, t reſigned the gouernmẽt of the 
low countreis vnto his ſon king Philip, exhoztyng the 
to obedience,x to acknowledge hym as thep2 Punce. 

In the coũcell of Auſbozough in Germany, atitcr long 
cdtrouerſie 4 great debating of the matter on both ſides 
whether religion ſhold be quietly permitted to the Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtants 02 no: At the length with much labozit was en- 
acted in this maner as koloweth: That neither the ems 
pero2 noꝛ king Ferdinad,no2 any punce oꝛ ſtate of all þ 
empire ſhold vſe any violence, oꝛ by foꝛce conftraynaiy 
of thoſe that were of the conkeſſion of Auſbozongy to

Jn October t Honẽ ber a parliamẽt was hold? in En 
gland, wherin me thought laboz ſhould haue ben made 
fo2 þ co2onatid of king Philip: but nothig was p2opoſid 

Motion was made of reſtitution ofthe church goods 

and landes, bicauſe the Pope was earneſt therin. But 
they were in the hands of the nobilitte and gentleme, 
which were not willing to depart from themꝛeſpecially 
ſting they had bought them befo2e of the kyng foz their 
monep, t wer in poſſeſion of the ſame by oꝛder of law. 
The Nuene being perſuaded of þ clergie that ſhe could 
not pꝛoſper ſo long as ſhe kept in hir hands prevenues 
of þ church, pelded vp vnto ſpirituall men þ firſt fruits 
t tẽtys ot al biſhopʒiks, benefices,+ eccleſiaſtital liuigs 
which in king Hẽries time were by parliamet annered 
to the crown. Betoꝛe the end of this parliament died 
Stephen Gardintr, Chancelloz of England, and in his 
place was appointed Heath archbiſhop of Þozk: which 
was once in Germany with Cranmer, and ſemed then 
to fauour the religion of the Pꝛoteſtants. 
Phil pot, archdecon of Wincheſter in king Edwards 
time, and one ofthe chiete diſputers in the conuocation 
houſe of Paules che firſt yere of the Quene, was but⸗ 
ned at this time about the xvui. of Novembze, 

Franciſce Uenere Duke of Ucnice,fo2 miſgouc rne⸗ 
ment and pll pꝛouiſion of things neceſſary fo2 the citie, 

was by conſent of the citizens at this tyme depoſed. 
Foz ſo much as themperoꝛ had reſigned the gonernes 
ment of the low coũtreis vato his ſonne Philip, he ſent 
woꝛd of the ſame by letters vnto the pairees of Germa 
nie, and declared what his father had done,offeryng to 
them his good will « friendſhip. At the ſanie tune — 
et 
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required to gaue the ſtrong cofitrey of Trãſſyluania pel 
ded vp to him. Therfoze to conſult ot ; mattec,he wpl- 
led them in their o wne perſons to reſoꝛt vnto the couns 
ſel of the empire. In the meane time he held an aſſeble 
of the ate of his do nimons, in the which the pzinces : 
cities af Aaſtrich moſt earneftly deſired to haue the pꝛo⸗ 
teſtants religion. But the king willed them to tarp vn⸗ 
till p counſel p ſhoztly ſhould be holaen at Ratiſbone, 

After the death of Parques Bargraue, tye byſhop of 
Trident was made Lieutenant of Lumbardp, ind the 
Duke of Alba Uicerop of Napies. 

About Ch:iſtmas the Pope made diners neive Cars 
dinals, and among other Gropper, chi. f ot councel to 
the archbyſhap of Colopne, 

In January,in diuecs places of Sarony, Miſne, and 
Boheme wer hozrible tepcſts of wynd,rayn,thunder x 
ughtning, which did much harme and cſpeciallp about 
churches. The ſame moneth at Uitodure,a towne two 
miles from @cyartkein Heluetia, fyꝛe appered in one 

ot the ſteptes of tue church, and made ſuch a noyſe, that 
All the people refoztcd to quenche it, 4 when they came 
to the plate. no ſpze appeared. This hapned twiſe the 
{itt dap ot that moneth,and alſo the. xiui. day. 

King Philip, begtnnyng to goucrne the lowe coun- 
frets comitted vnto him by his father, about the. rviit, 
day of January entred into Antwerpe and was recets 
ned with great ſolemnitie. 

Ja January the Pzinces and fates of Zuffriche. as 
they were co nanded by king Ferdinand in tut ende of 
e laſt pere,reſoztedagain to a coũcel at Wenna, There 

in moſt earneſt manet agapirthep tenues their ſuite to 
haue religion amoag them refozined accozdpng to the 
Pzoreſtanis confeſſion at Auſbo:ough, King Ferdinad 
was earneſt with eyzem to the cdtrary,4 willed the n to 
conſult of apdeagainſtthe Turke. But they anſwered 
that theicould nat pʒocede to avy otyer matter beioze it 
4 A. ull, was 
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was deferminedof religion. Wherfoze inthe end after 
longdebatyng with much difficultie the kyng permit- 
ted ſom redzeſſs in þ vſe of the Lo2ds'ſupper vnder both 
kinds. In other things thei wer willed not to make any 
alteratlon, About the ſame time the ambaſſadours of 
the Emperour and the French kyng mette foz commus 
nication of peace, But foz ſo much as no perfecte ends 
coald be made a truce was cocluded foʒ.v.peres. which 
not long after was p2oclatmed. | | 

Heney duke of Bzunſwike maried the king of Pole 
lands ſyſter. John Jſemburge archbiſhop of Treuire 
died, after whom ſuccceded John Leys, 

The. 26.0f Febzuary died Frederike Paulſgraue of 
Rhine + viecto2 : After him Otto Hery his bzothers ſon 
did ſuccede. This Otto had (uſteiried great dager both 
of life, landes, 1 goodes fo2 mainteinyng the pzoteſtats 
religion;and now at this tyme taking on bim this dig⸗ 
uitie, foʒthwith made pzoclamation to aboliſh the pope 
and the Malle, andto refozm religion atcozding to the 
tökeſſron ot Auſboꝛough. At the ſame time Albert mal⸗ 
ſter of Pꝛulſia foꝛſaking the erroz of Pander, pꝛołeſ⸗ 
fed alſo, Þ he wold maintain the p2oteſtats confeſſis at 
Auſbo;ongh,t willed the ſame to be folowed in his do⸗ 
minlon. The. lin. ot Parch appered a-blaſing ftarre, 
and continued the ſpace of xii.dapes. 

In an aſſembly ot the empite holden at Ratiſbone the 
pꝛintes toke ozber.cocerning thaccuſatid of erle Albert 
z was fled into Fraũte, as is befozeſaid, e:grated him 
his ſafe conduct:that he might come home t anſwer foz 
himſelf. In Englad Bꝛokes biſhop of Gloceſter was 
by the Tardinalfentdowne ascomMoner fro the pope 
to Drfozdithers to dete the crammation ef Tranmer, 
and lach things as ſhold'betais to his charge by doctd; 
Stozy dottoꝛ Martin ſet in cõmiſſion from the guene. 
At which time Cranmer, making lowobeyſkce to them 
that ſat trrthe quenes name; ſhewed no token of rene- 
rencdto the hiſhop that was the popes chmiMoner. Af- 
fer4yaiimitiondraro,tabgethent whs geiten egaynt

| Parch folowyng (after he was diſgraded by Boner, bt, world of Cf. 


Chop of London, 4 Thirlebp biſhop of Clp, ſent down 
fo2 that purpoſe)he was burned in the ſame place where 
Ridley x Latimer befo2e had ſuffred, Befoze his death 
by perſuaſion of Frier John a Spaniard, that red Di⸗ 
uinitie in Orfo2d, ano by the counſell of certain other 
that put him in hope of life and pardon, he ſubſcribed to 
a recantation. M herin he ſubmitted him ſelf wholly to 
the church of Nome, and continued in the ſame mynd, 
to out ward apperace, vntill he was bꝛought out of p2t- 
ſon to be burned. At which tyme (after a ſermon made 
by doctoꝛ Cole tn S. Mary church) he reuoked all that 
be had done,+ with many teares pꝛoteſted, that he ſub⸗ 
ſcribed againſt his conſcience,onely fo2 feare of death. 
When he ta ne to the ſtake,+ the fyze was kindled, he 
put his right hand into the fp2e, t helde it there a good 
ſpace; ſaying that ſhould fpꝛſt burne, bicauſe it had tak? 
the pen to ſubſcribe againſt his lozd god, After his deth 
Cardinal Poole was made archbiſhop of Tanturbury 
whiche befoze this tyme he would not take vpon hym, 

Lhe peopleof Bauaric required of their duke Albert 
to haue the Pꝛoteſtantes Religion permytted among 
them. He denped theyꝛ requeſt, and graunted encly ſo 
much vnto them, as his father in law king Ferdinand 
had befoze graun:ed to the people of Auſtriche. 
Certain pꝛintes of Tranſſpinanta fozſoke king Fers 
dinand,and went to Aauopdas ſonne. 

At Oberana a towne of Alice, fit, myles from Ar- 
gentine a man kylled his thꝛe childꝛen, bicauſe foz po- 
uertie he was notable to fynd them. 

About this time was great rumo2 in Germanie that 
the pope and his frends endeno:cd ſome great matter 
againſt the pꝛoteſtantes. This was ths mo2e beleued 
becauſe he declared him ſelf to be very much diſpleaſed 
with the peace that the laſte yeare was graunted to the 
Paoteſtantesat Auſbozough. 
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; ere, never paiſoner in Fraunte, ſcaped out ofpziſon and returned — 
into his tountrep. Angu. 

The Cardinal of Auſbozough in Germanie, bicauſe 
be had lien long at Rome, was muche ſuſpecedin his 
countrey to haue wꝛought ſome trouble againſt þ Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtants. M hen he heard of this repozte, he returned 
from Rome, and in open wzityng purged hym ſelfe of 
all ſiniſter ſaſptcion that was ſpꝛead of him. 

Jn Pap ſir Peter Carewe, that at Miats rebellion 
fled into France,and was nowe reconciled vnto kyng 
Philip: and with bim ſir John Cheke king Edwards 
ſchoolemaiſter commyng from \52urels to Antwerpe, 
were both by king Philips commandement appꝛehen⸗ 
ded, and caried into England: where they were kepte 
in p2iſon vntil they had ſubmitted themſelues vnto the 
Pope. Sir John Cheeke liued not long after. 

Great dearth of all maner of things was in this re⸗ 
aline, and eſpecially of coꝛne: inſo much that a greate 
number of pooze people died foʒ hũger in many places. 
About the ſame time alſo began the hot burning Fes 
uers and other ſtraunge diſeaſes, that increaſed mozs 
the two peares folowyng. 

About the. xxbii. of une, at Stratfo2d the bow. xiii. 
perſons were burned fo2 religion al at one fpze. In this 
time and befoze perſecution was ſo vehemẽt, that with 
in the compaſre of this peare in diners places of En⸗ 
gland at ſundzy times wert burned about, 86. perſons, 
of the which manp were women and maidens. 

Charles Parqueſſe of Baden in Germanie reteiued 
the doctrine of the Pꝛoteſtantes, and acco2ding to the 
lame,refozmed the churches of his dominion. 

Lhe Archbiſhop of Pile cam as amhaſſadoz from the 
Pope to the Emperoz. At this tyme great talke was, 
that thempero2 was in vtter diſpleaſure with the Pope 
Foz he had put the noble men of the houſe of Tolumne 
fromtheir liuings,as it were in diſpiteofthemperoz E 
as repoꝛt was, refuſed alſo to confirme king Philip in 


nn 1 and Sicilte,; which both . pay 
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nneegl tribute bnto the pope, and depende of his benefite. 
*. Jn Jaly Albert Duke of Bauſer in the name of king **# #5210. of Cyzit, 


Ferdinand began the aſſembly of þ empire apointed at 
Ratiſbone, + declared that Ferdinand could not be pꝛe⸗ 
ſent him ſelfe,bicauſe the whole coũtrey of Tranſſilua⸗ 
nia by means of peter Petrontus rcbecllcd againft him 
and deſired aide of the Turk. Frans Bereke alſo, and 
his ſonne Geoꝛge rebelled in Pungaric:4t the Turk in 
divers places made great pꝛouiſion fo2 warre, # beſie⸗ 
ged certain cities of Chʒiſtendome. N herfo:e he rc qui⸗ 
red them to take ſome oꝛder as wel foz the Turk, as o⸗ 
ther thyngs moued in the laſt Councell. 

A conſpitacie was made by certain meane perſens in 
England, whoſe purpoſe was to haue robbed the Que⸗ 
nes E ſchequer: to this intẽt, as the talk was, that they 
might be able to maintapn warre againlt the Quene. 
Whis matter was vttred by one of the coſpiracie,whers 
by Uda!, Frogmozton, Peccham, one Stanton were 
appꝛehended and put to death fo2 the ſame, certainc of 
them fled into Fraunce,and other places, 

About the.rv. of December theemperoz Charles ha 
uing his nauie in redineſſe ſailed out of Flanders into 
Spapne, hauing befoze reſigned 10 his bother Ferdi⸗ 
nande the gouernance of thempire, and to his ſon Ie hi⸗ 
Iyp the dompnyon of the low countreps. 

In the begynning of thys peare an ambaſſado2 came 
to London from the kyng of Kuſſciand:on whoſe coaſt 
it foꝛtuned one of the thzee ſhyps to arrpue, that were 
ſent by the Nozthſeas, 

It is mencioned befoze in kyng Edwards tyme, holo 
Martin Bucer and Paulus Fagius two lerned men of 
Germanie, by pꝛocurement of Cranmer archbiſhop of 
Canturbury,came into England: and by the co::n{ell 
were apointed to teach 4reade in Cambzioge. Where 
afer a tyme, they ended their lpues, and wi re buried, 
Wwherfoze bicauſe p byſhops at this ty me thought tyey2 
doctryne and teachyng not to agree wyth the church of 
Rome: @cotte byſhop of Cheſter, Wat ion of Ly _ 
| Allo⸗ 
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- The peare The peare Ch iſfopherſon of Chicheſter cam to Cabzidgs: 6 there T11nirea] 
of E woꝛld. of Lhailt, after the maner, ſũmoned the bodies of thoſe. it learned Ing. 
I men to appere bcfoze them,+ anſwer to ſuch articles as 
ſhold be lapd againſt them. Fo2 fault of apperance thep 
ſat in iudgement vpon them, and condemned them as 
heretikes to be burned, Then were they acco2dpnge to 
iudgement genen, taken out of their graues, & burncd 
on the market hill. In like (o2t it was repozted in com⸗ 
mon talk, that Peter Party2s wife ſhould haue ben v⸗ 
ſed at Orkoꝛd, whoſe body without any ſuch pꝛoceſſe 03 
iudgement, was remoued oute of the place, where ſhe 
was buried in the church, t lapd in a place bnhalowed, 

The lozd Sturton with much intvrie 4 cruelty about 
this time had murdzed two getitilme, and foz the ſlams 
was arraigned and condemned at Weſtminſter. 
Shoztly after he was conuepd to Saliſburie, and there 
banged the vi. dap of Parche. The Quene and counlel 
were much diſpleaſed with this act ofthe lozd Sturton: 
and therfaze fearing leaſt the example might take place 
in other, wylled pꝛoceſſe and iudge mente to pzocede as 
gainſt him in ſuche ſozt, as is befoze mentioned. 

This pere alſo continued þ great dearth that began a 
pere oꝛ two paſt, in ſuch ſozt that wheat 4 rie were ſolde 
comonly fo2 v. s. and vi s. viii.d.a buſhel, in ſome pla⸗ 
tes aboue that pꝛice, but toward hatueſt the pꝛice fel ſo 
much, c eſpecialip after new come tame in, that within 
viii. wekes x le ſle, it came from vi.s.to xvi.d.a buſhell. 

Lyng Philip, who had bene a good ſeaſon in Flaun⸗ 
ders to take the poſſeſſion 4 gouernment of the low coũ⸗ 
treis, in Parch returned into Englad, + paſſed thzough 
London being accompanied with the Quene, and no» 
blesof the realme. But bicauſe greate trouble was to⸗ 
ward betwene him and the Frenche kyng he taried not 
longe there, but in the mpddes of Sommer, paſſynge 
the ſeas agapn into Flanders, made great pzoutſton foz 
lvarres in all partes againſt the French kyng. At thys 
tyme the common people began to mutter and ſap, that 
_ Philpp.eſteemed not the Qucene , but ——

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an An that was toward tetwere kyng Philip and Freunce, te⸗ 


pozte was that the Frenche kyng was verp lothe to haue 
warre with Englaude, and ſo declared: but the Quecne 
thynkyng hir huſbantcs quarrcll to behirs alſo, pꝛoclat⸗ 
med open warre agapnſt Fraunce:and not long after ſent 
ouer an ar mie to apde kynge Phillip, wherof the Erle of 
Penbꝛoke was generall. At this tyme diuers other noble 
men and gentplmen, ſuche cſpectally as were ſaſpected 
fo: religion, at the Auenes appopniment, with great co- 
tes pꝛiparing tieſelues, went ener to ferue king zh lip. 

Lhe armie that was ſente oncr the (cas with the Erle 


T of Benbzoke lopnyng with king Philip, beſieged ſaincte 


Quintains in France. @2mwh it b:foze thetr compyng, a⸗ 
bout the. x. of Auguſt many of the chlefe Capitepnes and 
noble men of France were take pztioners. And the. rv, 
diy of the ſame moneth bp the helpe of the engliſhemen 
elpecialip, the to une was taken. Foz when the other ſonl⸗ 
diours after diuers aſaultcs wer repelled and gauc cucrs 
the Enzliſhncn of a ſtoute courage gave a newe allault, 
and wanne the towne. In rewarde of their well doyng, 
kyng Philip graunted them the ſpotile of the tolont: but 
the ſwart rutters,being diſplcaſed ther with, ſet vpen ths 
Engliſhmen as thep were takyng the ſpoyle, and billed a 
great number. This grudge was with muche difficulties 
appeaſcd:and men thought, if the Engliſhmen being mu 
che fewer in numbze had not ben opp2zeſſed with the mul- 
titade of other, that it wald haue dꝛawen to great (laughs 
ter on bothe partes. At this ſiege the Lo2de Henrp, ron⸗ 
gel ſonne tothe Duke of Rozthhumberland, was ſlayne 
with a gun as he ſtouped to make him redy to þ aſſault, 4 
ftayd to rip his hoſe at þ knee, thei by to be þ moe nimble, 
¶ Doctour Meſton chiefdiſputer againſt Tran ner, Rid 
lep and Latpmer at Driozde, was in diſpleaſure with the 
Cardinall x other biſhops, becauſe he was vnwyllpng to

there he remained vntyll Quene Elizabeth was pꝛoclap⸗ 
med. At which time he being delpuered, keil ſick and died. 
It was the comon opinion,” pf he had not ſo ſodenly envey 
his lyfe,that in diſpleaſure of the byſhops and clergie, be 
would haue opened and renealed their put poſe to take vp 
kynge Henries bodie at Myndſoze, and burne tit. 
This peare Queene Mary hadde taken great loanes of 
money as well of the citte of London, as alſo of moſt rich 
men in all partes of thercalme, Foz the ſendyng abꝛoade 
a great number of pꝛiuie ſcales required x had. 100, pound 
of all ſuche as were counted welthy, whether they were 
gentplmen oz other. At this thyng many murmured, and 
ſo muche the moze that there had ben great paiments gra 
ted and papde befoze by act of parliament. : 
The co.non people which befo:efoz the Aueenes ſake, 
fauoured kyng Philip and the Spantardes, at this tyme 
ſpake muche againſt them,thynkyng thoſe paymentes to 
comune eſpectally by his occaſion and charges of warre. 
¶ In this ſommer alſo the peſtilent agues, and boate bur- 
nyng keuers of ſtrange ſoztes raged terribly thzenghout 
all this realme, and kylled anercedyng greate number of 
al ſoꝛtes of men, and ſpecially Gentleme and great riche 
men. So many hul bandmen andlabozers alſo dyed , and 
were ſycke, that in harueſt tyme in dyuers plates men 
would baue geusn one aker of coznefozto reape andcar- 
ry an other. In ſome places coꝛne ſtode and ſhove on the 
ground fo; lacke of woozkmen. And the peare folowyng 


was ſo great ſcarſitie of them, that thoſe which remained, 
-dp3 fake. rif.d.foz that which was wont to be done foz. ii, 


pence. In the latter end of the pere, qnartan agues were 
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nie fete honfes ſcaped, in the wbiche diners were not bered 
m An therwith. Theſe quartan agnes were not only common, 
| bat alſo to moT perſons very daungerons, and eſpecially voarld. 


ſach as had ben ſpcke of the burnpng fener bekoze. 
CThe Bychops in Englands ſcpll continued to burns 
men for matters of religion: So that this pers indiuerſs 
places wers executed to tge number of, 67. 92 there a⸗ 
bout, ot whiche aboue . xr. were wamen, 
C At this tyme althoughe open hoZilitce were betwene 
Englands and Fraunte, pet the towne of Caleis and the 
doldes there aboute were very (tlenzerly manned , and 
ſ\mallye ſene vnto, EWWhereſoze the Frenche kynge, who 
of lon ze tyme hoped to recoucr thoſe partes vaderſtans 
dynge by his ſpies hoe the matter wente, omptted not 
this occaſion, but made great pꝛeparance bothe by ſea 
and lande. This his dopng was ſpred, and ſuſpected by 
the deputies of Caleis and Sumes, and woozde thereof 
was ſent vats the councell of Englande. But the mats 
ter was partely neglected, partely not credited. wheres 
dpon tze Frenche kynge,comming ſodenly with a greate 
power in the beginnyng of Januarte, tooke fy2z4 News 
nambzidge, ten Riſcbanke, thpzdlp and in ſhozte ſpace 
the towne of Calaps, and laſteip the caſtell of Gupſnes. 
ELyclszd gray of Wilton that was Capitain of Guiſnes 
baltantlp reſiſted the French kynges power a good ſpace 
and killed a great number of them. But in the ende per⸗ 
telupng that no ſuccour came out of Englande, and that 
be could not long continue, he pelded, and was cariedas 
pziſoncr into Fraunte: where he continued all Queene 
Marpes tyme. Beſpde the Lozde Gray, Lozb Wentfoz0 
alſo deputie of Calats, the Capttaines of the Caſtell, and 
dyuers other gentle men were taken p2iſoncrs,the town, 
the marchauntes and other people ſpopled, and ſente as 
way in great myſerie, 
CCalats was kyrſt taken by Kyng Sdwarde the thirde 
the rr.y2ce of his reigne, and ts this tyme was kept of the 
Englich nen to their great co nmoditie, when they had 
war 0z any other trouble with the . 
: ths 
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would reuenge the loſſe of Caltys, and recouer it agayn- 
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$ time much greued al engliſhe hartes: gam 4; 
and as they iudged it a great diſhonoz to the realme:ſo did l. 
they thinke it a range thing,how that towne, whiche ſo 
many veres had ben foztifted with al munitiõs p could be 
deuiſed,ſhold now in ſo ſhozt ſpace be take of our enmies 
C The Emperour Charles purpoſed (as it was repo;ted) 
to leade his life in a houſe of rꝛligion tn Spaine:t ſurren - 
dꝛed the impertail crowne vnto the electozs of Germany, 
Wherfoze thep and other Pzinces in March aſembled;at 
Frankfa2d : and ther elected Ferdinand king of Woheme 
t bzother to the foꝛnamed Charles the.v. The ancient ma 
ner was, that he hold be crowned in the foznone at mast: 
But becauſe diuers of the clectazs wold not in any wyſe 
come to maſſe,the Coꝛonatiõ was ſolemniſed in the after 
noone, and the maſſe with other like ceremontes omitted. 
It was thought that king Philip ſhould haue ben cholcn 
kpng of Uome: But the matter came to diuolutton be⸗ 
twene him and certain other, and therfoze was deferred, 
C Queene arp «gapre required a great l8aneof mont y 
of many perſons in all partes of this realme. Of ſomme 
ſhe toke.r. pounde,sf ſoine.rr. pound, ot other.rl.pound, 
o2fpfrie pound accozdyngas their ſubſtance and poſſcſſi» 
ons were. This laane cauſed greater grudge and mur- 
muring of the people than the other had done befoze, 
The warre ftpll continued betweene kyng Phillip and 
the Frenche kyng. Wherfozc great pꝛouiſion was made 
on bothe partes. The Frenche kyng bepng moze (o2zward 
inuadcd Flaunders, and ſpopled and bzente Dunkirke, 
befaze kpng Phillip could come to the reſ kue. But befoze 
the Frenchcmen retonrned out of Flaunders , the Fle⸗ 
minges and the Engliſhe ſhippes metyng with them vp- 
pon the fandes betwene Dunkirke and Graueline \lewe 
ofthem a great number. After this, bothe kynge Philip 
and the kyng of Fraunce, all this ſo nmer retepned sell 
myghty armtes of purpoſe to inuade eche other. 
Wherfoze greate expectation was of all men what ende 
it wolde come ts, ſomme thought and ſayd,kyng Philip

thy waiting. In ouembꝛe they bzake vp they2 cam⸗ 
pes, and departed, 

This Sommer about the moneth of Augutt, the gre⸗ 
nous ſickneſſes t dangerous feuers that began a peare 
o2 two befoꝛe, in ſuch maner raget, as J thinke neuer 
plague oz peſtilẽce in England killed a greater nũbꝛe. 
Af the people ofthis realme had ben deutded into foure 
partes, certainly thꝛe partes of that foure ſhould haue 
ben found ſicke. Jn ſome Shires almoſt no gentilmen 
eſcaped, but either himſelf,o2 his wife,o2 both wer dã⸗ 
geroudly ſick, and very many died:ſo that diners places 
were left voide of ancient Juſtices t men of wozſhip to 
gouerne the coũtrep. an that kept. rr.oz.rrr. in their 
houſes had not. tit. 02. ttit.able to helpe the reſidue that 
were ſick. Jn moſt pooze mes houſes the maſter,dame, 
and ſeruants were all ſicke, in ſuch ſozt that one could 
not help an other. This winter folowing alſo the quar⸗ 
terne agues continued in lite maner oz moze vehemet- 
ly then they had done the laſt yeare. 

At this time alſo died many pꝛieſts, that a great num 
ber of Partſhe churches in diuers places of the realme 
were vnſerued, t no curates could be goten foꝛ money, 

All this peare in diuers places many were executed 
fo2 Religion. In June. vii. were burned in Smithfield 
at one fp2e. In July at Bꝛaintoꝛd. vi. at one fp:e. And 
in other places many, as at No:wich,Colcheſter, Ipſ- 
wiche, Burp. xc. 

All this peare king Philip was abſent, and returned 
not into the Kealme, wherat as many men did grudge, 
ſo QAueene Pary (as ſome repozt) conceiued great vn⸗ 
kindueſſe: and not long after fallyng dangerouſly ſick 
ended hir life the. rvii.dap of Nouember, Immediatly 
after died Cardinall Poole, and a little befo2e , tioo of 
hir phiſitions, and diuers biſhops,and noble men, that 
the Nuene greatly eſtemed. 

A ter the deceaſe of Nuene arp, whoſe gouernmet 
4s befoze appeareth (was not ſo _ dilliked of ma⸗ 
nyz 
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he yeare 1 eare ny, as it was condemned almoſt of all, aſwel foz the ſe⸗ — | 
of þ wozld. of Linalt. nexitie and ſhedurg of much innocent bloud,as alſo foz 
the waſt x ſpoile of the treaſure of this realme, the lofſe 
of Calſce, 4 makyng ſtrangers oner pꝛiuie to the ſtate x 
ſecret affaircs of the ſame ; God the father of all good⸗ 
neſſe, hauing compaſſion vpon this Kealme, at the ears 
neſt pꝛapers and petitions of ſome good people, t whe 
tt was ſene mete to his good pleaſure,did not only take 
the ſayd Duene Mary from vs, but alſo in hir place did 
ſend to reigne ouer vs the moſt mercifull Lady, named 
the Lady Elizabeth our redouted ſoueraigne and chief 
gouerno2, being the ſecond daughter to the renoumed 
and moſt famous pꝛinte King Very the eight, and ſiſter 
to the godly kyng Edwarde the. vi. and alſo to the laſt 
Quene arp, whome the ſame almighty God. hath by 
ſpectal miracle pꝛeſerued in hir innocẽcie from the mas 
lice, ſpoile and daunger of bir ertreme enimies. And ſo 
the ſayd noble vertuous and mercifull Lady,toke vpon 
hir (as ofright vnto hir appertained) the regall gouern⸗ 
ment of the Crowne and realme of England, and mas 
pꝛoclaimed with ſound ol a Trompet at Meſtminſter 
and in the Citie of London the.rvii.day of Rouember 
the yeare of Ch2iff. 1558. Nuene of England, France, 
and Ireland, defender of the faith. ac. to the great iope 
and comfozt ofthe people that hearde the ſame. At the 
* whiche pꝛotlamation were ſuch ſoundes and refopcing 
of the people with Bonfires and banketting of frend⸗ 
ly neighbozs in the ſtretes, as befoze that time hath ben 
ſeldome ſeene. | 
Shoztly after this pꝛotlamation the Quencs mateſtp 
4 beyng then lodged at hir fazmer pꝛiuate houſe of Hat⸗ 
field cam from thence to þ citie of London, 4areſted in 
the houſe of the loꝛd Nozth, which ſomtime was callcd 
the Charterhouſe, from thece remoued to the Wow2e 
of London, where ſhe remained vntil the. rifit.daye of 
| January next folowyng, at which time ſhe paſſed tho⸗ 
| rough the citie of London toward hir cozonation. 
| In this mean time the Paioz and citizens 1 — 
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— * inteiligtce of the day and time apointed fo2 hir 


' bighneſſe paſſage thzough the citie, did beautifie þ ſame 
And when the day ot hir paſſage was come, hir high⸗ 
neſſe being placed in hir Chariot within the towze of 
London, lifted vp hir eies to heauen, and ſapde: 

O loꝛde almightie and enerlaſting God, J gene thee 
moſk hartte thanks that thou hall ben ſo merctfull vnto 
me, as to ſpare me to beholde this fopfull daye, and 3 
knowledge that thou haſt delt as wonderly with me, as 
thou didſt with thy true and fatthful ſeruà Daniel the 
Pꝛophete, whome thou deliueredſt out of the denne, 
from the crueltie of the gredy raging lions: euen ſowas 
Jouerwhelmed, and onelp bp thee deliuered. To thre 
therfoze be only thanks, honoz,+t pꝛaiſe fo2 euer. Amen, 

Then hir grace paſſedfrom the Tower thzongh the 
City of London, which was adozned and decked with 
ſund2y pageants and ſightes as a manifeſt declaration 
of the good willes of the Citizens towards hir mateſty. 
As in Gracious ſtrete, Coznehill, Soper lane ende, the 
little Conduit, and in Fleteſtrete. 

Lhe firft pageãt declared þ long deſired vnitie which 
by our moſt dzead Ladp, is ſurely knit betwene vs and 
the holp Goſpcl and veritte of our ſauioʒ Jeſus Chziſt. 

The ſecond ſet fozth befo2chir cies the ſeat of goucr⸗ 
nance ſuppozted by vertues, which ſuppzeſſed the vices 
and enimies of the ſame, 

The third manifeſtly depainted the eight beatiindes 
mencioned in the fifth chapiter of Saint Mathe wos Go- 
ſpell, which tuſtly was applied to hir highneſſe. 

The fourth contetned the ruinous ſtate of this realm 
now by hir grace reſtoꝛed to the dignity of a flozyſhyng 
camon wealth, and alſo how Tyme leadyng vs a wea- 
ry ioꝛney at length gaue vs the lyght of Gods wozd by 
the handes of this our moſt gracious Quene. 

The fifth compared the politique gonernement of the 
wozthy Deboza,vnto þ pꝛeſent ate of our moſt graci⸗ 
ous Nuene, who although ſhe had retgned but a ſpark 


of tune ret ſhe had at large ſette out in hir ſelfe the full 
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pꝛopꝛetie of.a good and ve rtuous gonerneu. 
thc paſſed th;ough Ludgate;one nere vnto hir, 281. 


And as 
repeted the great charge that the Citie had bene at, to 
whom ſhe gaue this wozthy anſwere, that che wel con- 
ſidered the ſame, and that it ſhould be remembzed, Alſo 
beyng humbly requeſted at the petition of the Mato; of 
London, who pzeſeted'vnto bir maieſtie in a purſſe one 
thouſand marks in Gold, that ſhe would continue their 
good Lady, ſhe gaue anſwere, that if neede ſhould be, 
the would willingly in their defence ſpend hir bloude: 
theſe wozthy anſwers ſhewed fozth the excellent heart 
of a noble pzince. 

The rr.day of January next folowing began a par- 
liament at Weſtminſter, 4 in this parltament the firſt 
kruites and tenthes were reſtozedto the Crowne, and 
alſo the ſupzeme gouernement oucr the ſtate Eccleſia⸗ 
ſticall, which Quene Marp had permitted and aſſigned 
to the Pope. Likewiſe the booke of Common papers 
and adminiſtration of the Sacramentes in our mother 
tongue was reſtozed, f | 

This parliament time the Nuenes mateſtie appoſn- 
tod a conference oz diſputation to be had at Meſtmin⸗ 
ſter churche concernyng matters of Religion, but the 
matter came to none effect. 

. Befo2ein the time ok Nucene Parp,yeheard of the 
loſſe of the towne of Calaice, won by the trauaile ofthe 
French men 4 p2artiſe of the duke of Gnyſe from En⸗ 
gland 4 made French. The ſame duke ol Guyſe not ſo 
conteted,p2actiſed pet a greter attempt, making his ac- 
compt to bꝛyng it well to paſſe, which was the ſpoile x 
conqueſt of all England; and foz an entrance vnto the 
ſame be dayly conueyde men of warre vnto Scotlande 
and kept tones t foztrcſſes there, in ſtrong maner, to 
the great annoyance of thinhabitants of that land, who 

being fo ſoze greued and appꝛeſſed with ſtrangers: wer 
at the laſt cõpelled foꝛ thetr own fauegard not oncly to 
pꝛap, but alſo to ſue vnto the Quenes maſeſty of Eng⸗ 
land fo2 ayde to expell the French, who ſought to ſub⸗ 
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eg uert that realm, t to annere it to the crown of France. 


And our ſoueraigne Lady the Queene hauing ſo good 
occaſion and foꝛeſeyng the p2actiſe t malicious purpoſe 
of the Gupſe, t conlidering that the Quene therof was 
in Frãce maried, gouerned 4not able to vic þ libertie 
of hir crown,did with al expedition ſend towards Scot 
land the duke of Nozfolk as general, who remained at 
Bar wike, and the lozd Grep of Milton being licucte- 
nant entred Scotland with a ſufficient power to topne 
with the Scots againſt þ french. And in thend hir grace 
ſcnt ſir Willia Cecill knight, hir maleſties pzincipall 
Setretarte together w maſter doctoz Wotton to treate 
with the French: who by their wiſedoms ſo well oꝛdꝛed 
them ſelucs, that they enfozced the French to depart to 
the great quietneſſe and ſafetie both of Englande and 
Scotland, and thervpon hir maieſtie reuoked hir army 
after the fo2tes there were rafed without any ſeaſure oz 
holding of any piece within the ground of Scotlande. 

This peare the Nuenes maieſtie by the aduiſe of hit 
moſt honozable coũſel publiſhed a pꝛoclamation foz the 
aboliſhment and ſuppꝛeſſion of all the cozrupt baſe and 
copper moneys then currant in this Realm of Englad 
coined in the times and reigne of king Henry the eight 
Ling Edward the ſirt, and QAuene Marp, to the greats 
ũaunder, loſſe, rxuine, and decay of this Kealme of Cn- 
gland. And choꝛtly after, hir grace reſtoꝛed vnto all hir 
ſubiects fine and pure ſterling moneys both of gold and 
ſiluer, to the great honour of the realme, and the admt- 
ration of all men then lining, and to be remembzed, as 
a great conqueſt to all poſteritie. 

About this time alſo hir highneſſe finding this realm 
ſoze enfeebled fo; lack of armour, munition, and pow⸗ 
der foz the repulſe of the entmie, did ſo amply + largely 
pꝛepare ſufficient furniture foz the ſame, as Cnglande 
bath iuſte cauſe to p2aiſe and giue thankes to God and 
hir maieſtie,fo2 that it is certaine, that the realme was 
neuer ſo repleniſhed with armour and weapons as at 
this pꝛeſent it is.

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3 ST 1255 Dir William Cheſter lone after the erection of Chzt, 2 
1 1560 ftes Boſpitall in London, beyng called to the office of 9% 
EIS the Sbziualtie, was very deſirous to do ſome thyng to 
5 thecomfozt and entouraging ot pouth to learning. And 
taking aduiſe,at the laſt he toke a goodlyp oꝛder of diſ⸗ 
. putatton pearelp to be kept in the ſayd Yoſpitall at the 
feaſt of S. Bartholomew p Apoſtle, at the which were 
p:elent the Lo2d Paio2 and his bzethzen the Aldermen 
with the moſt part of the learned counſel of the citie, as 
indifferent iudges of that diſputation, And in thend he 
rewarded the diſputers 5 did well with pennes of gold 
and ſiluer, and thctr teachers t ſcholemaſters with mo⸗ 
nep vcrpliberally and wozſhipfally, And ſhoztly after, 
ſir Partin Bowes Unight + alderman of London dyb 
adde tothe ſame diſputation in reward to the diſputers 
Bowes and arro wes of ſiluer, t in reward to the mat- 
ſter, money very wo: ſhipfullp, giupng the Malo and 
his b:eth;en at their departyng, a banket of wpne and 
peres foz their pajns takig. And this goodly oꝛder of dif 
putation continued fro the pete of our Lo2d.1554. vnto 
the firſt pere of our ſoueraigne lady the Quenes mates 
ſties reigne p now is. 1558, and then it clearely teaſſed: 
But of what occaſion 3 know not, but great pitie it is, 
that ſo good a dede, ſo wel begon, and being both ſo pꝛo 
fitable and commendable to the citie,ſhoutd ſo ſodenly 
be put in obliuion. God grant it may by ſome good per 
ſon be reutued, and foz p cauſe haue 3 made this note. 
This pere in the month of June 1561. and the fourth 
day of the ſame,chanceda terrible tempeſt of thunder £ 
lightning, x ſpecially about the citie of London wher it 
did much harme in many places, but chiefly in Paules 
church of Lodon, which by þ ſame lightnig in the ſame 
tempeſt was ſet on fire: «firſt kindled in the top of the 
ſteple of the ſame church, which was two hundzed foote 
high from the battlements of the lame wozk,and bzent 
downward ſo terribly and ſo vehementelp, that within 
leſte ſpace then thze howzes, the ſame ſteple and foure 
great rofes of the ſaid church, t the timber of the _ 
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of * Alles of the ſame were vttcrly conſumed and bꝛent to Tbe reert The yeare 
atches, to the great terro2 and feare of all the beholders, of » wozld. of Chalk, 

but ſpecially to the inhabitants of the Citie of London, 

, After this great miſchance, the Nuenes mateſtte be⸗ 
ing much greued foz the loſſe of ſo beautiful amonumet 
directed hir highneſſe letters to the Baioz of the citie ok 
London, willing him to aſſeble the citizens to take ſom 
oꝛder fo2 ſpeciall aide and helpe foz p repatring again of 
the ſaid monument, and ſhe of hir moſt gracious diſpoſt 
tion to giue a cofozt vnto other fo2 the furtherance ther 
of, did pꝛeſently giue and deliver in gold one thouſand 
marke,+ a warrat fo2 one thouſand lode of timber tobe 
taken out ot hir maieſties woods, oz elſe where, + the ti⸗ 
tizens of Lödon graunted one beneuolence, and thꝛe fifs 

tenes to be fo;thwith paid, & the clergy of Englad vn⸗ 
der the pꝛouinte of Canturburp, granted to giue the rl. 
part of the value of their benefices beyng charged with 
firſt fruits, 4 not being charged with tirſt fruits: to pay 
the. xxx. part, i the clergy of the dioces of London grã⸗ 
ted to geue the. xxx. part of their benefices being in firſt 
fruits and the. xx. part being out of firſte fruits. And 
immecotately by the commaundement of the Qucenes 
byghnes, her pzime councell toke oꝛder that. vi. citizens 
of Lõdon and two of the clergy of the church of Paules 
bad charge and commaundement to oucrſec and ſet foz⸗ 
ward thys woꝛke. TW ho made ſucheerpedicto, y with 
in one moneth ncrte folowing the burning therof, the 
wholle church, that is to ſay the fower greate rootes of 
the ſame, were couered with booꝛds and leade after the 
maner of a falſe roofe. And the greatnes of p work dyſ⸗ 
patcoed in ſoſhozt time, could ſcarcely be credited of any 
but of ſuch as knewe and ſawe the ſame. And the cauſc 
of thys greate haſte was fo feare of rapne which might 
baue periſhed the vautes to the deſtruction ofthe whole 
church and people that wer therin , And befo2c the ſaid 
perc was fally ended, al p ſapd Jſics of the ſayd church 
were made and framed of new and mayn tymber, and 

® couered with leade,4 fully finiſhed. Ano the ſame uw

11 e dane The yeare alſo the great roofe of the weſt end was framed x made Tt 
ot, £w02id. of £hzilt, gt new and great timber in Bozkeſhire, and bꝛougbt to Ins). 
London by ſea, and ſet vp and couered with leade, and 
fully finiſhed. And in like maner within the ſayd peare, 
the whole roofe and frame of the Caſt ende of the ſapd 
church was made in Pozkſhire, and bzought by ſea to 
London, and there lapd ready to be raiſed when the ſea⸗ 
ſon of the pere ſerued. This one thing reſteth to be told 
that by eſtimation of wile men. r. thouſand pound moꝛe 
then is pet graunted vnto it, will not perfect and finiſh 
the church and ſteple, in ſuch ſozte as it was befoze the 
burnyng thereof. 

In this time alſo by reaſon of the Nuenes maleſttes 
letters directed to the Lo2d Patoz t: his bzethzen of this 
citie of London about the burning of Paules,ther wer 
certain Aldermen and comoners of the ſatd city named 
and called togither by the auctozitie of the ſayde Lo2de 
Maioꝛ to deuiſe ſome good o2der x ſpedy remedy fo2 the 
reliefe and comfo2t of the ſapd citie, when ſoener any 
chaunce of fpze hereafter ſhould happen (as God fozbid) 
within the ſaid Citie 02 liberties therof . And þ perſons 
ſo called after ſundzp metings t with good adutſement 
and deliberation agreed and penned a certain oꝛder fo: 
the ſpedy remedy therof,aſwel foꝛ þ redy knowledge of 
the place, wherſoeuer the ſame fire ſhald happen to be, 
and foz the ſodain extinguiſhing and ſuppꝛelling of the 
ſame, as alſo fo2 the ſafe keping of the goods of ſuch per 
ſons, in whoſe houſes any ſuch fyꝛe ſhuld chace, which 
oꝛders and rules vndoubtedly woulde be to the greate 
comfoꝛt and ſafetie of the citie and citizens of the ſame, 
if they wer publiſhed and made knowen in tyme t ere- 
cuted acco2dingly. But what ſhould J ſay,J can but las 
ment, not only fo: this, but alſo foz many ſuch paynfull 
t pꝛofitable labozs which foꝛ good gouernement of this 
citie had ben taken. And aſſone as the talkyng therof is 
done, and the bokes framed x deliuered,ſo ſone is it put 
in obliufon, and nothing at all thought vpon vntill an 
houre after the miſchiefe be paſt, A can blame no _ 
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but there is a fault in ſome body. 

This peare the Queenes maleſtic publiſhed a p2cctas 
macion yp rv.day of November, wherin hir grace not ens 
ly reſtoꝛed to the realine ſmall pieces of (placr moncys, 
as the piece of. vi d.ſiu.d.iſi.d u. d.. d. ob. n. g. but iſo 
fozbadeall maner of fozain copnes to be current wilhen 
this realme of Cnglande, aſwell Golde as luer, crccpt 
two ſo2ts of Trowncs of golde, wherof the one was the 
French crowne,and the other a Flemiſh crane, 

As beloꝛe pe heard that the duke of Guiſe did firfl ſilk 
by entrance into Scotiad to haut ouer runne England 
ſonow he minded p ſubuerſton (J wil not ſap of his own 
countrep, bat of Fraunce he hpinſelke being a ranger 
to the reaiine t bozne in Lo2cpa, Fo! where as he ſawe 
men vniucrlaily giuen to the linowledge of God, the (kul 
whcrof, tcacheth obedience and lone to the Ling, and 
peace emongſt all men: he being of an ambitious and 
vaquict nature,+tlothingat ſuche mens well doing, as 
were either hys betters o2 hys cqualles,fo2 p they2 itues 
were contrarpe to his lpking, and diſoatnyug that anp 
ſhould haue place oz authouty, either aboue him oz with 
bt:n,fo2 that in hys owne tonceite, he took him ſelke to 
be the woꝛthieſt aboue all others, coulde not reſt, til he 
had deuiſed the Tiruction of the beſt, And hauing occaſts 
on by reaſon of the pong age ol the Frenche kpng, to do 
what him b ſtelpked: he atiempted greate matters in 
France, ; violently hath to lowed his wil, in bꝛeahing 
of good oder, and altering of things well, tothe gree te | 
hurt and diſturbance et the ſetteled whole lungden ne of | 
France, contrary to he mynde both of the Quc: ric ond 
the kung of Nauarre, beyng pꝛotecto:s cf rhe (1447 5 553 
realn,4contrarp tothe evict n De by the kind, Aten,

minde andfo2 the maintenaunte ofthe Romſſh ſeafe, a- 
gainſt which doings of the ſaid Duke, the pzince of Con- 
die, being of the bloud reval, with other of the Nobilttte 
andcomons of France,aſſembled them ſelues in armure 
fo2 ſauegarde ofthe King and Quene, and fo: the pꝛeſer⸗ 
uation ot cõmon quiet eſtabliſhed in the ſapd E dicts, and 
fo: the defence of the innocent pꝛofeſſers of the Goſple 
of Ch2iſt, whom the (aid Guiſemoeſte cruelly and tiran⸗ 
nouſly killed and murdered, to the number of an hundzed 
thouſand perſons, and many of them llayne, when they 
were at pzaper in the churches, and cailing on the name 
of God, Wherfoze the Quenes maieſtie conſidering bis 
outragtous doings, and theſe imminent perils, and ha⸗ 
uing alſo a carefullzcale and loue to the vertuous Lady 
the French QAuene, and hir pong ſonne the French King 
and to the ſtate of that realme, but chieflp to the pꝛeſer⸗ 
nation of this hir highneſſe realme ct England, was c5- 
tented to receiue into hir gouernement, ſuch Townes in 
Fraunce, as might relicue the good ſubtects of the ſame, 
and alſo lap daungerouſly to the hurte and annoyance of 
this realme. And fo2 the maintenance of thoſe tones, 
and namely foz Newhauen in Nozmandy, hir highneſſe 
was inkoꝛced to ſend oucr the honozable and valiant cap- 
taine the Earle of Mar wicke accompanied with diuers 
other bothe noble, hardye and wozthy Capitaines, bnto 
the towne of ebe heuen, fo2 the defence and ſafe ke⸗ 
ping thercof, againſt Guy ſes tirannie, furniſhed with a 
comely and warlpke crue of luſtie and hardy ſouldiers, 
haupng alſo wyth them ſaffictent furniture of armure, 
artillerie and bictuals. 

{Chis yeare alſo the Quenes mateſtie directed hir high- 
ncſſe cõmiſſion, vnder the great ſeale of England, to di⸗ 
uers knights and other wo:ſhipful men Dated the. xx vi. 
day of Noveber in the fourth pere of hir highneſſe raigne 
that they ſhould view the grounds about the citie of Lon 
don, within two miles compaſſe thcrof, and to rcſtoze in 


to ſuch groundes,fieldes,0; cloſcs, all ſuch markes as in 
time 
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tyme paſt had ben vſedto be there placed, fo2 the archerg 
that reſozted out ofthe Citie of K ondon, and ſuburbs of 
the ſame, to ſhote at, namely from the fir{t peare of king 
Henry the eight and to pul down ſuch hedges andquick 
ſets, and to fill vp ſuche bzoade dyches, as were an hinde⸗ 
rance to the ſhoters, that vſcd that ground, 4 to make cõ⸗ 
uenient places fo baidges of one fote bꝛode, foz the ar⸗ 
the rs to paſſe ouer, at the coſtes 4 charges of the owners 
and farmerrs of the ſame, only to; Þhir grace wold haue 
that moſt noble and famous game ot ſhoting, which bath 
bene accompted the ſtrength and glozie of Englaroe, 
mainteined and continued, which by the ſayd commiſſi- 
oners was diligently and effectually executed and done. 

The laſt yeare ye heard of a great power {nt to News 
hauenfoz the foztification therof againſt the French, and 
in this time the pꝛince of Condie with his power met in 
field with the Duke of Guiſe at a place called Dꝛeux in 
Noꝛzmandie, wh:r the victozie was doubiful of long time 
fo; the laughtcr and great loſſe of men was continually 
on the Guiſes armie: But ſuch is the hap and chaunce of 
warre that in the end or that confiic the pꝛinte of Condy 
was taken pziſoner. 

And in tops peare the tolune ok Koan in Nozmandis 
was beſieged by the French, ouer whom the king of Nas 
uarre was generall, in the which towne a great number 
ofthe French ſabiecs, being pꝛoteſtats had placed them 
ſelues foꝛ feare of like tirannp vſed befoze by the Duke 
of Gu:ſe, Andouer the tnhabitats of the towne the Erle 
Mountgombzep had the chtefe charge, and vſcd himſelfe 
very wiſely 4 valiauntly. Notwithſtanding after diucrs 
and ſundꝛp cruel aſſaultes and conflicts, the towne was 
taken, and the inhabtta:s therof ſoze ſpoiled 4 ranſaked. 
This Bountgombzep was he that killed Terry the firſt 
of that name French king, as he ranne with him at p tilt 
and at the ſiege of the ſaid townof Noan, he was the ccca 
ſion of the death of the King of Nauarce And about this 
time alſo the afozcſaid Guile being hated cf many fo2 his 


great crucltie was by a deſperate ſouldiec called Poltrot 
D. li. ſotcnly 
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ſodeinly as he rode, ſlain with a dagge as he vas cdming 
in the Cuening fro a mount Þ he had caufed to be made 
at the ſiege of D:lcace. This Poltrot immediatlp after þ 
ded? hauing an excelẽt genet which befo;e he had bought 
purpoſelp, ſet the ſpurs vato him 4 fled,and after he had 
rode almoſt xx. mile p night being dark he loſt his wap, 
and returned backs again among p Goyſcs army, from 
whence againe he fled, and was lodged p night ina Far⸗ 
mers houſe, where the nert day he was taken. And after 
er imntation, he was fo: this crucll murder codemned to 
be dꝛawe in peces with hozſe, which was done acozding⸗ 
ip And at þ time of his death, although befo;c he had ac⸗ 
cuſed Pounſter Chatilton admiral ef France,t certaine 
other to be the pꝛoturtrs of th's murder, ret then he accu 
cd him ſelke to br the onely authe2 and docr th. rof. 
his perealſo & the 22, dap of Yap. 1563. did the french 
king ſend the Utngrane downe with a great power to be⸗ 
ſiege the toon of Ncwhaue, but ther he nothing gained, 
foꝛ cucrmoze he had ihe foil x repulſe, to the gret pꝛaiſc # 
cõmendattonokthe Erle ok Marwik, who did in pꝛe ſece 
moſt valiantly entoꝛage his ſouldiers. But ſhoztip after 
f:lowcd þ whole power of France, where a long ſcaſen 
thei had manytimes not onlp p repuls, but allo loſt a gret 
number ot the beſt ſanlviers, Ard herein (during p liege 
of the ſaid to wuc) apeared the valiant hartes 4 tout cous 
rages ofal our cuntrep me, who albe it p dzcdfull plague 
did ſo wonderfullp tonſume them, that cuen the ſtrcates 
lap ful of p ſinking Coꝛpſes, not able to be buried foz the 
multitude of them that died, t albeit they wer ſo greuoul⸗ 
ly anoped with want of freſh victuals and chlefly of freſh 
wat rs, which the cnimte by long ſiege had cut off: pca + 
al;hogh the ſhot of the canos liyng within rrvi. paces of 
it tou n, was ſo tertible as the like hath not ben heard, 
tte enim alſo had made ſundzy great beaches, into the 
town, and had geuen therunto dtucrs:crucll sſfaulte, ret 
ſuch was the tour age I ſap of dur countrimen in al theſs 
miſerable diſtreſſes, q the enimp ther with being abatſhed, 
cqueſted to Parle, that is to ſay,y the french might have 
a ä conference 
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tonkerẽce with our valiant captains to treat of ſom (ndif 
ferent andreaſonable oꝛder to be had and taken betwene 
them fo2 thaduopding ofthe great deſtrugion + effafion 
of bloud,that vpon the cruel aſſault 4 entrie of the towne 
might happen vpon both parts. And the right honozable 
the Ce le of warwicke aTented vnto their requeſt. Fn the 
woch oarte oz conference, it was honozablic agreed, 5 
wc tho lo depart with armour+ manttion, bagge and 
bag gage, wherin p noble Erle of UWar'vtcke as he had 
be/02elyc wed him ſelt᷑ a valiaunt cas tain, ſo now he ſhe⸗ 
wed him ſelf to be both pꝛudent and Hontique, fo; by ac⸗ 
cepting ef th ſe bonoꝛable condicions,t;claucd p lyues of 
a great number, which otherwyſe (caping the ſcurge of 
the plague, muſt nedes haut fallen vnder the eoge of the 
ſwo:d:, And in this time of Parle the valiaunt Carle of 
Wa! wiche läbing at a beach in vis hoſca 4 doublet, in 
the ſight of his venues, was by a lewd ſoldiour of the 
french (contrary to the lawe of arines) ſhot thꝛought th 
thigh with a harqucbuſhe. 
In the tvme of this long and terrible ſiege of Neluhas 
uen, manp of our Cnaqli hm? being viſited with p peſſt- 
lence, returned into Englande, bpreaſon wherot diucrs 
parties ofthe realme wer infected with þ plague, z ma⸗ 
ny died therok. But immediatlp after the delpuerp bp of 
the ſaid tcwne,our ſouldiouts returning home to Crg- 
land, the infection maruclouſip increſed in ſunoꝛp places 
but molt chekly in the Citie of London, ſo that there died 
in the ſald Citie and ſuburbes of the ſame, fro the vi. dap 
of Apꝛil. 15 6 3. vnto the laſt dap of Neutber next folow⸗ 
ing. 23-59. perſons, And at þ firſt entrance of this plague 
into the Citie tqe Patio? t his bzethzen toke oꝛder, that 
all ſuthe hauſcs as were infected therwith ſhould haue a 
hedleſſe croTe,coloz blew, with this w2tting vnder þ fote 
of the ſame Per ſigunm Tau, ſet ourr the ſtrete doze: but 
theſe croſſes encreaſed ſo ſoꝛe and the citizens were crofſed 
away ſo faſt, that at length they were faine to leaue they 
cruſſcs, and to referre the matter to Gods good mercikull 
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APY "4 „ 15 5 ene alſo by reſon of the W plague in þ ei⸗ 
. 8 + Wo London e ſundzy other places of the realme as is a⸗ 
5 by 78 Aid, ther was no Pigbelmaſſe Terme kept t the pars 
liament was pꝛoꝛoged vnto the. v day of Oaober. 564. 
In this Matozs time by reaſon of the plague there was 
kept no Patozs feaſt at the Guild hal, as bifoze had be ac⸗ 
cuſtomed,and the Patoz toke his othe at the Toure gate, 
Now the loꝛds of Andwerp and other of the low coun- 
treys belongyng to the Kyng of Spayne, foz feare of the 
plague (as they ſayd) which as pe heard befoze raigned in 
Englad,and chiefly in London, did pꝛocure dtuers pꝛohi 
bitions againſt our merchits of England, aſwel againſt 
carpingof our commodities into thoſe partes, as alſo foz 
bzynging of certaine of their comodities into this realme 
of Englad: but torepozt as many haue ſapd, the lozds of 
— Andwerp, whoſe pꝛide is gret, together with p Cardinal 
and clergie of thoſe toũtreps, whoſe malite towards En⸗ 
gland foz religiõ is no leſſe, did procure thoſe pꝛohibitiõs 
againſt our merchats of England rather of ſpite and diſ- 
daine of the Engliſh nation, than foz any other tuft cauſe 
tas ſom wiſe men thinke to make a mutine in this lad, 
Wherfo2e after long toleratiõ and ſafferance of theſe ins 
furtes ſuſteined by our merchauntes, who being by long 
tract of time,greatly charged and hindꝛed of their trade, 
they were info2ced to make their humble ſute vnto the 
Nuencs mateſtie, that they might be liceced to ſcke ſome 
other place o2 countrey to trade vnto. And in the ende it 
was agreed, that they ſhould trade into weſt Frizelande 
vnto the town of Emden, e the rather fo2 that the lozdes 
and gouernersſot᷑ that towne had ſued to haue them thp- 
ther, and had offred vnto them many gret and large pzt# 
nileges with pzomiſe of moſt louing and friendly enters 
tainment:and finally thither they did go with. xl. ſaile of 
good ſhips, laden with engliſh clothes. God ſend them a 
good market with a pꝛoſperous and pꝛofitable returne, 
This pere alſo by reſon of þ fozmer pꝛohibitions made 
by the pzocurement of the lozdg of Andwerp as afozſapd, 
of the cõmodities of Cnglad to be bzought thither. Ther 
was 
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fas like pꝛobibition publiſhed by the Nuenes Paſelfies 
pꝛoclamatton, that it thold not be laufull neither foz ſtrã⸗ 
ger no; Engliſhe man to tranſpozte into Eng/ande any 
maner of commoditie o2 merchandize, which! befoze had 
come fcom any ot the low countreps vpon pain of fozfap⸗ 
ture ofal ſuch goodes as ſhould be found to be tranſpo2s 
ted: 3By.rcaſoa of which pꝛohibitions all mancr of was 
res grewe vnto great and erceſſiue pʒices. 

Alſo pet once again foz feare of the plagne although the 
(god be pꝛaiſed) it was very wel ceaſcd) Hilary term was 
kept at Hertfozd caſtle beſidethe town of Mare, where 
was bothe (ingle chere and double coſt, 4 wozſe lodgyng 
with no leſle charge. Now foz that the afozſaid plague 
by þ great fauoz t mercy of almtghty God, was very wel 
ſtaped in Lon2don,t in a maner clerelp ceſſed,the Terme 
folowing called Eſter terme, and alſo Midſomer Terme 
was kept at weſtminſter, as befoze it had be accuſtomed, 

This pere alſo þ.rriit.day of Apꝛil. 156.4. an bonozabie 
and joyful peace bet wene the Frenche king and our gras 
cious Queene, and their realmes and ſubiectes was pꝛo⸗ 
claimed with ſound of trumpet befoze the Quenes maie⸗ 
ſtie in hir caſtle of N indſoꝛ, then being p2cſent the frech 
Embaſſadoz. And ſho:tly after the Quenes maieſtie ſent 
the right honozable Lozde Hoonneſdon, and the Lozde 
Strange wel accompanied with diuers gentlemen to the 
French king with the noble oꝛder of the garter. 

This pere þ watch vſed ot ancit̃t time in city of Lodon 
on the vigils of S. John Baptiſt,x S. Peter, was renued 
by the ſute ofthe armozers,+ kept only on the vigil ot S. 
eter, but p ſame was ſo diſoꝛderly done, 4 varied ſo tar 
r6 the beautiful ſhewes x ſights, that in time paſſed had 
ben vſed, that it was wozthy of (mall commendation. 

In the end of this pere alſo the mercbats of the Staple 
pꝛocured y Nuenes mateſttes licence to ſhip thetr wolles 
to 1B2zuges in Flaunders. But when their ſhips wer all 

a aredinelle,* their wolles bꝛought downe to the water 
ide, t diuers of the ſame wolles ſhipped. Thert was by 
he ſute ofthe merchant aduẽturers a ſtap made, And the 
zule was, that fo; as nuche as oute clothiers and mer⸗ 
chant

t: was not thought reſonable that the Perchauntes 
of the Staple ſhold caryour wooll thither: foz ſo it might 
ſeme not onelp our marchantcs to be one of themagainſt 
another, but alſo p-by the cartage awap of our wool, it fg 
like that we ſhould ſet their people on wozk, 1 ſuffer our 
owne to go a begging, to the great hurt and decayofthe 
common weale of England. 

This pere Ferdinand the Emperoꝛ died, and ther was 
kept foz him in Paules church in Lödon p iu. dap of Oc⸗ 

tober 564. a ſolepne NN oz funeral, there was crec 
ted in the vpper part of the Quicrofthe ſaide churche a 
goodlyp hearſe, and richelp garniſhed and ſet foꝛth, and al 
the Quter hanged with blacke cloth garniſhed with riche 
ſkutchids of his arms of ſundꝛp ſoꝛts. And at the ſolem- 
nization of thc ſapd funcralil there were, xu. mourners, r 
one that pꝛeſẽted the Quenes maiſties perſon which was 
the marquiſe of wincheſter loꝛd high treſozer of Englad, 
the other rit. were ſi. Carles. vi. lozdes and ui. knights, 
And the ſaid funeral was crecuted by an Archbiſhop and 
4f, Biſhops, that is to ſap, the Archbiſhop ef Cantozbury 
the Biſhop of London and the Biſhop of Rochefter, Ind 
on the day ot the funcrall, the Biſhop of Londen made a 
learned and eloquent Sermon, much in the comentaticn 
and pꝛaiſe of the ſapd Empercur. 

And thus Jcõöclude, ᷣ the goucrnemetof the Queenes 
mate ſtie duly t faithfully conſitered, there neuer hapned 
vnto this happy realm of Englad,a mot woz hy goucr⸗ 
ner: fo2 ſuch hath ben the clemencie of hir maicftic that 
ſheneucr deſired the reuengement of hirenimie,no2 to 
be ſatiſfted with the bloud of Traitozs: but in all theſe 
caſcs hathpz;eferred mercy befe2e Juſtice . Wherfoze to 

the cloſing vp t ending of this booke, let ol true Cnolith 
(hartes ſape, God (aue Queene Ehz2bcrk whoſe man 
J beſeche almightp Cod to pꝛeſcrut, and to 
continue long to reigne 
ouer vs. Amen.
